The  President: 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  herewith  submit  for 
the  information  of  Congress,  as  required  by  law,  their  annual  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30, 1900. 

appropriations  and  revenues. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  which  were  payable  out  of  the 
general  revenues,  and  embraced  all  but  the  appropriations  for  the 
water  department,  were  17,132,841.58.  This  included  $258,295.70  of 
disbursements  on  account  of  damages  incident  to  the  extension  of 
streets,  and  for  other  purposes,  wholly  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  taxation  of  private  property  and  privileges. 

The  receipts  from  taxes  and  other  resources  applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  said  appropriations  (including  the  amount  contributable  by 
the  United  States  as  its  share  of  the  District  expenses  and  a  surplus  of 
#603,255.28  of  District  revenues  of  former  years)  were  $7,520,418.76. 

The  expenditures  of  the  water  department  were  $407,174.42,  and 
were  wholly  payable  out  of  the  revenues  received  from  water  rents 
and  assessments.  The  revenues  of  said  department,  including  a  bal- 
ance of  former  years  amounting  to  $351,712.08,  were  $715,661.42. 

The  details  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  for  the  year  are  stated 
in  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  collector  of  taxes  and  the  auditor, 
respectively. 

DEBT. 

FUNDED  DEBT. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  District  of  Columbia  on  June  30,  1900,  was 
$15,094,570.18.    No  portion  of  it  was  incurred  under  the  present  form 
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of  the  District  government,  The  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  who 
is  charged  with  its  management,  reports  it  in  detail  as  follows:

In  addition  to  this  indebtedness  the  District  had  a  small  floating  debt 
for  current  and  emergent  expenses  not  authorized  by  antecedent 
appropriations;  but  this  floating  debt  was  not  more  than  the  revenues 
were  sufficient  to  meet,  as  well  as  to  provide  for  the  current  annual 
expenses. 

TRUST  OBLIGATIONS. 

The  District  of  Columbia  is  required  to  receive  in^ payment  of 
special  assessments  or  of  arrears  of  general  taxes  $10,447.20  of  draw- 
back certificates  which  were  issued  under  acts  of  Congress  approved 
June  19,  1878,  vol.  20,  page  106;  June  27,  1879,  vol.  21,  page  160; 
June  27,  1879,  vol.  21,  page  86;  July  5,  1881,  vol.  28,  page  182,  and 
June  2,  1890,  vol.  26,  page  124,  as  rebates  for  overcharges  or  interest 
on  account  of  special  assessments  levied  by  former  municipal  govern- 
ments; and  is  also  under  obligations  to  pay  out  of  the  general  fund, 
under  section  two  of  the  act  of  March  1,  1899,  entitled  4 4 An  act  to 
provide  for  the  disposition  of  assessment  certificates  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes,1'  about  $600  w  henever  a  certain 
outstanding  invalid  special  assessment  lien  for  $207.74  bearing  interest 
at  10  per  cent  per  annum  to  July  2,  1890,  is  presented  for  redemption. 
To  the  extent  of  those  two  amounts  the  District  is  practically  indebted 
to  the  owners  of  the  certificates  and  the  holder  of  the  lien.    The  issue 
of  drawback  certificates  after  June  30,  1899,  is  prohibited  by  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  appropriation  law  approved  March  3,  1899. 

There  was  outstanding  July  1,  1899,  in  the  hands  of  private  holders, 
$3,756.38  of  liens  against  private  property  for  special  improvements 
and  secured  by  special  assessments  of  like  amount,  and  $1,343.48  of 
scrip  issued  against  private  property  for  the  cost  of  abutting  public 
improvements  by  the  late  corporation  of  the  city  of  Washington,  and 
also  secured  by  an  equal  amount  of  special  assessments.  Tn  case  any 
of  said  assessments  should  for  any  reason  become  uncollectible,  the 
liens  or  scrip  would  be  redeemable  out  of  the  general  fund  under  said 
act  of  March  1,  1899,  and  to  that  extent  are  an  obligation  of  the  Dis- 
trict. 
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Any  obligation  that  the  District  is  under  on  account  of  any  of  said 
certificates  is  much  more  than  offset  by  the  special  assessments  due 
the  District,  amounting  to  $17,198.21,  and  accrued  interest  thereon  at 
the  rate  of  10  per  cent  per  annum  for  an  average  of  more  than  twenty 
years,  and  cash  collections  of  such  assessments  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  amounting  to  $1,000. 

CHESAPEAKE  AND  OIIIO  CANAL  BONDS. 

The  District  of  Columbia,  as  the  successor  of  the  municipal  corpo- 
rations of  Washington  and  Georgetown,  also  possesses  a  nominal  asset 
of  $75,000  in  bonds  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company. 
These  bonds  are  (>  per  cent  coupon  bonds,  $50,000  of  which  were 
issued  to  the  city  of  Washington  and  $25,000  to  Georgetown,  in 
exchange  for  a  like  amount  of  stock  of  said  municipalities.  They 
were  prepared  under  an  act  of  the  State  of  Maryland  approved  in 
1844,  which  authorized  the  canal  company  to  utter  $1,700,000  of  such 
securities  to  complete  the  canal,  and  making  them  a  lien  on  the  reve- 
nues of  the  company.  The  bonds  matured  May  31,  1885;  interest  is 
due  on  them  since  July  1,  1864.  These  securities  are  in  the  custody 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  as  ex  officio  commissioner  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  sinking  fund,  who  refers  at  length  to  their  status 
on  pages  15  and  16  of  his  sixth  annual  report,  pages  15  and  16  of  his 
seventh  annual  report,  and  pages  14  and  15  of  his  eighth  annual  report. 

ESTIMATES  FOR  1901. 

Estimates  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  the  District  for  the 
fiscal  year  to  end  June  30,  1901,  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  compliance  with  law.  They  amounted 
to  $7,657,773.31,  including  $135,341  to  be  paid  out  of  the  water  funds. 
The  details  of  these  estimates  are  contained  in  the  Book  of  Estimates 
for  that  year,  which  was  published  by  the  Treasury  Department. 

GENERAL  ASSESSMENT. 

The  assessor  reports  the  assessment  of  taxable  real  and  personal 
property  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  June  30,  1900,  and  the 
estimated  tax  derivable  therefrom,  as  follows:

RATE  OF  GENERAL  TAX. 

The  rate  of  general  tax  for  the  }Tear  was  fixed  at  $1.50  on  each  $100 
of  all  taxable  personal  property,  and  of  all  real  property,  except  that 
used  solely  for  agricultural  purposes,  the  rate  of  which  was  $1  per 
$100  of  assessed  valuation. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  according  to  the  census 
of  1900,  is  278,718. 

THE  ASSESSOR. 

Ill  the  office  of  the  assessor  the  card-index  system  has  been  insti- 
tuted with  regard  to  arrears  of  taxes,  the  numerical  index,  and  all 
outstanding  tax  sales  since  1878.  The  inauguration  of  this  system 
will  greatly  expedite  the  transaction  of  the  public  business,  and  will 
conduce  to"  the  convenience  of  all  who  have  business  with  that  office. 
Recently  the  office  of  the  clerk  in  charge  of  special  assessments  and 
that  of  "the  clerk  having  charge  of  assessments  for  water  mains  have 
been  consolidated  with  the  assessor's  office.  It  is  believed  that  thereby 
the  convenience  of  taxpayers  will  be  subserved  and  a  better  sj'stem  of 
facilitating  the  issuance  of  tax  bills  and  certificates  of  taxes  will  ensue. 

THE  COLLECTOR  OF  TAXES. 

The  Commissioners  invite  special  attention  to  the  estimate  for  an 
increase  of  the  force  in  the  collector's  office,  the  business  of  which  has 
grown  far  beyond  the  ability  of  the  present  employees  to  properly 
perform  it.    The  numerous  subdivisions  of  land  which  have  been 
made  in  recent  years  have,  by  increasing  the  number  of  separate  parcels 
of  land,  correspondingly  added  to  the  number  of  tax  accounts  with 
which  the  collector's  office  has  to  deal.    While  this  increase  in  the 
number  of  accounts  is  burdensome  in  every  branch  of  the  office,  it 
makes  particularly  onerous  the  work  of  preparing  the  statements  and 
certificates  in  connection  with  the  sales  for  delinquent  taxes,  which 
have  to  be  completed  within  a  very  limited  period.    Over  5,000  of 
such  certificates  have  been  prepared  and  issued  during  each' of  the 
last  two  years,  and  the  number  will  probably  be  as  large  or  larger  in 
the  future.    This  work  has  made  it  necessary  to  provide  assistance  for 
the  collector  during  its  progress  by  detailing  clerks  from  other  offices, 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  work  in  the  offices  to  which  they  belong. 

As  the  most  of  those  so  detailed  are  unfamiliar  with  the  tax  records, 
frequent  and  serious  errors  occur,  which  might  be  avoided  by  clerks

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accustomed  to  the  records  by  reason  of  their  regular  employment. 
From  time  to  time  new  duties  with  respect  to  various  forms  of  special 
assessments  and  permits  have  been  imposed,  and  contribute  to  augment 
an  amount  of  work  already  largely  disproportionate  to  the  force 
allotted  to  its  performance,  and  render  the  recommended  increase  nec- 
essary for  the  adequate  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  the  keeping 
of  a  proper  system  of  accounts. 

HOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Congress  having  provided  at  its  last  session,  as  a  result  of  an  inves- 
tigation made  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia, 
for  a  reorganization  of  the  public  school  system — creating  a  board  of 
education  of  seven  members  in  place  of  the  board  of  school  trustees  of 
the  public  schools,  and  a  superintendent  with  two  assistant  superin- 
tendents in  place  of  the  superintendent  of  white  schools  and  the  super- 
intendent of  colored  scnools — the  Commissioners,  according  to  the 
direction  of  Congress,  appointed  the  board  of  education  to  serve, 
beginning  the  1st  of  July.  As  the  act  required  that  members  of  the 
board  must  have  been  for  five  years  immediately  preceding  the 
appointment  residents  and  taxpayers,  and  as  the  work  of  reorganiza- 
tion which  the  board  was  to  do  had  to  be  performed  largely  between 
the  1st  of  July  and  the  1st  of  September,  the  Commissioners  were 
much  limited  in  the  number  of  men  and  women  from  whom  selection 
could  be  made,  but  the  Commissioners  were  fortunate  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  C.  J.  Bell,  George  H.  Harries,  Dr.  Richard  Kingsman, 
J.  Holdsworth  Gordon,  Mrs.  Henry  Litchfield  West,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Francis, 
and  James  F.  Bundy. 

As  the  work  devolving  upon  them  required  them  to  forego  in  part 
their  summer  vacations  and  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  by  day  and 
by  night  in  beginning  their  task,  the  Commissioners  feel  that  great 
credit  is  due  them,  and  that  they  deserve  the  thanks  of  all  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  school  system.  They  worked  so  expeditiously, 
and  so  successfully,  that  within  a  month  they  had  announced  the  new 
organization  of  the  school  system.  Following  a  conservative  policy 
they  made  no  changes,  either  in  personnel  or  curriculum,  except  such 
as  had  been  shown  to  be  necessary.  They  gratified  the  citizens  by 
promoting  to  the  new  office  of  superintendent  A.  T.  Stuart,  who  had 
been  for  years  supervising  principal  of  the  community.  They  pro- 
moted to  the  new  offices  of  assistant  superintendent  Mrs.  Ida  G. 
Myers,  principal  of  the  normal  school,  and  W.  S.  Montgomery,  princi- 
pal of  the  ninth  division.  With  very  few  exceptions  no  other  changes 
were  made  in  the  teaching  force  but  those  caused  by  these  promotions. 

The  board,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent,  altered 
the  curriculum  so  as  to  make  it  more  practical,  and  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  home  study  required  of  the  pupils.  It  also  made  improve- 
ments in  the  business  management  of  the  school  system,  .vhich  has 
been  most  faithf  ullv  conducted  by  its  executive  officer,  H.  H.  Twombly , 
secretary  to  the  board  of  education. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  public  school  system  expanded  in  a 
normal  ratio  to  the  increase  of  the  population  and  in  proportion  to  the 
development  of  different  localities  and  by  the  increase  of  rapid  transit. 
In  all,  nearly  49,113  persons  were  given  instruction  in  the  schools,  at 
either  day  or  night  sessions,  yet  it  is  still  true  that  there  is  not  suffi- 
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cient  accommodation  for  the  schools,  and  that  more  buildings  are 
CTeatly  needed  to  meet  the  growing  needs. 

The  Commissioners,  therefore,  heartily  indorse  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  board  of  education  in  this  regard  in  their  estimates.  It  is 
also  necessary  that  additional  land  for  playgrounds  should  be  pur- 
chased for  school  buildings  that  have  no  such  facilities.  The  improve- 
ment of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools,  carried  on  efficiently 
durino-  the  year,  should  be  continued  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  the 
interest  of  public  health.  In  this  relation  the  Commissioners  com- 
mend the  suggestion  of  the  board  of  education  that  physicians  of 
standing  should  be  employed  to  make  frequent  medical  inspections  for 
the  information  of  the  'school  authorities  and  the  parents  of  the 
children. 

BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent   of  charities, 
Herbert  W.  Lewis,  who  crowned  his  faithful  service  to  the  District 
with  this  act,  and  in  response  to  the  request  of  many  of  the  citizens 
who  are  interested  in  philanthropic  work.  Congress  abolished,  at  its 
last  session,  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  charities,  and  created  in 
its  stead  a  board  of  charities  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  have  supervision,  under  the  authority  of  the 
Commissioners,  of  all  penal,  reformatory,  and  charitable  institutions 
sustained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  public  funds  within  the  District  of 
Columbia.    The  Board  of  Charities  was  provided  by  Congress  "  to 
promote  the  effective  and  economical  management  of  the  affairs-'  of 
the  institutions  under  its  supervision,  and  to  coordinate  their  efforts 
so  as  to  bring  them  into  genuine  cooperation.    It  is  believed  that 
such  a  board,  made  up  of  eminent  citizens  serving  without  compensa- 
tion, will  be  able  to  do  this  work  better  than  a  superintendent  of 
charities  required  by  law  to  be  a  nonresident  and  receiving  a  salary 
for  his  services. 

The  people  of  the  District  were  gratified  by  the  appointment  of  S.  W. 
Woodward,  John  Joy  Edson,  Simon  Wolf,  George  W.  Cook,  and 
Charles  P.  Neill  as  members  of  this  Board  of  Charities.    They  promptly 
took  up  the  work  assigned  to  them  by  the  act  of  Congress,  and  will  be 
prepared  to  submit  the  preliminary  report  respecting  it  at  the  coming 
session  of  Congress,  transmitting,  in  the  meantime,  an  estimate  for 
substantially  the  same  appropriation  as  was  made  last  year  for  the 
institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  board.    It  is  believed  that 
this  board  will  be  able  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  act,  and  thus 
bring  about  a  better  system  of  public  charities.    The  board  has  selected 
an  efficient  secretary,  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson.    The  reports  of  the 
charitable  and  reformatory  institutions  for  the  past  fiscal  year  indicate 
that  they  have  done  their  work  as  well  as  in  former  years.    The  com- 
pletion of  the  new  building  at  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  will  give 
increased  accommodations  that  will  greatly  facilitate  its  work.  The 
plans  for  a  chapel  and  assembly  hall  at  the  Reform  School  for  Boys 
have  been  approved  and  preparations  made  for  beginning  building. 

STREET  CLEANING. 

The  hand  system  of  cleaning  the  streets  of  Washington,  which  was 
adopted  July  1, 1897,  has  been  continued  with  unqualified  success,  and 
the  area  cleaned  by  hand  is  being  increased  as  rapidly  as  the  appropri  • 
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ations  therefor  will  allow.  The  daily  area  cleaned  during  the  first  year 
was  394,128  square  yards,  at  a  contract  price  of  32  cents  per  1,000 
square  yards.  The  second  year  the  daily  hand-cleaning  schedule  was 
increased  to  702,610  square  yards,  of  which  308,512  were  cleansed 
directly  by  the  District,  the  average  cost  of  which  was  18  cents  per 
1,000  square  yards  as  compared  with  32  cents  per  1,000  square  yards 
paid  the  contractor  for  the  same  work. 

The  excellent  showing  made  by  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning 
in  demonstrating  that  the  work  for  which  a  contractor  was  paid  32 
cents  per  1,000  square  yards  could  be  done  under  his  supervision  with- 
out contract  for  18  cents  per  1,000  square  yards  caused  the  insertion 
of  a  provision  in  the  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30, 1900,  which  limited  the  rate  to  be  paid  under  contract  to  22  cents 
per  1,000  square  yards,  thereby  enabling  the  Commissioners  to  secure 
a  contract  at  the  rate  of  21£  cents  per  1,000  square  yards.  By  this 
reduction  in  the  rate  they  were  enabled  to  increase  the  daily  schedule 
to  1,230,778  square  yards. 

In  the  current  appropriation  act  Congress  further  reduced  the  limit 
to  be  paid  under  contract  to  20  cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  and,  in 
the  event  of  failure  to  secure  a  contract  at  20  cents  or  less,  authorized 
the  commissioners  to  do  the  work  without  contract.  As  no  bids  were 
received,  the  work  is  being  done  by  day  labor  without  contract,  the 
cost  of  which  will  be  not  more  than  18  cents  per  1,000  square  yards, 
in  which  is  included  the  expenses  of  equipping  the  department  with 
20  horses,  8  large  modern  wagons,  bag  carriers,  bags,  brooms,  sprin- 
klers, shovels,  and  all  other  implements  necessary  to  perfect  organiza- 
tion. This  reduction  in  the  cost  has  enabled  them  to  further  enlarge 
the  daily  schedule  to  1,565,809  square  yards,  upon  which  are  employed 
201  deserving  men  at  a  fair  rate  of  compensation  promptly  paid. 

The  machine  sweeping,  which  comprises  a  daily  schedule  of  730,000 
square  yards  of  street  service,  the  most  of  which  is  swept  between  the 
hours  of  8  p.  m.  and  5  a.  m.,  is  being  done  under  contract  at  the  low 
rate  of  18  cents  per  1,000  square  yards.  The  work  under  the  present 
contractor  is  being  performed  in  a  very  efficient  and  satisfactory  man- 
ner; but,  as  under  the  allotment  of  $35,000  it  is  impossible  to  sweep 
any  of  the  streets  oftener  than  twice  a  week,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
appropriation  may  be  so  increased  as  to  allow  some  of  the  more 
important  streets  to  be  swept  three  times  per  week. 

DISPOSAL  OF  CITY  REFUSE. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse  has  been  one  of  the  long- 
standing problems  with  which  the  Commissioners  have  had  to  contend. 

In  the  appropriation  act  for  the  current  year  an  appropriation  of 
$115,000  was  made  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  all  kinds  of  city 
refuse;  and  the  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract or  contracts  for  a  period  of  five  3Tears  for  the  performance  of 
such  work.  The  method  of  disposal  of  garbage  heretofore  has  to  a 
certain  extent  resulted  in  nuisance.  The  collection  thereof,  under  the 
careful  supervision  of  the  health  officer,  has  for  several  years  past 
been  performed  in  a  most  efficient  and  thorough  manner;  but  the 
method  of  conveying  the  material  down  the  river  upon  scows  and 
depositing  it  along  the  shores  has  been  a  source  of  endless  complaint. 

The  Commissioners,  after  careful  consideration,  decided  that  the 
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entire  subject-matter  of  the  disposal  of  city  waste  should  be  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  his 
department  appearing  to  them  to  be  the  one  to  which  the  work  most 
properly  belonged.  The  health  office,  which  had  supervised  the  col- 
lection of  garbage  and  night  soil  so  efficiently  for  many  years,  was 
thereby  relieved  of  this  burdensome  duty  and  left  to  devote  its  entire 
time  to  the  special  duties  for  which  it  was  established. 

Regulations  and  specifications  were  therefore  prepared,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  and  proposals 
were  solicited  for  the  various  classes  of  work.    For  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  garbage  and  dead  animals  the  Washington  Fertilizer  Com- 
pany was  the  successful  bidder,  at  the  contract  price  of  $51,600  per 
annum.    The  garbage  and  dead  animals  will,  under  the  contract  with 
this  company,  be  disposed  of  by  what  is  known  as  a  reduction  process, 
in  regard  to  which  it  is  claimed  that  in  no  instance  has  it  failed  to  give 
entire  satisfaction.    The  material  will  he  conveyed  -JO  miles  beyond 
the  city  limits,  and  in  such  air-tight  receptacles  as  to  cause  the  least 
possible  nuisance,  and  the  people  of  Washington  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated upon  the  fact  that  the  shores  of  the  Potomac  River  will  be  freed 
from  the  deposits  of  garbage  and  refuse  whose  offensive  odors  have  so 
long  been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  travelers  upon  that  river.  The 
contract  with  the  Washington  Fertilizer  Company  will  go  into  effect 

December  1.  1900. 

The  accepted  proposal  for  the  collection  of  ashes  was  that  made  by 
K.  Y.  Busk,  for  a  weekly  collection  service  from  private  residences  at 
S-il'.l'TU  per  annum.  The  appropriation  was  not  sufficient  to  allowr  the 
acceptance  of  proposals  for  such  removals  from  other  than  private  resi- 
dences, nor  for  more  frequent  collections.  The  contractor  began  opera- 
tions August  1,1900,  and  while  the  service  is  not  yet  all  that  might  be 
desired,  yet  it  is  very  commendable  considering  the  time  it  has  been 
in  operation  and  the  time  required  to  inaugurate  a  new  system. 

The  proposals  of  E.  V.  Rusk  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  night 
soil  at  $17,000,  and  waste  paper  and  miscellaneous  refuse  at  $8,000  were 
accepted,  and  the  services  rendered  have  been  found  to  be  a  marked 
improvement  over  the  old  methods. 

With  a  proper  spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  citizens  and  the 
collectors  in  the  various  brunches  of  the  service.  Washington  will  soon 
realize  an  ideal  condition  of  cleanliness  and  comfort. 


THE  METROPOLITAN  POLICE  FORCE. 


During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  police  force  of  the  District  has  main- 
tained the  high  record  of  efficiency  which  has  characterized  it  for  a 
long  period  of  time. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  1900,  the  force  consisted  of  571  members.  By 
reason  of  siekness.  details,  and  assignments  to  post  duty,  only  315 
privates  could  be  assigned  to  patrol  duty.  Of  these  only  78  men  could 
be  assigned  to  duty  during  the  daytime  and  157  during  the  night, 
Yet  this  insufficient  force  upon  actual  patrol  duty  is  expected  to  pro- 
tect the  capital  city  of  the  United  States  with  its  population  of  278,718 
and  an  area  of  71  square  miles. 

In  the  list  of  cities  given  in  the  report  of  the  major  and  superintend- 
ent showing  police  areas  and  numbers  of  policemen,  it  appears  that 
St.  Louis,  with  a  precinct  area  of  10,000  acres,  has  a  force  of  976  men. 
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while  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  an  urea  of  44,320  acres,  has  a 
force  numbering  only  571.  Of  this  force  57  arc  assigned  to  important 
post  duties  and  84  to  special  duty  at  localities  where  the  services  of 
policemen  can  not  be  dispensed  with.  The  major  and  superintendent 
has  asked  for  an  increase  in  his  force  of  1H0  men.  The  Commissioners 
have  approved  this  estimate,  and  they  will  earnestly  urge  that  an 
appropriation  embodying  this  increase  be  enacted  into  law. 

This  increase  would  be  but  just  were  the  interests  here  to  be  protected 
merely  those  of  an  ordinary  municipality.  When  it  is  considered 
that  the  police  force  of  Washington  have  in  their  keeping  the  security 
of  the  Executive  Mansion,  the  homes  of  the  representatives  of  foreign 
powers,  of  Senators  and  Representatives,  and  of  all  of  the  resident 
officials  of  the  Federal  Government,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  responsi- 
bilities resting  upon  them  are  of  the  most  serious  and  delicate  nature, 
and  that  no  policy  of  unwise  economy  should  curtail  this  important 
branch  of  the  public  service  to  a  number  inconsistent  with  the  dignity 
of  Washington  among  the  great  capitals  of  the  world. 

The  major  and  superintendent  notes  many  recommendations  in  his 
report  looking  to  the  improvement  of  existing  conditions,  to  which 
the  attention  of  the  Congress  is  earnestly  invited. 

There  is  embodied  in  his  last  annual  report  the  codification  of  the 
statutes  relating  to  the  police  force  and  analogous  subjects.  This  pro- 
posed legislation  has,  as  to  the  general  subject  matter,  received  the 
approval  of  the  courts,  the  board  of  trade,  and  the  bar  association,  and 
should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  be  enacted  into  law. 

The  Commissioners  invite  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Con- 
gress to  the  recommendation  of  the  major  and  superintendent  that 
appropriate  legislation  be  enacted  in  order  that  the  superior  facilities 
afforded  by  the  institution  known  as  the  Junior  Republic,  located  in 
the  State  of  Maryland,  for  the  reformation  of  youthful  offenders,  may 
be  utilized  for  the  wayward  youth  of  the  District. 

There  should  also  be  made  adequate  provision  for  the  payment  of  pen- 
sions to  the  disabled  members  of  the  metropolitan  police  force,  includ- 
ing its  officers  highest  in  rank.  While  the  half-and-half  provision  for 
the  payment  of  all  legitimate  expenses  of  the  District  should  apply 
also  to  the  police-pension  fund,  yet,  in  case  the  committees  of  the  two 
Houses  should  refuse  to  authorize  such  equal  payment  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States,  there  will  be  an  absolute  necessity  of  providing 
by  law  in  some  manner  for  the  deficiency  which  annually  exists  in  the 
fund  provided  for  this  most  just  recognition  of  faithful  men  who  have 
become  disabled  in  the  line  of  duty. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  health  department,  whose  operations  are  of  such  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  welfare  of  the  District,  has  been  rendering  as  efficient  serv- 
ice as  possible  with  its  inadequate  force.  The  health  officer  has  done 
all  that  could  possibly  be  expected  to  improve  the  health  conditions  of 
the  District,  administering  his  office  with  intelligence  and  energy. 
The  Commissioners  cordially  approve  the  recommendations  he  makes 
in  his  annual  report. 

The  population  of  the  District,  as  shown  by  the  United  States  census, 
taken  in  June,  1900,  was  278,718,  considerably  less  than  had  been 
anticipated,  in  view  of  the  police  census  of  April,  1897.    The  total 
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number  of  deaths  during  the  twelve  months  covered  bv  this  repoii 
was  5  953.  The  death  rate  was,  therefore,  21.37  per  thousand,  and 
shows  a  slight  decrease  since  last  year;  it  is  however,  slightly  m  excess 
of  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.    Ot  the  decedents  3,325  were 

white,  and  2,628  colored. 

No  definite  statement  can  be  made,  however,  as  to  the  relative  death 
rates  in  the  two  races,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  lederal  census  has 
not  vet  reached  a  point  where  it  will  permit  such  calculations  to  be 
made  The  most  regretable  feature  of  the  reported  mortality  is  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  typhoid  fever.  The  total  num- 
ber of  such  deaths,  221,  is  not  large,  yet  it  points  to  the  existence  of 
a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  which,  being  prevent- 
able, should  not  have  existed.  It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  the  pro- 
posed filtration  of  the  public  water  supply  will  materially  diminish  tne 
prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  this  District,  even  if  it  does  not  prevent 

it  altogether.  ,    ,  . 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  less  prevalent  than  (luring  hist  year,  hut  the 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  has  increased.    The  health  department 
was  enabled,  through  the  agency  of  the  milk  law.  to  suppress  an  out- 
break of  the  former  disease,  involving  33  cases,  due  to  milk  infection. 
The  wards  for  the  reception  of  minor  contagious  diseases,  which  haw 
been  constructed  in  connection  with  Providence  and  Garfield  Memo- 
rial hospitals,  have  been  constantly  occupied  by  patients  suffering 
from  such  diseases,  for  whom,  prior  to  the  existence  of  such  wards 
no  hospital  accommodations  whatsoever  were  available.     Many  ot 
these  patients  were  treated  at  public  expense,  hut  some  came  from 
well-to-do  families  and  sought  hospital  treatment  solely  on  account  ot 
the  advantages  offered  bv  it.    Smallpox  has  been  present  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year.    The  mild  character  of  the  disease,  and  the 
repeated  importation'  of  it  from  other  places,  have  rendered  its  sup- 
pression difficult,  and  a  few  cases  remain  under  treatment  at  the  close 
of  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 

The  abolition  of  the  box-privy  nuisance  proceeds  more  slowly  each 
year  as  the  total  number  of  such  structures  diminishes.    Only  381  have 
been  done  away  with  during  the  year.    Difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  securing  the  abolition  of  box  privies  on  property  belonging  to  non- 
residents because  of  the  absence  of  an  appropriation  enabling  the 
Commissioners  to  have  such  connections  made  and  to  -assess  the  cost 
against  the  property  benefited.    This  difficulty  has,  however,  been 
removed  to  a  certain  extent  by  a  small  appropriation  for  use  during 
the  present  fiscal  year.    A  further  obstacle  is  being  placed  in  the  way 
of  the  abatement  of  this  nuisance  by  secret  conveyances  of  property 
on  which  box  privies  exist.    In  such  cases  no  deeds  are  placed  on  rec- 
ord, so  that  the  health  department  is  unable  to  discover  either  the 
name  or  the  address  of  the  supposed  real  owner,  the  owner  of  record 
relieving  himself  from  liability  by  filing  with  the  district  attorney  an 
affidavit  alleging  a  sale  of  the  property,  or  by  going  on  the  witness 
stand  at  the  trial  and  alleging  such  a  sale.    The  manifest  purpose  of 
such  transactions  is  the  evasion  of  responsibility  for  the  sanitary  con 
dition  of  premises  in  this  District.    It  suggests  the  advisability  of 
legislation  requiring  deeds  to  be  recorded  within  some  specified  length 
of  time  after  they  take  effect. 

Prosecutions  instituted  during  the  year  for  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  an  act  to  prevent  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  adulterated 
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foods  and  drugs  resulted  in  tin  appeal  in  one  ease  to  the  court  of 
appeals.  The  court,  however,  in  an  opinion  handed  down  on  Febru- 
ary T.  1900,  sustained  the  law.  The  authority  of  the  health  depart- 
ment with  reference  to  such  matters  has,  therefore,  been  strengthened. 

Inspection  of  dairy  farms  and  of  dairy  products  under  the  laws 
enacted  for  that  purpose  has  been  carried  on  as  thoroughly  as  the 
available  inspection  force  would  permit.  The  general  quality  of  milk 
brought  into  the  District  has,  from  a  chemical  standpoint,  been  good. 
There  is,  however,  need  for  the  extension  of  the  inspection  service  to 
outlying  farms  from  which  milk  is  shipped  into  this  District.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  on  which  milk  is  produced,  and  the 
physical  condition  of  the  cows  producing  it,  are  of  vital  importance  to 
the  consumer,  and  yet  can  not  be  satisfactorily  determined  by  chemical 
methods.  The  miik  law  needs  certain  amendments  which  have  been 
pointed  out  in  a  special  report  made  during  the  year. 

The  inspection  of  live  stock  is  on  an  unsatisfactory  basis  because  of 
the  absence  of  needed  legislation  and  of  a  sufficient  inspection  force. 
The  establishment  of  one  or  two  public  abattoirs  would  solve  the 
problem  in  respect  to  this  work.  In  the  absence  of  such  abattoirs, 
however,  legislation  is  needed  to  authorize  the  licensing  of  slaughter- 
houses and  to  regulate  the  hours  of  slaughter.  Slaughtering  at  night 
and  on  Sunday  so  as  to  avoid  inspection  has  been  resorted  to  in  some 
cases,  and  can  not  be  prevented  under  existing  law. 

In  the  preceding  report  of  the  Commissioners  it  was  noted  that  a 
case  involving  the  validity  of  the  act  for  the  prevention  of  smoke  was 
pending  in  the  court  of  appeals.  The  opinion  in  this  case  was  handed 
down  on  May  8,  1900,  and  fully  sustained  the  law.  Prosecutions  that 
were  instituted  prior  to  this  test  case  have  been  discontinued,  as  in 
view  of  the  length  of  time  since  the  alleged  offenses  occurred  it  was 
believed  that  no  good  results  could  be  secured  by  continuing  them. 

Since  the  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals  all  reasonable  effort  has 
been  made  to  induce  parties  responsible  for  smoky  chimneys  to  adopt 
such  measures  as  were  necessary  to  enable  them  to  comply  with  the 
law.  In  some  cases  such  efforts  have  been  successful,  but  in  others 
violations  of  the  statute  continue.  One  prosecution  has  already  been 
instituted  and  is  now  pending,  and  others  are  about  to  be  begun.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  smoke  law  requires  certain  amendments, 
but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  its  validity,  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  its 
construction,  have  already  been  passed  ^upon  by  the  court  of  appeals, 
it  seems  undesirable  to  tamper  with  it. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  enforce  the  act  to  cause  the  removal  of 
weeds,  but  without  perceptible  effect.  The  weed  nuisance  is  so  exten- 
sive that  it  has  been  impossible  to  undertake  more  than  to  secure  the 
removal  of  weeds  upon  complaint  and  in  cases  in  which  they  were  caus- 
ing nuisance  in  fact.  No  effort  has  been  made  to  cause  the  removal  of 
all  such  vegetation,  as  the  inspection  force  at  the  disposal  of  the  health 
department  has  been  entirely  inadequate  for  such  a  task  and  as  there 
has  been  no  appropriation  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  cause  the 
removal  of  weeds  from  the  property  of  nonresident  owners  under  the 
assessment  system.  Such  an  appropriation  having  been  made,  it  will 
be  possible  during  the  present  fiscal  year  to  do  something  toward 
removing  vegetation  of  this  character  from  property  belonging  to  non- 
residents, but  until  the  inspection  force  of  the  health  department  is 
increased  the  law  can  not  be  enforced  generally. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  the  removal  of  weeds  could  be  more 
ctf Jet uall  Hired  bv  requiring  ,11  owners  or  occupants  of  property 
to  A  t  t  n,  and  carry  them  away  on  <>r  before  certain  specified  dates 
i thou  notice,  and  authorizing  the  Commissioners  to  have  them  cu 
all  rases  where  the  law  has  not  been  thus  complied  With,  Without 
further  notice,  the  cost  of  such  work  to  be  assessed  against  the  prop- 
erty whether  belonging  to  residents  or  nonresidents.  It  is  respect- 
fully recommended  that  the  legislation  necessary  to  secure  this  result 


The  increased  work  done  by  the  pound  service  during  the  year  has 
demonstrated  more  forcibly  than  has  ever  been  demonstrated  before 
the  necessity  for  a  new  pouncr.  The  present  structure  used  tor  tins 
purpose  wis  designed  for  temporary  occupancy  only;  it  is  badh 
located  and  poorly  constructed.  It  is  urged  that  provision  be  mad' 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  pound,  and  in  connection  with  it  a  suitable 
stable  for  the  use  of  the  health  department  to  replace  the  unsatislac- 
tory  rented  structure  now  occupied. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  in  this  District  there  are  no  public  bath- 
ing facilities  available  during  cool  and  cold  weather,  and  that  the  only 
suT-h  facilities  available  during  the  summer  season  at  the  bathing  beacp 
are  at  best  a  makeshift  so  far  as  regards  purposes  of  simple  cleanli- 
ness. As  a  large  number  of  citizens  are  so  unfortunately  situated  as 
to  have  no  bathing  facilities  in  their  residences,  they  are  m  actual 
need  of  public  baths.  The  example  of  other  cities  points  to  the 
importance  of  establishing  public  bath  houses  for  the  accommodation 
of  these  classes.  It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  action  be  taken 
toward  that  end. 

CORONER. 

The  most  important  statement  in  the  annual  report  of  the  coroner 
is  that  which  calls  attention  once  more  to  the  need  for  a  suitable 
morgue,  which,  as  he  says,  "  is  so  self-evident  as  to  require  no  demon- 
stration." The  Commissioners  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $15,00<  > 
for  a  building  for  that  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  the  District  may  no 
longer  be  obliged  to  use  a  portion  of  the  stable  in  the  rear  of  one  ot 
the  police  stations,  which  is  the  only  place  now  available  for  a  morgue. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  investigated  by  the  coroner  during  the 
fiscal  year  was  775,  a  decrease  of  6  from  the  number  investigated  in 
the  year  before. 

ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  greatly  increased  use  of  electricity  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
has  made  it  necessary  to  establish  a  new  department  of  the  District 
government  which  ought  to  have  full  recognition  commensurate  with 
the  importance  of  its  work,  which  also  includes  the  gas  and  naphtha 
lighting  systems,  telephone  service,  and  tire-alarm  telegraph.    A  por- 
tion of  the  officers  and  employees  of  this  department  are  on  the  per- 
manent rolls  of  the  District  government,  but  a  considerable  number 
are  simply  on  the  per  diem  rolls.    The  efficient  head  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  electrical  engineer,  is  himself  carried  on  the  per  diem  rolls. 
As  a  matter  of  business  organization  and  for  the  good  effect  it  would 
have  upon  the  men  engaged  in  the  work,  this  department  ought  to  be 
placed  on  the  same  basis  as  other  departments  of  the  District  govern- 
ment.   The  volume  and  importance  of  the  work  done  by  the  electrical 
engineer  appear  in  his  annual  report. 
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GAS  LIGHTING. 

The  results  obtained  from  the  new  Welsbach  street  lights  now  main- 
tained are  so  successful  as  to  warrant  the  recommendation  that  the 
system  be  extended,  and  for  that  purpose  it  is  recommended  that  the 
amount  be  increased  from  $5,000  to  $15,000. 

INCANDESCENT  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

The  extension  of  this  satisfactory  system  of  lighting  is  prohibited 
oast  of  Rock  Creek  by  lack  of  authority  in  the  Commissioners  to  grant 
permission  for  the  stringing  of  the  necessary  wires  and  the  erection  of 
poles.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Commissioners  be  given  such 
authority  as  will  enable  them  to  erect  wires  and  poles  east  of  Rock 
Creek  and  outside  of  the  tire  limits. 

ELECTRIC  ARC  LIGHTING. 

The  extension  of  this  system  of  lighting  beyond  the  city  limits  can 
be  made  under  the  present  wording  of  the  appropriation  act  only 
where  conduits  exist,  or  where  the  building  of  conduits  would  be  remu- 
nerative to  the  electric-lighting  company.  There  are  a  few  main  thor- 
oughfares into  the  city  where  the  gas-lighting  facilities  are  wholly 
inadequate,  and  where  arc  lights  could  be  maintained  to  great  advan- 
tage. To  do  this,  however,  it  would  be  necessary  to  erect  overhead 
wires  either  upon  existing  poles  or  upon  poles  erected  especially  for 
that  purpose.  It  is  recommended  therefore  that  the  wording  of  this 
appropriation  be  changed  as  follows: 

Provided,  however,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby 
authorized  to  permit  the  erection  of  poles  and  the  stringingof  wires  thereon,  outside 
<>f  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Washington,  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  public  electric  arc  lamps;  such  poles  and  wires  to  be  used  only 
for  public  electric  arc  lighting. 

Another  change  which  seems  desirable  is  that  where  there  are  rail- 
road conduits  now  laid,  having  sufficient  available  duct  room  for  light- 
ing wires,  the  Commissioners  should  be  authorized  to  grant  permission 
to  the  owners  of  said  conduits  to  connect  them  to  public  arc  lamps. 
On  New  York  avenue,  from  Seventh  street  NW.  to  Florida  avenue 
NE.,  on  C  and  D  streets  NE.,  from  Second  to  Thhteenth  streets,  and 
on  Fifth  street  NW.,  from  Massachusetts  to  New  York  avenues, 
there  are  conduits  orisrinallv  laid  bv  the  City  and  Suburban  Railway 
Company,  in  which  there  are  available  ducts  controlled  by  the  two 
lighting  companies.  By  the  wording  of  the  act  approved  June  27, 
1898,  amending  the  charter  of  the  Eckington  and  Soldiers'  Home 
Railway  Company,  the  railway  company  is  prohibited  from  using  their 
conduit,  or  cables,  or  electrical  conductors  of  any  character  whatever 
for  the  purpose  of  electric  lighting  and  power,  except  for  the  opera 
tion  of  their  road.    Tt  is  suggested  that  this  act  be  amended  as  follows: 

That  so  much  of  public  act  No.  156,  approved  June  27,  1898,  amending  the  charter 
of  the  Eckington  and  Soldiers'  Home  Railway  Company  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  for  other  purposes,  which  provides  "that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  as  authorizing  or  permitting  said  company  to  use  their  conduits  or  cables 
or  electrical  conductors  of  any  character  whatever  for  the  purpose  of  electric  lighting 
or  power,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  lighting  and  propelling  of  the 
cars  and  other  machinery  of  such  road  and  the  power  house  of  said  company,  or 
other  property  owned  or  acquired  by  said  company  adjacent  to  the  lines  of  the  road 
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It  is  vorv  desirable  that  a  portion,  at  least  of  the  above-mentioned 
street*  should  be  lighted  by  means  of  arc  lighte  ami  Ins  proposed 
legislation  will  permit  this  to  bo  done  without  the  building  of  addi- 
tional  street  conduit. 

TELEPHONE  CONDUITS. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  Chesapeake  ami  Potomac 
Telephone  Company  is  prevented  from  building  conduits  either  to 
burv  its  existing  wires  or  to  make  extensions  to  its  existing  under- 
ground systemf  while  the  electric-lighting  companies  enjoy  unlimited 
privileges  in  this  direction.    The  telephone  company  is  ready  and 
willing  to  take  down  a  gn.it  many  of  its  overhead  lines,  which  it  can 
not  do,  however,  without  the  building  of  additional  conduits.  A 
carefully  drawn  bill  was  introduced  in  Congress  at  its  last  session 
which  would  not  only  relieve  this  restricted  condition  of  affairs,  out 
enable  the  company  to  extend  its  house  connections  by  means  of  w  er- 
head wires  outside  of  the  city  limits,  which  it  is  now  prohibited  from 
doing  by  the  existing  law.    This  bill  (H.  R.  9053)  has  many  features 

which  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  enacted.  t 
Under  the  present  law  no  telephone  wires  of  any  description  or 

character  can  be  erected  outside  of  the  city  Limits,  and  within  those 

limits  only  such  wires  as  can  be  strung  from  alley  pole  to  alley  pole. 

This  restriction  has  resulted  in  depriving  numerous  citizens  of  tele- 

Shone  service  and  has  worked  hardship  to  many.  Some  relief  m  this 
irection  is  urgently  demanded. 


DISTRICT  WIRES. 


The  electric  department  has  succeeded  in  rebuilding  the  majority  of 
the  telephone  lines  maintained  by  the  District,  substituting  metallic 
circuits  for  old  grounded  circuits.  There  remain  but  3  engine  houses. 
1  police  station,  and  5  schools  to  he  changed.  In  addition  to  this  about 
1  mile  of  pole  line,  carrying  over  37  miles  of  wire,  has  been  removed, 
and  the  equivalent  wires  placed  in  underground  conduits  of  the  tele- 
phone company.  With  liberal  appropriations  from  Congress  this  work 
will  be  carried  on  until  a  large  portion  of  the  District  wires  are  placed 
under  ground. 

ELECTRIC  RAILWAYS. 

A  bill  was  again  introduced  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  requiring 
each  and  every  railway  company  in  the  District  to  install  and  use 
metallic-circuit  trolley  systems,  either  overhead  or  underground,  and 
to  abandon  the  use  of  rail  and  ground  returns.  This  bill  is  of  con- 
siderable importance  in  affording  protection  to  subservice  pipes, 
cables,  wires,  and  other  metallic  constructions,  and  should  be  passed. 
The  Washington  Traction  and  Electric  Company,  anticipating  such 
legislation,  has  rebuilt  a  large  portion  of  the  overhead  trolley  lines 
controlled  by  it  with  the  double  trolley  system,  but  is  operating  only 
one  of  such  lines  with  that  system. 
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ELECTRIC  WIRING. 

A  bill  requiring  that  all  electrical  contractors  and  wiremen  should 
be  licensed,  creating  a  board  of  electrical  control  to  supervise  the  elec- 
trical installations,  and  requiring  that  the  District  shall  inspect  the 
installation  of  all  electrical  wires  and  plants  in  buildings,  has  been  intro- 
duced and  its  passage  will  be  urged  by  the  Commissioners.  With  this 
enacted  the  danger  from  cheap  and  unworkmanlike  construction  in 
electric  wiring  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  the  danger  from 
tires  greatly  reduced. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  tire  department  has  maintained  its  reputation  for  efficiency, 
although  during  the  year  it  had  no  remarkable  tires  to  tight.  It  re- 
sponded, however,  to  639  alarms  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  did  good 
service  as  usual.  The  need  for  an  enlargement  of  the  department, 
and  for  the  improvement  of  the  existing  buildings  belonging  to  it  is 
still  great,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  through  the  action  of  Con- 
gress two  additional  truck  companies  and  one  chemical  engine  company 
have  been  provided.  The  increased  facilities  for  rapid  transit  have 
spread  the  population  of  the  District  over  all  portions  of  it,  so  that 
there  has  been  a  general  and  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  buildings 
in  the  suburban  places  Avhich.  therefore,  appeal  with  reason  for  fire 
protection  that  can  not  be  given  without  weakening  that  to  which  the 
older  portions  of  the  District  are  entitled.  At  the  same  time  the 
norma]  increase  of  population  and  the  number  of  buildings  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  including  Georgetown,  demand  an  increase  of  lire 
protection. 

The  chief  of  the  tire  department  gives  good  reasons  in  his  annual 
report  for  an  increase  of  3  new  engine  companies  and  2  new  truck 
companies.  The  Commissioners  would  gladly  ask  for  all  of  these, 
but,  in  view  of  the  other  pressing  needs  of  the  District,  they  have 
asked  in  their  estimates  for  only  1  new  engine  company  and  1  new 
truck  company,  and  defer  the  others  until  next  year.  A  stable  where 
the  sick  and  disabled  horses  of  the  tire  department  may  be  treated 
and  extra  horses  kept  is  greatly  needed,  and  is  once  more  asked  for. 

As  a  mere  matter  of  justice  a  15  per  cent  increase  of  the  salaries  of 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  fire  department  .which  has  been  asked 
in  this  year's  estimates  by  the  Commissioners,  should  be  granted.  For 
some  reason  the  fire  department  has  never  received  the  same  rates  of 
compensation  as  other  departments  under  the  District  government, 
although  its  members  work  as  hard  and  with  as  great  and  constant  risk 
as  any  other  employees  of  the  District,  while  they  are  separated  from 
their  families  as  no  other  employees  are.  It  has  become  difficult  to 
retain  first-class  men  in  the  department  because  of  the  fact  that  their 
compensation  is  so  inadequate. 

The  increase  of  the  department  and  the  expansion  of  the  city  demand 
that  the  number  of  assistant  chiefs  shall  be  increased  from  two  to  four. 
At  present  each  of  the  assistant  chiefs  has  to  respond  to  all  alarms  in 
one-half  of  the  District  night  and  day.  This  is  more  than  any  man  can 
do  easily  and  well,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  service  will  be 
improved  by  doubling  the  number  of  these  officers. 

Tho  fire-alarm  system  of  the  District  of  Columbia  continues  to  give 
great  satisfaction. '  The  electrical  engineer  and  his  assistants  in  imme- 
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diate  charge  of  fire-alarm  headquarters  have  adopted  every  improve- 
ment that  ran  be  devised  to  increase  its  efficiency.  I  be  employees  m 
charge  of  it  show  a  singular  fidelity  and  industry  under  very  uncom- 
fortable conditions  at  headquarters. 

SKA  LEU  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  is  able  to  report  continued 
improvement  in  the  work  of  Ins  office,  which  has  been  carried  for- 
ward with  zeal  and  discretion.  He  reports  that  there  is  very  evident 
improvement  made  in  the  scales  and  measures  in  use  m  the  District, 
lie  recommends  that  there  should  be  an  annual  inspection  of  all  meas 
ures.  instead  of  simply  one  inspection  in  each  case.  He  also  recom- 
mends an  inspection  and  sealing  of  milk  jars  for  the  protection  of  the 
public,  which  would  require  an  additional  assistant  sealer  at  a  salary 
of  $900  per  annum,  which  outgo  would  be  more  than  counterbalanced 
by  the  income  from  fees.  The  sealer  makes  other  intelligent  and 
interesting  suggestions,  which  are  worthy  of  consideration. 

HARBOB  MASTER. 

Tin1  harbor  master  has  done  the  best  he  could  to  police  the  waters 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  with  the  police  boat  Vigilant,  and  has 
accomplished  wonders  when  it  is  considered  that  his  boat  is  probably 
the  slowest  on  the  river  and  that  he  has  only  a  day  crew.     It  is  high 
time  that  the  District  should  have  a  suitable  boat  for  this  necessary 
business  and  that  the  harbor  master  should  have  a  night  crew  as  well 
as  a  day  crew.    This  is  more  necessary  than  ever,  now  that  new  duties 
have  been  placed  upon  the  Commissioners  respecting  the  wharfage  of 
the  water  front.    It  seems  plain  that  there  should  be  no  further  delay 
in  this  matter,  and  the  modest  estimate  submitted  by  the  harbor  mas 
ter  will  he  earnestly  commended  to  the  attention  of  Congress. 


EXCISE  BOARD. 


The  excise  board  reports  that  515  retail  licenses  were  issued  in  the 
year  ending  October  31,  1900,  which  is  one  less  than  during  the  same 
period  of  the  preceding  year;  while  the  total  number  of  wholesale 
licenses  issued  was  125,  the  same  as  in  the  former  period. 

The  Commissioners  desire  to  repeat  their  commendation  of  the 
excise  bill  now  pending  in  Congress,  providing  needed  amendments 
for  the  excise  law. 

<  K  N  TE  N  N  LA  L  C  E  LEBRATION . 

Under  the  action  of  Congress  and  the  steps  taken  by  the  committees 
authorized  to  make  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  the  centennial 
of  the  establishment  of  the  seat  of  government  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Wednesday,  December  12,  has  been  selected  as  the  day  for 
the  ceremonies.  A  simple  but  dignified  and  worthy  celebration  is  pro- 
vided in  the  programme  prepared  by  the  executive  committee,  repre- 
senting Congress,  the  governors  of  the  States  and  Territories,  and  the 
citizens  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  have  had  the  cooperation  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  in  their  preparations. 
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Areception  by  the  President  in  honor  of  the  governors  of  the  States 
and  Territories  at  the  Executive  Mansion  in  the  morning,  during  which 
brief  addresses  on  the  history  of  the  White  House,  the  history  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  development  of  the  nation  will  be  deliv- 
ered, and  addresses  on  the  subject  of  the  celebration  by  eminent  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives  at  a  joint  session  of  the  Senate4  and  House,  in 
the  afternoon,  are  the  principal  features  of  the  programme. 

A  military  and  naval  parade  is  to  escort  the  President  and  his  distin- 
guished guests  from  the  White  House  to  the  Capitol  at  noon.  The 
people  of  the  District  of  Columbia  have  shown  a  deep  interest  in  the 
preparations  for  the  celebration  of  this  memorable  anniversary,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  prove  to  be  a  notable 
occasion. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

The  Commissioners  believe  thoroughly  in  the  merit  system  of  appoint- 
ments and  promotions  in  the  District  service  which  has  been  estab- 
lished and  maintained  by  the  action  of  the  Commissioners,  but  ought  to 
have  the  formal  protection  of  an  act  of  Congress.  As  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  United  States  has  held  that  the  President  is  not  author- 
ized under  the  civil-service  act  to  extend  the  civil-service  rules  over 
the  District  offices  the  Commissioners  are  constrained  to  ask  once  more 
that  Congress  will  pass  a  civil-service  act  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

MEMORIAL  BRIDGE. 

The  Commissioners  are  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  proposition 
for  the  construction  of  a  memorial  bridge  across  the  Potomac  River 
to  Arlington  Cemetery.  They  belieVe  that  such  "a  memorial  to 
American  patriotism"  ought  to  be  erected  at  an  early  date. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS. 

As  the  buildings  of  the  city  of  Washington  spread  over  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  the  city  itself  becomes  more  compact,  the  need  for 
additional  parks  and  playgrounds  becomes  more  apparent.  In  some 
sections  of  the  city  there  is  no  provision  of  this  kind.  Children  espe- 
cially suffer  from  having  no  playground  except  the  street.  In  the 
summer  time  it  is  particularly  hard  upon  those  who  can  not  leave  the 
city  for  any  length  of  time.  Women  with  infants  are  in  many  cases 
obliged  to  go  long  distances  to  get  to  a  park.  The  Commissioners, 
therefore,  view  with  sympathy  the  different  suggestions  that  have  been 
made  in  recent  years  for  increasing  the  public  grounds  in  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

A  MUNICIPAL  BUILDING. 

Among  the  many  pressing  needs  of  the  District  government  there  is 
not  one  which  constitutes  more  of  an  emergency  than  the  want  of  a 
tire-proof  municipal  building.  For  nearly  thirty  years  the  local  gov- 
ernment has  been  compelled  to  rely  upon  such  rented  buildings  as 
could  from  time  to  time  be  found  most  available. 

W  hen  it  is  considered  that  all  plats  and  records  of  underground  con 
struction,  as  well  as  all  records  relating  to  assessments  and  taxes,  are 
stored  in  a  building  which  may  be  destroyed  by  fire,  and  that  such 
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destruction  would  involve  an  injury  to  United  States  and  District  inter- 
2£  which  would  be  irreparable  and  wholly  beyond  computation  m 
n  oU  values,  the  investment  of  an  amount  necessary  to  construct  an 
Lronriate  lire-proof  District  building  which  would  avoid  such  a 
Erophe  won  d  seem  to  be  required  by  common  sense  and  by  the 
orliiua.y  preeautions  which  a  business  man  would  take  for  the  protec- 
tion  of  his  own  interests. 

NEEDED  GENERAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

There  is  a  pressing  demand  for  certain  municipal  improvements 
which  have  from  time  to  time  received  consideration  from  the  com- 
mittees of  Congress  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  (  ommissioners 
can  not  longer  lie  ignored.  It  would  lie  an  insult  to  the  public  spirit  of 
our  national  Legislators  to  intimate  that  these  necessary  improvements 
would  for  a  moment  he  postponed  if  the  revenues  of  the  District  were 
now  sufheient  to  meet  the  District's  one-half  of  the  expenditures 
required  for  their  completion. 

This  demand  includes  a  municipal  building,  the  completion  of  the 
sewage  disposal  system,  the  construction  of  a  water  filtration  plant, 
and  the  installation  of  a  complete  system  for  the  maintenance  of  an 
abundant  water  supplv  to  all  parts  of  the  District. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  believe  that  these  important  and  urgent 
matters  should  be  postponed  until  the  revenues  of  the  District  become 
sufficient  in  amount  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  one-half  charge- 
able to  the  municipality.  In  view  of  their  paramount  importance  to 
the  very  well-being  of  the  people  of  the  District  and.  so  far  as  the  most 
of  them  are  concerned,  to  the  health  of  the  public  officials  residing 
here,  the  public  works  mentioned  should  be  begun  at  once  and  carried 
to  their  earliest  possible  completion. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose  one  of  two  plans  should  be  authorized 
by  the  Congress:  First,  an  advance  by  the  United  States  of  the  amount 
necessary  to  meet  the  District's  one-half  of  the  necessary  expendi- 
tures, to  he  repaid  in  annual  installments;  or.  second,  the  issuance  of 
bonds  to  an  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  District's  one-half  of  the 
necessary  expenditures,  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  2  per  cent  per 
annum,  with  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  guaranteed  by 
the  United  States. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  these  proposed  public  works  would 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  during  the  next  century.  The  Commissioners  believe 
that  it  would  be  a  wise  policy  to  make  these  improvements  for  the 
Washington  of  the  future  and  to  pledge  future  revenues  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same. 

BATHING  BEACH. 

The  Commissioners  are  gratified  to  note  the  continued  popularity  of 
the  bathing  beach  and  commend  it  to  general  favor.  The  reports  of 
the  superintendent  and  of  the  committee  having  general  supervision 
of  this  branch  of  the  municipal  service  give  an  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive account  of  its  operations  during  the  bathing  season  of  1900,  and 
point  to  measures  by  which  its  efficiency  may  be  enhanced.  It  has 
passed  beyond  the  stage  of  experiment  and  is"  regarded  by  thousands 
as  an  indispensable  adjunct  to  the  facilities  afforded  to  the  public  for 
diversion,  comfort,  and  useful  instruction. 
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The  experience  on  which  those  recommendations  are  based  entitles 
the  views  therein  expressed  to  the  favorable  eonsideration  of  Congress. 

THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  ANACOSTTA  RIVER. 

In  response  to  a  joint  resolution  approved  April  11,  1898,  which 
required  the  Secretary  of  War  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Congress 
forthwith  a  project  for  the  improvement  of  the  Anacostia  River,  and 
the  reclamation  of  its  Hats  from  the  line  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  the  mouth  of  said  river,  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  same, 
and  to  report  on  the  area  and  ownership  of  the  land  to  be  reclaimed, 
and  if  any  portion  of  the  said  land  be  vested  in  private  persons  to 
estimate  the  cost  of  acquiring  the  same,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War 
submitted  a  report  on  the  14th  of  December,  1898,  embodying  a  com- 
munication from  Brig.  Gen.  .John  M.  Wilson,  Chief  of  Engineers, 
U.  S.  A.,  and  a  report  with  maps  by  Lieut.  Col.  Charles  J.  Allen, 
Corps  of  Engineers,  of  a  survey  of  Anacostia  River,  estimating  the 
cost  of  the  reclamation  of  the  rotomac  flats  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Anacostia  to  the  Navy-Yard  Bridge,  and  from  the  Navy-Yard  Bridge 
to  Benning  Bridge,  at  $2,191,720,  with  a  statement  that  $400,000 
would  be  judiciously  expended  annually  under  that  plan. 

While  this  matter  is  wholly  under  the  control  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, the  Commissioners  deem  it  only  fair  to  the  people  of  the 
District  to  state  that  they  regard  this  proposed  improvement  as  one 
of  the  highest  importance  to  the  best  interests  of  the  national  capital. 

A  recent  statement  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, showing  the  number  of  cases  of  malarial  disease  reported  by 
433  physicians  during  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September, 
1900.  For  the  purpose  of  the  computation  an  estimate  made  by  the 
health  officer  in  December,  L898,  showing  a  population  of  287,462,  was 
used.  From  the  said  report  it  appears  that  in  the  northeast  section 
of  the  city,  with  a  population  of  11  per  cent  of  the  said  total,  there 
were  found  21  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  malarial  cases;  in  the 
southeast  section,  with  10  per  cent  of  the  total  population,  17  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  malarial  cases  were  found;  and  east  of  the  Ana- 
costia River,  with  4  per  cent  of  the  total  population,  the  number  of 
malarial  cases  amounted  to  14  per  cent  of  the  total. 

The  annual  report  of  Surgeon-General  Van  Reypen  states  that  in 
18!C>  98  per  cent  of  the  persons  employed  at  the  navy-yard  became  ill 
with  malaria  at  various  times  during  that  year. 

A  report  to  the  Commissioners  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Hospital  for  the  Insane,  during  the  months  of  July,  August, 
and  September,  1900,  shows  as  follows:  Intermittent,  317;  remittent, 
67;  irregular,  lit);  making  a  total  of  503  malarial  cases  in  that  insti- 
tution during  three  months. 

The  Commissioners  believe  that  no  stronger  argument  could  be  pre- 
sented showing  the  urgent  necessity  for  an  immediate  beginning  ot 
this  important  work. 

OPERATIONS  OF  THE  ENGINEER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  engineer  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was,  during; 
the  fiscal  year,  under  the  charge  of  Capt.  Lansing  H.  Beach,  Corps  of 
Engineers,  U.  S.  A.  He  had  as  assistants  Capt.  William  P.  Craighill, 
Corps  of  Engineers,  from  July  1  to  about  September  15;  Capt.  D.  D. 
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Gaillard,  Corps  of  Engineers,  from  September  LI,  and  (apt.  H.  C. 
Newcomer,  Corps  of  Engineers,  from  January  15  to  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year. 

Captain  Gaillard  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  water,  sower,  plumb- 
ing, and  building  divisions,  and  Captain  Newcomer  was  given  super- 
vision over  streets,  county  roads,  bridges,  surveyor's  office,  and 
parking  commission, 

STREET  ANIi  ALLEY  PAVEMENTS. 

Details  of  the  work  relating  to  street  and  alley  pavements  and  county 
roads  will  he  found  in  the  report  of  the  computing  engineer,  Mr.  C. 
B.  Hunt,  for  which  see  page  77,  Vol.  II  [Engfr  Dept.]. 

Sheet  asphalt  and  asphalt  block  were  the  only  materials  used  for 
street  pavements  during  the  year.  Vitrified  block  was  used  mainly 
in  alleys,  a  few  of  which,  however,  were  paved  with  asphalt  block. 

The  prices  paid  for  sheet  asphalt  were  $1.78  and  $1.80  per  square 
yard;  asphalt  block.  $1.77  per  square  yard.  For  the  coming  year  the 
prices  will  be  $1.79*  for  sheet  asphalt  and  $1.77  for  asphalt  block. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  the  granite-block  pavements  through- 
out the  city  be  replaced  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  sheet  asphalt  or 
asphalt  block.  Business  men  generally  on  streets  paved  with  this  class 
ot  material  have  petitioned  repeatedly  for  a  smooth  and  less  noisy  pave- 
ment Lhe  granite  block  is  undoubtedly  a  detriment  to  a  business 
street  under  the  conditions  prevailing  in  Washington,  as  such  pave- 
ments are  more  or  less  avoided  by  traffic  and  trade  diverted  thereby, 
lhe  C  ommissioners  earnestly  urge  that  the  improvements  desired  be 
earned  out  as  rapidly  as  possible.

Attention  is  again  invited  to  the  need  of  a  better  bridge  in  place  of 
the  present  Navy-Yard  Bridge  over  the  Anacostia  River.  In  addition 
to  being  entirely  too  narrow  for  the  traffic  passing*  over  it,  the  bridge  is 
structurally  weak,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  only  satisfactory  action 
would  be  to  replace  it  with  a  modern  structure  of  ample  width.  The 
Commissioners  have  frequently  included  this  item  in  their  estimates  to 
( 'ongress. 

After  considerable  trouble  and  delay  the  necessary  right  of  way  has 
been  secured  for  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  Bridge  over  Rock  Creek. 
A  contract  has  been  let  for  the  work,  which  is  now  being  rapidly 
pushed. 

The  current  District  appropriation  act  contains  an  item  of  $40,000 
for  the  foundations  for  the  Connecticut  Avenue  Bridge  over  Rock 
Creek,  work  upon  which  will  commence  shortly. 


DISTRICT  QUARRY. 

During  the  vear  the  District  quarry  at  Dickerson,  Md.,  has  been 
operated  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  A  contract  has  been  awarded  to 
the  Standard  Lime  and  Stone  Company,  of  Baltimore,  Md..  for  oper- 
ating the  quarry  for  a  period  of  live  years.  Three  powerful  new 
crusning  machines  are  now  being  installed,  and  the  contractor  will 
soon  be  able  to  turn  out  large  quantities  of  material. 

The  stone  obtained  from  the  quarry  is  a  trap  rockof  excellent  quality. 
It  is  to  be  used  in  the  construction '  of  macadam  roadways,  for  which 
purpose  it  is  most  admirable,  as  it  binds  well  and  on  account  of  its 
hardness  it  grinds  very  slowly  under  traffic,  and  therefore  causes  but 
little  dust.  Copy  of  a  test  made  by  the  department  of  road  inquiry  is 
here  inserted,  which  shows  that  the  stone  from  this  particular  quarry 
is  one  of  the  best  macadamizing  materials  to  be  found  in  this  country.

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SIDEWALKS. 

During  the  year  50,505  square  yards  of  cement  sidewalks  were  laid. 
The  price  for  'this  work  was  96  cents  per  square  yard.  The  cement 
walk  costs  but  little  more  than  brick,  and  its  life  and  advantages  are 
so  much  greater  that  but  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  brick  walk 
is  now  laid,  only  8,300  square  yards  being  constructed  during  the 
vear. 

The  highly  desirable  work  of  replacing  the  defective  brick  walks  of 
the  city  with  cement  is  being  pushed  as  fast  as  the  appropriations  for 
the  purpose  will  permit.  The  superiority  of  the  cement  walk  is  fully 
recognized  by  the  people,  as  it  is  exceptional  now  to  receive  a  request 
for  a  brick  walk  from  any  portion  of  the  District.  The  advantages 
of  cement  over  brick  in  this  climate  are  very  great,  as  during  the  long 
summer  with  brick  walks  there  is  certain  to  be  more  or  less  vegetation 
springing  up  between  the  bricks.  This  of  course  does  not  occur  with 
the  cement  walk,  and  in  the  outlying  sections  it  is  actually  cheaper  to 
construct  a  cement  walk  at  the  contract  price  than  to  haul  brick  from 
the  lower  portion  of  the  city  to  these  localities  and  then  lay  it, 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  lav  expansion  joints  in  the  cement 
walks,  as  experience  showed  a  number  of  the  walks  injured  by  expansion 
due  to  heat. 


RAILW  \YS. 


At  last  there  seem  to  be  good  grounds  for  hope  that  steps  will  be 
soon  inaugurated  to  improve  the  steam  railroad  situation  in  Washing- 
ton. Plans  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  in  the  city  ot  VV  ash- 
ington  along  the  lines  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania 
railroads  were  submitted  to  Congress  at  its  last  session,  and  bills  to 
authorize  the  proposed  changes  were  introduced  in  the  Senate  and 
passed  by  that  body.  It  is  believed  that  the  plans  proposed  are  the 
most  practicable  for  the  purpose,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  these 
highly  important  improvements  may  be  authorized  by  Congress  at  its 
next  session. 

During  the  year  the  suburban  street  railways  of  the  city  were 
rebuilt  and  reequipped  and  are  now  giving  a  better  service  than  at 
any  other  period  in  their  history. 

SEW  ER!"*. 

Details  of  the  work  done  by  the  sewer  divisions  are  shown  by  the 
report  of  Mr.  D.  E.  McComb.  superintendent  of  sewers,  for  which  see 
page  40. 

It  is  believed  that  the  most  vital  question  now  before  the  Commis- 
sioners is  that  of  proper  sewage  disposal.  The  sewage  which  is  now 
deposited  in  the  Potomac  and  on  the  flats  of  the  Anacostia  River ^con- 
stitutes a  noisome  nuisance  and  a  constant  menace  to  the  health  ot  the 
city,  which  should  be  abolished  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Congress 
at  its  last  session  appropriated  $20,000  for  the  preparation ^  ot  detail 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  sewage-disposal  system.  Work  upon 
these  plans  is  being  pushed  to  completion,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  fin- 
ished the  matter  will  be  presented  to  Congress  with  recommendation 
for  their  immediate  execution.

BUILDING  AND  BUILDING  INSPECTION. 

Details  of  the  work  of  this  division  are  given  in  the  report  of  Mr. 
John  B.  Brady,  inspector  of  buildings,  for  which  see  page  69,  Vol.  U 

fEng'r  Dept.].  .  ,  , 

The  value  of  the  building  operations  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$1,250,000  more  than  they  did  during  the  preceding  year.  A  notice- 
able fact  in  this  connection  is  the  comparatively  large  number  of 
apartment  houses  and  the  small  number  of  dwellings  which  were 

Well-founded  complaints  have  been  received  from  prominent  build- 
ers during  the  year  of  the  delay  in  getting  plans  acted  upon  and  per- 
mit- issued  by  the  office  of  the' inspector  of  buildings.    This  trouble 
is  not  due  t<>  any  dereliction  on  the  part  of  the  employees  of  the  build- 
ing division.    On  the  contrary,  these  employees  are  probably  the 
hardest  worked  of  any  in  the  District  service.    They  come  to  the 
office  before  the  opening  hour  and  work  daily  until  long  past  the  regu- 
lar closing  time,  and  they  get  only  a  small  portion  of  the  thirty  days1 
leave  allowed  by  law.    Several  of  them  during  the  year  have  been 
broken  down  from  overwork,  which  has  made  the  burden  that  much 
heavier  for  those  remaining  on  duty.    The  force  of  the  office  is  utterly 
inadequate  to  handle  the  volume  of  business  devolving  upon  it.  The 
building  operations  have  grown  to  such  an  extent  and  have  spread 
over  so  much  territory  that  it  is  physically  impossible  for  the  present 
force  to  keep  buildings  and  elevators  under  proper  inspection,  and  the 
Commissioners  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  let  this  fact  be  known  in 
order  that  the  office  may  not  be  held  responsible  for  conditions  which, 
under  present  circumstances,  it  is  powerless  to  prevent.    An  adequate 
increase  of  the  force  of  this  office  is  submitted  in  the  annual  estimates, 
and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  it  be  granted. 


SCHOOL  Brii.niNos. 


It  was  found  impossible  during  the  last  fiscal  year  to  construct  the 
school  buildings,  with  a  single  exception,  for  which  appropriations 
were  made.  This  failure  to  erect  the  buildings  was  due  to  the  great 
rise  in  the  price  of  building  materials,  which  caused  the  cost  of  the 
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buildings  to  exceed  the  appropriations  made.  However,  Congress  at 
its  last  session  made  the  necessary  increase  in  the  amounts,  and  all  of 
the  buildings  are  now  in  process  of  construction  and  it  is  hoped  to  have 
them  available  for  occupancy  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year. 

The  system  of  having  the  plans  prepared  by  various  architects  has 
been  followed  with  advantage,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  ought  to  be 
kept  up,  as  it  has  been  found  that  plans  prepared  by  the  same  architect 
are  marked  by  more  or  less  similarity,  and  by  engaging  different  per- 
sons for  the  different  buildings  a  pleasing  diversity  is  secured. 

Congress  at  its  last  session,  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioners, 
made  a  proviso  that  hereafter  in  purchasing  school  sites  sufficient 
ground  should  be  obtained  to  permit  an  eight-room  building  to  be 
enlarged  to  a  twelve-room  one,  and  in  the  purchase  of  school  lots  dur- 
ing the  year  this  object  was  kept  in  view. 

Competitive  designs  will  be  shortly  received  from  all  architects  who 
desire  to  enter  the  competition  for  a  typical  eight-room  building  which 
can  be  erected  in  such  manner  as  will  admit  of  economical,  ready,  and 
practical  enlargement  to  a  twelve-room  building.  It  is  also  proposed 
to  construct  the  four-room  buildings  for  which  appropriations  have 
been  made  so  that  they  can  be  readily  enlarged  should  the  needs  of 
the  locality  require. 

Formerly  it  was  the  custom  to  construct  a  four  or  eight  room  build- 
ing complete  in  itself  and  of  such  design  that  additions  could  not  be 
made  without  practically  destroying  the  use  of  some  of  the  rooms. 
In  some  sections  of  the  city  this  has  made  necessary  the  existence  of  a 
number  of  school  buildings  in  very  close  proximity,  and  while  the 
school  authorities  are  believed  to  be  right  in  not  favoring  large  school 
buildings  in  order  to  avoid  the  collection  of  too  many  children  in  one 
place,  it  is  believed  that  the  eight-room  building  is  inadequate  for some 
of  the  densely  populated  localities,  and  that  a  t  welve-room  building 
will  meet  the  demands  much  better.  Tt  has  been  preferred  in  this  city 
to  make  the  school  buildings  but  two  stories  high,  as  parents  and 
school  authorities  are  not  in  favor  of  requiring  the  children  to  climb 
more  than  one  flight  of  stairs. 

It  is  believed  that  due  attention  should  be  given  to  the  securing  of 
proper  playgrounds  for  the  children,  both  at  school  and  also  in  the 
various  neighborhoods  during  hours  when  they  are  not  at  school.  The 
streets  of  Washington  are  wide  and  provided  with  good  pavements  and 
form  attractive  playgrounds  for  the  children,  greatly  to  the  inconve- 
nience of  vehicle  traffic  and  to  the  danger  of  the  little  ones.  Grounds 
in  some  of  the  outlying  sections  can  be  purchased  now  at  a  reasonable 
cost  and  can  be  set  aside  for  public  playgrounds  hereafter.  There  also 
exist  in  the  city  a  large  number  of  vacant  lots  which  could  be  now 
secured  at  reasonable  figures  for  the  purpose.  It  is  believed  that  the 
money  outlay  involved  in  this  direction  would  be  more  than  saved  to 
the  public  by  the  reduction  in  costs  in  other  lines  of  charity,  doctors' 
bills,  etc.,  and  the  sooner  the  action  is  taken  the  sooner  the  improve- 
ment in  the  general  health,  as  well  as  the  removal  from  danger,  of  the 
children  of  the  community  will  be  effected. 

PARKING  COMMISSION. 

On  September  11,  1900,  the  parking  commission  lost  by  death  one 
of  its  oldest  and  most  valued  members,  Mr.  William  Saunders.  Mr. 
Saunders  had  served  upon  the  commission  continuously  since  its 
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organization  in  1871,  without  any  compensation  whatever,  and  the 
"^"mtebtoA  to  him  for  the  present  system  of  shade  trees 
whihadf  so  much  to  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  Washington 
Th^ncy  sod  by  his  death  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  oi 
X  i"  Lanham,  tor  many  years  superintendent  of  parking 
Mr!  LaXn  has  had  Ion,-  experience  in  this  line  of  work  and  is  well 

fitted  for  the  duties  of  the  position.  ...         ,  ir 

The  question  of  the  use  and  arrangement  of  parkings  along  public 
streets  Is  on,  which  is  becoming  a  matter  of  great 
importance  is  likely  to  increase  rather  than  diminish.    The  streets  of 
wEgtoD  consist  of  thre,  parts-the  driveway  ordinarily  in  the 
center  oi  the  street;  the  sidewalks,  generally  on  each  side  of  the  drive- 
way and  the  parking,  between  the  sidewalk  and  houses.    The  park- 
ing thus  forms  the  front  yards  of  the  houses  on  nearly  all  residence 
streets  in  the  District,  and  the  property  owners  thus  get  from  the 
municipality  what  in  all  other  cities  they  have  to  pay  large  prices  for. 
Projections  have  been  allowed  in  the  past  of  steps,  bav  windows,  and 
porches,  but  the  people  are  beginning  to  construct  houses  so  as  to 
practically  narrow  the  parking  by  the  extent  of  the  building  projec- 
tions allowed.    This  being  5  feet  for  bay  windows,  the  practical  effect 
is  to  reduce  a  ^t-foot  street  to  an  actual  width  of  80  feet,  and  a  sec- 
ondare effect  is  to  ruin  the  architecture  of  the  capital  city.    It  seems 
to  be  a  part  of  human  nature  to  take  all  that  can  be  obtained  for  noth- 
ing: and.  as  no  charge  is  made  for  these  encroachments  upon  the  public 
streets,  very  few  seem  t<>  be  willing  to  build  a  house  without  securing 
a  hay  window,  thus  producing  a  uniformity  in  the  appearance  of  resi- 
dences which  is  rapidly  becoming  such  an  invariable  feature  as  to  mar. 
as  beforesaid.  the  architectural  appearance  of  the  city.    It  is  recom- 
mended that  the  schedule  of  projections  in  front  of  buildings  be 
modified  so  that  the  present  narrowing  of  the  streets,  which  is  going 
on  all  over  the  District,  will  be  restricted  to  a  reasonable  degree.  The 
extent  to  which  this  is  carried  in  individual  cases  may  be  realized  when 
it  is  stated  that  in  a  recent  application  for  permit  to  build  upon  a  cor- 
ner lot  the  proposed  house  was  so  designed  that  27  per  cent  of  it  was 
to  stand  on  the  public  street,  and  numbers  of  very  similar  cases  could 
be  cited  if  necessary. 

The  appearance  of  the  national  capital  would  also  be  greatly 
improved  if  the  property  owners  would  take  a  little  more  care  of  the 
grass  in  front  of  their  premises.  Where  street  pavements  are  fur- 
nished without  any  charge  whatever  against  tlx1  abutting  property, 
and  the  property  has  to  pay  only  half  the  cost  of  sidewalks  and  curbs, 
and  the  trees  are  set  out  and  cared  for  by  the  municipality,  it  would 
seem  as  if  it  were  but  a  small  service  to  ask  of  the  property  owner  to 
keep  the  parking  in  an  attractive  condition. 

An  attempt  wTas  made  by  one  of  the  Engineer  Commissioners  a  few 
years  ago  to  construct  walks  leaving  a  space  for  a  grass  plat  between 
the  walk  and  the  curb,  an  arrangement  that  is  adopted  in  many  of  our 
cities  with  success  and  with  great  advantage  to  the  appearance  of  the 
streets,  but  as  the  property  owner  in  Washington  would  not  keep  this 
space  in  condition,  the  result  was  unsightly  bare  spots  or  mud  holes 
bordering  the  streets  where  the  attempt  was  made,  so  that  recent  side- 
walks have  been  laid  to  the  curb,  leaving  a  space  only  4  by  7  feet 
around  each  tree.    This  is  not  sufficient  to  secure  proper  nourishment 
for  the  trees;  it  of  course  has  the  mineral  constituents  of  the  soil,  but  it 
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does  not  allow  the  ready  application  of  fertilizers  to  assist  in  its  growth. 
The  result  is  that  trees  soon  reach  their  maturity  and  decay  and  die 
long  before  what  should  be  their  allotted  period  of  life.  This  makes 
great  expense  in  replacing  trees  and  deprives  the  property  of  the  advan- 
tage of  well-shaped  trees  just  at  that  period  of  tree  life  when  it  should 
be  worth  the  most.  If  property  owners  would  take  care  to  keep  the 
grass  between  the  curb  and  sidewalk  in  good  condition,  it  is  known 
that  the  effect  on  the  enhanced  beauty  of  the  city  would  be  very  great 
and  also  a  similar  effect  could  be  produced  on  tin'  life  and  character  of 
the  trees.  That  grass  can  be  well  grown  under  these  conditions  is 
amply  proved  by  the  fact  that  these  continuous  tree  spaces  or  grass 
plats  have  been  left  where  the  property  owners  have  informed  the 
office  that  cure  would  be  taken  of  the  grass,  and  there  is  no  case  on 
record  where  such  promise  has  been  given  of  the  grass  not  being  of 
such  quality  and  character  as  to  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  city. 

Statements  are  made  that  grass  can  not  be  retained  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, but  observation  shows  that  in  many  cases  the  manner  of 
sprinkling  the  grass  is  responsible  for  this  bad  condition,  for  by  turn- 
ing the  hose  on  with  too  much  power  the  water  practically  washes  the 
grass  out  of  the  soil,  or  washes  the  tine  soil  away,  leaving  nothing  but 
hardened  material.  If  citizens  would  take  some  pains  to  keep  the 
orrass  in  erood  condition,  it  is  believed  that  the  effect  upon 
of  Washington  would  be  surprising,  even  to  its  oldest  inhabitants. 

1 1  [GHW AY-EXTENSION  PLANS. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  shown  in  detail  by  the  report  of 
Mr.  W.  P.  Richards,  assistant  engineer  in  charge. 

During  the  year  the  last  section  of  the  highway  plans  was  completed 
and  placed  on' record.  These  plans  now  cover  the  entire  District  of 
Columbia  and  are  of  inestimable  value  as  a  guide  in  laying  out  streets 
and  subdividing  land.  Now  an  owner  in  any  part  of  the  District, 
however  remote  from  the  city,  can.  if  he  so  desires,  lay  out  his  streets 
and  subdivide  his  property  with  the  knowledge  that  ultimately,  when 
the  city  reaches  him.  his 'subdivision  will  be  in  accord  with  the  city 
plan  and  connect  smoothly  with  streets  extended  from  the  city.  This 
has  been  a  work  of  considerable  magnitude,  and  the  Commissioners 
are  largely  indebted  to  Mr.  W.  P.  Richards,  who  has  been  assistant 
engineer  in  charge  since  the  inception  of  the  work,  for  the  manner  in 
which  the  many  difficult  problems  in  connection  therewith  have  been 
met  and  overcome. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  deemed  only  fitting  to  acknowledge  the  good 
work  of  the  assistants  and  of  the  clerical  force  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  office,  who  have  not  spared  themselves  in  carrying  out 
their  duties  to  the  best  of  their  ability.

GENERAL  ORDERS  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF 
COLUMBIA,  MADE  DURING  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDED  JUNE  30, 
1900. 

July  1,  1899. 

To  secure  proper  light  and  ventilation  no  dwelling,  hotel,  nor  apart- 
ment house  shall  be  erected  within  10  feet  of  the  rear  of  the  lot  on 
which  it  stands,  except  when  the  rear  abuts  on  a  public  alley  at  least 
10  feet  in  width,  a  street  or  other  public  space,  or  where  the  side  abuts 
for  the  full  depth  of  the  lot  upon  a  public  alley,  or  when  there  is 
reserved  a  side  lot  extending  the  full  depth  of  the  building  and  at 
least  250  square  feet  in  area:  Provided,  That  any  corner  lot  adjacent 
for  its  full  depth  to  a  street  or  avenue  may  be  built  upon  for  its  full 
depth  to  a  width  of  25  feet.  Angular  corner  lots  abutting  lots  that 
extend  from  street  to  street  may  be  excluded  from  the  above  restric- 
tions. Buildings  may  cover  the  entire  area  of  a  lot  for  such  of  the 
stories  beginning  with  the  lower  as  are  used  for  business  purposes 
only. 


July  15,  1899. 

Ordered,  That  section  11  of  Article  IV  of  the  police  regulations  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  by  the  substitution  of  the 
word  "north"  for  the  word  "south"  in  the  phrase  "next  to  the  curb 
on  the  south  side  of  north  B  street,"  so  that  the  section  will  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  11.  The  market  master  of  the  wholesale  market  shall  assign, 
under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  established  by  the  Commissioners, 
spaces  or  stands  on  the  sidewalk  next  to  the  curb  on  the  north  side 
of  north  B  street,  between  Tenth  and  Twelfth  streets  west,  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  to  farmers  and  gardeners  who  bring  farm  produce  of 
their  own  raising  for  sale  at  retail  on  said  street.  No  person  or  per- 
sons shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  or  expose  for  sale  from  such  spaces 
or  stands  any  farm  or  garden  produce  without  first  having  had  a  space 
assigned  to  him  or  them  for  that  purpose,  to  be  evidenced  by  a  written 
permit  signed  by  the  market  master  of  the  wholesale  market.  That 
no  person  not  a  farmer  or  gardener  raising  the  produce  sold  by  him 
shall  be  permitted  to  sell  on  said  designated  places ;  that  the  space  to 
be# assigned  shall  not  be  more  than  is  necessary  and  sufficient  for  the 
accommodation  of  one  wagon;  that  each  farmer  or  gardener  occupy- 
ing any  one  of  said  spaces  shall  each  day  before  leaving  the  same 
sweep  and  clean  the  sidewalk  and  the  street  to  a  distance  of  12  feet 
from  the  curb  line  thereof,  and  remove  therefrom  all  deposits,  dirt, 
and  litter,  and  any  produce  which  shall  have  accumulated  or  been 
placed  thereon  during  his  occupancy  of  such  space. 
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July  22, 1800. 

That  for  the  fiscal  year  to  end  June  30,  1900,  and  pursuant  to  the 
JSf  Congress  proving  (or  a  permanen  form  of j .vemrne nttor 
the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  June  11,  1878,  and  the  until  sec 
t  on  of "An  act  to  provide  an  immediate  revision  and  equalization  of 
Restate  values  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  also  to  provide  an 
ZtSmevt  of  real  estate  in  said  District  in  the  year  1896,  and  every 
SveTr  thereafter,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  August  14 
1894     ffl  the  same  is  hereby,  levied  of  $150  on  every  $100 
of  real  estate  within  the  District  of  Columbia  not  exempt  bylaw, 
except  upon  the  real  property  held  and  used  exclusively  tor  agncu  - 
tural  purposes  without  the  limits  of  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  \V  ash- 
inffton,  and  so  designated  by  the  assessor  in  his  annual  report,  the 
rate  on  which  shall  be  $1  on  every  1100;  and  upon  all  personal  prop- 
erty in  the  District  of  Columbia  not  taxable  elsewhere  #l.o0  on  every 
$100,  according  to  the  assessed  valuation  thereof. 


August  1,  1809. 

That  barber  poles  are  hereby  classed  as  signs,  and  the  regulations 
governing  the  erection  of  signs  on  buildings  are  hereby  made  appli- 
cable thereto. 

Stands  for  the  display  or  sale  of  goods  must  not  encroach  on  public 
space  more  than  4  feet  beyond  the  building  line  on  streets  not  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissioners  as  business  streets.  These  stands  are 
restricted  to  places  where  the  persons  using  them  also  occupy,  in  con- 
nection with  the  business  conducted  at  the  stands,  contiguous  port  ions 
of  the  buildings  adjoining  the  stands,  with  direct  access  between  such 
portions  of  such  buildings  and  the  stands. 

That  permits,  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commissioners,  to 
place  stands  on  sidewalks  for  the  business  of  bootblacking  will  be 
issued  by  the  permit  clerk  when  such  stands  are  recommended  by  the 
major  of  police  as  being  for  the  public  convenience  and  in  the  interest 
of  the  public. 

When  taxes  erroneously  paid  by  a  taxpayer  upon  property  not  his 
own  have  been  furnished,  the  owner  thereof  not  having  paid  the  taxes 
aforesaid,  the  assessor  shall  cause  a  line  in  red  ink  to  be  drawn  through 
the  erroneous  payment  and  these  words,  or  their  equivalent,  entered 
opposite  thereto  on  the  record : 

4 '  This  amount,  erroneously  paid  by  ,  has  been  refunded, 

leaving  the  tax  hereon  still  due  this  day  of  ,  189-." 

Whenever  a  claim  for  refundment  has  been  allowed,  the  auditor  will 
promptly  notify  the  assessor  of  the  fact. 


August  18,  1899. 
Ordered,  That  section  24  of  Article  X  of  the  police  regulations  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  the  words 
"said  city"  therein  the  words  "except  between  proposed  Flint  street 
north  and  Pearce  Mill  road,  within  the  village  of  Tennallytown,  where 
they  shall  not  move  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  12  miles  per  hour," 
so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 
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Sec.  '2L  No  street  car  shall  move  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  12 
miles  an  hour  in  the  city  of  Washington,  nor  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed 
than  15  miles  an  hour  outside  of  said  city,  except  between  proposed 
Flint  street  north  and  Pearce  Mill  road,  within  the  village  of  Ten- 
nallytown,  where  street  ears  shall  not  move  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed 
than  12  miles  an  hour.  Street  cars  shall  not  exceed  a  rate  of  speed 
greater  than  G  miles  an  hour  at  street  crossings,  and  when  necessary 
to  stop  shall  stop  on  the  near  side  thereof,  except  where  the  mechani- 
cal appliances  make  it  impracticable  to  do  so:  Provided,  that  street 
ears  running  along  the  parking  through  the  middle  of  Pennsylvania 
avenue,  east  of  the  Capitol,  shall  be  permitted  to  stop  on  the  far  side 
of  the  crossings  of  intersecting  streets  instead  of  the  near  side  of  such 
crossings;  nor  shall  any  street  car  stand  upon  a  street  or  avenue  for 
a  longer  period  than  five  minutes  unless  the  way  be  obstructed,  nor 
stop  so  as  to  obstruct  a  street  crossing  or  intersecting  street;  and  no 
si  reel  ear  shall  follow  a  preceding  car  moving  in  the  same  direction 
at  a  less  interval  than  100  feet,  unless  coupled  thereto.  Every  street 
ear  in  motion  after  sundown  shall  have  two  lights,  one  displayed  at 
each  end  thereof,  and  all  vehicles  moving  in  streets  with  car  tracks 
shall  keep  on  the  right  side  thereof,  between  the  right  side  and  curb. 


August  2-4,  1809. 

Ordered,  That  Article  II  of  the  police  regulat  ions  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

Sec  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  holding  a  license  as 
steam  engineer  under  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  February  28,  1887, 
to  absent  himself  from  the  engine  or  plant  of  which  he  has  charge, 
either  temporarily  or  by  vacating  his  place  as  such  engineer  while  the 
same  is  in  operation,  without  leaving  a  licensed  engineer  in  charge 
thereof. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $40. 


September  26,  1899. 

The  Commissioners  adopted  the  following  form  of  memorial  to 
Admiral  George  Dewey,  and  directed  that  it  be  suitably  engrossed 
and  presented  to  him: 

The  freedom  of  the  national  capital  is  hereby  tendered  to  Admiral 
George  Dewey,  United  States  Navy,  as  the  guest  of  the  people  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  on  the  occasion  of  the  ceremonies  in  honor  of 
the  achievements  of  the  forces  under  his  command  in  the  harbor  of 
Manila,  and  as  a  mark  of  respect  for  his  official  and  personal  conduct 
under  all  the  trying  circumstances  of  that  momentous  period. 


October  21,  1899. 

Ordered,  That  Article  IV  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "two-horse," 
in  section  2  thereof,  and  by  striking  out  the  first  paragraph  in  section 
3,  which  reads  as  follows: 
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"  sec  3  That  the  following  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  designated 
as  stands  for  licensed  one-horse  hacks  carrying  passengers  for  hire. 

November  22,  1899. 
Ordered  That  section  3  of  Article  V  of  the  police  regulations  is 
hereby  amended  by  the  substitution  of  the  following  paragraphs  Viz: 
^cTCry  hack  shall  have  permanently  affixed  to  the  interior 
thereof '  in  a  place  readily  to  be  seen  by  the  passenger,  a  receptacle 
thatThkl  contain  at  all  times  folders  upon  which  shall  be  printed  he 
foregoing  schedule  of  rates  and  no  other;  the  said  receptacle  and  fold- 
ers to  be  approved  by  the  inspector  of  hacks. 

-Every  hack  shall  have  plainly  indicated  on  the  glass  of  its  lamps 
the  number  of  its  license."  ...  +. 

Thai  section  6  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  by  the  substitution 
of  the  figure  8  for  the  figure  7  after  the  word  "section  m  the  last 
line  thereof. 

December  8,  181>J>. 

Ordered,  That  section  12  of  Article  VIII  of  the  police  regulations 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"SEC  12  No  wood  shall  be  sawed  or  split  in  or  upon  any  of  the 
places  designated  in  section  1  of  this  article.  No  one  shall  place  or 
leave  for  a  longer  period  than  two  hours,  either  m  or  upon  any  ot 
such 'places,  further  than  1  feet  from  the  building  line,  any  wood, 
coal,  cask,  keg,  crate,  barrel,  or  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
except  as  provided  in  Article  XXII  of  these  regulations.  Neither 
meat,  fish,  nor  fowls  shall  be  placed  on  or  hung  over  any  sidewalk  or 
parking  space.  The  privilege  herein  granted  does  not  authorize  the 
permanent  occupation  of  public  space." 


December  — ,  1899. 

Ordered,  That  section  28  of  Article  X  of  the  police  regulations  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  the  word 
"bicycle'1  in  the  first  line  thereof  the  following  words:  "or  other 
horseless  vehicle;'1  so  that  the  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  28.  No  bicycle  or  other  horseless  vehicle  shall  be  propelled 
across  any  intersecting  streets  on  which  there  are  car  tracks  in  the 
city  of  Washington  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  6  miles  an  hour, 
nor  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  between  intersecting  streets  and  avenues 
or  cross  streets  on  which  there  are  no  car  lines  than  12  miles  an 
hour,  nor  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  on  any  public  street  or  roadway 
outside  of  said  city  than  15  miles  an  hour.    Every  bicycle  in  motion 
on  a  public  highway  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  control  of  the 
rider.    Inasmuch  as  safety  in  passing  with  rapidly  moving  vehicles 
requires  that  the  riders  or  drivers  approaching  each  other  shall  each 
be  able  to  judge  of  the  probable  movement  of  the  approaching  vehicle, 
no  bicycle  shall  be  ridden  on  the  streets  within  the  city  limits  with 
the  lower  end  of  the  handle  bars  on  a  plane  lower  than  4  inches  below 
the  top  of  the  saddle  at  its  center,  and  the  rider  shall  at  all  times 
keep  his  head  in  such  a  position  as  to  command  a  view  ahead  of  not 
less  than  300  feet.    This  provision  shall  not  be  applicable  to  members 
of  the  bicycle  squad  of  the  police  force." 
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January  3,  1000. 

Ordered,  That  section  5  of  Article  XI  of  the  police  regulations  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

''Sec  5.  No  permit  to  string  any  additional  wire  or  to  change  the 
location  of  or  to  repair  or  replace  any  pole  or  wire  shall  be  issued  to 
any  telegraph,  telephone,  messenger,  signal,  or  electric-lighting  com- 
pany, or  to  any  person  or  company  owning,  operating,  or  maintaining 
overhead  wires  or  poles  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  until  such  com- 
pany or  person  shall  have  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  a  complete  list  of  his  or  its  poles  and  over- 
head wires,  giving  their  locations  and  designating  such  poles  ami 
overhead  wires  by  numbers,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  string  any 
additional  telegraph,  telephone,  messenger,  signal,  or  electric-lighting 
wire,  or  to  change  the  location  of  any  pole  or  wire,  or  to  repair  or 
replace  any  pole  or  wire  without  a  permit  specifying  particularly  the 
proposed  Location  and  change  or  repair  thereof.  For  every  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  party  offending  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  be 
punished  by  a  tine  of  not  less  than  810  nor  more  than  $25  for  each  and 
every  offense." 

That  Article  XI  of  the  police  regulations  is  farther  amended  by 
adding  the  following  section: 

"Sec  G.  Each  lineman,  repair  man,  or  other  employee  of  any  tele- 
graph, telephone,  messenger,  signal,  or  electric-lighting  company,  while 
engaged  in  stringing,  repairing,  or  replacing  any  overhead  wire,  or 
while  engaged  in  erecting,  restoring,  or  repairing  any  pole  of  such 
company,  or  while  doing  other  work  in  connection  with  such  poles  or 
wires,  shall  wear  a  conspicuously  numbered  badge  indicating  the 
name  of  the  company  by  which  he  is  employed.  For  every  violation 
of  the  provision  of  this  sect  ion  the  party  offending  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof  in  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  *1  nor  more  than  $25  for  each  and  every 
offense." 


January  3,  1000. 

Ordered,  That  article  2,  section  3,  of  the  police  regulations  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec  3.  No  person  shall  have,  put  or  keep  any  hay  or  straw, 
uncovered,  in  any  stack  or  pile,  or  in  any  other  manner  exposed, 
within  100  yards  of  any  building  in  said  city,  or  shall  have,  put  or 
keep  within  said  city  any  hay,  straw,  hemp,  flax,  shavings,  or  rushes 
in  any  building  not  built  of  stone,  or  brick,  or  iron,  and  covered  with 
tile,  or  slate,  or  other  fireproof  material.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  have,  put  or  keep  any  of  the  aforesaid  material  in 
any  manner,  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article 
and  after  a  license  has  been  procured  from  the  Commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  fire  marshal  of 
the  fire  department  of  said  District.  Whoever  shall  fail,  neglect,  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  after  notice  from 
said  fire  marshal  of  its  requirements,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $40." 
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February  6,  1 900. 
Ordered  That  article  1  of  the  police  regulations  is  hereby  amended 
bv sirik in"  the  words  "or  person  engaged  in  the  second-hand 
cLh^bLiness,"  in  sections  1,  2,  4,  5,  and  6  of  said  article,  and 
Sing  in  lien  thereof  the  words  "or  dealer  in  second-hand  personal 
pro3  »  so  that  said  article  shall  apply  to  "every  pawnbroker,  junk 
dealer,  or  dealer  in  second-hand  personal  property. 

February  10,  1900. 
That  all  special  assessments  for  local  improvements  heretofore  made 
against  property  exempt  from  taxation  by  existing  law  be  entered  of 
record  by  the  special  assessment  clerk  as  "Canceled-^  decision  of 
Court  of' Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia  m  the  case  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  appellant,  V.  The  Sisters  of  the  \  isitation  of  W  ash- 
ington."'  And  hereafter  no  special  assessment  for  local  improvements 
shall  be  made  against  such  property.

Ordered,  That  article  5  of  the  police  regulations  in  and  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
as  section  8,  and  bv  changing  the  designation  of  the  section  now 
known  as  section  8  to  section  0,  and  by  substituting  "nine  tor 
"eight"  in  the  last  line  of  section  G  of  said  article. 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  "  Joint  resolution  authorizing 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  locate  a  cab  service 
and  for  other  purposes,''  approved  June  7,  1808,  the  rates  of  charges 
for  the  electric  cab  service  to  be  rendered  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  in  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby  fixed  as 
follows: 

Within  the  following  boundaries  the  rates  of  fare  for  said  service 
from  hotels  or  residences  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  depot,  or  vice

cents  per  stop,  and  for  each  trunk  twenty-five  cents— beginning  at 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Twentieth  street  and  Vir- 
ginia avenue  northwest;  thence  via  the  west  line  of  said  Twentieth 
street  to  the  north  line  of  S  street  north;  thence  via  the  north  line  of 
said  S  street  to  the  north  line  of  Florida  avenue;  thence  via  the  north 
line  of  said  avenue  to  the  east  line  of  Eleventh  street  east;  thence  via 
the  east  line  of  said  Eleventh  street  to  the  south  line  of  E  street  south; 
thence  west  via  the  south  line  of  said  E  street  to  the  west  line  of 
Thirteenth  street  west;  thence  north  via  the  west  line  of  said  Thir- 
teenth street  to  the  south  line  of  I)  street  south;  thence  west  via  the 
south  line  of  said  D  street  to  the  west  line  of  Fourteenth  street  west; 
thence  north  via  the  west  line  of  said  Fourteenth  street  to  the  south 
line  of  B  street  south;  thence  west  via  the  south  line  of  said  B  street 
to  the  west  line  of  Fifteenth  street  west,  and  thence  in  a  northwest- 
erly direction  via  a  line  corresponding  to  the  south  line  of  Virginia 
avenue  west  of  said  Fifteenth  street  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Any  provisions  contained  in  any  existing  regulation  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed  as  to  the  cab  service  established  by  this 
section. 
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March  0,  1900. 

Ordered,  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  that  street  cars  shall 
stop  on  the  far  side  instead  of  the  near  side  of  crossings  as  at  pres- 
ent, that  portions  of  section  24,  article  10,  of  the  police  regulations, 
beginning  with  the  word  "street"  in  line  10,  and  ending  with  the 
word  "crossings"  in  line  20,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Street  cars  shall  not  exceed  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than  six  miles 
an  hour  at  street  crossings,  and  when  necessary  to  stop  shall  stop  on 
the  far  side  thereof;  the  rear  end  of  the  car  or  train  to  rest  on  a  line 
with  the  curb  on  the  far  side  of  the  intersecting  street:  Provided, 
That  in  cases  where  stops  are  now  allowed  on  both  sides  of  a  crossing 
such  stops  may  be  continued  if  the  railroad  companies  so  desire."

The  foregoing  estimates  are  based  on  the  assessment  of  1900,  the 
books  for  1901  not  having  been  prepared  for  the  annual  tax  due  and 
payable  in  May,  1901. 

The  deduction  of  exempt  property,  transfer  of  Baltimore  and 
Potomac  and  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroads  assessment  of  tracks  from 
personal  to  real  estate,  new  improvements,  etc.,  have  been  carefully 
computed,  and  it  is  assumed  the  figures  are  approximately  correct. 
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CARD  INDEX  SYSTEM. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  refer  to  the  successful  inauguration  of  the  card 
index.  The  compilation  of  arrears  of  taxes  has  been  listed  on  cards, 
and  affords  a  ready  and  useful  means  for  reference  and  in  facilitating 
the  business  of  the  office.  The  numerical  index,  embracing  about 
100,000  pieces  in  the  city  and  50,000  in  the  county,  is  nearing  com- 
pletion, and  will  be  of  valuable  assistance,  affording  easy  reference  as 
to  owners,  square  feet,  front  feet,  values,  and  complete  description 
of  each  piece,  and.  besides,  it  is  contemplated  to  note  daily  transfers  on 
each  card,  so  that  the  record  of  changes  in  ownership  will  be  up  to 
date.  A  card  index  is  now  being  prepared  of  all  outstanding  tax  sales 
since  1878,  which  will  afford  great  convenience  to  this  office  and  the 
public  generally.  Other  additions  and  improvements  to  this  system 
will  be  made  as  circumstances  require.  The  appropriation  of  $-±,000 
for  improvements  in  tax  departments  was  apportioned  to  the  assessor 
and  collector  in  amounts  of  $3,000  and  $1,000,  respectively,  and  said 
amounts  have  been  judiciously  and  wisely  expended  for  the  purpose. 

TIME  FOR  PAYMENT  OF  TAXES. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  provision  was  made  for  payment  of 
taxes  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  in  one  installment  during 
the  month  of  May,  1901,  in  order  to  enable  this  office  to  install 
improved  methods  for  the  collection  of  taxes.    This  provision  of  law 
will  result  in  great  advantage  to  the  office,  affording  special  facilities 
for  the  correct  listing  of  tax  accounts  and  in  having  bills  made  out  in 
advance,  thus  giving  the  office  ample  time  for  examination  and  cor- 
rection prior  to  time  of  payment.    The  system  of  one  payment  is 
adopted  in  all  our  prominent  cities,  and  meets  with  general  favor. 
There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  it  should  not  be  in  vogue  here. 
The  payment  in  two  installments  is,  in  many  cases,  embarrassing  to 
the  taxpayers,  especially  nonresidents,  and  many  letters  are  received 
after  the  last  half  becomes  due,  complaining  of  having  to  pay  penalties, 
thev  being  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the  penalty  attaches  cm  the 
first  half.    There  appears  to  be  no  formidable  opposition  to  this  one 
payment  plan,  and  I  feel  justified  in  the  assumption  that  if  perma- 
nently enacted  into  law,  90  per  cent  of  our  taxpaying  citizens  would 
consider  it  advantageous  to  their  business  interests.    I  earnestly 
commend  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  the  Commissioners  and 
Congress. 

DUPLICATE  PAYMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  the  matter  of  payments  in  duplicate  has 
received  attention,  and  circulars  have  been  prepared  and  mailed  to  the 
parties  interested,  notifying  them  of  the  duplicate  payment,  and  that 
upon  written  application,  accompanied  by  the  duplicate  receipts, 
refundment  will  be  recommended.  This  system  is  desirable  from  the 
fact  that  it  clears  the  records  at  once  and  metes  out  justice  and  equity 
to  the  innocent  parties  involved.  Tt  is  proper  to  state  in  this  connec- 
tion that  about  80  per  cent  of  the  duplicate  payments  are  chargeable 
to  the  agents  and  owners,  and  not  to  the  office. 
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ANNUAL  TAX  SALE. 

The  delinquent  tax  list  is  prepared  in  this  office,  assisted  by  the  col- 
lector's forc  e,  commencing  about  the  latter  part  of  January  of  each 

ear.  in  time  for  completion  on  the  third  luesday  m  March  and 
Sequent  sale  at  least  three  weeks  after  the  first  publication  as 
required  bv  law.  Experience  has  shown  that  many  citizens,  uninten- 
tionally, no  doubt,  neglect  payment  of  their  taxes  and  allow  them  to 
co  to  advertisement  and  sale,  with  the  attendant  expenses  occasioning 
Petitions  for  relief,  which  the  office  is  without  authority  to  grant,  It 
\s  proposed  to  notify  all  delinquents  by  mail  before  sale  and  subse- 
quent to  sale  prior  to  issuance  of  deed,  so  ^"P1^^^*^ 
forward  in  order  to  avoid  further  expense.  \*  hue  this  method  *  ill 
tax  the  capacity  of  our  force,  it  would  appear  to  be  m  the  interest  of 
taxpayers  and  District  alike  to  make  an  effort  to  accomplish  this  much- 
desired  reform. 

TAX  BILLS. 

The  custom  has  been,  in  rendering  current  tax  bills,  to  give  only 
such  bills  as  were  applied  for.  and  in  many  instances  there  were 
unpaid  taxe>  dating  back  many  years  of  which  the  taxpayer  was  not 
informed, but  owing  to  the  limited  force  of  clerks  it  was  found  prac- 
tically impossible  to  give  the  necessary  information.  It  is  now  pro- 
posed, with  the  aid  of  the  clerical  force  embodied  in  my  estimate,  to 
note  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  current  tax  bill  any  arrears  of  genera 
taxes,  so  that  the  complaints  so  often  made  that  they  were  not  informed 
as  to  arrears  will  be  avoided,  thus  for  all  time  settling  the  question  of 
notice. 

In  this  connection  I  recommend  that  all  taxes  and  assessments  in 
arrears  prior  to  July  1.  1899,  where  the  liens  are  held  by  the  District 
of  Columbia,  be  received  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per 
annum  in  lieu  of  the  penalties  and  interest  now  fixed  by  law.  provided 
payment  be  made  between  the  1st  day  of  May.  1901,  and  December 
31*.  1901,  both  dates  inclusive. 

TAX  LEDGERS. 

In  the  year  1890  the  tax  ledgers  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  contain- 
ing an  alphabetical  list  of  all  taxable  real  estate,  consisted  of  11  books, 
with  3.777  folios,  but  in  1900,  just  in  (me  decade,  the  compilation  of 
District  property  requires  It;  books  and  5,500  folios,  showing  a  per- 
centage of  increase  of  over  31  per  cent.  The  clerical  work  required 
for  this  service  has  been  performed  without  a  corresponding  increase 
of  the  force,  but  it  could  not  have  been  done  without  involving  extra 
labor  before  and  after  the  regular  official  hours.  During  the  past  year 
the  clerical  force  employed  in  the  preparation  of  these  books  nas  been 
reduced  by  the  detail  of  one  of  our  most  efficient  clerks  in  copying  and 
transferring  the  daily  court  records  of  real-estate  conveyances,  in  con- 
formity with  the  act  of  March  3. 1899,  section  3.  Public— No.  221. 


HOUSE  NUMBERING. 


The  identification  of  property  would  bo  much  facilitated  by  estab- 
lishing a  connection  between  the  numbers  of  houses  and  the  numbers 
of  lots.    Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  business  of  this  and  other  offices 
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of  the  District  building  would  be  transacted  with  much  less  difficulty— 
a  difficulty  which  is  growing  to  such  an  extent  that  its  removal  now 
amounts  to  quite  a  necessity — the  confusion  of  numbers  of  houses  in 
the  city  and  county  should  be  corrected  for  the  benefit  of  all  persons  in 
the  District.  The  draftsman  of  this  office  has  prepared  a  map  of  the 
city  and  county,  which  is  kept  up  to  date,  on  which  the  numbers  of 
houses  should  be  written,  according  to  a  scheme  previously  submitted. 

REMISSION  OF  PENALTIES  AND  INTEREST. 

In  the  course  of  a  year  a  great  many  cases  are  presented  to  this 
office  for  the  remission  of  penalties  and  interest,  where  the  equities  are 
so  strong  as  to  warrant  relief.  Some  of  these  cases  are  occasioned  bv 
the  luck  of  education  on  the  part  of  poor,  ignorant  persons,  and  are 
really  pitiable,  but  from  the  lack  of  authority  at  law  to  adjust  them 
have  to  be  acted  upon  adversely. 

I  would  suggest  that  some  provision  of  law  be  enacted  vesting  the 
Commissioners  with  power  to  remit  penalties  and  interest  and  even  can- 
cel taxes  where  the  equities  are  strong  enough  to  warrant  it,  and  thus 
siive  the  property  owner  the  expense  of  court  proceedings. 

TRANSFERS  OF  REAL  ESTATE. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  3.05T  items  of  transfers  of  real  estate  in 
the  city  of  Washington  and  1,667  in  the  county  of  Washington  have 
been  copied  on  books  from  the  records  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds,  and 
the  many  changes  of  names,  parcels,  etc.,  prepared  for  entry  on  the 
records  of  this  office.  This  work  requires  expert  knowledge  and 
experience,  involving  great  caution  and  care  in  its  performance,  and 
special  adaption  of  the  clerks  employed  thereon.  It  is  deemed  an 
important  branch  of  this  office,  as  indiscriminate  and  careless  execution 
would  result  in  interminable  confusion  of  the  records.  On  assuming 
charge  of  the  office  I  found  this  particular  branch  of  the  office  work  far 
behind,  and  it  has  been  my  utmost  endeavor  to  have  it  brought  up  to 
date,  which  will  be  accomplished  in  a  very  short  while,  and  then  kept 
there 

TAXES  AND  ASSESSMENTS. 

Communications  are  frequently  addressed  to  this  office  requesting 
bills  for  all  taxes  and  assessments,  which  requests  are  promptly  com- 
plied with  as  to  all  general  taxes,  but  the  information  as  to  special 
assessments  and  water-main  taxes  form  no  part  of  the  record  of  this 
office,  and  we  are  consequently  unable  to  give  an  official  reply.  In 
such  cases  it  is  customary  to  forward  the  letter  to  the  special  assessment 
and  water-main  offices  for  their  action,  subjecting  the  applicant  to 
unnecessary  delay.  A  remedy  for  this  would  be  the  requirement  of 
each  of  the*  offices  to  note  on  the  card  records  of  this  office  all  unpaid 
assessments,  so  that  satisfactory  replies  could  be  made  to  all  such  com- 
munications, thus  facilitating  the  business  of  the  office  and  furnishing 
interested  parties  with  intelligent  replies. 

PERSONAL  PROPERTY  TAX. 

Being  well  satisfied  that  an  equitable  enforcement  of  the  law  relating 
to  personal  property  is  absolutely  impossible,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to 
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make  recommendation  for  its  repeal.  I  claim  that  this  law  is  wrong 
in  principle,  that  it  invites  perjury,  unci  is  calculated  to  demoralize 
the  standard  of  public  morality.  The  comparatively  small  revenue 
derived  from  this  tux  could  be  compensated  by  a  revision  of  our  license 
laws  bv  substituting  in  lieu  of  the  present  system  a  tax  on  all  mer- 
c^uiX^  onihalf  of  1  per  cent  on  each  $100 

of  the  gross  volume  of  business  done  each  year.  1  his  plan  seems  to 
be  equitable  and  just,  and  would  simplify  the  assessment  and  collection 
of  the  tux.  Street  railways  pay  4  per  cent  on  their  gross  earnings 
under  existing  law,  which  is  recommended  to  be  continued  m  force. 


TAX  EXEMPTIONS. 


In  the  past  year  this  office  has  recommended  that  certain  religious 
and  educational  institutions  he  listed  us  exempt  from  taxation,  each 
time  the  institution  so  recommended  coming  within  the  meaning  ot 
the  law  relating  to  exemptions.  The  system  of  exemption  from  taxa- 
tion, to  my  mind,  has  long  been  very  much  abused,  and  it  is  about  time 
that* a  halt  be  called  bv  getting  necessary  legislation  through  correct- 
ing the  evil.  1  do  not  think  that  any  property  not  belonging  to  the 
Government  should  be  exempt  from  special  assessment  and  water-main 
taxes.  This  matter  deserves  serious  consideration,  as  the  many 
exemptions  are  gradually  depleting  the  revenues  of  tin'  District  to  an 


alarming  extent. 


ARREARS  OF  TAXES. 


Some  months  ago  Mr.  C.  H.  Wiltsie,  attorney  for  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
J.  Watson,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y..  applied  for  deeds  on  certain  proper- 
ties that  were  in  arrears  for  several  years'  taxes,  furnishing  a  long  list 
and  urging  immediate  action.  I  did  not  think  it  advisable  at  that  time 
to  accede  to  his  request,  and  so  reported,  and  while  his  request  was 
pending  this  office  notified  the  owners  of  the  property  contained  in  his 
list  of  his  proposition  to  buy.  and  further  requested  them  to  attend  to 
the  matter  at  once,  with  the  result  that  thousands  of  dollars  of  back 
taxes  were  collected,  and  many  tangles  straightened  out. 

BARRY  FARM  SUBDIVISION  AND  BEATTY  AND  HAWTKINS's  ADDITION. 

The  records  of  this  office  as  to  the  present  limits  and  boundaries  of 
the  Barry  farm  subdivision,  and  that  part  of  what  was  formerly 
Georgetown,  designated  as  Beatty  and  Hawkins's  addition,  are  in  a 
chaotic  condition,  and  it  is  hoped  some  provision  of  law  will  be  enacted 
that  will  enable  the  surveyor  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  furnish 
this  office  with  such  data  by  actual  survey  of  these  localities,  with  a 
view  to  an  intelligent  and  satisfactory  listing  for  taxation  of  the  various 
accounts  involved. 

CURRENT  BUSINESS. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  90,000  tax  bills  have  been  made  out  and 
delivered  to  parties  interested  within  the  past  ten  months,  involving 
the  posting  of  about  50,000  items.  This  important  branch  of  the  serv- 
ice has  been  attended  to  with  accuracy  and  promptness,  and  reflects 
credit  upon  the  clerks  engaged  thereon.    About  4, 500  communications, 
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involving  careful  examination  in  each  case,  have  been  the  subject  of 
reports  to  the  Commissioners  and  letters  to  individuals  during  the 
past  year. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  TAXES. 

I  Hiring  the  past  fiscal  year  6, 174:  certificates  of  taxes  have  been  issued, 
an  increase  of  885  over  the  previous  year.  The  work  in  this  branch 
of  the  office  requires  the  services  of  three  clerks,  one  in  receiving 
orders,  locating  the  property,  typewriting,  press  copying,  and  two  in 
making  the  examinations  and*  verifying.  Extraordinary  care  is  required 
to  avoid  errors  on  these  certificates,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the 
examinations  have  been  uniformly  correct. 

INSU RANCE  DEPA RTMENT. 

I  desire  to  invite  special  attention  to  the  insurance  bill  now  pending 
in  Congress,  which  as  it  passed  the  House  committee  met  with  the 
approval  of  parties  interested  in  the  business  of  insurance,  and  has 
been  scrutinized  by  the  officers  of  some  of  the  largest  States  in  the 
Union  and  approved.    This  bill,  although  not  intended  as  a  revenue 
bill,  does  increase  the  District  revenues  somewhat.    It  provides  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  good,  reliable  companies,  and 
shuts  out  irresponsible  or  what  are  known  as  "wildcat"  companies, 
whose  existence  is  on  paper  only,  and  thereby  is  a  great  source  of  pro- 
tection to  all  classes,  more  especially  the  ignorant,  who  are  more  sus- 
ceptible to  being  defrauded.    The  office  of  the  assessor  of  the  District 
is  flooded  with  inquiries  about  certain  companies  doing  business  in 
the  community,  and  from  the  lack  of  supervision  can  not  intelligently 
answer.    The~  importance  of  this  bill  suggests  urgent  action,  with  a 
view  to  its  enactment  into  law  at  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

LICENSES. 

There  should  be  a  general  revision  of  our  present  license  laws%  which 
were  passed  by  the  old  legislative  assembly  of  Washington,  and l  conse- 
quently are  in  no  wise  up  to  date;  they  therefore  should  be  repealed  and 
an  act  passed  instead  which  would  meet  the  present  demands,  reducing 
some  and  bringing  others  justly  liable  to  license  within  its  scope  and 
giving  this  office  desired  latitude  as  to  whether  certain  licenses  should 
be  issued  or  not.  As  the  law  stands  to-dav  we  have  no  discretion,  and 
if  money  for  a  license  is  offered  and  declined,  the  party  so  ottering 
can  operate  thereafter  without  license  for  the  ensuing  license  year, 
except  barroom  licenses,  which  are  under  the  excise  board 

The  Commissioners  have  always  been  handicapped  m  the  matter  ot 
licenses  to  theaters  by  not  having  the  power  to  refuse  or  to  revoke 
licenses  for  immoral  and  vulgar  performances,  and  I  think  some  clause 
should  be  framed  and  action  taken  to  prohibit  any  performance  calcu- 
lated to  offend  the  public  decency  or  decrease  the  standard  ot  public 
morality. 

TO  FACILITATE  TAX  PAYMENTS. 

The  urgent  demand  from  taxpayers  for  reform  in  the  svstem  of 
facilitating  the  payment  of  taxes  and  avoiding  unnecessary  delays  in 
the  general  conduct  of  the  business  of  this  office  is  deserving  ot  special 
attention,  with  a  view  to  such  increases  in  the  force  by  Congress  as 
will  remedy  the  existing  defects. 
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SALARIES. 

In  my  annual  estimate  I  have  submitted  recommendations  for  alight 
increases  in  the  salaries  of  such  officials  and  employees  whose  services 
are  considered  valuable,  to  enable  me  to  perfect  the  present  system  of 
reforms  found  necessary  f or  the  convenience  of  taxpayers  and  to  facil- 
itate the  dispatch  of  the  public  business,  and  have  limited  my  estimate 
in  that  respect  to  what  I  consider  the  actual  requirements  of  the  office. 
It  is  confidently  hoped  that  they  may  meet  the  views  of  the  Commis- 
sioners and  Congress. 

PERSONNEL  OF  THE  OFFICE. 

It  affords  me  much  gratification  to  attest  to  the  general  efficiency  of 
the  officials  and  employees  of  this  office,  their  marked  courtesy  and 
attention  to  all  having  business  with  the  office,  their  willingness  to 
perform  service  during  and  after  the  regular  official  hours,  in  every 
way  contributing  to  successful  and  satisfactory  results.  Without  this 
cordial  cooperation  on  their  part  I  would  lie  powerless  to  carry  out 
the  many  intricate  details  required.  They  merit  and  deserve  my 
special  commendation. 

LEGISLATION. 

It  affords  me  pleasurable  satisfaction  to  know  that  my  humble  efforts 
in  promoting  some  necessary  and  important  legislation  at  the  close  of 
the  last  session  of  Congress  met  with  your  cordial  approbation.  It 
shall  be  my  endeavor  at  all  times  when  designated  bv  vou.  my  supe- 
rior officers,  to  represent  the  District's  interest  before  the  committees 
in  Congress  with  pride  and  the  realization  of  a  due  appreciation  bv 
your  honorable  body. 

Thanking  you  for  my  elevation  and  the  marked  evidences  of  confi- 
dence and  consideration.  I  have  the  honor  to  be.

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
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In  the  foregoing  I  have  Been  lit  to  recommend  some  slight  increases,  not  so  much 
as  could  be  profitably  used,  bat  what  from  my  point  of  view  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  office. 

In  \cars  past  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  complaint,  and  justly  so,  from  citizen 
taxpayers  on  account  <>f  having  to  wait  at  the  office  quite  a  time  before  receiving 
attention— occasioned  by  the  lack  of  force  to  attend  to  them— and  the  public  gen- 
erally has  awakened  to  the  fact,  as  demonstrated  by  the  many  offers  from  some  ot 
our  most  highly  esteemed  citizens  to  help  to  get  our  appropriation  increased,  which 
would  enable  us  to  have  an  office  of  which  you  can  be  justly  proud. 

In  the  first  instance,  I  have  recommended  an  increase  of  §400  in  the  salary  of  mv 
firsl  assistant  assessor.  The  duties  required  of  him  are  principally  of  an  executive 
character,  combined  with  a  general  supervision  of  the  various  details  of  the  office, 
entailing  responsibility  entirely  incommensurate  with  the  compensation  attached  to 
the  position.  In  my  absence,  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause,  he  has  to  assume  con- 
trol of  the  office,  and  I  trust  this  just  recognition  will  be  accorded. 

The  place  desired  to  be  created,  chief  clerk  arrears  division  at  $1,500.  is  a  long-felt 
want,  and  would  be  followed  by  very  good  results. 

In  submitting  my  estimate  I  have  left  out  the  board  of  assistant  assessors,  with  the 
hope  that  they  may  be  carried  into  the  new  estimates  as  a  separate  establishment — 
which  they  an — and  are  only  on  our  pay  roll,  which,  to  my  mind,  is  a  drawback  to 
getting  the  increases  desired,  by  making  the  total  expenditures  of  this  office  very 
huge,  when  $10,800  of  the  amount  is  for  a  separate  branch. 

The  increase  in  the  pay  of  draftsman  is  urgently  recommended.  He  is  an 
accomplished  draftsman  and  performs  his  duties  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  creation  of  a  messenger's  place  in  this  office  is  very  important. 

The  other  new  places  requested  are  a  necessity  for  a  proper  and  satisfactory 
performance  of  the  arduous  duties  of  the  office.

The  prediction  of  this  office  in  the  last  annual  report,  that  automobiles  and  horse- 
less vehicles  would  soon  appear  on  our  streets  has  been  verified,  and  now  almost  any 
kind  of  vehicle  may  be  had.  The  question  of  license  has  proved  a  most  vexatious 
one,  and  a  reference  to  the  attorney  for  the  District  resulted  in  affirming  the  liability 
of  their  owners  for  this  tax. 

As  we  have  often  stated,  many  of  our  license  laws  are  obsolete,  and  in  some  cases 
inoperative.  It  is  a  source  of  vexation  and  embarrassment  to  feel  the  necessity  of 
appeal  to  the  courts  for  their  construction  and  enforcement. 


INSURANCE. 


One  hundred  and  sixty  insurance  companies  have  been  licensed  through  agents, 
exclusive  of  District  of  Columbia  companies.  The  needs  of  the  various  insurance 
interests  have  been  fully  presented  to  Congress,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  coming  ses- 
sion will  see  the  passage  of  much-needed  legislation.

necessarj  in  putting  into  cllect  the  change,  we  propose  to  inaugurate, 
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and  the  advantages  gained  will,  we  hope,  more  than  compensate  for 
the  expense  incurred.  The  office  has  been  entirely  rearranged,  new 
counters  put  in  place,  an  additional  cashiers  desk  added,  more  counter 
room  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  and  we  feel  that  the  increased 
facilities  afforded  for  the  transaction  of  the  public  business  by  the 
changes  made  will  be  fully  appreciated  by  those  having  business  with 
the  office. 

It  is  proposed  to  have  all  tax  bills  prepared  and  carefully  arranged 
in  cases,  in  alphabetical  order,  prior  to  the  time  of  payment — Ma}r, 
1901-  so  that  upon  application  the  taxpayer  will  find  his  bill  ready  for 
delivery,  and  upon  payment  of  the  same  he  obtains  his  receipt  from 
the  cashier,  and  thus  avoids,  in  a  great  measure,  the  long,  vexatious 
delay  incident  to  obtaining  and  paying  tax  bills  during  the  busy  seasons 
under  the  present  system.  By  this  same  arrangement  we  hope  also  to 
prevent  duplicate  payments,  as  no  regular  bill  will  be  furnished  unless 
receipted,  which  must  necessarily  be  after  payment  has  been  made. 
In  order  that  taxpayers  may  have  an  opportunity  to  examine  and 
adjust  their  accounts  before  payment,  memorandum  bills  will  be  fur- 
nished, the  regular  bill  being  substituted  therefor  at  the  time  of  pay- 
ment. As  will  be  seen,  the  success  of  this  arrangement  will  depend 
upon  the  cooperation  of  the  public. 

For  the  successful  operation  of  the  new  system  it  appears  to  be  nec- 
essary that  a  change  be  made  from  semiannual  to  annual  payments  of 
taxes  in  order  that  sufficient  time  may  be  obtained  for  the  preparation 
in  advance  of  payment  of  all  tax  bills.  The  necessity  of  the  passage 
of  a  law  authorizing  the  collection  of  taxes  in  one  installment  has  often 
been  urged  by  this  office,  and  it  gains  additional  force  at  the  present 
time  for  the  reason  above  stated.  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend 
that  the  annual  payment  of  general  taxes  be  made  permanent.  I  see 
no  good  reason  why  it  should  be  otherwise.  Annual  payments  appear 
to  be  the  rule  in  all  large  cities,  and  I  am  sure  were  there  any  advan- 
tages in  semiannual  payments  this  would  not  be  the  case.  The  sys- 
tem of  semiannual  payments  which  has  been  in  practical  operation 
in  this  city  for  years,  has  developed  no  advantages  to  the  District  or 
taxpayers.  It  has  been  the  fruitful  cause  of  many  errors  on  part  of 
taxpayers  overlooking  payment  of  the  second  half  of  the  taxes  and 
subjecting  them  to  the  payment  of  heavy  penalties,  and  many  small 
taxpayers,  through  preference  or  neglect,  who  pay  in  one  installment 
in  May  are  compelled  to  pay  penalty  on  the  first  half.  During  the 
fiscal  year  of  1900  this  office  collected  in  penalties  alone  $84,220.75,  a, 
large  percentage  of  which  was  due  to  the  two-payment  system.  Busi- 
ness sutlers  also  from  the  present  system,  as  over  $1,000,000  are  taken 
out  of  circulation  when  most  in  demand  in  the  transaction  of  the  fall 
business,  when  coal,  heavy  clothing,  and  other  winter  supplies  are 
needed.  1  know  of  no  serious  opposition  to  the  change  recommended, 
and  feel  sure  that  it  will  take  but  a  short  time,  when  its  advantages 
will  be  appreciated  by  the  public. 

The  tax  sale  of  1900  was  but  a  repetition  of  the  unprecedented  sale 
of  1899,  which  exceeded  all  prior  sales  in  its  magnitude,  the  certificates 
issued  being  several  thousand  in  excess  of  what  were  issued  at  any  time 
heretofore.  1  have  no  reason  to  anticipate  any  decrease  in  the  amount 
of  future  sales,  and  this  fact  compels  us  to  renew  our  recommendation 
for  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  for  the  sale  here- 
after, and  encourages  us  with  the  belief  that  no  argument  we  could 
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advance  could  be  more  convincing  of  the  necessity  of  such  action  than 
caUinTattention  to  the  fact  above  stated.  The  preparation,  examina- 
tion and  comparison  of  6,000  sale  certificates  involves  a  vast  amount 
of  abor  In  order  to  accomplish  this  and  prepare  a  statement  for 
record  in  compliance  with  law  additional  force  must  be  provided,  and 
to  meet  this  condition  I  respectfully  recommend  that  Congress  be 
asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $600,  the  same  to  be  available  at  once 
for  the  payment  of  experienced  clerks  to  be  selected  from  the  force  ot 
this  and  the  assessor's  office,  who  shall  perforin  this  work  after  office 
hours,  under  the  direction  of  the  collector  of  taxes. 

I  ask  the  renewal  of  the  appropriation  of  $1,500  tor  the  collection 
of  overdue  personal  taxes,  the  outlay  being  but  a  small  percentage  of 
the  amount  collected,  and  it  is  the  means  of  collecting  much  that  would 
be  a  loss  to  the  District.  During  the  fiscal  year  of  19<  ><  I  there  was  col- 
lected on  this  account  $9,789.84. 

I  have  again  included  in  my  estimates  an  addition  of  $200  to  the  sal- 
ary of  the  deputy  collector,  the  amount  originally  asked  being  $2,000, 
which  I  consider  only  a  fair  compensation  for  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  position. 

The  necessity  for  an  appropriation  for  a  horse  and  wagon  is  urgent 
and  should  be  promptly  allowed.  The  amount  necessary  is  so  trifling 
in  comparison  with  its  importance,  and  the  fact  that  it  would  greatly 
lessen  the  liability  from  loss,  favor  such  action. 

1  again  beg  to  invite  your  attention  to  a  suggestion  made  in  a  previ- 
ous report,  that  Congress  be  asked  for  authority  to  divide  and  appor- 
tion all  charges  for  special  assessments  against  an  original  lot  among 
its  subdivisions.  According  to  an  opinion  of  the  attorney  for  the 
District  such  assessments  can  not  be  charged  in  full  against  each  sub- 
division of  original  lot.  as  is  customary;  consequently  these  assess- 
ments, if  collected  in  this  way.  are  illegal  and  are  subject  to  refund 
and  are  lost  to  the  District.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  some 
thousands  of  dollars  of  unpaid  assessments  on  original  lots  which  have 
been  subdivided,  collection  of  which  is  jeopardized  by  the  method  of 
advertising,  it  is  very  important  that  some  action  be  taken  in  the 
matter. 

Considering  the  volume  of  work  accomplished  by  this  office  during 
the  past  year,  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  testify  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  clerks,  for  without  their  efficient  and  cheerful  cooperation  during 
and  after  office  hours  it  would  be  impossible  to  keep  the  work  up  to 
date.  Their  duties  are  onerous  and  exacting,  vet  they  have  never 
failed  to  promptly  and  cheerfully  meet  all  requirements.  I  have  con- 
fidence in  their  integrity  and  appreciate  their  faithfulness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITOR. 

Office  of  Auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 

Washington,  November  28,  1000. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  statement  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  government  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  as  shown  in  ;i  scries  of  accompanying  exhibits  marked  A  to 
F,  respectively,  for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1900,  and  the 
balances  which  remained  at  that  date  to  the  credit  of  the  general  rev- 
enue account,  tin1  several  trust  funds,  and  the  appropriations  made  by 
Congress. 

A  is  an  exhibit  of  the  revenue  account,  showing,  first,  the  cash  sur 
plus  on  hand  July  L,  L899,  together  with  the  receipts  from  taxes, 
licenses,  and  all  other  distinctively  District  of  Columbia  sources  of 
revenue,  and  one-half  of  lapsed  appropriations  credited  hack  to  the  gen- 
eral fund;  second,  the  amount  appropriated  therefrom  to  meet  the 
payment  of  one-half  of  the  expenses  of  the  government,  and  third, 
the  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  District  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

H  is  a  general  statement  of  appropriations.  It  shows,  first,  the  total 
balance  of  appropriations  unexpended  and  subject  to  requisition  July 
1,  1899,  the  aggregate  amount  appropriated  for  the  year  under  vari- 
ous acts  of  Congress,  and  repayments  to  appropriations  for  the  same 
period;  second,  the  amounts  advanced  therefrom  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  T  reasury  upon  requisitions,  and  third,  the  total  balances  of  appro- 
priations subject  to  requisition  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
June  30,  1900. 

Cisa  classified  statement  of  expenditures,  consisting,  first,  of  pay- 
ments by  the  disbursing  officer  in  checks  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States,  with  whom,  under  the  law,  all  moneys  advanced 
upon  requisition  are  deposited,  and  second,  of  requisitions  approved 
by  the  Commissioners  in  favor,  respectively,  of  the  officers  of  various 
charitable  institutions  and  the  Treasurer*  of  the  United  States,  as 
ox  officio  commissioner  of  the  sinking  fund,  on  account  of  principal 
and  interest  of  the  bonded  debt. 

D  is  a  summary  of  the  account  which  the  disbursing  officer  keeps 
wi'h  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States.  It  shows  the  deposits  made 
by  him  of  the  amounts  received  from  requisitions  upon  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  on  account  of  the  general  expenses  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  checks  drawn  against  the  same  by  him,  and  the  balance 
subject  to  his  check  remaining  with  the  Treasurer  June  30,  1900. 

K  is  a  statement  of  the  water-fund  revenue  account,  showing,  first, 
the  balance  on  hand  July  1,  18iH>,  and  the  collections  from  rents  and 
water-main  taxes  during  the  year;  second,  the  amount  paid  therefrom 
for  the  expenses  of  the  service,  and  third,  the  balance  on  hand  June 
30,  1900.

TRIALS  OK  OLD  CASES  IN  TUB  COURT  OF  CLAIMS. 

The  longstanding  controversy  in  regard  to  claims  growing  out  of 
JSiade  byfhe  late  hoard  of  public  works  which ^ere  ^ 
ished  when  that  body  was  legislated  out  oi  office,  June  J»,  Ltftt,  Das 
not  yet  reached  a  conclusion,  although  some  progress  has  been  made 

in  that  direction.  ,  fi 

The  special  assistant  attorney  who.  under  the  direction  oi  th 
Attornef^eneral,  is  charged  with  the  defense  oi  the  District  in  the 
trial  of  these  cause,  advised  me,  in  response  to  a  recent  inquiry,  tli.it 
additional  testimony  was  taken  by  claimants  in  cases  Nos.  4<  ana  <4 
during  the  late  summer  recess  of  the  ( Jourt  oi  (  laims.    1  his  testimony 
is  now  engaging  his  earnest  attention,  and  every  step  necessary  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  Government  will  he  taken  as  speedily  as  cir- 
cumstances will  allow.    A  few  other  cases  in  various  stages  of  progress 
are  still  pending  in  the  Court  of  Claims,  while  two    Nos.  23?  and238  - 
are  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on  applications  for 
leave  to  file  petitions  for  writs  of  mandamus  to  the  judges  of  the  Court 
of  Claims  to  compel  them  to  hear  and  determine  motions  for  new  t  rials. 

There  are  fourteen  cases  in  which  the  District  seeks  to  recover  tin1 
interest  allowed  on  claims  paid  under  the  act  of  February  13,  L895,  the 
contention  being  that  the  Supreme  Court  having  decided  that  the  act 
aforesaid  conferred  a  mere  gratuity  the  payment  of  interest  on  the 
latter  was  illegal,  and  the  amount  so  paid  should  be  returned  to  the 
Treasury.    The  Court  of  Claims  having  declined  to  try  these  suits  for 
recovery,  two  of  the  causes  have  been  carried  to  the  Supreme  Cojirt, 
as  in  cases  237  and  238,  on  application  for  leave  to  file  petitions  for 
writs  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  Court  of  Claims  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine motions  for  new  trials.    Upon  the  result  of  these  appeals  will 
depend  the  fate  of  the  twelve  other  cases  of  like  character  which 
remain  upon  the  docket  of  the  Court  of  Claims. 

CANCELLATION  OF  TAXES  AND  I'EN  '  T  TIES. 

In  my  annual  report  for  1898,  and  in  several  prior  thereto,  T  recom- 
mended such  amendments  to  the  laws  as  would  authorize  the  Commis- 
sioners to  cancel  taxes  which  were  uncollectible  and  to  remit  penalties 
upon  those  which  were  overdue,  whenever  in  their  judgment  such 
action  would  seem  conducive  to  the  public  interest  or  demanded  by 
considerations  of  equity  and  justice  toward  the  taxpayers.  The  lapse 
of  time  has  but  served  to  deepen  the  conviction  then  expressed  as  to 
the  necessity  for  the  bestowal  of  this  function,  and  1  therefore  renew 
with  added  emphasis  my  recommendation  of  two  years  ago. 

The  hooks  are  encumbered  with  charges  on  account  of  levies  made 
by  the  old  corporations  of  Washington,  Georgetown,  and  the  levy 
court,  which  antedated  the  establishment  of  the  present  form  of  gov- 
ernment, and  although  these  taxes  are  not  collectible  by  legal  process, 
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they  can  not  be  dropped  from  the  record,  but  must  be  brought  forward 
froin  year  to  year  as  new  ledgers  are  opened,  because  there  !s  no  pro- 
vision of  law  for  their  extinguishment  or  cancellation.  In  a  number 
of  instances  owners  of  property  against  which  these  obsolete  taxes 
were  charged,  and  who  from  some  peculiar  facts  or  circumstances  in 
connection  therewith  did  not  feel  bound  therefor  in  equity,  as  they 
were  not  in  law,  have  proffered  the  principal  on  condition  that  the 
penalties  would  be  remitted.  The  Commissioners,  however,  in  the 
absence  of  legal  sanction,  have  been  forced  to  decline  their  otters,  with 
the  result  that  the  courts,  upon  being  appealed  to  for  relief,  have  set 
the  taxes  aside,  and  both  principal  and  interest  have  been  lost  to  the 
District.  These  and  other  considerations  in  the  line  of  good  adminis- 
tration make  it  desirable  that  discretionary  authority  for  the  determi- 
nation of  questions  of  this  character  be  vested  in  the  Commissioners. 

REDUCTION  OF  INTEREST  ON  TAX  ARREARAGES. 

During  tin4  last  session  of  Congress  a  bill  was  introduced,  known  as 
"II.  R.  7504," authorizing  the  receipt  of  "arrearages  of  taxes  due  the 
District  of  Columbia  to  .Inly  1,  L898,  at  (>  per  cent  per  annum  in  lieu 
of  penalties  and  costs."  A  report  upon  this  measure  was  made  by  the 
assistant  assessor  to  the  effect  that  the  passage  of  similar  laws  in  pre- 
vious years  had  not  materially  increased  the  receipts  from  this  source, 
as  but  comparatively  few  delinquents  claimed  the  relief  thus  ottered, 
and  the  general  result  was  rather  to  encourage  the  tendency  to  post- 
ponement than  otherwise.  The  Commissioners,  adopting  this  view, 
advised  against  the  enactment  of  the  bill,  and  it  failed  to  become  a  law. 

Recent  investigation  of  this  subject  has  satisfied  me  that  the  failure 
of  delinquents  heretofore  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  this 
legislation  was  due  in  many  instances  to  the  fact  that  the  question  had 
not  been  brought  to  their  individual  attention.    Under  conditions  exist- 
ing in  the  past  it  was  not  practicable  to  do  more  than  give  a  general 
notice  through  the  press,  but  since  the  date  of  the  report  herein 
referred  to  such  radical  changes  have  been  made  in  the  system  of  keep- 
ing the  records  of  the  assessor's  office,  through  the  introduction  of  the 
card  index,  that  personal  service  to  a  considerable  extent  would  not 
seem  to  be  a  matter  of  insuperable  difficulty.    The  advantage  ot  this 
method  was  plainly  shown  in  the  prompt  and  numerous  returns  which 
followed  the  assessors  notifications  not  long  since  to  property  owners 
whose  holdings  were  placed  in  jeopardy  by  a  clause  of  the  tax-sale  law 
which  they  had  overlooked;  and  if  bills  for  arrears  of  taxes  were  sent 
to  individual  delinquents,  with  the  inducement  of  the  remission  of  all 
penalties  and  costs  other  than  interest  at  the  rate  of  <>  per  cent  per 
annum,  I  can  not  doubt  that  the  result  would  be  a  substantial  increase 
of  revenue  and  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  list  of  arrearages. 

The  official  whose  objections  formed  the  basis  of  your  adverse  report, 
now  that  conditions  have  changed,  concurs  with  me  in  the opinions 
herein  expressed,  and  would,  if  opportunity  were  offered,  favor  the 
adoption  of  the  proposed  measure. 

in  view  of  these  facts,  I  would  suggest  that  at  the  approaching  ses- 
sion of  Congress  steps  be  taken  to  secure  the  enactment  of  a  law  pro- 
viding that  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  collected  upon  all  arrearages  ot 
general  taxes  prior  to  July  1, 1899,  now  due  to,  and  the  liens  for  which 
are  held  by,  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  6  per  cent  per  annum 
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in  lieu  of  the  rate  and  penalties  now  fixed  by  law,  together  with  all 
accrued  costs,  upon  condition  that  the  arrearages  aforesaid  be  paid 
within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  the  act. 

DEFICIENCIES  POLICE  RELIEF  FUND. 

On  several  occasions  heretofore  1  have  referred  to  the  fact  that  dur- 
ing the  period  between  June.  1894,  and  May.  1896,  the  ordinary  receipts 
of  the  police  relief  fund  were  insufficient  to  pay  the  monthly  pension 
rolls,  and  that  claims  representing  this  shortage,  amounting  in  round 
numbers  to  $17,000,  were  on  file  in  this  office.    In  the  act  of  June  11, 
1896,  the  receipts  from  tines  in  the  poliee  court  were  made  available 
for  deficiencies  occurring  thereafter  in  the  fund,  hut  no  provision  was 
included  for  those  which  had  already  accrued  and  then  existed.  My 
recommendation  that  Congress  be  asked  to  provide  for  the  latter  have 
always  met  with  prompt  and  favorable  action  at  your  hands,  but  no 
legislation  to  this  end  has  as  yet  been  secured.    Warned  by  past  fail- 
ures in  this  endeavor,  1  would  not  venture  again  to  urge  upon  our  leg- 
islators the  settlement  of  these  c  laims  were  I  not  impelled  thereto  by 
a  sheer  sense  of  justice,  but  thus  moved,  although  it  may  seem  like 
''leading  a  forlorn  hope,"  I  can  not  forbear  asking  that  in  the  estimates 
for  deficiencies  in  appropriations,  soon  to  be  prepared,  an  item  for  the 
relief  of  these  pensioners  may  be  included.    They  are  either  men  who 
have  lost  their  health  or  been  disabled,  or  are  the  widows  and  minor 
children  of  those  who  have  yielded  their  lives  in  this  perilous  service, 
and  the  people  of  the  District.  I  am  sure,  will  not  grudge  the  amount 
required  to  pay  this  ohligation.  which  is  in  the  highest  sense  of  the 
word  a  debt  of  honor. 

SYSTEM AT1ZIN( J  APPROPRIATIONS  AM)  DISBURSEMENTS. 

It  is  important  that  the  general  account  between  the  United  States 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  should  be  kept  in  a  systematic  manner,  so 
that  a  full  and  exact  statement  thereof  may  be  furnished  at  anytime 
when  such  information  may  be  desired,  but,  much  to  my  regret,  this 
is  not  the  situation  at  present.  The  policy  of  making  appropriations 
from  District  revenues  without  estimates  therefor  having  been  pre- 
viously made  by  or  transmitted  through  the  Commissioners,  and  then 
allowing  the  disbursement  thereof  without  their  knowledge  or  con- 
trol, and  by  different  departments,  so  that  more  than  one  Auditor  in 
the  Treasury  passes  upon  the  settlements,  makes  it  impossible  either 
for  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  or  the  District  auditor  to 
state  the  account  without  serious  inconvenience  and  vexatious  delay 

This  situation  is  due  to  the  fact  that  these  appropriations,  and  dis- 
bursements as  well,  are  departures  from  the  organic  act.  That  com- 
pact, as  the  articles  of  agreement  between  the  members  of  a  copartner- 
ship, should  be  held  inviolate,  and  every  failure  to  so  regard  it  but  leads 
to  contusion  and  embarrassment

vision, which  was  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treaaurv  in 
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payments  from  appropriations  any  part  of  which  is  chargeable  to  the  said  revenues 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  repayments  to  appropriations  and  collections  increas- 
ing  the* revenue,  shall  be  made  through  the  officials  of  the  District  (except  in  the  case 
of  the  sinking  rand,  which  is  otherwise  specifically  provided  for  by  law),  and  all 
accounts  pertaining  thereto  shall  be  settled  by  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other 
Departments. 

NEW  METHODS. 

During  the  year  several  important  changes  in  methods  were  insti- 
tuted which  have  resulted  in  simplifying  the  work  and  expediting  the 
business  of  the  office. 

The  retained  duplicates  of  vouchers,  which  had  been  previously- 
kept  in  numerical  sequence,  with  briefs  of  their  purport  recorded  in  a 
personal  Ledger  wherein  an  account  was  opened  with  every  person 
receiving  a  payment,  have  been  rearranged  in  alphabetical  order  on  the 
principle  of  the  card  index,  but  with  this  difference,  that  the  vouchers 
themselves  being  used,  the  work  of  transcribing  is  avoided,  and  only 
guide  eai'ds  an;  employed.  All  vouchers  of  payments  to  one  individ- 
ual being  thus  assembled  together,  nothing  in  the  way  of  facilities  for 
reference  is  left  to  be  desired. 

The  personal  ledger  having  been  dispensed  with  under  this  new  sys- 
tem of  keeping  the  tiles,  the  clerk  in  charge  has  been  assigned  to  other 
duty,  so  that  the  practical  result  is  almost  equivalent  to  an  increase  of 
one  in  the  clerical  force. 

The  general  ledgers  have  been  reconstructed  upon  modern  lines  so 
as  to  show  at  it  glance  the  condition  of  each  appropriation  in  aggregate 
or  as  detailed  under  subheads,  with  all  repayments;  the  sum  total  of 
requisitions  and  disbursements;  the  balances  of  the  various  tax  levies, 
and  the  state  of  the  general  revenue  account  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Other  reforms  also  in  routine  methods  have  been  instituted  which 
prevent  delay  and  make  it  practicable  to  audit  all  accounts  daily  as 
presented,  except  in  the  cases  of  contractors  for  large  amounts  and 
miscellaneous  items,  with  whom,  for  their  own  convenience,  monthly 
or  semimonthly  settlements  are  made. 

Much  extra  labor  and  earnest  thought  have  been  expended  in  these 
efforts  to  modernize  our  accounting  system  by  Mr.  Alonzo  Tweedale,  the 
chief  bookkeeper,  and  the  gratifying  results  which  have  been  accom- 
plished are  due  in  great  part  to  the  zeal,  intelligence,  and  unflagging 
industry  which  have  characterized  his  performance  of  the  important 
duties  with  which  he  is  charged. 

TRIBUTE  TO  EMPLOYEES. 

My  review  of  the  history  of  the  year  would  lack  its  most  important 
feature  if  1  failed  to  speak  of  the  devotion  to  duty  and  cordial  coop- 
eration of  all  my  official  associates.  Every  call  upon  them,  whether 
in  or  out  of  office  hours,  has  met  with  prompt  and  willing  response, 
which  makes  this  favorable  mention  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  as  well. 

CLAIMS  AUDITED. 

The  work  of  the  office  has  been  steadily  growing  for  a  long  time 
past,  and  the  year  just  ended  has  shown  no  abatement  in  this  respect. 
There  were  14,080  claims  audited  and  44,289  checks  issued,  an  increase 
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of  20  per  cent  in  the  former  and  7  per  cent  in  the  hitter,  us  compared 
with  the  record  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DISBURSING  OFFICER. 

Washington,  September  11,  1000. 

GENTLEMEN :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following-  report 
of  the  business  of  the  disbursing  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
:;0,  1900: 

Warrants  were  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer  with 
the  United  Slates  Treasurer  aggregating  $0,700,117.42;  checks  were 
issued  1o  the  amount  of  16,361,259.75,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  June  30,  1000,  subject  to  my 
cheek,  of  *:;:5S,857.G7. 

For  t  lie  different  subheads  and  manner  of  disbursements  in  detail 
see  report  of  the  auditor.  District  of  Columbia. 

The  number  of  checks  issued  during  the  year  was  34,840,  in  pay- 
ment of  salaries  of  the  employees  and  all  other  claims  against  the 
I  Hstrict  government . 

In  reference  to  the  payment  of  employees  I  have  to  state  that  the 
pay  rolls  of  the  several  departments  are  made  out  in  duplicate,  and 
after  having  been  audited  and  approved  for  payment  by  the  auditor 
of  the  District  are  received  at  this  office. 

The  first  duty  we  have  is  to  ascertain  the  exact  denominations  of 
each  amount  on  the  rolls.  They  are  then  numbered,  envelopes  are 
made  out,  with  name  of  employee  and  amount  of  money  due  him. 
The  envelopes  are  also  given  a  number  which  must  correspond  exactly 
with  the  pay  roll  as  regards  name  and  amount  of  money.  All  this 
work  must  be  compared  and  checked  to  avoid  mistakes,  after  which 
the  money  due  each  employee  is  put  in  the  envelope  and  we  are  then 
ready  to  pay.  All  pay  rolls  must  be  signed  in  duplicate.  Hundreds 
of  laborers  are  paid  on  the  works  while  at  the  same  time  we  are  pay- 
ing many  people  at  the  office.  In  cases  where  a  mark  is  made  it 
requires  the  signature  many  hundred  times  of  clerks  in  the  office  as 
witness  to  the  same. 

A  conservative  estimate  of  the  payments  made  to  the  District 
employees  during  the  last  fiscal  vear  shows  25,G52  by  check,  4b  800 
in  cash;  total,  72,452,  or  an  average  of  6,000  per  month.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  5,000  witness  fees  and  a  great  number  of  payments 
<>n  account  of  coroner's  jurors  and  lunacy  cases  were  made. 

The  school  teachers,  police,  firemen,  and  employees  of  the  W  ash- 
ington  Asylum  were  paid  by  check  every  month. 

The  emplovees  of  the  District  building,  including  officials,  clerks, 
messengers,  and  laborers,  the  judges  of  the  police  court  and  attaches, 
all  per-diem  clerks,  inspectors,  foremen,  and  laborers  on  the  public 
works,  were  paid  twice  each  month,  with  but  few  exceptions,  in  cash. 

Employees  of  the  Freedmen's  Hospital,  Industrial  Home  School, 
District  militia,  and  bathing  beach  were  paid  in  cash  the  last  day  ot 
each  month. 
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The  present  system  of  paying  in  cash,  sinee  the  creation  of  the  dis- 
bursing office,  is  a  vast  improvement  over  the  old  method,  when  all 
payments  by  t  lie  District  were  made  by  check.  A  few  years  ago,  when 
the  old  system  was  in  vogue,  an  old  colored  man  (so  I  am  informed) 
received  13  checks  within  a  period  of  two  weeks'  employment,  and 
often  many  of  the  laborers  had  great  difficulty  in  having  their  checks 
cashed.  Thrifty  people  often  charged  them  a  fee  or  induced  them  to 
spend  money  at  their  places  of  business  for  the  accommodation,  which 
resulted  in  their  parting  with  a  large  portion  of  their  small  earnings 
before  they  reached  their  homes,  causing  considerable  distress  to  their 
families. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  force  in  my 
office,  Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Dean,  and  Mr.  Dailey,  have  been  very  efficient, 
and  painstaking,  and  have  performed  their  arduous  duties  faithfully 
and  well.  They  have  been  willing  at  all  times  to  work  after  official 
hours,  which  we  do  a  great  many  days  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  can  not.  fail  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  unfailing  kindness  and  support  given  me  by  the  Commissioners 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  my  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTORNEY. 

W  ashington,  September  28,  1000. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the 
business  of  t h«-  oilier  of*  the  attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  for 
the  year  ending  .1  une  *'<>,  1!><><>. 

During  the  year  there  were  341  written  advisory  opinions  by  the 
attorney  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioners,  and  45  written  commu- 
nications to  interested  parties  relative  to  pending  municipal  matters 

;iik1  suits. 

The  questions  submitted  foropinion  by  the  Commissioners  in  many 
cases  were  difficult  of  solution  because  of  the  novelty  of  the  subject 
involved;  some  of  them  required  considerable  research. 

Opinions  have  also  been  rendered  orally  in  numerous  cases  sub- 
mitted by  various  Distrid  officials  concerning  matters  of  current 
business  arising  in  the  administration  of  their  respective  departments. 

Duringthe  fiscal  year  there  were  128  cases  (exclusive  of  lunacy  cases), 
in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  before  justices 
of  the  pence,  in  which  action  was  taken,  as  follows: 

United  States,  ex  rel.  .Mutual  District  Messenger  Company,  r.  John 
B.  Wight  et  al.,  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  law, 
Xo.

'  Eighteen  suits  at  law,  brought  June,  1802,  claiming  in  the  aggregate, 
si  92:500  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  the  flooding 
of  premises,  etc.,  on  Missouri  avenue,  Pennsylvania  avenue  IS  \\ 
Sixth,  and  Four-and-a-half  streets  NW.,  during  the  rainy  season  of 
1880,  commonly  known  as  "flood  cases/'  were  ordered  to  the  stet  cal- 
endar; and  thereafter,  on  October  13,  180!),  and  February  L900,the 
cases  were  dismissed  by  order  of  the  court. 

Judgments  in  certiorari  have  been  entered  in  5  cases  quashing 
vtssessinents  for  taxes  because  illegally  assessed. 

Decrees  have  been  entered  in  5  cases  cancelling  taxes  more  than 
twenty  years  old,  and  relieving  the  property  from  the  cloud  on  Un- 
title of  such  taxes. 

Decrees  in  equity  (following  Brewer  r.  District  of  Columbia,  5

540.  Petition,  etc.,  filed  March  31,180!).  Verdict,  assessment,  and 
award  of  jury  August  30,  1800.  Verdict,  852,000  damages;  one-half 
assessed  on  adjacent  property.  November  22,  1800,  verdict,  assess- 
ment, and  award  confirmed.  Appeal  by  parties  assessed.  April  25, 
1000,  confirmation  of  verdict,  etc.,  set  aside  by  court  of  appeals,  as 
hereinafter  stated.  An  appeal  was  entered  in  behalf  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  where  the  case  is 
now  pending.

Petition,  etc., 
filed  May  31,  1800.  February  21,  1000,  verdict,  assessment,  and 
award  of  jury.    Verdict,  $200,120  damages;  one-half  assessed  on 
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adjacent  property.  The  motion  to  confirm  this  verdict  was  pending 
when  the  court  of  appeals  rendered  its  decision  "In  re:  Extension  of 
S,  Twenty-second,  and  Decatur  streets."  Inasmuch  as  this  proceeding 
was  identical  with  the  last-named  proceeding  and  within  the  ruling  of 
the  court  of  appeals  as  to  its  validity,  the  motion  to  confirm  was  with- 
drawn.

June  19,  1900,  verdict,  assessment,  and  award 
of  jury  filed.  Verdict,  $100,791.96;  one-half  assessed  on  adjacent 
property.    Future  action  will  be  taken  as  in  the  last-mentioned  case. 

Extension  of  Columbia  road  east  of  Thirteenth  street,  docket  No. 
574.  Petition,  etc.,  filed  June  25,  1000.  Proceedings  in  this  case 
have  been  taken  under  the  act  approved  June  0,  1000. 

Condemnation  of  land  along  Rock  Creek  and  in  the  line  of  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  extended  for  side  slopes  and  embankments  of  a 
bridge,  docket  No.  57:}.  Petition,  etc.,  filed  June  8,  1900.  Commis- 
sioners were  appointed  by  the  Court  June  23,  1900. 

There  were  247  lunacy  proceedings  instituted  by  or  in  behalf  of  the 
( Ommissioners. 

The  following  cases  were  disposed  of  in  the  court  of  appeals: 
District. of  Columbia  v.  Sisters  of  Visitation,  decided  October  25, 
1899,  was  an  appeal  from  the  decree  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict canceling  an  assessment  against  the  property  of  an  educational 
institution  for  curb  and  sidewalk,  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  of 
August  7,  1894  (28  Stats.,  248).  regulating  assessments  for  local  improve- 
ments. The  court  held  that  under  t  he  act  of  Congress  of  June  17, 1870 
(16  Stats.,  153),  an  incorporated  educational  institution,  having  no 
object  of  private  gain,  was  exempt  not  only  from  general  taxes,  but 
from  special  assessment  for  local  improvements.  That  act  provided 
"that  all  churches  and  schoolhouses,  and  all  buildings  and  grounds 
and  property  appurtenant  thereto  and  used  in  connection  therewith 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  be  exempt  from  any  and  all  taxes 
or  assessments,  national  or  municipal."  A  subsequent  act  approved 
June  11,  1878  (20  Stats.,  108),  declared  that  the  term  "schoolhouses" 
was  intended  to  embrace  all  collegiate  establishments  actually  used 
for  educational  purposes  and  not  for  private  gain.  The  court  held 
that  the  exemption  by  the  act  of  1870  from  assessments  for  local 
improvements  was  not  repealed  by  the  act  of  August  7,  1894.  The 
effect  of  this  decision  is  to  greatly  enlarge  the  present  list  of  property 
exempt  from  taxation.  The  matter  of  exemption  from  taxation,  gen- 
eral  and  special,  is  one  that  should  be  thoroughly  revised  in  order  to 
secure  at  least  equality  and  uniformity  among  the  classes  of  property 
exempted  from  taxation,  if  not  to  curtail  such  exemptions. 

District  of  Columbia  /•.  Monlton,  decided  November  8,  1809,  was 
an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  for  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  reason  of 
the  plaintiff's  horse  becoming  frightened  at  a  steam  roller  belonging 
I)  c  1000— vol  1  7 
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to  the  District  negligently  placed  or  permitted  to  be  placed  and 
allowed  to  remain  for  an  unreasonable  time  on  Park  street  in  Mount 
Pleasant  The  court  affirmed  the  judgment  of  *<;,4r>0,  holding  the 
District  liable  under  such  conditions  for  damages  occasioned  by  an 
object  naturally  calculated  to  frighten  horses  if  such  object  was 
within  the  limits  of  the  streets  although  it  mighl  not  be  within  the 
traveled  way  and  the  horse  and  vehicle  did  not  come  in  actual  con- 
tact with  it.  An  appeal  has  been  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  where  the  case  is  now  pending. 

District  of  Columbia  v.  Holt  on,  decided  November  8,  1S!>1>,  was  an 
appeal  by  the  District  from  a  judgment  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  80, 000  in  an  action  for  damages  for  personal 
injuries  sustained  by  reason  of  the  plaintiff  falling  against  a  pile  of 
bricks  piled  on  or  near  the  sidewalk  of  H  street  NE.,  between  Elev- 
enth and  Twelfth  streets,  where  a  sewer  was  being  const  rue  ted.  The 
court  reversed  the  judgment  and  granted  a  new  trial  because  of  an 
erroneous  instruction  given  by  the  court  below  concerning  the  meas- 
ure of  damages.  A  rehearing  was  applied  for  and  refused  December 
6,  1000. 

Loeffler  V.  District  of  Columbia,  decided  November  8,  1899,  was  a 
writ  of  error  to  the  police  court  to  reverse  a  convict  ion  upon  an  infor- 
mation charging  the  offense  of  selling  liqnor  to  a  minor  in  violation 
of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1893,  'Mo  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquor  in  the  District  of  Columbia."  The  second  proviso  to 
section  19  of  the  act  provides: 

Th  tt  no  licensee  in  any  place  shall  knowingly  sell  or  permit  to  be  sold  in  his 
establishment  any  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  to  any  person  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  under  penalty,  etc. 

The  court  reversed  the  judgment  of  conviction  and  held  that  the 
party  charged  with  such  an  offense  must  have  knowledge  himself,  or 
by  his  agent  acting  for  him  in  selling  to  the  minor,  that  the  party  to 
whom  the  liquor  was  sold  was  at  the  time  a  minor  under  the  age  of 
21  years. 

United  States  ex  rel  The  Mutual  District  Messenger  Company  V. 
John  B.  Wight  et  al.,  decided  December  5,  1899,  was  an  appeal  by 
the  company  from  a  judgment  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  dismissing  its  petition  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  against  the 
Commissioners.  The  company  claimed  the  right  to  extend  a  certain 
electric  wire,  which  it  claimed  to  own,  across  the  sidewalk  at  the 
comer  of  Columbia  road  and  Kalorama  avenue,  outside  the  limits  of 
the  city  of  Washington.  The  Commissioners  had  refused  a  permit 
for  the  stringing  of  said  wire,  because  the  company  was  not  entitled 
to  such  permit  and  because  the  Commissioners  were  without  authority 
to  grant  the  same.  An  unsuccessful  effort  was  made  in  this  case  to 
obtain  from  the  court  an  opinion  defining  the  extent  of  the  authority 
ot  the  Commissioners  in  respect  to  overhead  wires  outside  the  limits 
ot  the  city  of  Washington.  The  court  affirmed  the  judgment  below 
on  the  ground  that  mandamus  would  only  lie  where  t  here  was  no  other 
legal  remedy  to  compel  performance  of  a  positive  duty  to  or  on  behalf 
ot  the  party  seeking  the  remedy;  and  that  when  called  upon  for  license 
relating  to  the  public  roads,  the  Commissioners  musl  determine  the 
extent  of  their  authority  by  the  construction  of  the  statutory  pro- 
visions relating  thereto,  and  that  their  duty  in  this  respect  involved 
inappliclbTe  dlSCretl°n  and  pigment  as  rendered  mandamus 
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Galium  v.  District  of  Columbia,  decided  December  14,  1899,  was  a 
w  rit  of  error  to  the  police  court  to  reverse  a  conviction  upon  an  infor- 
mal ion  charging  a  violation  of  Article  XI,  section  5,  of  the  police 
regulations,  making  it  unlawful  to  string  addition  telegraph,  tele- 
phone, messenger,  signal,  and  electric-lighting  wires  without  a  permit. 
The  court  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  police  court,  holding  that  the 
police  regulation  did  not  apply  to  a  ease  where  a  wire  was  run  on 
private  property  for  private  purposes  without  crossing  or  encroaching 
upon  a  public  street,  alley,  or  reservation. 

District  of  Columbia  v.  Lynham,  decided  February  7,  1900,  was  a 
writ  of  error  to  the  police  court.  The  court  reversed  the  judgment 
of  the  police  court,  and  held  thai  in  t he  t rial  of  a  prosecution  under 
act  of  Congress  of  February  17,  1898,  entitled  "An  act  relating 
to  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  drugs  in  the  District  of  Columbia," 
proof  of  the  sale  and  delivery  of  the  medicine  or  drug  by  the  defend- 
ant, or  his  possession  thereof  for  purpose  of  sale,  and  that  the  same 
was  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  made  a  prima 
facie  case  of  guilt  against  the  defendant;  and  that  it  did  not  consti- 
tute a  defense  for  him  to  show  that  at  the  time  of  sale  or  possession 
for  sale  he  was  ignorant  of  the  fact  of  such  adulteration;  that  adrug- 
gisl  must  know  what  he  sells  or  proposes  to  sell  ami  that  it  conforms 
to  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  law,  otherwise  there  could  be  no 
protection  to  the  public  against  impurities  and  adulterations  of  prod- 
uct s  and  foods. 

Waggamaii  v.  District  of  Columbia,  decided  March  G,  1900,  was  a 
wrii  of  error  to  the  police  court.  Under  section  16  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  January  25,  1898  (3<>  Stats.,  l>:)1),  entitled  "An act  to  regulate 
tlx-  disposal  of  certain  refuse,  etc.,"  the  appellant,  owner  of  certain 
premises  in  the  city  of  Washington,  was  convicted  on  the  charge  of 
maintaining  a  nuisance  in  the  way  of  foul  and  filthy  privies,  etc.  The 
court  of  appeals  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  police  court,  and  held 
that  the  failure  of  the  owner'  of  property  to  remove  the  contents  of 
foul  or  lilthy  privies  of  premises  occupied  by  his  tenants  under  a 
lease  was  not  made  a  misdemeanor  or  penal  offense  in  express  terms 
by  the  act  or  Congress,  and  that  such  offense  could  not  be  implied 
from  the  possible  or  probable  intention  of  Congress  so  to  make  it. 

Stoutenburgh,  intendant  of  the  workhouse,  District  of  Columbia,  v. 
Frasier,  decided  March  7,  1900,  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of 
one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
rendered  on  habeas  corpus,  whereby  the  appellee  was  discharged  from 
imprisonment  to  which  he  had  been  committed  in  execution  of  a  sen- 
tence of  the  police  court.  The  court  affirmed  the  discharge,  holding 
thai  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  8,  1898,  declaring 
thai  "suspicious  persons"  may  be  arrested  and  prosecuted  as  crimi- 
nals, and  upon  convict  ion  be  confined  and  imprisoned,  were  nugatory 
and  without  effect,  inasmuch  as  the  charge  of  being  a  "suspicious 
person  "  was  without  any  relation  whatever  to  crime  committed  in  the 
pasl  or  crime  intended  to  be  committed  in  the  future. 

Callan  v.  District  of  Columbia,  decided  March  13,  1900,  was  a  writ 
"I"  error  to  the  police  court.  The  case  was  intended  to  test  the  con- 
stitutionality, validity,  and  construction  of  certain  police  regulations 
relal  ingto  hack  stands  and  the  disposition  thereon  of  hacks  and  other 
vehicles  accustomed  to  occupy  the  same.  The  court,  reversing  the 
judgment  of  the  police  court,  held  that  section  4  of  the  act  of  the  late 
legislative  assembly  of  August  23,  1871,  for  the  regulation  of  hacks 
and  hack  stands,  was  repealed  by  the  regulation  made  by  the  Com- 
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missioners  under  authority  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  January  26, 1887, 
and  the  joint  resolution  of  February  20,  1802. 

Stephens  v.  District  of  Columbia,  decided  March  U  1900,  was  a 
writ  of  error  to  the  police  court,  The  driver  of  a  licensed  vehicle  for 
the  convevance  of  passengers  for  hire  was  convicted,  in  violation  of 
the  police  regulations,  upon  a  charge  of  stopping  and  loitering  in  the 
street.  The  court  reversed  the  judgment,  holding  t  hat  the  conviction 
was  improper  where  the  proof  showed  merely  that  the  vehicle  was 
driven  slowly  along  the  street  and  returned  upon  the  same  street, 
where  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  obstruction  thereby  to  the  gen- 
eral public. 

District  of  Columbia  n.  George  Hazel,  decided  March  16,  L900,  was 
a  writ  of  error  to  the  police  court  which  had  quashed  an  information 
against  the  defendant,  charged  with  a  violation  of  the  police  regula- 
tions; in  this,  that  being  the  driver  of  a  licensed  vehicle  for  the  con- 
veyance of  passengers  for  hire,  he  occupied  a  portion  of  the  hack 
stand  adjacent  to  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  Railroad  Company's 
station  set  apart  for  the  sole  use  of  the  vehicles  of  that  company. 
The  defense  was  the  alleged  illegality  of  the  police  regulation  whereby 
the  Commissioners  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  public  hack  stand  adja- 
cent to  the  Baltimore  and  Potomae  Railroad  Company's  station  for 
the  sole  use  of  the  cabs  of  the  railroad  company  and  another  portion 
of  the  same  stand  for  other  cabs,  it  being  claimed  that  this  was  an 
unlawful  discrimination  in  violation  of  the  common  and  equal  rights 
of  all  persons  to  use  the  streets  equally. 

The  ease  was  a  sequel  to  that  of  Curry  v.  District  of  Columbia, 
decided  April  4,  1890,  in  which  the  court  held  null  and  void  a  police 
regulation  made  under  authority  of  the  joint  resolution  of  Congress 
approved  June  7, 1898,  authorizing  the  Commissioners  to  locat  e  on  the 
streets  adjacent  to  the  station  of  any  railroad  company  in  the  Dis- 
trict a  stand  for  cabs  of  such  railroad  company,  to  be  maintained  by 
it  for  the  convenience  of  passengers  for  hire  to  and  from  such  rail- 
road station,  the  Commissioners  having  assigned  the  whole  of  the  cab 
stand  adjacent  to  the  station  of  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  Railroad 
Company  to  the  sole  use  of  the  cabs  of  that  company  and  excluded 
all  other  cabs  therefrom.    The  police  court  in  the  Hazel  case  had 
quashed  the  information  against  the  defendant  charging  him  with 
the  violation  of  the  police  regulation.    The  court  of  appeals  reversed 
the  police  court,  holding  that  it  was  competent  for  the  Commission- 
ers, in  the  exercise  of  their  judgment  and  sound  discretion,  to  appor- 
tion the  spaces  of  cab  stands  adjacent  to  the  station  of  the  company 
between  the  cabs  of  that  company  and  other  cabs,  and  that  the  only 
question  open  for  the  consideration  of  the  courts  would  he  t  he  reason- 
ableness ot  the  apportionment;  that  it  was  a  question  of  fact  to  be 
determined  upon  testimony,  and  not  of  law  to  be  determined  by  the 
court  without  reference  to  the  circumstances:  that  the  regulation 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  making  the  apport  ionment  was  reason- 
able on  its  face,  and  the  Commissioners  having  the  general  power  to 
make  the  apportionment,  it  was  incumbent  on  the  defendant  charged 
with  a  violation  of  the  regulation  to  overcome  the  presumption  by 
satisfactory  proof  to  the  contrary.    In  this  connection  I  should  call

appeals  from  judgments  of  the  police  court  May  25, 1900      h lb  M  l  e 
pohce  regulation  null  and  void  because  in  fact  univ^sonab^anu 
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Mackall  el  al  v.  District  of  Columbia,  decided  April  3,  1900,  was  a 
writ  <>f  error  to  the  police  court  to  reverse  a  conviction  upon  an  infor- 
mation charging  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  by  druggists  without 
the  written  prescription  of  a  reputable  physician,  in  violation  of  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  March  :>,  1803,  4 4  for  the  regulation  of  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  District  of  Columbia. n  The  case  was  a 
1<  si  case.  The  druggists  sold  a  bottle  of  malt  extract  without  a  phy- 
sician's prescription  therefor.  The  court  reversed  the  judgment  of  the 
police  court,  and  held  that  a  medicinal  preparation  used  exclusively 
as  such,  and  not  as  an  intoxicant  was  not  an  "intoxicating  liquor" 
within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  Congress,  although  it  contained  a 
percentage  of  alcohol  and  might  produce  intoxication  if  taken  in  suffi- 
cient quantities.  That  it  was  the  purpose  of  Congress  to  deal  only 
w  ith  recognized  intoxicants  and  their  practical  equivalents  by  what- 
soever name  known  or  under  whatsoever  fraudulent  disguise  or  device 
concealed;  and  not  to  interfere  with  the  free  use  of  culinary,  medicinal, 
or  toilet  articles  because  they  had  inherent  in  them  the  possibility  of 
being  some  day  used  as  intoxicants. 

Catherine  Roth  v.  District  of  Columbia,  decided  April  3,  1000,  was 
an  appeal  by  plaintiff  from  a  judgment  rendered  against  her  in  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  an  action  for  $8,000 dam- 
ages for  a  nuisance  alleged  to  exist  by  the  maintenance  of  the  District 
ambulance  stable  on  the  lot  belonging  to  the  District  adjoining  plain- 
t  i ffs  premises.  The  court  below  had  held  that  the  Metropolitan  police 
of  the  District  was  not  a  branch  of  the  municipal  corporation,  but  was 
a  distinct  and  independent  organization  for  whose  acts  the  munici- 
pality was  not  liable,  and  that  the  conduct  and  management  of  the 
ambulance  stable  was  a  public  and  not  a  municipal  duty.  The 
court  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  and  granted  a  new 
trial,  holding  that  section  6  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  11,  1878 
(20  Stats.,  102),  had  the  effect  of  making  the  management  and  control 
of  t  he  .Met  ropolitan  police  of  the  District  an  integral  part  of  the  munic- 
ipality, and  that  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  was  therefore  the 
action  of  the  municipality;  that  the  mere  maintenance  or  location  of 
the  ambulance  stable  as  part  of  the  police  department  may  not  of 
itself  be  held  to  be  a  nuisance,  although  annoying  and  inconvenient 
to  the  residents  of  the  neighborhood  since  it  is  a  necessary  and  proper 
appliance  of  governmental  authority,  but  the  maintenance  of  such  a 
stable  in  a  negligent,  improper,  and  unlawful  manner  will  constitute 
a  nuisance  for  which  the  District  is  liable;  that  the  municipality  own- 
ing property  stands  in  no  different  position  from  a  natural  person  in 
respect  of  the  duty  not  to  permit  it  to  become  a  nuisance. 

Davidson  et  al  v.  John  B,  Wight,  Commissioners,  etc.,  decided 
April  25,  1900,  was  an  appeal  from  a  decree  of  the  supreme  court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  confirming  an  assessment  for  benefits  in  a 
proceeding  for  the  extension  of  S  street.  Under  an  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  3, 1899,  the  Commissioners  instituted  a  proceeding  to 
condemn  the  land  necessary  to  open  and  extend  S,  Twenty-second, 
and  Decatur  streets  through  lots  41  and  42  of  Phelps  and  Tuttle's 
subdivision  of  Connecticut  avenue  heights,  part  of  Widow's  Mite. 
The  jury  of  condemnation  in  its  verdict  awarded  $52,000  as  the  value 
of  the  property  to  be  taken,  and  assessed  $20,000  on  adjacent  lots  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  "that  of  the  amount  found 
due  and  awarded  as  damages  for  and  in  respect  of  the  land  condemned, 
"<>t  less  than  one-half  thereof  shall  be  assessed  by  the  jury  against 
the  pieces  or  parcels  of  ground  situate  and  lying  on  each  side  of  the 
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extension  of  said  streets,  and  also  on  any  or  all  adjacent  pieces i  or 
pareelso  land  which  will  be  benefited  by  the  opening  of  said  streets 
^e  eonrt  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  court  Mow  holding  that 
in  so  far  as  said  act  of  Congress  provided  thai  not  ess  than  one-half 
of  t  he amount  awarded  as  damages  shall  be  assessed  againsl  property 
on  each  side  of  said  streets  and  on  all  or  any  adjacent  property  bene- 
fited by  the  opening  of  said  streets,  the  same  was  unconstitutional, 
null,  and  void in  that  it  arbitrarily  found  that  the  whole  adjacent 
property  subject  to  assessment  or  intended  to  be  assessed  would  be 
specially  benefited  to  the  extent  of  at  least  one-hall  of  t  he  cos  oJ 
the  improvement;  that  the  act  of  Congress  was  in  conflict  with  a 
recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  m  Nor- 
woods Baker (172  U.  S.,  269).   The  court  further  hold  that  the  assess- 
ments were  invalid  because  there  was  no  personal  notice  or  personal 
service  of  process  on  any  of  the  owners  of  property  to  be  assessed 
prior  to  the  order  nisi  confirming  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  but  merely 
an  order  of  publication  issued  at  the  time  of  tin-  filing  of  the  petition 
directing  parties  in  interest  to  appear  in  court  by  a  day  named.  An 
appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  court  of  appeals  was  entered  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and  the  latter  court  has  advanced 
the  cause  for  hearing  at  its  October  term.    The  decision  of  the  court 
of  appeals  that  the  act  of  Congress  under  consideration  in  this  cause 
was  unconstitutional  affected  the  proceedings  under  the  several  acts 
passed  by  Congress  for  the  extension  of  streets  ami  highways  in  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

At  its  last  session,  twelve  such  extensions  were  authorized  and 
directed  by  Congress.    The  several  acts  requiringthe  proceedings  for 
condemnation  were  practically  identical  with  the  act  for  the  extension 
of  S  street.  In  order  to  prevent  the  cessation  of  all  furl  her  proceedings 
for  street  extensions  until  the  determination  of  the  appeal  in  this  case 
and  in  order  to  meet  the  objections  suggested  by  the  court  of  appeals, 
Congress  by  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  extension  of  Columbia 
road,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  6,  1000,  directed  the 
Commissioners  to  take  proceedings  for  the  extension  of  Columbia  road; 
said  act  provides  in  detail  a  mode  of  procedure  and  directs  the  jury 
to  assess  actual  benefits  against  any  and  all  pieces  or  parcels  of  land 
which  they  may  find  will  be  benefited  by  the  extension.  Proceedings 
under  the  several  acts  of  Congress  passed  at  its  last  session  for  the 
extension  of  streets  were  directed  by  the  act  of  June  6,  1000,  to  bo 
taken  in  accordance  with  its  provisions;  and  accordingly,  proceedings 
for  several  street  extensions  have  been  taken  and  prosecuted  as  here- 
inafter stated. 

W.  II.  Moses  et  al.  v.  United  States,  decided  May  8,  1900,  was  a 
writ  of  error  to  the  police  court  to  review-  its  judgment  of  conviction 
under  the  so-called  "smoke  law."    This  was  a  test  case  conducted  by 
the  United  States  attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  inasmuch  as 
the  act  of  Congress  does  not  provide  that  prosecutions  for  its  viola- 
tion shall  be  conducted  by  the  attorney  for  the  District.    The  act  of 
Congress,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  prevention  of  smoke  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  February  2,  1800  (30 
Stats.,  812),  declares  the  emission  of  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray 
smoke  or  cinders  from  any  smokestack  or  chimney  used  in  connec- 
tion with  any  stationary  engine  or  steam  boiler  or  furnace  of  any 
description  within  the  District  of  Columbia  a  public  nuisance. 

The  act  was  assailed  as  unconstitutional.    The  court  held  that  it 
was  competent  for  Congress  in  the  exercise  of  its  power  to  enact  regu- 
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lations  affecting  the  public  peace,  morals,  health,  or  comfort  within 
the  I  Hstriet,  to  declare  the  emission  of  dense  black  or  gray  smoke  from 
smokestacks  or  chimneys  to  be  a  nuisance  and  punishable  as  an 
offense;  that  the  act  was  not  void  because  of  the  proviso  excluding 
from  its  application  chimneys  or  buildings  used  exclusively  for  pri- 
vate residences,  nor  because  of  the  limitation  of  the  prohibited  smoke 
to  its  emission  from  smokestacks  or  chimneys  used  in  connection  with 
stationary  engines,  steam  boilers,  or  furnaces;  that  it  constituted  no 
defense  to  a  prosecution  for  violation  of  the  act  that  the  defendants 
had  attached  to  their  furnace  the  best  known  smoke-consuming  appli- 
ance, and  that  neither  it  nor  any  other  well-known  make  would  pre- 
vent the  emission  of  such  smoke  for  a  brief  period  while  the  fire  was 
being  started,  provided  soft  coal  was  the  fuel  used;  that  what  con- 
stitutes a  public  nuisance  under  the  statute  was  primarily  for  Con- 
gress to  determine,  and  lastly  a  question  of  law  for  the  court ;  and, 
therefore,  questions  calling  for  the  opinions  of  witnesses  as  to  whether 
the  smoke  was  dangerous  to  health,  life,  or  property,  or  constituted  a 
public  nuisance,  were  properly  excluded;  that  it  was  no  defense  to 
the  prosecution  that  neighboring  occupiers  had  not  sustained  injury 
to  property  or  health  therefrom,  nor  that  the  smoke  was  not  con- 
slant  lv  emitted,  but  only  at  intervals  from  day  to  day. 

Unless  it  wast  lie  purpose  of  Congress  by  this  act  to  prohibit  the 
use  of  soft  or  bituminous  coal  in  stationary  engines,  steam  boilers,  or 
furnaces  of  any  description  within  the  District,  it  seems  to  me  the  law 
should  be  amended.  In  the  nature  of  the  case  it  is  impossible  to  use 
sofl  or  bituminous  coal  wit  hout  emitting  to  some  extent  and  degree 
the  smoke  described  in  the  act. 

<  >ur  just  expectation  in  relation  to  the  code  of  laws  for  the  District 
of  Columbia  lias  as  yet  failed  of  realization.  The  code  prepared  by 
Mr.  Justice  Cox  and  approved  by  the  Bar  Association  and  the  Board 
of  Trade,  was  passed  with  slight  amendment  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives May  28,  1900,  and  is  now  pending  before  the  Committee  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  of  the  Senate. 

The  Commissioners  have  always  appreciated  the  necessity  of  the 
passage  of  the  code,  and  should  not  now  abate  any  effort  in  that 
direction. 

The  code,  as  prepared,  does  not  embrace  any  part  of  the  municipal 
law,  hut  relates  entirely  to  general  law  and  procedure.  A  codifica- 
tion of  the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will  be  incomplete  until 
we  have  a  municipal  code,  embracing  the  ordinances  of  the  late  cor- 
porations of  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown  and  levy  court, 
the  acts  of  the  late  legislative  assembly,  and  the  police,  health,  etc., 
regulations,  made  by  t  he  Commissioners  under  authority  of  Congress. 
These  ordinances  are  printed  in  separate  books  and  pamphlets,  some 
of  which  are  out  of  print  and  inaccessible,  presenting  a  condition  of 
affairs  unworthy  of  the  national  capital.  Laws  and  ordinances  relat- 
ing to  municipal  obligations  should  at  least  be  known  by  the  citizen 
desirous  of  performing  his  municipal  duty. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  the  "Potomac  Flats"  case  did  not  finally  dispose  of 
'lie  matter  of  the  river  front  so  as  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to 
cany  into  effect  the  act  of  Congress  "relative  to  the  control  of  wharf 
property,  etc.,"  approved  March  3, 1899,  and  thus  effectuate  the  much 
needed  improvement  of  our  water  front.  In  a  most  elaborate  opinion, 
the  Supreme  Court  held  (174  U.  S.,  190)  that  the  owners  of  lots  in 
squares  on  the  line  of  Water  street,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  were 
not  entitled  to  riparian  rights  or  to  rights  of  private  property  in  the 
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waters  or  reclaimed  lands  between  Water  st  reet  and  the  channel  of 
he  Potomac  River;  that  the  intention,  never  departed  from  since  he 
^  conception  of  the  city,  was  to  establish  such  a  street  along  the 
water  front  for  the  common  access  thereto;  and  that  the  failure  to 
construct  and  open  Water  street  between  Thirteen-and-a-luUf  street 
and  Maryland  avenue  did  not  create  any  title  in  the  owners  of  land  to 
the  water  front  for  wharfing  or  other  purposes.    The  court,  however 
held  that  the  owners  of  expensive  wharves  and  warehouses  erected 
and  maintained  under  express  or  implied  licenses  from  the  city 
authorities  on  the  water  front  were  not  to  be  treated  as  trespassers 
when  the  Government  was  taking  the  premises  for  a  public  improve- 
ment but  were  entitled  to  compensation  for  the  value  of  their  private 
interest  in  the  structures,  and  that  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
August  15,  1886,  under  which  the  proceedings  were  instituted,  con- 
templated the  final  determination  of  value  of  wharves  and  warehouses 
owned  by  licensees  and  standing  on  lands  belonging  to  the  Government. 
The  case  was  accordingly  remanded  for  further  proceedings.  The 
matter  of  the  ascertainment  and  determination  of  these  values,  I  fear, 
will  delay  for  several  years  the  final  accomplishment  of  this  great 
public  work. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  act  of  Congress  approved  January  31, 
1890,  under  the  provisions  of  which  indigent  insane  persons  and  insane 
persons  with  homicidal  tendencies  are  now  committed  to  the  Govern- 
ment Hospital  for  the  Insane.    This  act  is  of  doubtful  constitution- 
ality, as  it  in  terms  denies  to  the  alleged  lunatic  the  right  of  trial  by 
jury  and  commits  the  question  of  his  sanity  to  the  determination  of  a 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  holding  a 
special  term  for  orphan  court  business.    Under  the  previous  law  the 
court  directed  the  writ  de  lunatico  to  issue;  and  in  accordance  with  a 
provision  contained  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  is<is  the  marshal  was 
authorized  to  impanel  a  jury  in  attendance  upon  one  of  the  criminal 
courts  and  the  verdict  of  such  jury  was  confirmed  by  the  court.  The 
expense  was  thus  reduced  to  a  minimum.    It  consisted  only  of  clerks' 
fees  and  ordinary  witness  fees.    Under  existing  law,  in  addition  to 
these  expenses,  the  act  requires  payment  in  each  case  by  the  District 
of  a  per  diem  compensation  of  &10  to  each  of  at  least  two  physicians. 
During  the  year  this  compensation  for  physicians  in  lunacy  cases 
amounted  to  about  $2,500.  This  expense  is  entirely  unnecessary  and, 
in  my  judgment,  constitutes  an  absolute  waste  of  public  money. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  act  be  repealed  and  the  former 
simple  procedure,  constitutional,  economical,  and  expeditious,  be 
reinstated. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  District  revenues  would  be  considerably 
increased  if  the  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  compromise  taxes 
and  assessments  rendered  uncollectable  because  of  the  failure  to 
observe  some  detail  in  the  assessment  or  by  reason  of  the  lapse  of 
time.  Taxpayers  are  often  willing  to  pay  the  principal  of  such  taxes 
without  the  penalties,  which  in  some  cases  exceed  the  tax  itself.  The 
Commissioners  being  without  power  under  existing  law  to  compro- 
mise, the  assessments  are  canceled  by  judgment  of  the  court.  Inas- 
much as  the  act  of  Congress  authorizing  reassessments  allows  interest 
to  be  charged  only  from  the  date  of  reassessment,  there  could  be  no 
possible  loss  of  revenue  if  the  Commissioners  were  given  authority  to 
compromise  such  cases. 

The  act  of  Congress  relating  to  the  sale  of  property  for  taxes  requires 
a  certificate  of  sale  to  be  issued  by  the  collector  of  taxes  when  each 
piece  of  property  is  sold  for  arrears  of  taxes,  and  in  the  event  the 
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property  is  not  redeemed  within  two  years  from  the  last  day  of  sale, 
a  deed  is  required  to  be  executed  by  the  Commissioners  to  the  pur- 
chaser at  such  tax  sale,  his  heirs  or  devisees,  or  to  the  assignee  of  the 
lax  certificate,  which  deed  is  to  be  admitted  and  held  to  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  a  good  and  perfect  title  in  fee  simple  to  the  property. 
This  requires  the  preparation  of  several  hundred  deeds  annually;  they 
must  be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  each  of  the  t  hree  Commissioners 
before  a  notary  public.  This  involves  an  unnecessary  consumption  of 
the  time  of  the  Commissioners  as  well  as  labor  in  the  preparation  of 
the  deeds,  which  could  be  avoided  by  so  amending  the  act  of  Con- 
gress "  in  relat  ion  to  taxes  and  tax  sales,"  approved  February  28,  1898, 
as  to  provide  that  the  certificate  of  sale  issued  by  the  collector  of 
taxes,  when  he  shall  have  further  certified  thereon  that  the  property 
has  not  been  redeemed,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  the  act,  shall  have 
the  force  and  effect  in  law  of  the  deed  authorized  by  the  act  to  be 
executed  by  the  Commissioners.  Such  certificate,  being  very  much 
shorter  in  form  than  the  tax  deed,  would  also  relieve  the  purchaser 
from  a  considerable  part  of  the  present  expense  incident,  to  recording 
his  Title  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds. 

I  have  the  honor  to  renew  the  following  recommendations  for  legis- 
lation, contained  in  my  last  annual  report,  namely: 

To  prevent  t  he  waste  of  Potomac  water  outside  the  limits  of  the  city 
of  Washington.  The  present  law  (Webb's  Digest,  411)  is  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  late  corporation  of  Washington,  whose  jurisdiction  did 
not  extend  beyond  the  city  limits. 

To  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  remit  fines  and  grant  pardons 
for  offenses  against  all  municipal  laws  and  ordinances.  The  authority 
of  the  Commissioners  is  now  restricted  to  offenses  against  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  late  corporal  ion,  and  acts  of  the  late  legislative  assembly. 
Asa  consequence,  frequent  applications  are  required  to  be  made  to 
the  President  to  remit  fines  and  grant  pardons  for  violations  of  acts 
of  Congress  relating  to  purely  municipal  matters. 

To  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  make  suitable  regulations  in 
regard  to  the  inspection  of  lumber. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  again  call  attention  to  the  altogether 
Inadequate  provision  made  for  the  transaction  of  the  voluminous  and 
constantly  increasing  business  of  the  office  of  the  attorney  for  the 
District  of  (Vdumbia. 

The  duties  of  the  attorney  were  prescribed  by  the  act  of  the  late 
legislative  assembly,  approved  August  23,  1871,  which  provided  that 
the  attorney  should  be  under  the  direction  of  the  governor,  and  have 
the  charge  and  conduct  of  all  law  business  of  the  District  and  all 
suits  instituted  by  and  against  the  government  thereof;  that  he 
should  furnish  opinions  in  writing  to  the  governor,  etc.,  whenever 
requested  to  do  so,  and  that  he  should  perform  such  professional 
<1  tit  ies  as  might  be  required  of  him  by  the  governor,  and  that  the  assist- 
ed attorney  should  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  attorney, 
performing  such  duties  as  might,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor, 
be  assigned  to  him  by  the  said  attorney. 

The  attorney  is  also  required  to  prepare  all  tax  deeds  (amounting 
to  several  hundred  in  number),  and  to  approve  the  form  of  each  bond, 
contract,  etc.,  prepared  in  the  several  executive  departments,  as  well 
as  to  personally  confer  with  t  lie  Commissioners  and  other  officials  from 
lime  to  time;  to  conduct  lunacy  and  condemnation  proceedings,  etc. 

The  assistant  attorney  is  in  constant  consultation  with  the  attorney, 
and  is  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  cases  for  court  and  in  the  trial 
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of  cases  in  court.    The  extent  of  the  actual  court  litigation  may  be 
indeed  bv  the  present  report  thereof. 

3  Action  1071  Revised  statutes  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  makes 
it  the  dutv  of  the  attorney  for  the  District,  or  his  assistants,  to  attend 
to  the  prosecution  in  the  police  court  of  all  offenses  arising  from  vio- 
lations of  any  of  the  laws  or  ordinances  of  the  District  in  force  therein. 

The  special  assistant  prosecutes  in  the  police  court,  and  the  volume 
of  the  business  transacted  in  that  court  is  indicated  by  his  report 
attached  hereto.  In  addition  to  his  duties  in  court,  he  is  the  trial 
officer  for  the  police  and  tire  departments. 

There  should  be  an  additional  special  assistant  in  the  police  court. 
At  present  a  private  of  the  metropolitan  police  force  is  detailed  there 
for  the  performance  of  clerical  duties,  which  consist  in  writing  infor- 
mations and  issuing  warrants  under  the  superyision  of  t  he  prosecut  ing 
attorney.  During  the  latter's  absence  in  the  court  room  this  part  ot 
the  business  is  practically  suspended.  Complaint  is  also  made  by 
members  of  the  metropolitan  police  force  because  they  (sometimes the 
superiors  of  the  detailed  officer)  are  required  to  submit  their  charges 
to  another  member  of  the  force  not  learned  in  the  law. 

Within  the  last  twenty-one  years  there  has  been  but  $1,000  advance 
made  in  the  appropriation  for  this  office,  while  the  volume  of  the  office 
business  and  court  litigation  has  increased  at  least  threefold. 

As  I  more  fully  showed  in  my  report  of  last  year,  ^iying  a  number 
of  specific  instances,  cities  haying  about  the  same  population  as  the 
city  of  Washington  and  with  less  municipal  legal  business,  in  the 
interest  of  true  economy,  make  a  much  more  generous,  and  at  the 
same  time  just,  equipment  for  their  municipal  law  department. 

For  seyeral  years  past  condemnations  for  street  extensions  have 
required  much  time  and  attention  from  this  office.  The  preparation 
for  and  the  prosecution  of  these  cases  would  fairly  occupy  the  exclu- 
sive time  and  attention  of  one  skilled  attorney.  Congress  provided 
special  counsel  for  the  prosecution  of  the  cases  under  the  late  "  high- 
way-extension law."  The  present  pending  condemnation  cases  will 
require  more  time  and  professional  attention  than  the  proceedings 
under  that  act;  indeed,  one  of  these  cases  alone,  the  pending  exten- 
sion of  Sixteenth  street,  will  probably  require  continuous  attention 
for  the  greater  part  of  one  year. 

The  office  of  the  attorney  is  not  even  provided  with  a  stenographer. 
The  attorney  is  under  the  necessity  of  obtaining  such  absolutely 
necessary  help  by  using  the  appropriation  for  the  messenger  and  add- 
ing thereto,  at  his  own  expense,  a  sufficient  sum  t  o  obtain  the  services 
of  an  office  stenographer. 

I  therefore  respectfully  submit  that  provision  should  be  made  for 
an  additional  assistant  attorney,  an  additional  special  assistant  attor- 
ney for  the  police  court,  and  for  an  office  stenographer;  and  that  the 
salary  of  the  attorney  should  be  made  equal  to  that  of  the  like  official 
in  the  above-mentioned  cities. 

I  append  hereto  the  report  of  my  assistant,  Mr.  James  L.  Pugh,  jr., 
showing  that  there  were  14,329  cases  tried  on  the  District  side  of  the 
police  court  during  the  year  and  $32,237.31  collected  as  fines. 

I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  efficiency  and  industry  of  my 
assistants  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  ASSISTANT  ATTORNEY. 

Washington,  September 28,  1900. 

DEAR  Sir:  I  have  1  h<*  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  statement  showing 
the  amount  of  business  transacted  in  the  District  branch  of  the  police 
mul  l  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900.  It  appears  from 
this  statement  that  your  assistant  prepared  and  prosecuted  14,329 
cases  during  the  year,  which  is  a  large  increase  in  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness in  this  branch  of  the  court.  The  amount  of  fines  taken  in  from 
this  number  of  cases  aggregates  $32,237.31,  or  $4,114.20  in  excess  of 
the  amounl  collected  as  fines  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1899. 

I  desire  to  again  invite  attention  to  the  continued  increase  in  the 
business  of  this  court,  with  a  view  of  securing  in  the  near  future 
proper  facilities  for  the  handling  of  so  many  prisoners  and  the  prose- 
cution and  trial  of  such  a  Large  number  of  eases.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  thai  the  number  of  cases  referred  to  in  the  accompanying 
statement  does  not  include  the  large  number  of  eases  tried  annually 
in  the  United  States  branch  of  this  court. 

In  conclusion.  I  wish  1o  again  call  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of 
the  law  in  reference  to  the  wasting  of  Potomac  water  outside  of  the 
city  of  Washington.  The  law  under  which  we  now  prosecute  is  an 
act  passed  by  the  board  of  common  council,  and  such  laws  emanating 
from  this  body  are  confined  to  the  territory  1  hen  defined  and  now 
understood  as  the  city  limits.  We  therefore  have  no  law  at  all  for 
thai  portion  of  the  District  lying  outside  of  the  city  limits.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELECTRICAL  ENGINEER. 


Washington,  September  21.  1000. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  various  branches  under  the  control  of  the  electric 
department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 


GAS  LIGHTING. 


As  ;i  result  of  the  successful  trial  of  Welsbach  street  lights  the 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  increased  from  $1,000  to  $5,000. 
Of  the  double  and  single  burners  experimented  with  the  latter  were 
chosen  as  the  most  satisfactory.  One  hundred  and  four  lamps  were 
added  to  the  57  already  in  the  service,  9  of  these  being  naphtha. 
During  the  year  a  gas  main  was  extended  to  reach  these  lamps  and 
they  were  changed,  therefore,  to  gas.  An  ornamental  lantern  of  the 
boulevard  globe  pattern  is  used  in  this  service,  which  has  proved  very 
satisfactory.  The  contractor  furnishes  all  the  necessary  lanterns  and 
equipment  except  the  posts,  and  Lights,  extinguishes,  repairs,  cleans, 
and  maintains  the  lamps  for  $30  each  per  annum. 

The  electric-light  company  was  given  an  opportunity  to  experiment 
with  incandescent  lamps  as  a  substitute  for  this  service,  and  one  cluster 
of  :;  lights  and  a  single  light  were  tried  in  two  different  lanterns,  but 
with  results  not  so  satisfactory.  Owing  to  the  thickness  of  the  foliage 
on  the  trees  the  lamps  had  to  be  placed  so  low 

of  the  light  could  not  be  obtained.  The  Welsbach  service  has  proved 
so  entirely  satisfactory  that  T  recommend  that  the  amount  set  aside  for 
this  purpose  be  increased  from  $5,000  to  $15,000. 

No  painting  of  the  posts  and  lanterns  was  done  during  the  year,  as 
their  appearance  did  not  justify  it.  The  general  gas-lighting  service 
was  well  maintained  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  department.

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NAPHTHA  LIGHTING. 

The  contract  for  this  service  was  awarded  to  the  American  Develop- 
ment Company,  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  at  #18.60  per  lamp  per  annum. 
I'ikIci-  previous  contracts  the  department  furnished  only  the  posts  for 
this  service,  the  contractor  supplying  the  balance  of  the  equipment. 
To  insure  the  use  of  a  satisfactory  lantern  and  to  enable  the  new  con- 
tractor to  more  readily  enter  into  his  contract,  the  department  pur- 
chased all  the  lanterns  used  by  the  former  contractors.  The  question 
of  the  purchase  by  the  department  of  the  tanks,  burners,  and  pipes 
has  also  been  raised,  hut  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  that  this  part  of 
the  equipment  should  belong  to  the  District.  Far  better  service  can 
be  secured  if  each  contractor  supplies  his  own  equipment. 

The  candlepowcr  required  to  be  furnished  was  reduced  from  20  to 
16,  but  has  been  raised  for  the  year  1901  to  20.  The  service  was  well 
maintained,  the  average  illumination  being  slightly  in  excess  of  that 
required  by  the  contract.  Wherever  gas  mains  have  been  extended 
in  sections 'lighted  with  naphtha  the  lamps  have  been  changed  to  gas. 
On  account  of  the  frequent  outages  on  the  Hennings  road,  caused  by 
the  exposed  condition  of  the  lamps,  all  the  naphtha  lamps  from  Fif- 
teenth and  II  streets  northeast,  along  the  Hennings  road,  and  those  in 
the  subdivision  of  Hennings  and  vicinity  were  discontinued  and  incan- 
descent electric  lamps  substituted.

INCANDESCENT  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

Several  important  extensions  to  this  service  have  been  made  during 
the  year.  Private  parties  have  been  maintaining  Lights  in  Cleveland 
Park  at  their  own  expense  for  several  years,  but  the  dedication  to  the 
District  of  certain  roads  in  that  subdivision,  and  their  acceptance  as 
public  highways  by  the  District,  enabled  the  department  to  assume 
the  maintenance  of  the  lights.  Twelve  were  added  to  the  number 
a  1  ready  maintained. 

On  the  Bennings  road  incandescent  lamps  were  substituted  for 
naphtha.  The  electric  lamps  were  placed  upon  the  trolley  polos  of 
the  Columbia  Railway  Company,  whose  tracks  are  adjacent  to  the  east 
side  of  the  road,  and  the  reflectors  turned  so  as  to  throw  the  light  over 
the  public  roadway.  The  wires  were  also  strung  upon  the  trolley 
poles.  In  the  subdivision  of  Bennings  and  its  vicinity  additional 
wooden  poles  were  erected  to  carry  the  wires  and  lamps/  This  serv- 
ice is  a  great  improvement  upon  the  naphtha  lights,  as  the  latter  were 
constantly  blown  out  by  the  high  winds  which  prevail  on  the  low 
ground  traversed  by  the  road. 

In  Eekington  a  number  of  the  lamps  were  moved  from  close  prox- 
imity to  the  trees,  where  the  foliage  almost  totally  obscured  the  light, 
and  placed  in  better  locations.  Numerous  trees  were  also  trimmed, 
greatly  improving  the  service. 

During  June,  L900  an  application  for  an  additional  incandescent 
light  on  V  street  m  Eekington  was  received  and  favorably  recom- 
mended by  the  department.  In  order  to  establish  this  light,  however, 
it  was  necessary  to  erect  a  pole  and  string  two  additional  wires,  con- 
necting them  with  the  main  overhead  line  on  Fourth  street  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  attorney  for  the  District,  who  rendered  an 
opinion  o  the  effect  that  the  Commissioners  are  without  authoritv  to 
permit  the  erection  ot  the  additional  wires  and  pole.

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Provided  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby  authorized 
to  permit  the  erectioo  oi  such  poles  and  the  stringing  of  such  overhead  wires  outside 
of  the  fire  limits  and  east  of  Rock  Creek  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of 
public  incandescent  electric  lights,  said  wires  and  poles  to  boused  only  for  public 
lighting  purposes.

COLLIS  LAMPS. 

The  use  of  ornamental  lanterns  for  street  designation  purposes  on 
corners  lighted  by  arc  lamps  has  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory, 
and  especially  so  where  arc  lamps  have  been  placed  at  corners  of  small 
side  streets.  The  lamps  and  signs  are  of  such  size  that  they  can  be 
easily  read  from  a  passing  ear  or  vehicle.  The  funds  at  the  disposal 
of  the  department  would  admit  of  the  erection  of  but  few  of  these 
lamps  during  the  year,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  see 
quite  a  number  of  them  established,  especially  around  some  of  the 
circles  where  the  street  intersections  are  so  confusing  to  strangers. 
All  the  lanterns  have  been  painted  with  aluminum  paint,  greatly 
improving  their  appearance  and  forming  a  neat  background  for  the 
red  letters  in  the  signs.  Two  and  one-half  foot  gas  burners  are  used; 
the>  are  operated  at  an  annual  cost  of  $12.50  each.

ELECTRIC  ABC  LIGHTING. 

1  regret  to  report  that  this  service  during  the  past  year  has  been  the 
most  unsatisfactory  since  my  connection  with  the  District.  The  great- 
est trouble  was  experienced  during  the  months  of  December  and  Jan- 
uary, when  the  lighting  plant  at  Fourteenth  and  B  streets  was  heavily 
loaded.  All  the  arc  lamps  formerly  maintained  by  the  Potomac  Elec- 
tric Power  Company  as  a  separate  corporation  have,  since  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  two  "companies,  been  operated  from  the  plant  ot  the 
United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company.  The  arc  lighting  machines 
m  this  plant  are  belted  to  a  jack  shaft,  which  is  run  by  engines  directly 
connected  to  incandescent  lighting  generators.  During  the  winter 
months  the  demand  for  current  for  private  incandescent  lighting  was 
so  great  that  it  taxed  the  plant  to  its  full  capacity.  To  meet  the 
demand  during  the  hours  of  maximum  load,  the  company  arbitrarily 
disconnected  sufficient  of  the  arc  machines  in  order  to  overload  the 
lighting  generators.  At  other  times,  when  attempting  to  run  both 
I)  C  l!K)0--voL  1  8 
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classes  of  generators  at  once,  the  engines  were  so  overloaded  that  the 
arc  machines  could  not  be  brought  up  to  speed,  and  the  arc  lamps 
burned  low  in  consequence.  Another  cause  for  the  poor  service  was 
a  series  of  accidents  to  the  machinery  in  the  power  house.  On  the 
night  of  December  18  one  of  the  largest  engines  in  the  plant  at  Four- 
teenth and  B  streets  broke  down,  badly  crippling  the  service  for  ten 
days.  A  similar  accident  occurred  again  in  January,  hut  tin1  interrup- 
tion to  the  service  was  not  of  so  long  duration.  On  several  occasions 
the  steam  pressure  in  the  boilers  fell  so  low  near  the  time  of  maximum 
load  that  some  of  the  lamps  were  cut  out  until  the  normal  pressure 
could  he  restored. 

In  certain  of  the  Adams-Bagnall  lamps,  where  single  carbons  are 
used,  the  carbons  would  burn  out  before  extinguishing  time  in  the 
morning.  To  offset  this  the  company  reduced  the  current  on  those 
circuits  to  nine  amperes,  which  brought  the  lamps  below  candlepower. 
They  were  required,  however,  to  restore  the  circuits  to  their  normal 
condition. 

In  the  last  annual  report  attention  was  called  to  the  tact  that  with 
the  increased  voltage  on  the  circuits  the  cable  was  continually  break- 
ing down.  This  trouble  was  not  entirely  remedied  for  some  time, 
interruptions  occurring  too  frequently  for  good  service.  The  com- 
pany has  promised  to  remedy  these  difficulties  before  the  coming 
winter,  which  the  department  hopes  will  be  faithfully  carried  out. 

Extensions  to  the  system  were  prevented  by  the  attitude  of  the 
company  in  the  matter  of  rates.  The  clause  in  the  appropriation  act 
for  this  service  stated  that  not  more  than  25  cents  per  lam;)  per  night 
should  be  paid,  while  an  amendment  was  inserted  providing  that  the 

company  should  not  charge  a  rate  exceeding  $72  per  lamp  per  annum. 
Of  the  two  rates  mentioned  in  the  act.  the  company  claimed  that  the 
higher  one  should  be  paid.    The  District  took  the  opposite  view  and 
referred  the  question  to  the  attorney,  who  decided  that  the  lower  rate 
should  be  paid.    An  agreement  was  finally  entered  into  between  the 
Commissioners  and  the  company  whereby  the  latter  were  to  furnish 
the  necessary  service  at  $72  per  lamp  per  annum  until  Congress  should 
decide  which  rate  should  be  paid.   The  Commissioners  agreed  on  their 
part  to  reserve  a  sufficient  balanoe  in  the  appropriation  To  pay  for  the 
service  at  the  higher  rate.    This  prevented  any  extensions  to  the 
service,  as  the  appropriation  was  just  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  existing 
lamps  at  the  higher  rate.    The  additions  were,  therefore,  held  up 
until  June   when  Congress  adjourned  without  any  expression  of 
nion  as  to  the  proper  rate.    As  a  result  of  this  reindict  of  rates  a

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Attention  is  again  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  telephone  company  is 
prevented  from  building  conduits  either  to  bury  its  existing  wires  or 
to  make  extensions  to  its  system,  while  the  electric-lighting  companies 
enjoy  unlimited  privileges  in  this  direction.  There  is  more  demand 
for  the  extension  of  the  former  system  than  the  latter,  and  some  relief 
should  l»e  granted. 

The  only  additional  Legislation  relating  to  conduits,  as  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  Congress,  is  as  follows: 

A<1  regulating  permits  for  private  conduits  in  tin1  District  of 
Columbia,  approved  May  26,  L900: 

That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  to  grant  permission  to  lay  conduits  for  the  transmission  of  electric  power 
and  pipes  for  the  transmission  of  steam  in  alleys  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  under 
the  following  conditions,  namely: 

The  conduits  or  pipes  shall  be  laid  entirely  within  a  square  or  block,  and  shall  not 
cross  or  enter  any  avenue,  street,  or  highway. 

The  conduits  and  pipes  shall  be  located  as  directed  by  said  ( \>mmissioners  and  be 
laid  under  their  inspection,  and  the  cost  of  such  inspection,  together  with  the  cost 
of  replacing  all  improved  pavements  disturbed  in  connection  with  said  work,  shall 
be  paid  in  advance  by  the  party  desiring  to  lay  said  conduits  or  steam  pipes. 

The  conduits  or  pipes  shall  be  used  only  to  connect  the  premises  owned  and  oper- 
ate! by  the  permittee,  and  no  power  or  steam  shall  be  supplied  therefrom  for  any 
other  purpose  than  the  use  of  the  permittee. 

The  permittee  shall  not  rent  the  conduit  or  pipe  or  any  portion  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  on  violation  of  any  of  the  above  provisions  or  restrictions,  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  require  the  permittee,  after  thirty  days'  notice,  to  abandon  the 
use  of  the  said  conduits  <»r  pipes  and  remove  them  from  the  alley  or  alleys  in  which 
they  are  located,  and  if  said  permittee  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  said  conduits 
or  pipes  and  place  the  surface  of  the  alley  in  good  condition  within  sixty  days  after 
the  date  of  said  notice,  the  said  permittee  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  he  liable  to  a  line  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  that  said  conduits 
or  pipes  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the  alley,  or  the  said  alley  shall  remain  out  of 
repair,  which  tine  shall  be  recovered  in  the  police  court  of  said  District,  in  the  name 
of  said  District,  as  other  tines  and  penalties  are  now  recovered  in  said  court. 

Sec.  :'».  That  Congress  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act. 

Appropriation  act  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1901: 

Provided  further.  That  hereafter  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
hereby  authorized  to  grant  permits  for  the  repair,  enlargement,  and  extension,  under 
pn.p,  r  regulations,  of  existing  electric-lighting  conduits,  and  in  every  conduit  con- 
structed or  to  he  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph,  three  ducts 
shall  he  reserved  h»r  the  use  of  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
as  a  condition  for  the  right  to  use  conduits  heretofore  built,  or  to  be  built  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  electric-lighting  companies  shall  be  required  at  all  times  to 
furnish  to  the  public  and  to  private  consumers  in  all  parts  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
standard  arc  lights  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  actual  candlepower,  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  seventy-two  dollars  per  annum  for  each  arc  light;  and  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  June, 'nineteen  hundred,  the  maximum  price  of  electric  current  sold  or 
furnished  to  any  consumer  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour.  '  That  if  consumers  other  than  the  Government  shall  not  pay  monthly 
electric  bills  within  ten  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  presented,  said  com- 
panies may  charge  and  collect  from  said  consumer  so  failing  to  pay  said  bill  as  afore- 
said eleven  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  electric  current  furnished  to  said  consumer 
during  said  month:  And  />r<>ri(le<l  further,  That  the  right  to  amend,  modify,  or  repeal 
the  privileges  herein  granted,  and  to  further  limit  the  prices  herein  specified,  is 
hereby  expressly  reserved;  any  company  charging  or  collecting  an  amount  in  excess 
<>f  the  rates  herein  prescribed*  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
pay  to  the  District  of  Columbia  the  sum  of  fiftv  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
to  be  collected  as  other  tines  are  now  collected  in  the  District  of  Columbia.

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POLES  AM)  OVERHEAD  WIRES. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  overhead-wire  systems  during  the 
vrear  has  been  the  removal  of  a  number  of  their  lines  by  the  United 
States  Electric  Lighting  Company.  The  following  streets  have  been 
cleared  of  their  wires:  V  street  from  Seventh  to  Fifteenth  streets 
WW:  D  street  from  Seventh  to  Tenth  streets  NW.;  E  street  between 
Thirteenth  and  Thirteen-and-a-half  streets  NW.;  Seventh  street  from 
Louisiana  avenue  to  E  street  NW.:  Fourteenth  street  between  Penn- 
sylvania avenue  and  F  street  NW.:  Fifteenth  street  from  B to G streets. 
This  work  involved  the  removal  of  63  poles  and  83,000  feet  (15. 9  miles) 
of  single  wire. 

In  connection  with  the  installation  of  its  underground  system  this 
department  removed  14  poles  and  11M>,1*50  feet  (37. 2  miles)  of  single 

wire. 

In  March,  L900,  the  attorney  for  the  District  rendered  two  opinions 
relative  to  the  stringing  of  overhead  wires  1'or  telephone  purposes,  one 
covering  wires  for  house  connections  outside  of  the  city  limits,  the 
other  wires  on  existing  street  poles  within  the  city  limits.  It  had 
been  customary  to  issue  permits  to  the  telephone  company  to  string 
wires  for  house  connections  on  existing  poles  outside  of  the  city  limits, 
hul  since  the  rendering  of  the  above  opinion  none  have  been  issued. 
A.s  a  result  of  these  restrictions  of  the  law.  all  private  parties  outside 
the  city  limits  who  were  not  already  supplied  with  telephone  service 
in  March  are  prevented  from  getting  that  service,  while  inside  the  city 
limits  only  those  whose  houses  can  be  reached  by  means  of  alley  poles 
and  wires  can  be  supplied.  Numerous  applications  are  on  file  in  this 
office  for  permission  to  string  wires  necessary  for  such  connections, 
but  until  the  law  is  changed  no  relief  can  be  given. 

Plats  roughly  indicating  the  location  of  their  wires  have  been  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mutual  District  Messenger  Company  and  the  Instan- 
taneous Fir»i  Alarm  Company.  These  companies,  which  are  under  the 
same  management,  have  stopped  to  a  great  extent  their  unauthorized 
stringing  of  wires.

Three  lire-alarm  boxes  only  were  added  1  at  the  District  building, 
1  in  the  Census  Office  (corner  First  and  B  streets  NW.),  and  1  in  the 
Academy  of  the  Visitation  (corner  of  Thirty-fifth  and  P  streets  NW.)- 
The  two' latter  were  purchased  by  the  parties  desiring  to  have  them 
installed.

STORA(  i  E-BATTERY  SYSTEM . 

When  the  new  fire-alarm  system  was  installed,  the  use  of  gravity  or 
sulphate  of  copper  batteries  was  abandoned  and  storage  batteries  sub- 
stituted. Their  use  was  intended  at  first  only  for  those  circuits  con- 
nected directly  with  the  signal  and  alarm  circuits,  but  since  that  time 
all  the  open-circuit  batteries  in  the  local  circuits  at  headquarters  have 
been  replaced  by  storage  cells.  In  addition,  the  gravity  cells  in  the 
first  and  Sixth  precinct  stations  on  the  patrol  circuits  have  been 
replaced  by  storage  batteries  maintained  at  fire-alarm  headquarters. 
Une  circuit  in  the  Third  precinct  is  also  operated  by  these  batteries.

DISTRICT  UNDERGROUND  SYSTEM. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  inauguration  of  an  underground 
system  for  the  wires  of  the  District  tire-alarm  and  police  telegraph 
and  telephone  service.  In  the  appropriation  act  approved  March  3, 
L89<,  is  the  following  proviso: 

That  wherever  there  an-  telegraph  <>r  telephone  polos,  or  telephone  conduits, 
available  for  the  use  of  the  said  fire-alarm  telegraph,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  arrangements  for  the  use  of  such 
piles  and  conduits  without  expense  to  the  said  District. 

In  the  appropriation  act  approved  March  :i.  L899,  is  the  following 
proviso: 

That  the  Commissioners  of  t  he  District  of  Columbia  arc  hereby  authorized  to 
grant  permits  for  the  repair,  enlargement,  and  extension,  under  proper  regulations, 
of  existing  electric-lighting  conduits,  and  in  every  conduit  constructed  or  to  be  con- 
structed under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  three  duets  shall  be  reserved  for  the 
use  of  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  department  availed  itself  of  this  authority  to  use  the  telephone 
conduits  and  to  a  certain  extent  the  electric-light  conduits,  and  now 
occupies  8,154  feet  of  the  former  and  1.441  feet  of  the  latter.  The 
main  cables  occupy  telephone  conduits  exclusively;  in  electric-light 
conduits  are  laid  only  small  branch  cables. 
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Theamounl  of  conduit  connections  built,  the  length  of  cable  laid, 
and  the  amount  of  wire  removed  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

INSTANTANEOUS  FIRE  ALARM  COMPANY. 

As  mentioned  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  Commissioners  extended 
the  time  for  removing  the  auxiliary  attachments  of  this  company  from 
the  tire-alarm  boxes  until  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  Congress  (first 
session.  Fifty-sixth  Congress),  in  order  that  they  might  obtain  the  leg- 
islation necessary  to  operate  an  independent  system.  They  tailed, 
however,  to  obtain  the  desired  authority.  They  have  been  requested 
by  the  Commissioners  to  deposit  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  to 
the  District  of  removing  these  attachments,  hut  at  the  date  of  this  writ- 
ing (September     1900)  they  have  failed  to  comply.

STREET  RAILROADS. 

The  past  year  has  marked  great  activity  in  street  railroads.  All  the 
operating  lines,  except  those  of  the  Capital  Traction  Company,  the 
Washington,  Alexandria  and  Mount  Vernon  Railway  Company,  and 
the  Baltimore  and  \\  ashington  Transit  ( Jompany,  have  been  secured  by 
a  syndicate  and  brought  under  one  management.  All  horse-car  line's 
have  been  abandoned  and  rebuilt  as  underground  electric.  The  cable 
system  oi  the  Cokmbia  Railway  Company  was  changed  to  under- 
ground electric.  lhi>  railway  company  also  built  a  new  line  of  over- 
bead  trolley  from  the  terminus  of  the  underground  section  to  the 
District  line.  he  overhead  portions  of  the  Capital  Railwav,  the 
Georgetown  and  ennallytown  Railway,  the  Brightwood  Railwav.  and 
t....  Washington  and  Great  Palls  Railway  companies  have  been  rebuilt. 

^cognizing  the  fact  that  the  Commissioners  will  soon  obtain  the 
desired  authority  to  compel  all  single  overhead  trolley  lines  to  change 
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to  the  double  trolley  system,  the  respective  companies  rebuilt  their 
lines  on  the  hitter  plan.  The  charter  of  the  Columbia  Railway  Com- 
pany required  this  system,  and  toother  with  the  Capital  Railway 
(  ompany  now  operates  its  overhead  lines  as  a  complete  nongrounded 
metallic  circuit  system.  The  new  construction  is  of  the  latest  and 
most  approved  design,  and  has  been  installed  in  a  most  substantial 
manner.  A  few  photographs  showing  the  various  characters  of  double 
overhead-trolley  construction  are  inserted  in  this  report.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  by  each  road: 

BJUGHTWOOD  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Terminus  of  overhead  line  moved  from  Florida  avenue  to  Pomeroy 
street.  Mam  line  on  Brightwood  avenue  rebuilt  as  double  trolley  from 
Pomeroy  street  to  Umatilla  street:  from  Umatilla  street  to  the  Dis- 
trict line,  single  trolley.  Takoma  branch  rebuilt  as  single  trolley. 
Soldiers*  Hume  branch  on  Richmond  street  rebuilt  as  double  trollev. 
Now  operated  as  single  trolley. 

CAPITAL  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Rebuilt  as  double  overhead  trolley  and  operated  as  such,  power 
being  supplied  from  the  feeders  in 'the  conduit  of  the  underground 
section  in  Eleventh  street  southeast.  Now  known  as  the  Anacostia 
and  Potomac  River  Railroad  Company. 

GEORGETOWN  AND  TENNALLYTOWN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Rebuilt  as  double  overhead  trolley  from  Thirty-second  and  P  streets 

to  the  District  line.    Old  single-trolley  construction  retained  from  P 

to  \\  ater  streets  on  Thirty-second  street.  Now  operated  as  single 
trollev.

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ELECTROLYSIS. 


The  situation  in  regard  to  this  important  subject  has  not  been  mate- 
rially changed  during  the  year.  In  August,  1899,  when  the  under- 
ground portion  of  the  City  and  Suburban  Railway  Company  was  first 
operated,  the  rotary  transformers  in  the  Washington  street  substation 
were  not  completely  installed,  and  for  a  few  days  the  line  was  run 
from  the  grounded  machines  in  the  powerhouse  of  the  Potomac  Electric 
PowerCompany  in  Georgetown.  Trouble  immediately  occurred  in  the 
cables  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company  and  the 
Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company  and  was  not  remedied  until  the  road 
was  connected  to  the  nongrounded  machines  in  the  substation. 

Although  several  of  the  overhead  trolley  lines  have  been  rebuilt  as 
double  trolley,  they  are  still  operated  on  the  single-trolley  system  with 
ground  and  rail  return.  The  single  exception  to  this  is  the  case  of 
the  overhead  lint1  of  the  Capital  Railway  Company  (now  the  Anacostia 
and  Potomac  River  Railway  Company),  which  is  operated  as  double 
trolley. 

The  bill  requiring  the  installation  and  use  of  complete  metallic 
trolley  systems  and  nongrounded  generators  on  all  roads,  which  was 
introduced  in  Congress  in  1898,  was  again  introduced  in  1900,  but 
failed  of  passage.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  department  to  secure  the 
passage  of  this  bill  if  possible.  Of  the  27.8  miles  of  overhead  trolley 
controlled  by  the  syndicate  known  as  the  Washington  Traction  and 
Electric  Company,  19.64  miles  are  now  built  as  double  trolley  and 
Iri'l  of  this  amount  operated  on  the  double-trolley  system.  The  bal- 
ance, 7.W>  miles,  is  still  single  trolley.  The  only  other  overhead 
single  trolley  is  that  of  the  Capital  Traction  Company,  3.57  miles  of 
double  track. 

Not  only  has  the  above-mentioned  syndicate  recognized  the  fact  that 
the  double-trolley  system  is  bound  to  be  required  by  rebuilding  its 
lines  with  that  end  in  view,  but  it  has  also  purchased  and  equipped 
the  majority  of  its  cars  with  double-trolley  bases,  although  using  a 
single  pole  in  many  instances. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  duties  the  department  has  found  time  to 
supervise  the  installation  of  the  electric  wiring  in  the  new  building  for 
the _ Girls'  Reform  School  and  the  new  truck  house  on  S  street  between 

nirty-tourth  and  Thirty-fifth  streets.  Specifications  have  also  been 
drawn  up  tor  the  following  new  buildings:  Manual  training  school  for 
colored  pupils,  manual  training  school  for  white  pupils,  workhouse  and 
jail  tor  the  A\  ashmgton  Asylum,  and  Tenth  precinct  station  house. 

A  bill  licensing  wiremen  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  proyiding  for 
a  board  ot  electrical  control,  requiring  the  examination  of  all  wiremen 
and  wiring  contractors,  and  providing  for  the  municipal  inspection  of 
all  Wiring  installations  in  the  District  of  Columbia  was  introduced  dur- 
ing the  last  session  or  Congress.    The  provisions  of  this  bill  meet  with

sirs:  The  following  is  the  report  of  the  board  of  examiners  of  steam 
engineers  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900.  The  following  table 
shows  the  work  as  it  progressed  during  each  month: 
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In  connection  with  the  above  we  wish  to  state  that  the  past  year's 
work  shows  an  increase  over  that  of  the  preceding  year  of  about  44 
percent.  No  accidents  of  any  serious  nature  have  occurred  to  any 
steam  boilers  or  steam  machinery  where  District  licensed  engineers 
arc  employed.  This  is  good  evidence  that  the  steam  plants  of  the 
District  are  operated  by  competent  engineers.  The  present  license 
law  should  be  so  amended  that  all  engineers  employed  in  the  District 
would  be  under  direct  control  of  the  honorable  Commissioners  and 
the  District  laws. 

There  should  also  be  an  amendment  that  any  steam  engineer  of  the 
District  who  shall  commit  any  misdemeanor  in  connection  with  the 
machinery  in  his  charge  or  who  shall  in  any  way  alter  his  license  by 
changing  the  writing  on  the  face  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or 
imprisonment. 

We  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  providing  us  with  a  suitable 
•'oom  iu  which  to  hold  our  meetings  for  conducting  examinations, 
etc.,  which  room  should  be  the  office  of  the  District  boiler  inspector. 
Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Brady  we  have  been  allowed  desk  room 
in  his  office.  He  also  has  shown  us  many  other  favors  in  various  ways. 
His  department,  however,  is  very  much  crowded,  which  greatly  incon- 
veniences us  in  our  work.    Tt  is  often  necessary  to  examine  applicants 
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during  the  daytime.  At  such  times  we  are  obliged  to  hold  examina- 
tions away  from  the  District  building,  owing  to  our  laek  of  a  suitable 
room  in  which  to  conduct  examinations. 

We  also  need  a  typewriter  and  a  letterpress  for  t lie  clerical  work 
of  the  office.  We  should  also  be  provided  with  some  models  of  machin- 
ery, which  would  be  of  great  assistance  in  the  examinations. 

Our  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  is  $900 
for  compensation  of  examiners  and  §500  for  contingencies  of  the  office.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  report  showing 
the  workings  of  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  gas  and  meters  for  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1900: 

ILLUMINATING  POWER  AND  PURITY. 

The  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Washington 
Gaslight  Company  during  the  year  ending  June  23,  1900,  was  forty- 
four  one-hundredths  of  one  candle  less  than  during  the  year  1899. 

The  mean  average  illuminating  power  determined  at  the  three  lab- 
oratories was  found  to  equal  25.92  standard  candles. 

The  maximum  average?  illuminating  power  was  found  to  equal  28.88 
standard  candles. 

The  minimum  average  illuminating  power  was  found  to  equal  23.57 
standard  candles. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  determined  at  the  south- 
east laboratory,  corner  Fifth  and  J)  streets,  was  found  to  equal  26.07 
standard  candles.  The  maximum  illuminating  power  was  29.43 
standard  candles.  The  minimum  illuminating  power  was  found  to 
equal  23.13  standard  candles. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  determined  at  the  cen- 
tral laboratory,  corner  Tenth  and  I)  streets  NW.,was  found  to  equal 
25.68  standard  candles.  The  maximum  illuminating  power  was  27.98 
standard  candles.  The  lowest  illuminating  power  was  23.25  standard 
candles. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  determined  at  the  north- 
west laboratory,  1335  Fourteenth  street  NW.,  was  found  to  equal 
26.02  standard  candles.  The  maximum  illuminating  power  was  29.29 
standard  candles.  The  minimum  illuminating  power  was  24.35 
standard  candles. 

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  in  100  cubic  feet  during  the  year 
at  the  central  laboratory  was  forty-one  one-hundredths  of  one  grain. 

The  highest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  was  ninety-six  one-hun- 
dredths of  one  grain.  The  lowest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  was 
eleven  one-hundredths  of  one  grain. 

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  during 
the  year  at  the  southeast  laboratory  was  seventy  one-hundredths 
of  one  grain. 

The  highest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  was  2.21  grains.  The 
lowest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  was  seventeen  one-hundredths  of 
one  grain. 

The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  at 
the  central  laboratory  was  4.20  grains.  The  highest  quantity  of 
sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  7  grains.  The  lowest  quantity  of 
sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  eighty- two  one-hundredths  of  one 
grain. 
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The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  at 
the  southeast  laboratory  was  4.56  grains.  The  highest  quantity  of 
sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  8. 24  grains.  The  lowest  quantity 
of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  ninety-six  one  hundredths  of 
one  grain. 

SULPHURETED  HYDROGEN. 

Sulphurated  hydrogen  was  present  on  sixteen  occasions  during  the 
past  year,  and  was  confined  to  only  two  of  the  Washington  Gaslight 
Company's  inspection  stations,  namely,  southeast  and  northwest  sta- 
tions. 

This  is  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  times  that  this  impurity 
has  been  found,  compared  with  the  record  of  previous  years.

ILLL  MINATINCi  POWER  AND  PURITY. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  George- 
town Gaslight  Company  during  the  year  ending  June  23,  1900,  was 
eighteen  one-hundredths  of  one  candle  less  than  the  average  illuminat- 
ing power  during  the  year  1899. 

The  mean  average  illuminating  power  determined  at  laboratory 
1338  Thirty-second  street  was  found  to  equal  27.50  standard  candles. 
The  highest  illuminating  power  during  the  year  was  equal  to  33.36 
standard  candles.  The  lowest  illuminating  power  during  the  year 
was  equal  to  20  standard  candles. 

On  four  occasions  only  was  the  company  in  default  in  candle  power. 

Sulphureted  hydrogen  was  not  found  present  during  the  entire  year. 

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas 
during  the  year  was  3.59  grains.  The  highest  quantity  found  was 
11.05  grains.    The  lowest  quantity  found  was  1.18  grains. 

The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  dur- 
ing the  year  was  13. 93  grains.    The  highest  quantity  of  sulphur  found

On  twenty-two  occasions  ammonia  was  found  to  exceed  the  5  grains 
allowed  by  law. 

On  two  occasions  sulphur  was  slightly  in  excess  of  the  maximum 
amount  allowed. 

The  illuminating  gas  supplied  by  this  company  is  of  very  fine  qual- 
ity, being  a  product  of  coal  enriched  with  naphtha. 

The  gas  appears  to  travel  well,  and  does  not  occasion  much,  if  any. 
trouble  from  condensation  in  the  mains,  service  pipes,  or  meters. 

This  company  has  had  considerable  trouble  in  keeping  the  ammonia 
within  the  lawful  limits.  The  superintendent  informs  me  that  it  has 
been  unavoidable,  owing  to  the  use  of  a  defective  scrubber,  but  they 
fully  expect  to  overcome  this  defect  shortly  by  the  use  of  improved 
apparatus.

GAS  SUPPLY . 

The  illuminating  gas  supplied  in  the  District  of  Columbia  during 
the  year  ending  June  23,  1900,  by  the  Washington  and  Georgetown 
Gaslight  companies  was  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

The  average  value  of  5  cubic  feet  of  gas  consumed  per  hour  fur- 
nished by  t  he  Washington  Gaslight  Company  through  the  burner  des- 
ignated bylaw  and  known  as  the  "  Bray  union  slit  burner  No.  7," 
standard  burner  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  was  found  to  equal  25.92 
standard  candles. 

The  average  value  of  5  cubic  feet  of  gas  furnished  by  the  George- 
town Gaslight  Company  was  found  to  equal  27.50  standard  candles, 
using  the  same  burner  described  above. 

The  photogenic  power  of  the  gas  is  of  very  superior  quality  and  can 
not  well  be  better  without  giving  serious  trouble,  by  condensation  in 
the  pipes  and  meters,  causing  service  pipes  to  be  choked,  and  other 
evils  occasioned  by  an  undue  per  cent  of  naphtha  in  combination  with 
the  gas. 

Nine  hundred  photometric  inspections  were  actually  made  of  the 
gas  supplied  by  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company  and  300  inspec- 
tions were  made  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Georgetown  Gaslight  Com- 
pany during  the  vear  ending  June  23,  1900,

INSPECTION  OF  GAS  METERS. 

During  the  year  ending  June  23,  1900,  this  office  inspected  and 
proved  3,844  gas  meters.  .  .  „ 

With  the  exception  of  4  meters  inspected  for  tin*  Alexandria  Was 
Works,  the  above-named  meters  were  inspected  and  proved  for  the 
Washington  and  Georgetown  Gaslight  companies  and  for  consumers 
of  gas  in  Washington  and  Georgetown.  Two  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  registered  fast,  average  error  4.92  per  cent ;  521  registered  slow, 
average  error  19.05  percent;  2,007  registered  within  the  limits  allowed 
by  law,  and  174  did  not  register  the  gas  flowing  through  them. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  above-described 
meters  were  removed  from  service  on  complaint  of  the  Washington 
and  Georgetown  Gaslight  companies  and  for  consumers  of  gas  in 
Washington  and  Georgetown. 

Five  hundred  and  nine  were  complained  of  by  consumers  of  gas, 
they  believing  them  to  register  incorrectly.  Two  hundred  ami  t  wenty- 
t wo  registered  fast,  average  error  5.21  per  cent;  41  registered  slow, 
average  error  5.50  percent;  246  registered  within  the  limits  allowed 
by  law. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy-five  were  complained  of  by  the  Washing- 
ton Gaslight  Company;  6  registered  fast,  average  error  4.04  per  cent; 
476  registered  slow,  average  error  29.24  percent;  2<>  registered  wit  hin 
the  limits  allowed,  and  173  did  not  register  the  gas  flowing  through 
them. 

Of  the  675  meters  complained  of  by  the  Washington  Gaslight  Com- 
pany, the  reason  so  many  were  found  to  register  slow  and  not  regis- 
tering at  all  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  meters  of  this  class  are  removed 
from  service  by  this  company,  believing  them  to  be  registered  slow, 
and  before  being  brought  to  this  office  are  tested  in  the  company's 
shop  ti  ascertain  their  condition. 

Under  the  condition  named  it  is  not  likely  that  the  inspector  would 
often  find  meters  of  this  description  registering  fast  or  registering 
within  the  limits  allowed  by  law. 

FEES  RECEIVED. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and  seventy 
cents  was  received  for  the  inspection  of  meters  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  23,  1900.  The  same  was  paid  to  the  collector  of  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

The  recommendation  made  in  the  annual  report  of  this  office  for  t  he 
year  1889,  that  the  gas  companies  in  the  District  of  Columbia  be 
required  to  make  a  more  suitable  rebate  than  at  present  made  in  cases 
where  meters  complained  of  by  gas  consumers  are  found  by  the 
inspector  to  register  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the  law,  is  again 
renewed. 

The  same  course  should  be  followed  where  meters  are  found  to 
register  fast  as  is  pursued  by  the  companies  where  meters  are  found 
to  register  slow,  or  fail  to  register  at  all,  or  to  follow  the  course  adopted 
by  the  Baltimore  and  New  York  gas  companies  as  reported  in  the 
annual  report  of  this  office  last  year. 

I  respectfully  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  the  annual  report 
of  this  office  for  1899  that  the  salary  of  the  assistant  inspector  of 
gas  and  meters  be  increased  from  $1,000  to  $1,200  per  annum.  The 
work  of  inspecting,  proving,  and  sealing  of  meters  has  largely  increased 
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during  the  past  four  years,  and  the  position  of  the  first  assistant 
inspector  of  .uas  and  meters  being  one  of  importance  and  responsibil- 
ity, he  should  receive  suitable  compensation. 

The  recommendation  made  in  the  annual  report  of  this  office  for 
several  years  past  thai  the  messenger  receive  the  sum  of  $600  per 
annum  is  again  renewed. 

The  messenger's  attention  to  the  sulphur  and  ammonia  tests  at  the 
Georgetown  and  Southeast  laboratories  entitle  him  to  the  additional 
compensation  asked,  namely,  sl20  per  annum.

The  average  candlepower  of  the  three  stations  of  the  Washington  Gaslight  Com- 
pany was  up  to  the  standard  of  25  candles,  as  required  by  law,  during  the  year 
ending  June  2:J,  1!)00.  Sulphureted  hydrogen  was  not  found  present  in  this 
laboratory  during  the  year.

In  the  appropriation  aet  for  the  current  fiscal  year  provision  was 
made  for  installing  a  new  boiler  and  connections  in  the  police  harbor 
boat,  Vigilant,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,500.  Owing  to  the  advance 
in  prices  of  material,  wages,  etc.,  (hiring  the  past  year,  it  seems 
impossible  at  the  present  time  to  have  the  work  done  within  the  limits 
of  the  appropriation,  and  this  fact  at  some  subsequent  time  necessi- 
tate my  asking  for  an  additional  amount  to  cover  the  increased  cost 
of  the  boiler. 

The  force  allowed  by  the  appropriation  for  the  current  year, 
together  with  the  four  policemen  detailed  for  duty  at  this  harbor,  is 
sufficient  to  constitute  but  one  crew  for  the  police  harbor  boat.  This 
crew  performs  day  duty,  coming  on  at  8  a.  m.,  and  going  off  7  p.  m. 
Of  the  4  policemen,  1  is  a  pilot.  I  am  allowed  by  law  1  engineer, 
1  watchman,  and  1  deck  hand  or  general  utility  mini,  who,  when  the 
boat  is  out,  attends  to  what  office  business  arises  during  its  absence. 
The  watchman  goes  on  duty  at  0  p.  m.  and  is  relieved  at  7  a.  m.  by 
the  general  utility  man,  who  remains  on  duty  until  7  p.  m. 

This  day  crew  is  frequently  called  out  at  night  to  enforce  the  game 
and  fish  laws,  which  are  violated  almost  nightly,  or  to  drag  the  river 
in  search  of  bodies  of  drowned  persons.  The  time  which  necessarily 
elapses  before  I  can  assemble  the  crew  at  the  harbor  office  is  con- 
siderable, and  tends  to  render  more  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
the  performance  of  the  work  for  which  they  were  called  out.  The 
men  are  on  such  occasions  frequently  on  duty  the  entire  night,  in 
small  boats,  engaged  in  work  which  is  very  arduous,  and  consequently 
1  am  without  a  crew  on  the  succeeding  day.  Added  to  this  is  the  fact 
that  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  and  September  the 
summer  excursion  season  is  at  its  height,  and  it  is  very  necessary  that 
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there  should  be  a  night  police  force  on  the  river  to  handle  the  thou- 
sands of  persons  who  go  down  the  river  in  the  evening  on  the  various 
excursion  steamers. 

At  nighttime,  also,  the  harbor  is  frequented  by  disorderly  persons 
in  small  boats,  by  nude  bathers  who  offend  and  insult  passersby  and 
apparently  give  free  rein  to  their  lawless  propensities,  knowing  that 
the  harbor  police  boat  is  laid  up  at  7  p.  m.,  and  that  the v  are  not 
likely  to  be  molested. 

Four  attention  is  also  invited  to  the  aet  of  Congress  establishing 
harbor  regulations  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  May  19, 

The  responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  these  very  essential  reg- 
ulations rests,  of  course,  upon  the  harbor  police,  and  the  fact  that 
violations  of  this  act  are  most  likely  to  be  attempted  at  night  furnishes 
an  addil  tonal  reason  for  the  establishment  of  a  night  force. 

The  reasons  which  I  have  advanced  above  show  very  plainly  the 
necessity  for  a  night  crew,  and  I  urgently  recommend  an  additional 
appropriation  for  thai  purpose,  as  follows:

The  small  engine  now  in  the  police  harbor  boat  Vigilant  was  trans- 
ferred to  her  from  the  old  harbor  boat  in  which  it  was  placed  thirteen 
years  ago.  In  addit  ion  to  being  inadequate  for  the  propulsion  of  the 
larger  hull  of  the  Vigilant,  it  is  now  worn  out  from  constant  use. 
With  it  the  boat  can  not  exceed  a  speed  of  7  miles  an  hour.  It  not 
infrequently  happens  that  the  Vigilant  goes  out  in  chase  of  a  boac 
which  can  easily  make  S  or  \o  miles  an  hour,  and  the  humiliation  of 
being  both  run  away  from  and  laughed  at  is  something  to  which  the 
harbor  master's  force  should  not  be  subjected.  I  will  cite  an  instance 
which  fully  demonstrates  our  inability  to  successfully  cope  with  other 
river  craft.  On  one  occasion  the  promoters  of  a  prize  tight  had  char- 
tered a  boat  to  convey  the  principals  and  spectators  to  some  point 
down  the  river  selected  as  the  scene  of  the  encounter.  In  order  to 
prevent  a  Landing  within  the  District  lines  I  followed  in  the  Vigilant, 
but  was  under  the  necessity  of  previously  going  to  the  captain  of  the 
boat  and  requesting  him  not  to  run  at  full  speed  until  he  left  me  at 
Jones  Point  Light,  the  southern  end  of  our  jurisdiction. 

I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,500  for 
one  new  fore-and-aft  compound  engine,  new  shaft,  new  wheel,  and 
other  connections.  With  this  engine  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Vigilant 
can  make  12  miles  per  hour. 

While  the  past  winter  was  severe  in  many  respects,  this  depart- 
ment was  not  called  upon,  as  in  the  preceding  year,  to  break  up  ice 
in  the  channel  of  the  Potomac  River. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  act  of  Congress  establishing  harbor 
regulations  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  March  2,  1895. 

To  successfully  carry  out  the  requirements  of  this  act  the  Light- 
I  louse  Board,  by  request  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  put  in  place  a  number  of  buoys  (5)  to  mark  off  the  allotted 
anchorage  grounds.  Last  year  the  board  informed  the  Commissioners 
that  it  would  remove  these  buoys  and  that  thereafter  it  would  not 
furnish  new  buoys  when  required.    Not  having  any  available  funds 
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to  obtain  new  buoys  the  Commissioners  obtained  from  the  board  its 
consent  to  allow  the  buoys  to  remain  in  place  until  July,  1001.  These 
buoys  are  absolutely  necessary  to  keep  the  channel  of  the  river  clear, 
and  it  is  suggested  that  an  appropriation  be  secured  for  their  mainte- 
nance.   The  estimated  cost  is  $180. 

During  the  year  just  ended  I  have  ordered  173  vessels  to  move  from 
the  wharves  and  to  proper  anchorage  grounds  as  marked  by  t  lie  buoys. 
No  trouble  was  experienced  in  getting  the  masters  of  these  vessels  to 
comply  with  said  orders. 

At  the  present  time  the  harbor  police  boat  Vigilant,  when  lying  at 
her  wharf,  is  exposed  to  the  weather— the  burning  heat  of  the  summer 
sun  and  the  ice  and  snow  of  winter.  The  heavy  soot  from  the  large 
river  boats  also  falls  upon  her,  and  I  believe  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  her  preservation  that  a  suitable  house  be  erected  within  which  she 
maybe  protected.  I  recommend  for  this  purpose  an  appropriation 
of  $800. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  of  my  department  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  please  see  my  report  to  the  major  and  superintendent 
of  police,  printed  in  his  report  to  you  lor  that  year. 

The  men  under  my  charge  have  performed  their  duty  faithfully, 
and  the  cooperation  of  the  officials  and  officers  of  the  police  depart- 
ment has  been  of  material  assistance  to  me  on  many  occasions. 

The  present  harbor  master  was  assigned  to  the  duties  of  that  posi- 
tion in  1883,  seventeen  years  ago,  at  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 
In  1888  the  police  harbor  boat,  with  its  attendant  obligations  and 
responsibilities,  was  placed  under  his  charge,  and  has  continued  so 
since  that  time.  In  addition  to  this  enlarged  field  of  duty,  the  enact- 
ment by  Congress  in  recent  years  of  considerable  legislation  estab- 
lishing various  regulations  for  the  harbor,  and  of  the  new  game  and 
fish  laws,  the  enforcement  of  which  has  devolved  almost  exclusively 
upon  the  harbor  master's  force,  makes  the  position  of  harbor  master 
one  of  no  slight  obligat  ions  and  responsibilit  ies,  and  entails  long  hours 
of  continued  duty. 

The  salary  received  by  him  at  present  is  the  same  as  he  received  at 
the  time  of  his  appointment  seventeen  years  ago,  and  it  is  not  believed 
to  be  an  adequate  compensation  for  the  arduous  duties  of  the  office. 
For  these  reasons  I  submit  to  your  honorable  board  the  suggestion 
that  an  increase  of  at  least  $300  per  year  be  made  in  his  salary,  and 
respectfully  request  of  you  your  earnest  effort  s  i  n  securing  said  increase.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PROPERTY  CLERK. 

September  5,  1000. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  order  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  statement  of  the  business  of  this  office  during 
the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1000,  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  are  deemed  advisable  for  the  better  and  more  effective  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  the  office. 

This  is  the  purchasing  office  of  all  supplies  for  all  departments  of 
the  District  government,  except  those  which  are  under  the  supervision 
of  t  he  Engineer  Commissioner  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  It  is  also 
t  he  accounting  office  for  the  same  departments.  It  is  here  that  a  record 
is  kept  of  all  expenditures  and  the  condition  of  the  appropriations 
made  by  Congress  for  all  t  he  departments  except  as  above  mentioned 
During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1000,  there  was  expended  through 
this  office  appropriations  amounting  in  round  numbers  to  $710,800 
I  here  were  3,965  requisitions  made  upon  the  office  for  supplies,  which 
necessitated  1  he  writing  of  8,591  orders;  7,725  bills  were  presented  for 
supplies  furnished,  which  were  examined,  recorded,  and  forwarded  to 
the  proper  officers  for  approval  before  being  sent  to  the  auditor  of 
the  District  for  settlement. 

Once  each  year  there  are  prepared  by  this  office  specifications  and 
h  ank  forms  of  proposals  for  furnishing  the  District  with  such  sup- 
plies as  are  known  will  be  purchased  during  the  next  fiscal  year,  with 
an  estimate  of  the  quantities  that  will  be  required.  These  blank 
lormsof  proposals  last  year  consisted  of  twenty  classes  with  fifteen 
subclasses,  which  were  for  supplies  being  purchased  during  the  cur- 
rent year  Bids  for  these  supplies  are  opened,  as  are  other  bids  to 
furnish  the  District,  by  a  permanent  board  appointed  by  the  Com- 
missioners, consisting  of  the  chief  clerk  and  superintendent  of  property 
ol  the  engineer  department  and  the  property  clerk  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  at  a  time  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as 
required  by  law.  After  being  scheduled  by  a  committee  appointed 
tor  that  purpose  they  are  then  referred  to  this  office  for  examination 
and  report.  They  are  then  sent  to  a  board,  as  are  the  proposals  for 
supplies  for  all  Executive  Departments  under  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment consisting  of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury  and 
interior  Departments  and  one  of  the  Assistant  Postmasters-General, 
respectively,  who  recommend  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  all  of 
said  proposals. 

Last  year  I  had  the  honor  to  recommend  that  the  clause  which 
limited  the  purchase  by  the  District  to  25  per  cent  above  the  estimated 
quantity  in  the  stationery  class  be  stricken  out,  which  recommenda- 
tion your  board  saw  fit  to  approve.  As  that  clause  still  remains  in 
me  schoolbook  class,  I  will  at  the  proper  time  recommend  that  that 
also  be  discontinued,  as  it  works  only  to  the  advantage  of  the  con- 
tractor and  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  the  District, 

1  he  business  of  the  office  is  being  conducted  in  a  thorough  and  up- 
to-date  manner,  which  enables  me  to  furnish,  on  short  notice,  any 
information  which  may  be  desired  by  the  Commissioners  or  the  heads 
ot  departments. 
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During  the  month  of  February,  1000,  Mr.  Harry  Shinn  was  appointed 
to  a  clerical  position  in  this  office  at  a  salary  of  $720  per  annum.  He 
has  a  hard  and  trying  desk,  and  one  that  should  pay  more  money  for 
the  arduous  duties  performed.  I  therefore  recommend  that  Congress 
be  asked  to  increase  the  salary  of  this  position  to  $1,000  per  annum, 
being"  an  increase  of  $280. 

Mr.  O'Neill  who  has  been  a  clerk  detailed  from  the  executive  office 
for  duty  in  this  office  for  the  past  two  years,  was  on  July  1  last 
appointed  on  the  temporary  roll  at  S4  per  diem,  making  a  salary  of 
$1, 252  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the  appropriation  for  street  lighting 
and  for  fuel  for  public  schools  and  police  and  fire  departments.  I 
respectfully  recommend  that  he  be  placed  on  the  permanent  roll  at  a 
salary  of  $1,200  per  annum,  a  decrease  of  %o2.  Also  that  the  salary 
of  my  deputy,  Mr.  Hargrove,  be  increased  from  $1,200  to  $1,400  per 
annum,  making  an  increase  of  $200.  Mr.  Hargrove  has  been  in  the 
office  for  the  past  thirteen  years,  and  during  that  lime  has  proven  a 
faithful  and  efficient  clerk,  and  has  thoroughly  familiarized  himself 
with  the  workings  of  the  office,  and  I  think  merits  the  increase. 

The  messenger  of  the  office  is  worthy  of  an  increase  in  salary.  He 
has  been  with  the  office  a  number  of  years,  is  a  bright  and  trusty 
messenger,  and  one  who  performs  clerical  duties  as  well,  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  office.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  position  be 
changed  from  messenger  to  messenger-clerk,  and  that  the  salary  be 
increased  from  $000  to  8720  per  annum,  making  an  increase  of  -SIl'o. 
Should  you  see  fit  to  grant  my  requests,  which  1  sincerely  trust  yon 
will,  the  salaries  of  this  office  will  then  be  as  follows:

NEEDS  OF  THE  OFFICE. 

The  need  of  a  suitable  morgue  is  so  self-evident  as  to  require  no 
demonstration. 

This  subject  was  considered  at  some  length  in  my  last  annual 
report,  to  which  I  would  call  attention  if  any  further  information  is 
desired. 
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The  present  morgue  is  sufficiently  convenient  for  the  coroner  and 
his  deputy,  but  the  fact  has  long  been  recognized  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  by  the  District  committee  in 
Congress  that  it  is  hardly  a  decent  place  for  respectable  corpses, 
and  far  from  being  a  respectable  morgue  for  a  city  like  Washington. 
Our  Congressional  committee  has  promised  a  new  building  in  the  near 
future,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  honorable  Commis- 
sioners keep  the  matter  before  them.

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1000,  the  Metropoli- 
tan police  force  of  the  Distrid  of  Columbia  consisted  of  571  officers 
and  men— 1  superintendent,  1  captain,  3  lieutenant-inspectors,  !>  lieu- 
tenants, 32  sergeants,  and  525  privates. 

That  number  embodied  an  increase  provided  for  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  of  1  sergeant  and  25  privates,  or  one-eighth  t  he  addition 
for  which  estimate  was  made  as  essential  for  a  proper  patrol  of  the 
vast  territory  embraced  in  the  Metropolitan  police  district. 

To  the  casual  observer  the  preceding  figures  would  indicate  an 
adequate  agency  for  all  practical  and  potential  police  purposes  within 
the  District  of  Columbia,  but  when  it  is  understood  that  the  privates 
perform  the  patrol  duty,  that  their  effective  number  for  such  work  is 
that  which  remains  after  deducting  those  who  may  be  sick,  on  leave, 
detailed  to  special  service,  and  at  post  assignment,  an  entirely  differ- 
ent condition  is  presented. 

The  force  thus  reduced  is  divided  into  four  reliefs  during  twenty- 
four  hours,  one-fourth  of  those  available  traversing  beats  the  fore 
part  of  the  day,  an  equal  contingent  the  after  part  of  the  day,  ami 
one-half  of  the  entire  force  doing  likewise  during  the  nighttime.  In 
other  words,  the  commands  are  doubled  after  dark  over  those  of  the 
day  on  the  principle  that  persons  and  property  are  more  liable  to 
attack  under  cover  of  the  darkness  than  at  any  other  time.  Frequent 
inquiries  from  legislators,  citizens,  and  officials  prompt  this  explana- 
tion, but  in  order  that  those  interested  may  have  a  clearer  insight  into 
the  workings  of  the  force  and  that  some  conception  maybe  had  of  the 
incessant,  untiring  vigilance  required  of  a  limited  organization  it 
might  be  interesting  to  have  the  facts  presented  numerically. 

DISPOSITION  OF  THE  FORCE. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  year  the  disposition  of  the  571  members  was 
as  follows: 

At  headquarters:  One  superintendent,  1  captain,  and  3  lieutenant- 
inspectors. 
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On  patrol  duty :  Nine  lieutenants,  26  sergeants,  and  315  privates,  the 
remainder  of  the  571  being  employed  or  reduced  in  this  manner 
Assigned  to  posts  that  is,  where  no  patrol  service  is  performed  57  • 
detectives,  12;  other  details,  84;  sick,  28;  absent  on  annual  leave,  35. 

It  will  be  seen  that  31o  privates  only  were  "walking  beats  "  Thev 
were  not  all  engaged  at  one  time,  however,  the  system  utilizing  about 
78  privates  throughout  the  day  and  157  during  the  night  a  ridicu- 
lously small  quota  for  a  territorial  area  of  70  square  miles,  embracing 
valuable  Government  and  private  improvements  and  containing  S 
population  of  nearly  300,000  people.  A  further  deduction  might 
be  made  to  show  the  average  representation  of  patrolmen  to  the 
square  mile  or  the  population  to  each  policeman.  That  calculation 
is  almost  readily  apparent  to  the  student,  and  places  this  jurisdic- 
tion in  a  lamentably  weak  attitude  when  compared  with  other  muni- 
cipalities. 

There  is  no  disposition  to  present  the  case  independent  of  everv 
feature  which  contributed  strength  to  the  situation;  but,  in  order  to 
be  consistent,  the  57  members  assigned  to  "post  duty"  should  be 
taken  into  consideration.  While  they  were  not  emploved  in  patrolling 
denned  beats,  they  served  a  good  purpose  in  caring  for  several  impor- 
tant points  and  terminals.  These  men  were  on  duty  eight  hours  each 
other  than  those  accompanying  patrol  wagons,  but  owing;  to  the  force 
being  insufficient  numerically  but  sixteen  hours'  attention  to  posts 
was  obtainable,  leaving  them  uncovered  for  eight  hours  beyond  that 
attention  which  could  be  given  by  the  patrolmen  within  whose  beat 
such  posts  were  located.  In  other  words,  57  privates  so  assigned  cov- 
ered certain  locations  but  two-thirds  of  the  twenty-four  hours  To 
complete  the  work  28  additional  privates  would  have  been  necessarv 
No  more  striking  example  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  force  in  number 
could  be  presented. 

The  same  weakness  holds  good  in  several  of  the  police  precincts 
and  proper  security  to  life  and  property  can  not  be  assured  until 
Congress  makes  provision  for  the  160  men  estimated  for  in  this  and 
preceding  annual  reports. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  6  privates  are  required  to  complete 
the  patrol  of  a  given  area  in  twenty-four  hours,  it  is  an  easy  calcu- 
lation to  determine  how  many  new  beats  could  be  established1  by  the 
providing  of  such  increase  of  force.  The  beats  in  the  various 
police  precincts,  including  suburban  highways,  were  patrolled  on 
me  night  of  June  30,  after  deducting  absentees  for  various  causes, 
astollows:  '

About  the  first  of  the  year,  when  a  new  precinct  will  likely  be  in 
operation,  if  Congress  should  fail  to  provide  a  complement  of  officers 
ana  privates  for  it  support  must  be  drawn  from  the  precincts  above 
enumerated.  On  the  other  hand,  should  the  Commissioners  recom- 
mend and  Congress  grant  the  increase  estimated  for,  160  privates,  ap- 
portionment to  the  ten  procincts  would  mean  the  giving  of  just  eight

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more  for  the  night  patrol  to  eacli  of  them,  or  an  addition  ot  eight  to 
each  of  the  several  commands  as  above  stated.  I  he  greatest  incen- 
tive for  such  increase  should  be  the  possibility  of  inaugurating  the 

eight-hour  system.  . 

Under  exciting  conditions  a  member  of  the  force  gives  the  District 
almost  his  entire  time.  The  police  day  begins  at  8  o'clock  a.  m., 
when  a  member  will  answer  roll  call,  go  upon  the  street,  and  patrol 
until  1  o'clock  p.  m.,when  he  reports  "off "  at  the  station  and  remains 
therein  "on  reserve"  until  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  when  he  is  relieved  from 
duty  for  six  hours.  At  midnight  he  resumes  work,  and  continues 
until  6  o'clock  a.  m.,  when  his  "day  off"  begins  and  continues  until 
6  o'clock  p.  m.  At  that  hour  he  "goes  on"  until  midnight ;  then  fol- 
lows "reserve  duty"  until  1  o'clock  p.  m.  the  following  day,  when  he 
again  "goes  on"  street,  to  remain  until  6  o'clock  p.  m. :  then  follows 
-  reserve  duty"  until  midnight,  after  which  he  is  "on  patrol "  until  6 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 

That  member,  under  the  regulations  governing  his  conduct,  is  re- 
quired to  be  respectful,  cleanly  in  appearance  and  dress,  prompt  and 
firm;  to  constantly  patrol  his  beat,  be  able  to  give  intelligent  responses 
to  all  inquiries,  pay  his  just  debts;  to  be  honest  and  sober,  prevent 
crime,  arrest  offenders,  keep  a  memorandum  of  suspicious  houses 
and  persons  and  of  all  matters  of  police  interest  ;  to  arbitrate  com- 
plaints concerning  crowing  roosters  and  barking  dogs,  be  kind  to  indi- 
viduals incapable  of  caring  for  themselves,  attend  inquests;  report 
accidents,  attempts  at  suicide,  animals  estray,  abandoned  infants, 
dead  infants,  dead  bodies  found,  drownings,  dead  animals,  dangerous 
pavements,  roadways,  buildings,  and  bridges,  doors  and  windows  found 
open,  damaged  trees  and  boxes,  tires,  fire  plugs  damaged,  filthy  streets, 
alleys,  and  gutters,  persons  found  sick,  damaged  hydrants,  lamps  not 
lighted  or  damaged,  pumps  out  of  order,  permits  examined,  sewers 
damaged,  filthy  sewers,  suicides,  water  mains  and  pipes  damaged,  and 
other  matters  too  numerous  to  mention. 

In  this  wise  the  whole  force  operates  day  after  day  and  night  after 
night.  In  some  localities  it  is  dangerous  for  a  private  to  continue 
street  service  alone,  and  in  the  nighttime  his  heat  is  doubled — that 
is,  two  men  cover  it.  Insufficient  force  prevents  this  course  being 
followed  in  many  places  where  it  is  desirable  to  do  so. 

Pennsylvania  avenue,  Connecticut  avenue,  and  F  street  should  be 
straight  beats,  with  a  squad  of  patrolmen  constant  ly  looking  after  t  lie 
many  matters  of  public  importance  thereon  and  thereabouts.  The 
foreign  legations,  where  distinguished  representatives  from  other  coun- 
tries reside,  should  have  attention  from  privates  confined  to  short 
tours;  the  various  circles  should  be  looked  after  by  details,  and  special 
attention  given  to  control  riding  and  driving  at  circles  as  the  Law 
directs,  and  hack  stands  and  disorderly  localities  should  be  inspected 
continuously,  but  until  Congress  abandons  the  idea  that  the  capital 
is  not  in  need  of  such  care  it  is  feared  these  advanced  and  necessarv 
precautions  will  not  be  possessed. 

This  outline  of  the  system  is  given  that  the  citizens  may  have  some 
conception  of  the  strength,  disposition,  and  requirements  of  members 
ot  the  force.  With  such  in  their  possession  they  are  prepared  to 
speak  and  act  more  intelligently  concerning  the  police  institution, 
one  which  concerns  and  interests  all  advocates  of  good  government, 
it  is  well  that  they  should  understand  the  situation,  as  their  coopera- 
tion, both  actively  and  morally,  is  essential  to  its  proper  maintenance. 
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It  is  questionable  whether  it  is  the  part  of  wise  discretion  to  recite 
the  lamentable  numerical  weakness  of  the  force,  but  citizens  are 
entitled  to  the  information,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  the  means 
of  enlisting,  their  assistance  in  an  effort  before  Congress  to  secure  a 
modern  police  equipment. 

The  30th  day  of  June  last  members  of  the  force  were  assigned  to 
post  duty  as  follows,  including  two,  one  during  the  day,  the  other 
at  night,  witli  each  of  the  nine  patrol  wagons:

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  District  of  Columbia  comprises 
the  police  district,  and  that  within  its  area  is  included  the  beauti- 
ful city  of  Washington,  with  its  Capitol  and  public  buildings;  that 
extensive  modern  motor  lines  traverse  it  in  all  directions;  that  mag- 
nificent residences  and  improved  grounds  are  scattered  throughout 
its  domain;  that  eminent  universities  and  colleges  are  located  therein; 
that  a  Government  park,  the  zoological  garden,  extensive  in  propor- 
tions, consumes  a  large  section  thereof;  that  costly  pleasure  resorts 
and  numerous  well-populated  villages  are  scattered  here  and  there, 
while  the  intermediate  parts  are  interspersed  with  luxurious  homes, 
and  the  modern  improved  roadways  and  driveways  are  patronized 
by  the  highest  officials  in  the  land  and  thousands  of  citizens  and 
visitors  every  month  in  every  year. 

The  protection  of  these  varied  property  interests  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  life  and  Jimb,  make  necessary  a  thorough  police  patrol.  With 
the  vast  landed  area  in  which  all  these  improvements  are  located,  the 
limited  police  force  heretofore  referred  to  becomes  insignificant,  espe- 
cially when  compared  with  the  number  of  men  utilized  in  other  juris- 
dictions of  equal  size.

Two  years  ago  your  superintendent  recommended  that  appropria- 
tion be  secured  from  Congress  for  200  privates  in  order  to  bring  the 
force  up  to  the  proper  requirements.  Since  that  time  40  have  been 
allowed,  15  being  of  class  2.  To  be  consistent ,  t he  estimates  now  pro- 
vide for  160,  or  the  balance  of  the  original  request.  These,  or  as 
many  of  them  as  may  be  granted,  should  be  of  class  2,  in  order  that 
a  proportion  of  the  members  of  class  1,  who  receive  a  smaller  salary 
may  now,  after  several  years  of  honorable  service,  receive  the  promo- 
tion originally  contemplated  when  the  classes  were  established,  and 
the  small  advanced  pay  which  attaches  thereto. 

COMMAND  FOR  TENTH  PRECINCT. 

Congress  made  appropriation  for  a  new  station  house  to  be  erected 
in  the  northern  suburban  portion  of  the  District  during  the  ensuing 
year,  and  plans  were  promptly  submitted  by  the  department  for  the

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ban  territory,  all  constituting  a  greater  area  than  that  of  any  other 
police  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States,  excepting  those  of  Chicago, 
New  York,  and  Philadelphia. 

As  now  constituted,  the  subdivisions  are  supervised  by  2  lieu- 
tenant-inspectors within  the  city  limits,  while  the  outlying  territory 
is  gone  over  by  the  captain  of  police,  whose  official  duties  more  prop- 
erly call  for  his  presence  at  headquarters  as  assistant  to  the  major 
and  superintendent,  whose  time  is  largely  occupied  is  disciplining  the 
force,  a  work  which  the  laws  and  regulations  contemplate  should,  in 
a  measure,  be  disposed  of  by  the  captain.  It  is  not  reasonable  to 
expect  the  major  and  superintendent  to  arrange  affairs  of  detail 
which  require  attention  at  headquarters;  neither  should  it  be  expected 
that  2  lieutenant-inspectors  could  properly  cover  70  square  miles  of 
territory  twice  in  twenty-four  hours,  especially  when  no  provision 
is  made  for  their  being  mounted.  The  country  section  of  the  juris- 
diction is  entitled  to  the  same  care  and  attention  under  the  law  as  the 
city  proper;  hence  the  captain  must  give  it  supervision.  The  villages 
of  Anacostia,  Hillsdale,  Congress  Heights,  Benning,  Deanewood, 
Bright  wood,  Takoma,  Tenley,  Cleveland  Park,  Chevy  Chase,  Mount 
Pleasant,  and  others  are  included  in  the  rural  district. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  for  years  improvements  of  all  kinds 
have  been  extending  throughout  the  District,  largely  induced  by 
superior  rapid  transit ;  that  the  force  performing  patrol  duty  has  been 
growing  toward  important  dimensions;  police  business  in  its  many 
details  and  perplexities  has  quadrupled,  while  little  relief  in  the 
shape  of  assistance  has  been  afforded  the  major  and  superintendent 
at  headquarters.  In  order  therefore  that  he  may  have  the  advice  and 
aid  of  at  least  one  official,  an  additional  lieutenant-inspector  is  asked 
for,  ^  ho  may  be  assigned  to  the  supervisory  work  now  being  exercised 
by  the  captain  of  police. 

Advanced  conditions  over  those  of  a  score  of  years  ago  are  such  as 
require  intelligent  action,  which  can  only  be  had  when  at  least  a  few 
hours  in  a  day  are  afforded  the  head  of  an  institution  to  study  the 
problems  before  him.  In  asking  Congress  to  provide  relief  in  this 
respect,  if  granted,  it  should  carry  with  it  the  $200  a  year  increase  in 
compensation  for  the  captain  or  principal  assistant  to  the  major  and 
superintendent  which  is  included  in  the  estimate.  It  is  contemplated 
that  in  addition  to  the  inspecting  and  providing  uniforms  for  the  men, 
presiding  at  trials  for  breaches  of  discipline,  preparing  equipments, 
looking  after  horses,  wagons,  and  supplies,  observing  sanitary  and 
other  station-house  arrangements,  requiring  adherence  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  on  the  part  of  subordinates,  he  shall  assist  in  dispos- 
ing of  the  many  questions  concerning  the  public  and  matters  pertain- 
ing to  discipline,  which  when  intelligently  disposed  of  justly  earn  for 
him  the  $200  a  year  increase. 

THE  LIEUTENANTS'  PAY. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  pay  of  the  several  lieutenants  will  be  raised 
from  $1,320  to  $1,500  per  annum.  These  salaries  were  created  before 
the  precincts  or  districts  which  the  lieutenants  command  attained  their 
present  importance  and  dimensions  and  before  the  enforcement  of 
police  regulations  and  the  multiplicitv  of  details  which  are  extant 
to-day  were  embraced  in  the  list  of  their  duties.  Their  rank  is  supe- 
rior to  that  of  a  private  detailed  as  a  detective,  yet  the  pay  is  the  same. 
It  is  an  inequitable  and  unreasonable  distinction.    It  might  seem 
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strange,  but  it  is  nevertheless  a  fact  that  it  is  inconsistent  with  good 
discipline  for  the  man  who  at  times  must  be  directed  to  know  that  if 
his  title  officially  is  not  the  same  his  compensation  is  equal  to  that 
of  the  one  who  is  authorized  to  give  him  orders  and  enforce  discipline. 

SERGEANTS'  REMUNERATION. 

Like  the  lieutenants,  the  sergeants  have  for  more  than  a  score  of 
years  been  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  irregular  amount,  $1,140. 
Time  alone  should  justify  the  making  of  the  pay  $1,200.  They  enjoy 
liberty  from  duty  but  one  day  in  three,  and  their  responsibilit  ies  have 
increased  in  greater  proportion  than  have  those  of  their  immediate 
superiors,  for  the  reason  that  while  the  privates  have  been  added  to 
by  Congress  from  time  to  time,  there  has  been  no  corresponding  pro- 
vision for  sergeants.  The  enforcement  of  new  restrictions  for  the 
good  conduct  and  efficiency  of  the  privates  adds  to  their  duties,  and 
they  must  act  as  lieutenants  in  all  matters  of  a  police  nature  during 
the  daily  temporary  absence  of  the  former.  Prevailing  arrangements 
are  quite  different  in  this  respect  to  what  they  formerly  were,  and  an 
intelligent,  straightforward  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  offices  is 
well  worth  the  salary  estimated  for  in  this  report. 

POLICE  SURGEONS. 

The  four  surgeons  who  attend  sick  and  injured  members  of  the  police 
force  are  also  required  to  look  after  members  of  the  fire  department 
who  may  become  sick  or  disabled,  and  the  responsibility  for  incapaci- 
tated members  going  off  and  returning  to  duty  rests  entirely  upon  the 
decision  of  the  surgeons.  In  other  words,  a  man  is  relieved  from  or 
put  in  service  upon  their  judgment.  Members  must  be  visit  ed  by  t  he 
surgeons  when  in  their  charge,  and  often  sickness  is  of  Ion-  duration 
or  disabilities  require  skilled  treatment.  Besides  this,  all  applicants 
tor  either  force  are  subjected  to  an  established  physical  test  before 
the  board  of  surgeons  to  ascertain  if  they  possess  the  necessary  quali- 
fications. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  their  compensation  is  unreason-

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own  bicycles  and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair.  Besides  benefiting  the 
department,  it  would  give  more  satisfaction  to  the  operator.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  bicycle  privates  should  purchase  their  own  wheels  and  keep 
them  in  repair,  as  the  mounted  officer  does  his  horse  and  feeds  it,  with 
a  certain  small  annual  allowance  in  each  case  as  actual  compensation, 
which  has  been  reckoned  at  $50  each  per  annum.  The  value  of  the 
bicycle  is  best  illustrated  by  the  following  statement  of  what  was 
accomplished  financially  through  its  use  last  year,  aside  from  the 
innumerable  instances  in  which  it  served  a  good  purpose:

In  many  of  the  above  cases  persons  were  sent  to  the  jail  and  work- 
house in  default . 

The  expense  attending  the  perfecting  of  this  service,  including  pur- 
chase and  repair  of  wheels  and  providing  of  tachometers,  was  $2, 239. 49. 


MATRON  REQUIRED. 

The  majority  of  women  and  children  arrested  or  detained  by  the 
police  will  hereafter  be  cared  for,  pending  disposition  of  their  cases, 
at  the  house  of  detention,  and  the  three  matrons  who  are  now  employed 
at  two  of  the  station  houses  will  be  transferred  to  the  former  institu- 
tion to  search  and  care  for  such  prisoners.  These  matrons  will  be 
required  1<>  be  present  in  their  official  capacity  for  eight  hours  each. 
This  detail  will  leave  the  station  houses  without  matrons,  yet  there 
will  be  female  prisoners  whom  it  will  be  necessary  to  search  and 
secure  at  one  of  the  station  houses  at  least;  that  is,  in  pursuing  a 
practice  of  economy  all  females  of  a  hardened  character  will  be  sent 
to  the  first  precinct  station  house,  where  a  matron's  services  should 
be  available.  This  contingency  can  only  be  arranged  for  by  provision 
being  made  for  the  employment  of  one  matron  under  the  police  appro- 
priation. Experience  has  substantiated  the  value  of  this  official's 
connection  with  stat  ions  throughout  the  country,  and  a  failure  to  con- 
tinue the  provision  here  would  be  a  return  to  first  principles,  which 
would  be  followed,  and  justly,  too,  by  public  condemnation. 

REPAIRS  TO  STATIONS. 

The  coming  fiscal  year  the  police  station  houses  will  come  nearer 
receiving  that  attention  in  way  of  repairs  that  have  been  so  long- 
needed  than  ever  before,  Congress  having  increased  the  allowance  for 
such  purposes  $2,000,  providing  $5,000  in  all.  Insanitary  closets  and 
drains,  decayed  woodwork,  worn-out  roofs  and  gutters,  and  unhealthy 
dormitories  will  be  given  the  first  general  overhauling  in  the  history  of 
the  department.    It  is  not  expected  that  all  deficiencies  will  be  re  me- 
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died;  but,  with  the  same  appropriations  for  another  year,  your  super- 
intendent feels  confident  that  the  several  properties  will  be  in  a 
creditable  condition,  and  that  the  comfort  and  health  of  those  who 
must  occupy  them  will  be  decidedly  improved,  there  being  no  ques- 
tion but  what  the  latter  enjoyments  materially  contribute  to  the  effici- 
ency of  those  receiving  them.  It  is  urged  that  85, 000  should  be  secured 
for  repairs  to  stations  another  year. 


CONTINGENT  EXPENSE. 


For  two  years  past  the  department  has  been  constrained  to  call  for 
deficiency  appropriations  for  contingent  purposes,  the  amounts  being 
$1,500  and  $2,500  respectively,  but  had  Congress  given  the  sums  asked 
for  those  periods  there  would  have  been  no  occasion  for  the  embar- 
rassment. It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  every  additional  quota  of 
men  means  additional  cost;  worn-out  wagons  after  running  for  years 
must  be  replaced;  larger  gas  and  laundry  bills  are  rendered;  the 
feeding  of  prisoners  has  nearly  doubled  in  cost;  repairs  to  sixty 
bicycles  in  constant  use  is  a  new  item  of  expenditure;  the  replacing  of 
unsound  horses  and  unserviceable  bicycles  amounts  to  a  considerable 
sum;  target  practice  in  the  use  of  the  revolver  is  a  new  and  costly 
feature  in  the  expenditure  of  ammunition;  over  half  of  the  revolvers 
have  been  used  for  twenty  years  and  they  no  longer  permit  of  repairs, 
consequently  should  be  immediately  replaced  by  modern  arms; 
rewards  for  escaped  felons;  expenses  incurred  in  searching  for  and 
apprehending  criminals  who  are  frequent  lv  traced  to  far-off  cities, 
and  hundreds  of  items  in  detail  easily  prompt  an  estimate  of  826,000 
for  contingent  expenses. 

Every  item  of  expense  is  a  matter  of  record,  the  same  bookkeeping, 
care,  and  economy  being  practiced  as  obtains  in  the  up-to-date  busi- 
ness house.  No  elaborate  quarters  or  offices  are  maintained,  but 
rather  have  the  officers  of  the  department  sacrificed  necessary 'corn- 
torts  m  order  to  obtain  satisfactory  results. 

Electric  lights  should  be  placed  in  every  station  house  to  replace 
the  dim  burners  which  serve  as  an  excuse  for  illumination  in  unin- 
viting quarters  and  cell  rooms;  but,  up  to  the  present,  limited  allow- 
ances tor  contingencies  would  not  permit  of  these  improvements.

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that  stage  of  perfection  when  they  are  no  longer  experiments.  Their 
construction  with  heavy  rubber  tires,  flexible  springs,  freedom  from 
odor,  all  combined  with  safety  and  capacity  for  unusual  speed,  makes 
them  especially  well  adapted  for  ambulance  purposes.  The  contin- 
uous running  of  such  an  ambulance  might  be  more  expensive,  but  if 
it  were  the  saving  of  a  single  life  by  its  use  would  be  ample  compen- 
sation for  the  difference  in  cost.  The  figures  presented  in  the  accom- 
panying estimates  would  fully  cover  such  an  ambulance  perfected  in 
all  its  details,  and  its  adoption  and  trial  is  respectfully  recommended. 

NEW  BUILDING  FOR  THE  FIFTH. 

The  station  house  to  be  constructed  in  the  new  tenth  precinct 
will  be  the  only  fully  equipped  house  of  the  kind  in  the  District  of 
Columbia.  In  respect  to  such  edifices  the  District  is  behind  the  times. 
Other  cities  of  smaller  population  and  less  pretense  can  boast  of  su- 
perior municipal  buildings  and  police  quarters.  The  cells  and  cell 
rooms  attached  to  the  several  station  houses  in  the  District  are  in 
striking  contrast  with  the  well-lighted,  thoroughly  ventilated,  and 
perfectly  heated  buildings  which  prevail  elsewhere.  As  they  exist 
here  they  will  not  permit  of  the  advanced  treatment  which  should  be 
accorded  prisoners.  While  reform  in  this  direction  could  not  be  ac- 
complished at  once,  even  if  the  means  were  in  sight,  there  is  room 
for  improvement,  which  should  be  promptly  instituted. 

An  inspection  of  the  fifth  precinct  station  building  would  result  in 
its  condemnation.  Erected  thirty-odd  years  ago,  it  to-day  presents 
but  few  features  which  would  indicate  it  to  be  a  station  house  in  the 
modern  acceptation  of  the  term.  There  is  a  flight  of  stairs  to  climb 
before  it  can  be  reached;  dark  rows  of  iron  cells  encased  in  solid 
masonry,  without  ventilation,  give  it  more  the  appearance  of  the 
"  Black  Hole  of  Calcutta  "  than  anything  else.  The  basement  at  times 
overflows  with  water,  and  the  rear  yard  adjoining  the  sleeping  rooms 
is  continually  damp  and  covered  with  insanitary  discolorations.  The 
antiquated  closets  are  contiguous  to  the  so-called  dormitory,  where 
members  of  the  force  must  sleep,  the  dreams  of  the  slumberers  to  be 
disturbed  by  an  intolerable  degree  of  heat  in  summer  and  the  dis- 
gusting odors  which  have  their  origin  in  the  next-door  closets  at  all 
times.  The  lot,  which  is  owned  by  the  District,  is  on  a  corner  and  is 
ample  in  extent  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  station  edifice  and  stable. 
The  old  building  should  be  torn  down  and  a  new  one  erected  inits stead, 
the  cost  of  which  is  included  in  the  estimates  at  $30,000.  The  loca- 
tion is  in  southeast  Washington,  admirably  suited  for  the  purposes, 
in  the  midst  of  a  well-populated  district,  embracing  the  Library  of 
Congress,  the  Capitol,  navy-yard,  and  hundreds  of  business  houses 
and  private  residences. 

substation  for  western  suburbs. 

Several  miles  west  of  the  seventh  precinct  station  house,  which  is 
located  in  the  center  of  Georgetown,  is  the  principal  village  of  an 
extensive  suburban  territory,  extending  west  of  Rock  Creek  to  the 
Maryland  line  and  from  the  boundary  of  the  same  State  on  the  north 
to  the  Potomac  River,  and  known  as  Tenley.  There  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  a  substation  and  $6,000  is  asked  for  the  purpose.  Just 
now  a  lot  can  be  purchased  at  reasonable  figures,  and  a  small  struc- 
ture would  serve  police  purposes  as  a  substation  for  some  years  to 
come. 
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The  surrounding  district  has  within  its  limits  a  portion  of  Chevy 
Chase,  Cleveland  Park,  Zoological  Park,  Tenley,  various  delightful 
and  extensively  patronized  drives,  schools,  electric  railway  lines  winch 
transport  thousands  of  pleasure  seekers,  summer  resorts,  and  Govern- 
ment institutions— all  to  have  proper  police  supervision.  When 
arrests  are  made  in  this  locality  prisoners  must  be  transported  by  ear 
or  otherwise  to  the  station  in  Georgetown,  and  when  persons  are 
taken  into  custody  for  minor  offenses  it  is  very  often  a  question 
whether  an  officer  should  leave  his  beat  uncovered  for  an  hour  or 
more  until  he  can  deliver  his  prisoner  to  the  station  at  the  city  end 
of  the  precinct.  This  condition  should  be  remedied,  and  the  cheapest 
and  most  practical  way  to  do  it  is  to  provide  the  substation  house. 
The  necessary  signal  boxes  and  wires  are  already  in  operation  and  it 
could  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  sergeant,  as  is  the  practice  at  Anacostia, 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Potomac  River. 


FUEL. 


The  sum  of  $300  has  been  added  to  the  amount  necessary  to  pur- 
chase fuel,  which  will  be  needed  to  furnish  heat  for  the  tenth  precinct 
station,  the  additional  story  at  the  eighth  precinct  station,  and  for 
the  enlarged  accommodations  this  year  for  the  force  on  duty  in  Ana- 
costia and  vicinity. 


THE  HOFSE  OF  DETENTION. 


Largely  through  the  personal  efforts  of  Hon.  James  McMillan,  at 
the  last  session  of  Congress  t  he  Commissioners  were  enabled  to  secure 
an  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
a  house  of  detention.  The  intention  of  the  act  was  to  make  such  pro- 
vision as  would  save  young  people,  male  and  female,  who  might  have 
first  offenses  in  crime  or  misdemeanors  charged  against  them,  and 
such  women  as  have  not  become  hardened  criminals,  from  the  rugged 
influences,  unhappy  experiences,  and  the  evil  impressions  gained 
by  imprisonment  in  police-station  cells. 

Anticipating  the  application  of  the  appropriation  t  hus  made,  your 
superintendent  made  efforts  to  secure  a  building  which  might  be 
adapted  for  such  purposes,  but  found  opposition  on  the  part  of  the 
residents  in  several  localities,  which  is  but  natural  where  lack  of 
information  pertaining  to  police  methods  prevail,  toward  the  instal- 
lation of  the  same.  Finally,  premises  No.  505  Eighteent  h  street  NW 
were  secured,  consisting  of  a  four-story  building,  which  had  at  one 
time  been  used  for  department  purposes,  with  a  stable  underneath  one 
portion  of  it,  making  it  peculiarly  well  adapted  in  every  respect  for  t  he 
purpose,  except  that  it  was  much  in  need  of  repairs.  'The  timbers  of 
the  stable  floor  were  found  to  be  decayed,  and  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
place them;  gas  fixtures  were  found  to  be  wanting,  which  had  to  be 
supplied;  two  bathrooms  for  juvenile  prisoners  were  located  therein 
and  one  for  females;  portable  wire  screens  were  placed  at  all  windows 
and  doors,  m  order  to  establish  security  against  escape,  and  at  the 
present  time  the  building  and  its  equipment  in  detail  is  as  thorough 
clean  sanitary,  and  perfectly  fitted  out  for  the  work  as  can  be  found 
anywhere  in  the  country. 

An  officer  of  police  has  been  detailed  as  superintendent,  guards 
have  been  assigned  to  duty  therein,  a  hostler  and  drivers  have  been 
employed,  and  three  matrons,  formerly  located  at  the  First  and  Sixth 
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police  precincts,  have  been  placed  in  the  female  section,  alternating 
in  hours  of  duty. 

A  light  one-horse  coach  makes  response  to  calls  from  the  station 
houses  and  brings  the  youthful  prisoners  to  the  place  of  detention, 
the  wagon  being  without  lettering  or  other  indication  that  it  is  a  part 
and  parcel  of  the  police  arrangement.  A  second  wagon,  devoid  of  any 
device  by  which  it  can  be  recognized  as  a  vehicle  of  transportation, 
conveys  those  who  may  be  confined  at  the  house  to  the  police  court  at 
the  hour  when  the  judges  thereof  are  prepared  to  hear  their  cases, 
after  which  the  same  means  of  transportation  is  used  to  convey  them 
to  the  reform  school,  workhouse,  or  other  institution  to  which  they 
may  be  sentenced. 

The  prospects  here  for  a  successful  reform  are  very  encouraging,  and 
the  community  has  already  passed  favorable  criticism  on  the  prepara- 
tions made  to  carry  into  effect  this  advanced  movement  in  line  with 
humanity,  and  the  saving  of  youth  from  criminal  careers. 

Your  superintendent  docs  not  hesitate  to  declare  that  the  establish- 
ment will  prove  successful  in  its  conduct  and  results,  and  recom- 
mendation is  earnestly  made  for  a  detailed  appropriation  for  the 
support  of  the  house  of  detention  another  year,  as  against  a  lump 
appropriation  as  made  for  its  inauguration  the  ensuing  year. 

Until  the  Commissioners  can  secure  an  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
chase of  ground  and  the  erection  of  an  ample  building  to  be  used  as 
a  house  of  detention,  I  would  suggest  that  the  quarters  now  occupied 
be  rented  at  $1)00  per  annum  so  long  as  the  lessee  extends  the  same 
favorable  conditions  as  are  now  embodied  in  the  yearly  lease ;  extra 
compensation  for  the  superintendent  at  the  rate  of  $240  per  annum 
would  only  be  a  fair  salary  for  that  officer,  whose  pay  at  this  time  is 
that  of  a  private  in  the  Metropolitan  police  force,  $1,080  a  year.  It 
is  expected  that  an  officer  having  the  supervision  of  an  institution  of 
this  kind  should  not  only  be  well  versed  in  local  criminal  matters, 
but  have  coupled  with  his  character  firmness  and  kindness,  intelli- 
gence and  energy,  which  should  at  once  give  health,  comfort,  and 
encouragement  to  the  youths  and  others  who  might  come  under  his 
charge.    Three  matrons  are  required,  who  should  receive  the  present 
compensation  paid  them  in  the  police  department,  $000  a  year;  three 
clerks,  serving  eight  hours  each,  at  $600  a  year,  are  necessary  to  keep 
all  records,  reports  of  investigations,  make  and  receive  necessary  tel- 
ephone calls,  communicate  with  the  courts,  and  to  attend  to  the  mani- 
fold  duties  which  should  attach  to  a  well-conducted  establishment  of  the 
kind.    One  driver  is  needed  for  the  coach  which  transports  prisoners 
to  the  courts,  thence  to  the  reform  school,  workhouse,  or  jail,  and 
three,  to  perform  eight  hour's  service  each,  are  necessary  to  drive  the 
smaller  vehicle,  which  responds  to  calls  from  the  several  station 
houses  for  the  removal  of  persons  intended  for  this  institution,  for 
each  of  whom  1  have  made  an  estimate,  the  same  as  is  paid  in  the 
police  department,  $510  a  year. 

A  hostler  should  be  continued  at  a  salary  of  $480  per  annum,  his 
work  requiring  the  care  of  two  vehicles,  three  horses,  the  stable,  and 
forage.  One  laborer,  now  paid  $480  a  year,  should  be  employed  to 
do  the  work  of  janitor  throughout  the  building,  which  means  that  he 
will  have  beds  to  make  and  keep  in  cleanly  condition,  floors  and  win- 
dows to  scrub,  and  perform  the  other  various  household  duties. 
Youthful  prisoners,  before  being  allowed  to  go  to  rest  in  the  beds  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose,  are  required  to  bathe,  and  are  furnished  with 
nightgowns,  an  innovation  that  has  proven  not  only  acceptable  to  the 
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prisoners  but  an  object  lesson  that  "  cleanliness  is  next  to  godliness. 
These  nightgowns,  sheets,  spreads,  pillowcases,  blankets,  towels,  and 
other  articles  of  the  kind,  can  be  laundered  at  an  expense  of  £240  a

ful  inauguration,  which  prompts  further  recommendation  for  the  care 
and  classification  of  juvenile  and  first-offense  rn'Lsoners.  The  Hon. 
H.  D.  Money,  of  Mississippi,  has  interested  himself  in  the  matter,  and 
in  the  course  of  correspondence  had  with  him  in  May  last  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  were  advanced  by  your  superintendent: 

In  conjunction  with  Hon.  John  B.  Wight,  president  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia,  I  recently  had  occasion  to  make  suggestions 
at  the  instance  of  the  Hon.  James  McMillan,  of  the  United  States  Senate,  con- 
cerning a  proposition  which  I  am  informed  is  embodied  in  the  District  appropria- 
tion bill  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  which  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a 
house  of  detention  tor  women  and  children,  where  those  arrested  for  minor  offenses 
and  those  who  may  be  lost  or  destitute  may  be  detained  until  their  cases  are  dis- 
posed of  by  the  courts  or  the  police. 

The  proposed  institution  is  in  line  with  the  policy  of  this  department  to  restrain 
without  hardening  by  association  or  cell  confinement  the  classes  to  which  I  have 
referred. 

I  am  not  aware  that  any  further  steps  have  been  taken  which  would  maintain 
the  same  conditions  which  are  thus  proposed  after  the  subjects  reach  the  police 
court  or  following  disposition  of  cases  therein.  Therefore,  to  obtain  a  proper 
solution  of  the  whole  question,  it  appears  to  me.  addressing  mvself  unofficially 
and  personally  to  you.  that  safe  and  secure  quarters  aside  from  the  cells  ordinarily 
used  for  the  reception  of  prisoners  at  the  police  court  should  be  arranged  and 
provided  1  or  where  children  10  years  of  age  and  under  charged  wit  h  misdemeanors 
(first  or  set  ond  oiiense)  and  felonies  (first  offense)  and  women  likewise  charged— 
unless  their  demeanor  be  vulgar  or  offensive— could  be  temporarily  restrained 
pending  the  initial  hearings  of  the  charges  against  them. 

That  the  judges  of  the  police  court  should  be  authorized  to  arrange  and  provide 
for  the  hearing  and  trial  of  the  classes  to  which  I  have  referred  after  the  judges 
shah  have  determined  the  regular  sessions  of  their  respective  courts,  resolving 
themselves  into  a  court  for  the  trial  of  women  and  children,  with  authority  tS 
lnyoKe  such  privacy  as  may  in  their  judgment  be  warranted  in  order  to  shield  the

himself  wish  the  conduct  and  deportment  of  said  prisoner  and  keep  informed  as 
to  the  prisoner  for  such  period  as  the  judge  might  require;  and  should  the  con- 
duct and  deportment  of  the  prisoner  BO  released  on  probation  be  of  such  a  charac- 
ter as  to  caU  for  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  truant  officer  having  the  case  in 
charge,  or  of  any  other  person  or  persons  of  good  reputation,  the  truant  officer 
shall,  if  possible,  reproduce  the  prisoner  before  the  judge  who  tried  the  case,  that 
he  may  be  resentenced.  And  frequent  complaints  from  persons  other  th:  n  truant 
officers  about  prisoners  under  their  supervision  should  be  cause  for  removal  of 
such  truant  officers. 

Truant  officers  should  be  required  to  make  monthly  reports  of  all  matters  relating 
to  their  work  to  the  judges  of  the  police  court  for  their  approval. 

There  should  b  ■  a  stenographer  or  official  reporter  for  the  police  court,  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  take  down  and  transcribe  for  court  record  an  abstract  of  all 
proceedings  in  the  class  of  cases  I  have  mentioned.  He  should  be  appointed  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  be  allowed  a  salary  ot  at  least 
$2,000  per  annum,  to  be  paid  as  are  other  employees  of  the  District. 

All  male  prisoners  transported  from  the  ]  lolice  and  criminal  courts  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  to  the  jail,  reform  school,  workhouse,  or  other  place  of  confinement, 
should  be  conveyed  separately  from  the  female  prisoners,  and  all  sentenced  pris- 
oners of  the  class  hereinbefore  referred  to  should  likewise  be  conveyed  separately 
and  at  the  same  time  with  prisoners  of  their  own  class. 

Some  of  these  features  have  already  been  put  into  practical  effect. 
Prisoners  from  the  house  of  detention  are  properly  transported  to  court 
and  to  the  reformatories  where  sentenced,  and  a  separate  court,  so 
far  as  is  practicable  under  existing  circumstances,  is  conducted. 

The  miserable  building  which  is  occupied  as  a  police  court,  with 
its  subterranean  cells,  should  be  disposed  of  or  enlarged  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  the  service.    Further  suggestion  was  as  follows: 

Referring  to  your  communication  of  recent  date  relative  to  a  place  where  the 
youth  of  the  District  might  be  committed  and  their  minds  and  bodies  be  employed 
to  advantage,  if  it  were  practicable,  it  occurs  to  me  that  the  Junior  Republic, 
recently  established  on  a  farm  donated  for  the  purpose  in  Maryland,  might  serve 
in  s;ich  a  way  as  to  meet  the  requirements  presented  by  you. 

The  institution,  as  I  understand  it,  is  (  onducted  on  the  principle  which  makes 
it  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  boys  <  ontined  therein  through  the  valuable  features 
of  instruction  and  organization  which  are  sustained. 

If  arrangement  could  be  made  whereby  the  youth  of  the  District  coming  before 
our  courts  might  be  by  law  placed  in  the  custody  of  that  institution,  the  same  ends 
would  be  accomplished  as  would  be  had  by  the  establishment  of  a  new  farm  and 
school  within  the  District. 

I  am  not  sufficiently  familiar  with  law  to  know  whether  appropriations  from 
the  District  and  Government  funds  could  be  utilized  for  the  support  of  an  insti- 
tution without  the  District  of  Columbia  or  whether  the  Government  might  join 
the  State  of  Maryland  in  the  partnership  and  conduct  of  same,  but  the  idea  to  a 
layman  seems  ieasible. 

The  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Junior  Republic  farm,  in  order  that  the 
State  of  Maryland  might  enjoy  the  privilege  which  it  does  now,  would  have  to  be 
divided  between  the  Government  and  that  State,  and  the  enactment  of  a  law  which 
would  permit  of  the  restraining  and  sending  of  such  prisoners  to  that  institution. 

A  law  on  the  subject  could  be  passed,  which  should  read  something  like  the 
following: 

Beit  enacted,  etc..  That  all  youthful  prisoners,  both  male  and  female,  when 
adjudged  guilty  in  the  police  or  other  court  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  of  misde- 
meanors, first  or  second  offense,  or  felonies,  first  offense,  may  be  confined  on  the 
farm  of  the  Junior  Republic,  located  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  where  they  shall 
be  instructed  in  agriculture  and  manual  training  at  an  expense  of  so  much  per 
capita,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  money  not  otherwise  appropriated,  etc.  Such 
prisoners  to  be  furnished  with  a  certificate  of  ability  and  character  at  the  close  of 
their  term  of  service.

14.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  major  and  superin- 
tendent of  police  are  vested  with  all  the  powers  conferred  by  law  upon  notaries 
public  and  justices  of  the  i  eace  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

15.  The  assistant  sunerintendent  shall  be  the  principal  inspector  of  the  police 
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during  the  term  of  their  holding  appointment,  possess  all  the  powers,  privileges, 
and  duties  of  the  police  force. 

33.  The  persons  employed,  as  provided  in  the  two  preceding  sections,  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  ot  Columbia  without 
assigning  any  cause  therefor.  .  . 

34  Al?  watchmen  provided  for  by  the  United  States  Government  for  service  in 
any  of  the  public  squares  and  reservations  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  have 
and  perform  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  the  Metropolitan  Police  of  said  District. 

35  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  cause  to  be  kept  the 
following  books  and  records  by  the  Metropolitan  police  department,  namely: 

First.  General  complaint  book,  in  which  shall  be  entered  every  complaint  pre- 
ferred upon  personal  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  thereof,  with  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  complainant. 

Second.  Books  of  registry  of  lost,  stolen,  or  abandoned  property,  for  the  gen- 
eral convenience  of  the  public  and  the  police. 

Third.  Books  of  record  of  the  police,  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  name  of  every 
member  of  the  police  torce,  with  the  time  and  place  of  nativity,  and  the  time 
when  he  became  a  citizen,  if  he  was  born  out  of  the  United  States,  his  age.  former 
occupation,  number  and  residence  of  family,  the  date  of  appoinimeut  or  dismissal 
from  office,  with  the  cause  of  the  latter. 

Fourth.  Record  showing  trials  had  of  any  member  of  the  force  for  violation  of 
the  laws  or  regulations,  reprimands  from  headquarters,  and  any  reductions  or 
promotions. 

All  books  mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  be.  at  all  business 
hours,  and  when  not  in  actual  use.  open  to  public  inspection. 

36.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept 
and  bound  all  police  returns  and  morning  reports. 

37.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpunas.  attested  in  the 
name  of  its  president,  to  compel  before  it  the  attendance  of  witnesses  upon  any 
proceeding  authorized  by  its  rules  and  regulations. 

38.  Each  Commissioner  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  major  and  superin- 
tendent of  police  have  power  to  administer,  take,  receive,  and  subscribe  all  affirma- 
tions and  oaths  to  any  witnesses  summoned  and  appearing  in  any  matter  or 
proceeding  authorized  by  the  preceding  section,  and  to  any  depositions  necessary 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  ( oinmissioners. 

39.  Any  willful  and  corrupt  false  swearing  by  any  witness  or  persons  making 
deposition  before  any  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  to  any 
material  fact  in  any  necessary  proceeding  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners,  shall  be  deemed  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law  for  such  offense. 

40.  The  several  membersof  the  police  force,  including  the  ( 'ommissioners of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  shall  possess  in  every  part  of  said  District  all  the  common 
law  and  statutory  powers  of  constables,  except  for  the  service  of  civil  process  and 
for  the  collection  of  strictly  private  debts,  in  which  designation  fines  imposed  for 
the  breach  of  the  ordinances  in  force  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  not  be 
included,  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  immediately  arrest,  without  war- 
rant, and  to  take  into  custody  any  person  who  shall  commit,  or  threaten,  or 
attempt  to  commit,  in  the  presence  of  such  member,  or  within  his  view,  any 
breach  of  the  peace  or  offense  directly  prohibited  bv  act  of  Congress,  or  by  any 
law  or  ordinance  in  force  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  such  member  of  the 
police  force  shall  immediately,  and  without  delay,  upon  such  arrest,  convey  in 
person  such  offender  before  the  proper  court,  that  he  may  be  dealt  with  according 
to  law. 

41.  The  Commissioners  shall  not  enforce  any  law  or  ordinance  discriminating 
between  persons  m  the  administration  of  justice. 

42.  Any  warrant  for  search  or  arrest.issued  by  any  magistrate  of  the  District  of 
Coumoia,  may  be  executed  in  any  part  of  said  District  by  any  member  of  the 
ponce  force,  without  any  backing  or  indorsement  of  the  warrant,  and  according

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44.  Every  case  of  arrest  shall  be  made  known  within  six  hours  thereafter  to  the 
lieutenant  of  police  on  duty  in  the  precinct  or  subdistrict  in  which  the  arrest 
is  made  by  the  person  making  the  same:  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  lieutenant 
within  twelve  hours  after  such  notice  to  make  written  return  thereof  according 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
together  with  the  name  of  the  party  arrested,  the  offense,  the  place  of  arrest,  and 
the  place  of  detention. 

4.").  if  any  member  of  the  police  force  shall  neglect  making  anv  arrest  for  an 
offense  against  any  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  committed  in  his  presence,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  with  imprison- 
ment in  the  District  of  Columbia  jail  or  penitentiary  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
two  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $~>00. 

46.  Any  officer  who  uses  unnecessary  and  wanton  severity  in  arresting  or  impris- 
oning any  person,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  assault  and  battery,  and.  upon  convic- 
tion, be  punished  therefor. 

47.  If  any  member  of  the  police  force,  or  if  any  two  or  more  householders,  shall 
report  in  writing,  under  his  or  their  signature,  to  the  major  and  superintendent 
of  police  that  there  are  good  grounds,  stating  the  same,  for  believing  that  any 
house,  room,  or  premises  within  the  police  district  is  kept  or  used  for  any  of  the 
following  purposes,  namely: 

First.  As  a  common  gaming  house,  common  gaming  room,  or  common  gaming 
premises,  for  therein  playing  for  wagers  of  money  at  any  game  of  chance;  or. 

Second.  As  a  bawdyhouse  or  as  a  house  of  prostitution,  or  for  the  purposes  of 
prostitution:  or. 

Third.  For  lewd  and  obscene  public  amusement  or  entertainment:  or. 

Fourth.  For  the  deposit  or  sale  of  lottery  tickets  or  lottery  policies,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  major  of  police  to  authorize  any  member  or  members  of  the  police  force 
to  enter  the  same,  who  ^hall  forthwith  arrest  all  persons  there  found  offending 
against  law,  and  seize  all  implements  of  gaming,  or  lottery  tickets,  or  lottery  poli- 
cies, and  convey  any  person  so  arrested  before  the  proper  court,  and  bring  the 
articles  so  seized  lo  the  office  of  the  major  and  superintendent. 

48.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  major  and  superintendent  of  police  to  cause  all 
persons  arrested  in  pursuance  of  the  pro  visions  of  the  preceding  section  to  be  rig- 
orously prosecuted,  the  articles  seized  to  be  destroyed,  and  to  direct  that  such 
room  or  house  be  closed  and  not  again  used  for  such  unlawful  purpose. 

49.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  direct  the  major  and 
superintendent  to  empower  any  member  of  the  police  force,  whenever  such  mem  her 
shall  be  in  search  of  property  feloniously  obtained,  or  in  search  of  suspected 
offenders,  to  examine  the  books  of  any  pawnbroker  or  his  business  premises,  or  the 
business  premises  of  any  licensed  vendor  or  dealer  in  second-hand  merchandise,  or 
intelligence-office  keeper,  or  auctioneer  of  watches  and  jewelry,  or  suspected  private 
banking  house,  or  other  doubtful  establishment. 

Any  member  of  the  police  force,  when  thereto  authorized  in  writing  by  the  major 
and  superintendent,  and  having  in  his  possession  a  pawnbroker's  receipt  or  ticket, 
shall  be  allowed  to  examine  the  property  purporting  to  be  pawned  or  pledged,  or 
deposited  upon  said  receipt  or  ticket,  in  whosoever "s  possession  said  property  may 
be;  but  no  such  property  shall  be  taken  from  the  possessor  thereof  without  due 
process  or  authority  of  law. 

Any  willful  interference  with  the  major  and  superintendent,  or  with  any  member 
of  the  police  lorce  by  any  of  the  persons  named  in  the  preceding  section,  while  in 
official  and  due  discharge  of  duty,  shall  be  punishable  as  a  misdemeanor. 

50.  If  any  person,  without  justifiable  and  excusable  cause,  shall  use  personal 
violence  upon  any  member  of  the  police  force  when  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty, 
such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof 
in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
District  jail  or  penitentiary  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  SoOO. 

51.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section, 
for  any  person  not  a  member  of  the  police  force  to  falsely  represent  himself  as 
being  such  member,  with  a  fraudulent  design. 

52.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be.  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  to  appoint  matrons  for  the  police  department  of  said  District. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  police  matrons  to  search,  when  necessary,  examine, 
and  care  for  the  female  prisoners  who  may  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  police, 
and  take  charge  of  lost  and  abandoned  children  while  detained  at  a  station  house 
to  which  a  matron  may  be  assigned,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  from  time  to  time  make. 

No  woman  shall  be  appointed  a  police  matron  unless  suitable  for  the  position, 
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and  recommended  therefor,  in  writing,  by  at  least  ten  women  of  good  standing, 
residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

53.  There  shall  bean  officer  known  as  "  chief,  also  property  clerk,  ot  the  Metro- 
politan police  district,  who  shall  be  appointed  and  may  be  removed  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

54.  As  chief  clerk,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the 
clerical  work  of  the  department;  to  keep  a. 1  records  in  the  office  of  the  major  and 
superintendent  of  police:  to  prepare  the  monthly  pay  rolls  and  the  quarterly  and 
annual  reports,  and  to  prepare  and  promulgate  such  communications,  orders, 
and  circulars. and  transact  such  department  business  at  police  headquarters,  "by 
order'"  of  the  major  and  superintendent,  as  the  latter  may  from  time  to  time 
authorize. 

55.  AW  property  or  money  alleged  or  supposed  to  have  been  feloniously  obtained, 
or  which  shall  be  lost  or  abandoned,  and  which  shall  be  thereafter  taken  into 
custody  by  any  member  of  the  police  force,  or  the  police  or  criminal  court  of  the 
District,  or  which  shall  come  into  such  custody,  shall  be,  by  such  member  or  by 
order  ot  the  court,  given  into  the  custody  of  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  and  kept 
by  him. 

5(5.  All  such  property  and  money  shall  be  particularly  registered  by  the  chief , 
also  property  clerk,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  contain  also  a 
record  of  the  names  of  persons  from  whom  such  property  or  money  was  taken,  the 
names  of  all  claimants  thereto,  the  place  where  found,  the  time  of  seizure,  the  date 
of  receipt,  the  general  circumstances  connected  therewith,  and  any  final  disposal 
of  such  property  and  money. 

57.  The  chief,  also  property  clerk,  is  vested  with  all  the  power  conferred  by  law 
upon  notaries  public  in  the  District. 

58.  He  may  administer  oaths  and  certify  depositions  which  may  be  necessary  to 
establish  the  ownership  of  any  property  or  money  lost,  abandoned,  or  returned  to 
him  under  1  he  directions  of  the  ( Commissioners  other  than  such  as  may  be  returned 
as  the  proceeds  of  crime. 

59.  Upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ownership  of  property  described  in  the 
preceding  section  he  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  owner,  his  heirs,  and  legal  repre- 
sentatives, and  to  him  or  them  only,  except  it  be  proven  impracticable  for  such 
owner,  heir,  or  representative  to  appear,  when  the  same  may  be  delivered  and 
receipted  for  upon  such  proof  of  ownership  and  the  filing  in  the  office  of  the  chief, 
also  property  clerk,  of  a  duly  executed  power  of  attorney  from  the  owner  or  his 
heirs  or  legal  representatives. 

GO  Whenever  property  or  money  shall  be  taken  from  persons  arrested,  and  shall 
be  alleged  to  have  been  feloniously  obtained,  or  to  be  the  proceeds  of  crime  and 
whenever  so  brought  with  such  claimant  and  the  person  arrested  before  any  court 
tor  trial,  ami  the  court  shall  be  satisfied  from  evidence  that  the  person  arrested  is 
innocent  of  the  offense  alleged,  and  that  the  property  rightfully  belongs  to  him. 
tne  court  may.  in  writing,  order  such  property  or  m  >ney  to  be  returned,  and  the 
chief,  also  property  clerk,  if  he  have  it,  to  deliver  such  property  or  money  to  the 
accused  person  himself,  and  not  to  any  attorney,  agent,  or  clerk  of  such  accused 
person,

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all  records  pertaining  to  the  same  shall  be  certified  by  the  chief,  also  property 
clerk,  to  the  probate  conrt,  which  shall  appoint  an  administrator  of  such  estate, 
according  to  law: 

Provided  further,  That  the  administrator  so  appointed  by  the  probate  court 
shall  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  to  the  credit  of  the  police- 
men's fund,  any  balance  remaining  in  his  hands  after  the  time  limited  for  the  final 
settlement  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons  under  existing  law. 

63.  All  property,  except  perishable  property  and  animals,  and  all  money  that 
shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  for  the  period  of  six 
months  without  any  lawful  claimant  thereto,  after  having  been  three  times  adver- 
tised in  public  newspapers,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction,  and  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  shall  be  paid  unto  the  policemen's  fund. 

64.  Unclaimed  property.— Horses  and  other  animals  taken  by  the  police  and 
remaining  unclaimed  for  twenty  days  may  be  advertised  and  sold  upon  ten  days' 
public  notice. 

All  perishable  property  so  taken  and  unclaimed  shall  be  sold  at  once. 

6r>.  Dclivcru  to  owner.  — When  animals  or  articles  of  property  (except  perishable 
property),  other  than  money,  returned  to  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  crime,  are  shown  by  sufficient  evidence  to  be  necessary  for  the  current  use 
of  the  owner  and  not  for  sale,  the  Commissioners  have  power,  in  their  discretion, 
to  authorize  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  to  place  the  same  in  the  custody  of  the 
owner,  upon  sufficient  bonds  being  given  by  the  owner  in  the  sum  of  twice  the 
value  of  the  property,  conditioned  for  the  production  of  the  same  at  any  time 
within  one  year,  when  required  for  use  in  court  as  evidence  in  any  proceedings 
therein. 

60.  Perishable  property  returned  to  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  as  th3  proceeds 
of  crime,  may  be  delivered  to  the  owner  on  ample  security  being  taken  by  the 
court  for  his  appearance  to  prosecute  the  case. 

67.  When  large  quantities  of  goods  held  for  sale  by  the  owner  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  as  the  proceeds  of  crime,  the  same  may 
be  delivered  to  the  owner,  his  heirs,  or  representatives,  as  provided  in  section  77, 
upon  ample  security  to  prosecute  the  case.  But  in  such  cases,  goods  to  the  esti- 
mated value  of  $50  shall  be  retained  by  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  until  the 
discharge  or  conviction  of  the  accused. 

68.  Delivery  to  be  used  in  court,— If  any  property  or  money  placed  in  the  custody 
of  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  shall  be  desired  as  evidence  in  any  police  or  other 
criminal  court,  such  property  shall  be  delivered  to  any  officer  who  shall  present 
an  order  to  that  effect  from  such  court:  but  such  property  shall  not  be  retained 
in  the  court,  but  shall  be  returned  to  the  chief,  also  property  clerk,  to  be  disposed 
of  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

69.  Detectives  to  be  specially  appointed. — No  person  shall  assume  or  practice  the 
occupation  of  detective  within  the  limit  of  the  District  who  shall  not  receive  a 
specific  appointment  for  that  purpose. 

70.  Private  detectives  to  (jive  bond—  Any  person  practicing  as  a  private  detective 
shall  enter  into  bonds  to  the  Commissioners,  with  surety,  in  a  sum  not  less  than 
$10,000.  to  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  for  a 
faithful  and  correct  return  to  said  Commissioners,  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
times  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall  direct,  of  all  business  transacted  by  such 
private  detective. 

Upon  the  execution  of  a  private  detective's  bond  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
private  detective  to  report  to  the  Commissioners,  who  shall  file  such  bonds  and 
record  the  name,  age,  description,  nationality,  and  residence  of  such  private 
detective. 

71.  Forfeiture  of  bond.— In  every  case  of  a  forfeiture  of  a  private  detective's  bond 
for  failure  to  make  such  returns  to  the  Commissioners,  as  required,  or  for  failure 
of  persons  accused  by  bonded  private  detective  to  appear  to  answer  charges  in 
court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  of  the  United  States  for  the  District  to 
immediately  prosecute  the  sureties  upon  such  bond  to  the  full  extent  of  a  recovery 
of  the  forfeitures. 

72.  Duties  of  private  detectives.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  prosecuting 
the  business  of  a  private  detective,  who  may  arrest  a  person  for  crime,  to  bring 
the  person  arrested,  with  all  evidence  of  the  alleged  crime,  including  the  property 
or  money  which  may  become  evidence,  immediately  to  the  office  of  the  major  and 
superintendent  of  police,  or  to  the  proper  conrt,  where  the  case  shall  undergo  an 
examination. 

All  laws  which  govern  the  police  force  in  the  matters  of  persons,  property,  or 
money  shall  be  applicable  to  all  private  detectives,  and  such  detectives  or  persons 
shall  make  like  returns  and  dispositions  of  such  matters  as  required  by  law  and 
the  rules  of  the  Commissioners  governing  the  police  force. 
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73.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  private  detective,  or  any  member  of  the  police  force, 
or  for  any  other  person  to  compromise  a  felony  or  any  other  unlawful  act,  or  to 
participate  in,  assent  to,  aid,  or  assist  any  person  suspected  of  crime  to  escape  a 
full  judicial  examination  by  failing  to  give  known  facts  or  reasonable  causes  or 
suspicion,  or  withholding  any  information  relative  to  the  charge  or  suspicion  from 
the  proper  judicial  authorities;  or  in  any  manner  to  receive  any  money,  property, 
favor,  or  other  compensation  from,  or  on  account  of,  any  person  arrested  or  sub- 
ject to  arrest  for  any  crime  or  supposed  crime:  or  to  permit  any  such  parson  to 
go  at  large  without  due  effort  to  secure  an  investigation  of  such  supposed  crime. 
And  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  either  of  them,  such 
member  of  the  police  force,  or  private  detective,  or  other  person  guilty  thereof,  shall 
be  deemed  as  having  compromised  a  felony,  and  shall  thereafter  be  prohibited  from 
acting  as  an  officer  of  said  police  force,  or  as  a  private  detective,  and  shall  be 
prosecuted  to  the  extent  of  the  law  for  aiding  criminals  to  escape  the  ends  of 
justice. 

Any  person  practicing  as  a  private  detective,  or  advertising  as  such,  without 
first  complying  with  the  above  provisions,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  s.">()0  or  imprisonment  in  the  District  "jail  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  eleven  months  and  twenty-nine  days. 

74.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  appoint  special  police- 
men for  duty  at  such  street  railroad  crossings  and  intersections  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  as  said  Commissioners  may  deem  necessary,  the  expense  of  such  serv- 
ice to  be  paid  pro  rata  by  the  respective  companies. 

75.  Neglect  or  failure  to  pay  for  the  service  monthly,  shall  subject  the  company 
guilty  of  the  same  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $25  for  each  neglect  or  failure,  to  be 
recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

70.  The  special  policemen  aforesaid  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority 
now  conferred  by  law  upon  additional  privates  to  the  Metropolitan  police  force, 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may 
from  to  time  promulgate  for  their  government. 

77.  No  person  holding  office  under  this  chapter  shall  be  liable  to  military  or  jury 
duty,  nor  to  arrest  or  civil  process,  nor  to  service  of  subpoenas  from  a  civil  court, 
while  actually  on  duty. 

HEADQUARTERS  CHANGED. 

In  November  last  the  headquarters  of  the  police  department  were 
removed  from  rooms  in  the  building  occupied  by  the  District  govern- 
ment on  Louisiana  avenue  to  rented  quarters  in  the  Harper  building 
on  C  street,  immediately  in  the  rear  of  the  District  building,  Congress 
having-  provided  $1,500  for  such  purpose. 

The  advantage  which  was  gained  by  this  change  was  the  concen- 
tration of  the  several  bureaus  included  within  the  department:  that 
is  the  detective  office,  the  clerk's  olliee,  and  that  of  the  su  perin-

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This  new  establishment,  which  is  maintained  by  contributions,  in 
connection  with  an  allowance  of  $1,000  a  year  by  the  Commissioners 
from  the  charity  fund,  is  located  in  the  heart  of  the  city;  is  provided 
witli  all  necessary  comforts  for  the  care  of  those  who  may  be  quartered 
thereat,  and  lias  already  made  some  progress  toward  giving  employ- 
ment to  those  who  evince  a  desire  and  have  the  ability  to  work.  The 
caning  of  chairs,  repairing  of  brooms,  making  of  mattresses  and 
kindred  trades  are  in  force  or  contemplated  and  my  observation  leads 
me  to  the  belief  that  the  ladies  who  are  engaged  in  furthering  the 
improvement  of  this  retreat  have  accomplished  a  good  work  and 
established  a  long- felt  want. 

That  there  is  not  a  blind  asylum  and  workshops  located  in  the  capi- 
tal city  of  the  country,  supported  by  national  aid,  proves  a  surprise 
to  those  who  reside  in  other  jurisdictions. 

The  institution  referred  to  lias  been  one  of  great  benefit  to  the 
police  in  enabling  them  to  provide  for  such  blind  persons  as  may  be 
found  on  tin'  streets,  or  to  give  them  a  choice  between  some  other 
home  and  the  almshouse. 

MASSAOE  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

In  many  of  the  principal  cities  the  massage  industry  has  required 
the  attention  of  the  authorities,  and  while  the  District  lias  been  com- 
paratively clear  of  that  class  which  need  police  surveillance,  now  and 
then  information  is  received  which  has  required  the  attention  if  not 
intervention  of  the  police. 

SUMMER  GARDENS. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  halls  and  gardens  used  for 
entertainments,  which  were  formerly  patronized  by  the  rougher  ele- 
ment, have  diminished,  the  patrons  finding  amusement  in  the  sub- 
urban resorts  beyond  the  District  line.  This  changed  condition  has 
added  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  residents,  who  for  many  years  were 
compelled  to  put  up  with  the  discomfort  occasioned  by  disorder  fol- 
lowing the  attendance  upon  such  places.  It  may  be  said  to  the  credit 
of  the  District  that  there  is  not  maintained  within  its  limits  what  is 
known  in  other  cities  as  the  ''concert  hall1'  or  "wine  room." 

ANACOSTIA  srUSTATION. 

The  department  availed  itself  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the 
renting  of  a  substation  house  in  Anacostia  and  secured  a  building  on 
Monroe  street,  which,  after  being  properly  repaired,  papered,  and 
painted,  has  furnished  a  respectable  looking,  well-arranged,  and  ample 
station  house.  The  new  establishment  is  an  improvement  in  every 
way  over  the  structure  formerly  occupied  for  such  purposes. 

FOURTH  OF  JULY. 

The  first  celebration  of  Independence  Day  with  large  fire  crackers 
eliminated  from  sale  and  firing  was  July  4  last.  Permits  were  issued 
to  dealers  restrict  ing  sales  to  crackers  not  longer  than  3  inches,  and 
prohibiting  the  toy  cannon.  From  communications  received  at  these 
headquarters  it  is  inferred  that  the  celebration  of  the  day  passed  off 
without  the  usual  number  of  fatalities,  witli  much  less  noise  and  con- 
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fusion,  and  with  more  satisfaction  to  the  citizens  generally,  especially 
to  the  sick  in  their  homes  and  at  hospitals.  It  is  believed  that  another 
year  will  show  the  noise  heretofore  incident  to  the  evidences  of  patri- 
otism to  be  greatly  reduced,  and  the  residents  of  the  District  will  find 
little  room  for  complaint. 

SUBURBAN  RESORTS. 

The  extension  of  the  various  electric  railway  lines  in  the  surround- 
ing country  outlying  the  District  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a 
number  of  pleasure  resorts,  which  were  extensively  patronized  during 
the  warm  season ;  many  of  the  places  were  erected  and  improved  at 
enormous  expense,  and  no  means  were  spared  to  add  to  the  attractions. 
Some  of  these  located  just  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  District,  with- 
out the  jurisdiction  of  the  police,  undertook  the  sale  of  spirituous 
liquor  on  Sundays,  and  as  a  result  many  scenes  of  rowdyism  followed, 
and  in  one  instance  a  bloody  encounter  concluded  in  the  killing  of 
one  of  the  parties  to  the  affray.  Tin*  preservation  of  the  peace  and 
protection  of  life  in  the  vicinity  of  these  places  lying  near  1  he  I  )ist  rict 
line  required  energetic  and  continuous  attention  on  the  pari  of  the 
force,  whose  efforts  were  fairly  compensated  in  the  number  of  arrests 
made  and  results  obtained,  but  good  order  will  not  be  secured  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  resorts  until  the  re  is  a  t  horough  cooperal  ion  on  1  he  part 
of  the  authorities  in  the  adjoining  States.  In  this  connection,  how- 
ever, I  desire  to  state  that  those  of  Montgomery  County  showed  a 
determination  to  materially  assist  in  upholding  tlie  law  to  the  extent 
of  the  men  and  means  at  command. 

Knowing  these  facts,  it  is  incumbent  upon  those  most  interested  to 
secure  such  legislation  or  effect  such  arrangements  during  the  coming 
season  as  will  result  in  effective  remedies  being  introduced  at  the  open- 
ing of  another  year. 

TELEPHONE  BUREAU. 

The  telephone  bureau  inaugurated  at  police  headquarters  something 
over  a  year  ago  for  the  expedition  and  centralizing  of  police  work,  has 
proved  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  department .  It  serves  the  press  with 
prompt  information,  enables  ready  connection  with  the  several  pre- 
cincts, the  executive  grounds,  all  posts  where  telephone  boxes  have 
been  established,  and  outside  cities.  The  operators  are  intelligent 
and  faithful  and  the  business  is  conducted  with  few  complaints. 

SUNDAY  THEATRICALS. 

The  sentiment  of  the  community  is  against  Sunday  theatrical  per- 
fomances,  and  while  an  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  maintain 
such  at  one  of  the  vaudeville  houses,  the  management  soon  discovered 
the  error  of  their  way  and  discontinued  the  exhibitions.    While  the 

mJnlM  i^f1  thi8  question,  there  is  no  doubt  not  what  indict- 

ment uould  hold  if  a  case  was  properly  presented. 

GAMBLING. 

thfn^S  alette,  or  other  than  poker  games  have  been  played  within 

exlfw  »™  gJ  hr  yrar-  Th0  Same  of  l»>k<'1'  will  never  cease  to 
exist  here.    It  is  indulged  m  at  homes,  some  hotels,  and  at  club  houses. 
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Where  gambling  at  poker,  as  construed  by  the  courts,  has  been  found 
to  prevail,  those  interested  have  been  apprehended  when  possible, 
and,  in  this  particular,  the  capital  is  much  better  off  than  most  of  the 
large  municipalities. 

LIQUOR  LAW. 

The  liquor  law  is  generally  observed.  Aside  from  the  traveling 
and  temporary  "speakeasy"  there  are  few  violations  of  the  liquor  law. 
Those  engaged  in  the  business  under  license  observe  the  law  in  a  man- 
ner entitling  them  to  favorable  criticism. 

EXECUTIVE  GROUNDS. 

The  pat  rol  established  in  and  about  the  Executive  Mansion  grounds 
lias  been  perfected  with  a  detailed  signal  system,  indirect  connection 
with  headquarters,  all  under  a  competent  officer  night  and  day.  Those 
comprising  this  detail  are  attired  in  full-dress  uniform  and  a  proper 
record  is  kept  of  the  tours  of  service  and  reports. 

ADMIRAL  DEWEY'S  RECEPTION. 

The  recept  ion  to  Admiral  George  Dewey  on  his  return  from  the  East 
was  the  leading  event  at  the  national  capital  last  year.  The  crowds 
were  large  and  the  enthusiasm  unbounded.  The  united  work  of  the 
force  was  required  to  maintain  order,  but  the  two  days  celebration  in 
October  were  attended  without  accident  or  loss,  and  to  the  credit  of 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  force. 

BANDS  OF  MUSIC. 

Owing  to  complaints  from  suburban  residents  regarding  the  dis- 
order attending  t  he  crowds  which  followed  bands  of  music,  the  granting 
of  permits  was  so  changed  as  to  allow  bands  to  accompany  processions 
on  such  occasions  only  to  the  city  limits.  Band  managers  agreed  to 
cooperate  with  the  authorities  in  dispersing  and  arresting  disorderly 
characters,  and  the  disgraceful  scenes  which  formerly  took  place  have 
been  pretty  generally  discontinued. 

BADGES  FOR  DIPLOMATIC  CARRIAGE  DRIVERS. 

At  the  instance  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State,  the  drivers  of 
diplomatic  carriages  were  provided  with  official  badges  whereby  they 
are  readily  recognized  on  all  occasions  and  the  police  are  thus  enabled 
to  extend  to  the  members  of  foreign  legations  all  reasonable  and  cus- 
tomary courtesies. 

POSTS. 

The  establishing  of  posts  in  the  several  suburban  villages,  at  the 
railroad  loops  and  depots,  lias,  verified  the  claims  made  when  the  sys- 
tem was  put  in  effect.  There  have  been  fewer  complaints  from  the 
outlying  districts  than  ever  before  and  the  residents  in  the  respective 
localities  feel  a  greater  security  and  know  where  to  find  an  officer 
when  his  services  are  required.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  force  is 
not  sufficiently  large  to  permit  Nof  this  service  being  continued  at  all 
the  points,  now  fully  guarded  from  morning  until  midnight,  so  that 
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the  localities  before  named  may  be  covered  from  the  last-mentioned 
hour  until  morning.  The  Long  Bridge  ami  Fourteenth  street  road 
are  included  in  this  detail  and  most  satisfactory  results  have  followed. 
If  the  force  is  increased,  as  recommended,  the  system  can  be  fully 
established,  as  it  should  be,  in  order  to  meet  any  and  all  emergencies. 

DISCIPLINE. 

As  an  organization  the  force  has  been  free  from  scandal,  and  its 
good  name  has  been  preserved  through  prompt  action  in  isolated  cases 
where  there  were  just  grounds  for  the  infliction  of  penalties.    In  all 
large  bodies  of  men  there  will  be  found  a  percentage  which  requires 
attention  and  disciplining,  but  it  is  claimed  for  the  police  force  of  the 
District  that  neglects  and  failures  have  been  fewer  than  ever  before 
known,  and  the  record  is  a  superior  one  with  reference  to  compliance 
with  the  manual  by  similar  bodies  in  other  cities.    Where  a  force  is 
not  encumbered  by  political  and  other  influences  such  conditions 
Should  follow.    Members  of  the  organization  are  given  to  understand 
•t  iat  the  department  is  conducted  on  business  principles  and  thai 
they,  as  agents,  are  expected  to  bring  about  good  results'  Contin 
nance  of  employment,  advancement,  and  encouragement  does  not 
depend  on  the  number  of  cases  made,  but  that  member  who  maintains 
a  good  personal  record  and  a  beat  or  post  free  from  disorder  and 
crime,  and  where  residents  are  not   necessitated  to  complain  is 
believed  to  be  rendering  an  intelligent  and  commendable  service

RELIEFS. 

Under  recent  orders  the  several  police  precinct  commands,  when 
going  on  and  coming  off  duty,  in  sect  ions  and  platoons,  are  required 
to  march  out  of  their  quarters  in  double  file,  then  to  proceed  to  their 
respective  beats  individually,  thereby  placing  a  scattered  force  on  the 
streets.  Those  coming  off  do  Longer  congregate  at  relieving  posts,  but 
leave  their  beats  on  the  hour,  reporting  off  duty  singly  at  the  several 
stations. 

In  this  wise  a  constant  patrol  is  kept  upon  the  streets  without  the 
intermission  of  service  which  formerly  prevailed.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
means  maybe  determined  whereby  the  men  maybe  relieved  of  the 
"dog  watch,"  which  intervenes  between  G  and  8  o'clock  daily. 

DRILL. 

The  Metropolitan  police  force  of  the  District  is  not  a  military  organ- 
ization, but  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  to  keep  up  such  drill  as 
would  conduce  to  the  proper  bearing  of  the  members  and  enable  t  hem 
to  make  response  to  any  call,  whether  as  squads,  sections,  or  compa- 
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nies,  with  precision  and  regularity.  With  that  end  in  view,  weekly 
drills  were  required  of  such  duration,  and  during  cool  weather,. as 
would  not  overtax  their  energies.  The  success  and  soundness  of  this 
proposition  is  evidenced  at  the  time  of  the  annual  inspection  and 
parade. 

In  order  that  the  District  may  not  go  unguarded,  each  precinct  is 
inspected  separately,  condition  of  the  station,  (it  and  cleanliness  of 
attire,  accouterments,  and  revolver  practice  being  considered  before 
awarding  the  "  Wight  flag'1  to  the  command  making  the  host  showing. 
This  trophy  is  now  held  by  the  First  precinct,  having  been  acquired 
after  close  inspection  last  fall  from  the  Eighth  precinct.  In  this  con- 
nection it  might  be  well  to  state  that  the  target  practice,  instituted  a 
year  ago,  has  proved  beneficial  in  many  ways,  instructive  to  those 
unused  tothe  revolver,  and  displaying  deficiencies  in  the  old  arms,  for 
which  est  imate  has  been  made  to  replace. 

The  thanks  of  the  department  aredueCol.  Hurt  on  R.  Ross,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  inspect  ion,  for  t  he  time,  energy,  and  intelligence  lie 
gave  in  reaching  a  decision  in  the  annual  drill  competition,  and  to 
•General  Ainsworth  for  his  interest  in  the  police  institution,  by  reason 
of  the  detailing  of  Colonel  lioss  for  that  purpose. 

CAME  AND  FISH  LAWS. 

The  game  and  fish  laws  have  been  enforced  with  excellent  results. 
The  spawning  bed  and  basin  in  the  Potomac  River,  within  the  Dis- 
trict, has  become  one  great  fish  Dest,  where  they  have  multiplied  by 
the  thousands.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  have  the  fish  law  amended 
to  enable  the  authorities  to  confiscate  boats  and  nets  used  by  illegal 
fishermen,  and  the  game  law  so  as  to  do  away  with  the  three-day 
clause  relating  to  marsh  shooting.  Other  changes,  as  to  length  (if 
season  for  some  birds,  are  contemplated.  The  fish  law  will  also  be 
amended  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  bass  fishing  on  Labor  Day. 

COOPERATIVE  INSURANCE. 

The  Police  Cooperative  Relief  Association,  which  is  kept  up  on  the 
assessment  plan  by  members  of  the  department,  but  which  is  in  no 
way  subject  to  District  law  or  regulations,  made  the  following  pay- 
ments during  the  last  twelve  months:

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PHARMACY  AND  DENTAL  LAWS. 

The  pharmacy  and  dental  laws  have  been  more  rigidly  enforced 
the  year  just  closed  than  ever  before.  Several  prosecutions  have 
been  maintained  and  Charles  W.  Proctor,  who  is  detailed  specially 
Cor  the  work,  has  made  a  complete  investigation  and  inspection  of 
the  places  coming  under  its  provisions  and  looked  into  all  question- 
able cases  and  subjects  disclosed  by  his  own  efforts  or  reported  by 
others.    That  officer's  report  is  included  herein. 

CRIME. 

There  were  more  crimes  of  greater  and  less  magnitude,  against 
persons  and  property,  reported  to  this  department  during  the  year 
which  ended  June  'M),  L900,  than  for  the  same  period  preceding,  except 
that  there  were  3  murders  less,  where  those  charged  were  held  after 
a  preliminary  hearing.  There  were  1L  persons  committed  on  the  last- 
named  charge,  !>  of  them  being  white  and  5  colored,  this  being  an 
unusual  condition  in  this  jurisdiction.  In  other  words,  the  records • 
with  respect  to  murder  have  been  reversed  so  far  as  the  social  figures 
are  concerned.  The  District  authorities  stand  alone,  when  consid- 
ered in  connection  with  those  of  the  leading  municipalities,  in  having 
apprehended  the  criminal  in  each  instance. 

The  horrible  details  attending  most  of  the  cases  are  still  fresh  in 
the  public  mind.  In  addition  to  those  arrested  for  the  perpetration 
of  the  murders  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  department's  persistent 
efforts  to  take  into  custody  the  fugitive,  Frank  Funk,  were  rewarded 
with  success.  While  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  offenses 
reported  over  the  year  before,  there  were  a  less  number  of  cases  then 
as  compared  with  the  same  period  three  years  ago,  all  going  to  show 
that  while  there  is  an  advancement  in  crime  some  years,  there  is  a 
general  decrease  over  the  year  before. 

The  District  for  a  year  past  has  been  free  from  professional  burglars, 
pickpockets,  and  safe  blowers,  while  other  localities  have  suffered, 
and  there  were  but  one  or  two  thefts  of  any  pretensions,  that  at  the 
Cochran  Hotel  being  conspicuous,  and  which  was  due  to  exposure  and 
carelessness. 

During  the  Dewey  celebration  professional  criminals  who  were 
apprehended  before  they  could  apply  themselves  to  "work"  were  not 
released  and  sent  out  of  the  District  after  a  few  days  of  confinement, 
as  formerly,  but  upon  production  of  their  records  they  were  sent  to 
the  workhouse  and  given  to  understand  that  thereafter  no  leniency 
would  be  shown  any  of  them  found  in  this  jurisdiction. 

A  peculiar  case,  which  excited  the  attention  and  study  of  the  medical 
experts,  was  that  of  the  young  man,  Max  Krebs,  who  terrorized  the 
community  by  slashing  costly  dresses.  His  record  was  noted  in  New 
York  and  Philadelphia,  where  lie  escaped  punishment,  and  here  his 
case  was  thoroughly  and  scientifically  looked  into;  and,  upon  the 
declaration  of  his  irresponsibility,  by  reason  of  a  peculiar  disease,  he 
was  transported  to  the  care  of  relatives  in  Germany. 

While  there  were  more  cases  of  crime  reported  to  the  police,  but  a 
few  more  cases  of  arrests  were  made  in  the  twelve  months  than  a  like 
period  before.  The  individual  who  lives  by  his  wits  was  largely  in 
evidence— that  is,  the  offenses  of  embezzlement,  obtaining  goods  and 
money  by  false  pretenses,  and  forgery  were  much  more  numerous  than 
heretofore. 
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There  were  25,943  cases  of  arrest  as  againsl  25,723  in  1899,  of  which 
13,540  were  charged  to  colored  persons  and  1.2,403  to  whiles.  The 
percentage  to  the  whole  population  was  0.09— the  colored  0.47+  and 
the  whites  0.52+ .  Of  the  whole  Dumber  of  arrests  64  percent  were 
convicted.    The  male  eases  were  22,490,  the  female  3,453. 

The  estimated  losses  of  money  and  property  aggregated  $76,475; 
lost  or  mislaid  $7,207.50  and  recovered  $65,889.78,  a  most  creditable 
showing. 

The  theft  of  bicycles  continues,  560  machines  being  recovered  as 
against  300  last  year. 

Reverting  to  the  eases  reported,  there  were  225  of  housebreaking  in 
the  night  and  77  convictions,  while  for  t  he  year  L899  there  were  bul 
214  cases  recorded.  There  were  68  cases  of  housebreaking  in  I  he  day 
registered,  as  against  42  the  year  before  and  28  convictions.  Grand 
larceny  reports  aggregated  303;  the  year  preceding,  332, and  97  of  the 
former  were  held.  Petit  larceny  wast  he  charge  in  3,460  instances  and 
1298  eases  were  sustained  after  arrest.  In  1899  there  were 2,926 simi- 
■  Jai!  complaints.  In  29  cases  highway  robbery  was  entered.  13  of  these 
being  apprehended  and  held,  while  the  year  preceding  23  cases  were 
represented.  Embezzlemenl  was  named  in  45  eases  by  those  who  suf- 
fered, while  the  arrests  and  convictions  exceeded  the  number  reported 
Dj  12.

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play  grounds  must  sooner  or  later  prevail  in  the  several  sections  of 
the  city.  The  proposition  of  Col.  Theodore  A.  Bingham,  IT.  S.  A. 
superintendent  of  public  buildings  and  grounds,  to  set  aside  parks  for 
the  purpose  deserves  hearty  support.  But  to  make  such  attractive 
there  should  be  established  the  tennis  court,  ball  field,  croquet  grounds' 
bowling  alley,  swings,  etc.,  all  to  be  utilized  under  an  active  and  in- 
telligent police  detail.  The  public  bathing  beach  is  in  line  with  the 
proposed  establishments.  From  an  insignificent  beginning  it  has  pros- 
pered and  is  now  an  assured  succsss.  Its  policing  by  a  member  of  the 
Metropolitan  police  force  is  an  expenditure  in  a  most  laudable  direc- 
tion. St.  Louis  is  making  efforts  in  the  same  direction,  as  appears 
from  the  following  published  abstract: 

In  certain  portions  of  the  city  the  impression  prevails  that  the  school  children 
are  not  afforded  sufficient  room  for  play  at  the  schools  they  attend  daily.  Because 
of  the  inadequate  facilities  provided  for  recreation  in  many  of  the  school  districts 
it  has  been  proposed  that  the  board  of  education  make  some  arrangements  toward 
the  opening  of  public  playgrounds,  where  the  youngsters  may  romp  and  have 
plenty  of  room  to  stretch  themselves. 

Yesterday  afternoon  a  committee  composed  of  the  following  gentlemen  called 
on  Prof.  E.  Louis  Soldan,  superintendent  of  schools,  with  reference  to  the  matter 
of  more  commodious  playgrounds  for  the  pupils:  Judge  T.  F.  W.  Zimmerman 
E.  (t.  Winter,  Ed.  Devoy,  and  C.  J.  Doerr.  The  committee  represented  a  citizens' 
meeting  and  the  St.  Louis  Gymnastic  Society,  and  during  the  course  of  the  inter- 
view it  was  suggested  that  Carr  Park,  between  Wash  and  Carr  streets,  would  be 
a  good  place  for  the  establishment  of  one  of  these  public  playgrounds.  A  general 
plan  for  the  establishment  of  such  grounds  in  various  parts  of  the  city  where  they 
are  most  needed  was  discussed,  and  at  the  termination  of  the  interview.  Superin- 
tendent Soldan  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  suggestions  of  the  committee  would 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  education.  A  proposition  looking  toward 
the  accomplishment  of  that  end  will  be  submitted,  it  is  anticipated,  at  the  next 
meeting. 

THE  MAKKETS. 

The  patronage  and  traffic  in  and  about  the  markets  have  been 
steadily  increasing  foryears,  while  the  facilities  therefor  have  not  been 
extended,  and  it  is  with  some  difficulty  that  the  streets  in  those  vicin- 
ities are  kept  tree  from  congestion  on  busy  days.  Especially  is  this 
trueof  list  reel  south  of  the  (enter  .Market,  where  the  country  traders 
locate  along  the  curb  and  sidewalk  contiguous  to  the  Smithsonian 
Grounds,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  wholesale  dealers  west  of  Ninth 
street.  Police  efforts  have  reduced  the  overcrowding  to  some  extent, 
notably  tby  weeding  out  hucksters  who,  in  the  guise  of  producers,  were 
engaged  in  soiling  vegetables  purchased  after  shipment  here.  The 
time  is  not  far  distant,  however,  when  other  arrangements  will  have 
to  be  made  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing  number  of  farmers 
who  gather  at  this  particular  locality  to  supply  the  table  demands  of 
a  great  city.  Their  teams  take  up  much  space,  a  double-track  street 
railway  is  operated  at  this  point,  and  the  market  butchers  and  green- 
grocery wagons  generally  assemble  there.  While  the  number  of  stand- 
ing teams  and  wagons  may  be  reduced,  sooner  or  later,  when  the  elec- 
tric produce  cars  begin  to  be  utilized  in  bringing  from  the  surrounding 
country  farm  and  garden  products,  stands  should  be  erected,  cover 
constructed,  and  the  situation  rearranged.  This  will  necessitate  leg- 
islation, however,  but  will  make  t  he  great  market  worthy  of  the  National 
Capil  al  in  its  many  det ails.  If  such  were  established,  and  a  free  wagon 
yard  opened  nearby  in  connection  with  it,  much  would  be  added  to 
the  comfort  of  the  market  people  and  patrons,  aud  the  police  require- 
ments be  lessened. 
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(  ART  VENDERS. 

The  fruit  venders  with  their  carls,  who  for  some  years  occupied  the 
sidewalks  near  the  market  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  were  required  to 
move  away  during  the  year  in  obedience  to  your  instructions.  The 
condition  which  long  prevailed  was  unsightly,  gave  unfavorable 
impression  to  strangers,  and  brought  about  an  unjust  competition  with 
the  dealers  located  in  the  market  adjoining. 

STREET  MUSIC. 

The  hand-organ  grinder  and  street  piano  players  were  reduced  in 
number  during  the  year,  and  where  permits  were  issued  the  appli- 
cants were  required  to  avoid  districts  in  which  business  men  or  others 
had  made  complaint.  While  opinions  differ  as  to  the.  proprietvof 
allowing  such  privileges,  the  District  should  derive  a  revenue  t  here- 
from by  requiring  license  to  be  procured  at  the  rate  of  $25  ;l  year  in 
lieu  of  such  permits. 

WATER  WASTE. 

There  are  periods  when  citizens  in  one  section  of  the  District  expe- 
rience a  water  shortage,  winch  is  in  a  measure  attributed  to  its  indis- 
criminate use  in  other  localities  where  there  is  a  higher  pressure. 
The  police  experience  nodifficulty  in  enforcing  a  compliance  with  the 
regulation  which  provides  the  hours  when  it  may  be  used  tbroufrh 
street  washers  within  theold  corporation  limits,  prosecutions  holding 
good  against  the  violators:  and  while  residents  without  such  Limits 
in  the  outlying  sections  are  held  to  be  exempt  from  the  law,  in  most 
instances  when  solicited  to  confine  themselves  to  its  use  to  the  city 
hours  there  is  a  ready  compliance.  There  are,  however,  many  per- 
sons who  avail  themselves  of  the  immunity  t  hey  enjoy  and  who  indulge 
in  the  free  and  unlimited  useof  outdoor  spigots  without  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  others.  This  condition  can  only  be  remedied  through  leg- 
islation, which  is  recommended. 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 


While  the  District  enjoys  an  improved  sanitarv  system,  which  is 
yearly  being  advanced,  and  winch  is  the  result  of  judicious  laws  and 
regulations,  it  should  be  remembered  that  individual  cleanliness 
secures  the  highest  results  in  the  health  conditions.    Those  interested

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PRIVATE  DETECT  1 V  ES. 

There  is  no  question  but  thai  it  would  be  wise  if  legislation  were 
enacted  restricting  the  practice  in  this  jurisdiction  of  persons  engaged 
in  private  detective  pursuits.  Anyone  may  undertake  such  work 
without  having  a  license  fee  to  payor  his  character  inquired  into. 
No  one  but  the  patron  who  lias  had  experience  with  this  class  of 
practitioners  appreciates  the  misery  and  extortion  which  sometimes 
follow  the  employment  of  irresponsible  persons  who  advertise  them- 
selves as  "detectives."  They  are  specially  soughl  after  by  those  in 
matrimonial  distress,  and  not  infrequently  remuneration  is  received 
from  both  parties  interested,  false  information  furnished,  and  respect- 
able character  and  calling  damaged.  The  law  should  be  such  as  to 
require  that  any  one  engaged  in  such  business  shall  have  authority 
to  do  so,  and  be  responsible  in  bond  1<>  the  District  of  Columbia  for  a 
proper  report  and  conclusion  of  their  transactions.  In  addition  to 
the  foregoing  requirement  it  should  be  incumbent  upon  them  to  pay 
an  annual  license. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  police  are  charged  with  the  enforcement,  among  other  regula- 
tions, of  those  relating  to  street-railway  lines,  and  while  there  lias 
been  a  general  avoidance  of  accidents  at  intersecting  roads,  due  to 
the  presence  and  vigilance  of  the  special  street-railway  policemen, 
there  have  been  serious  accidents  at  points  along  the  lines,  in  many 
instances  attributable  to  the  excessive  speed  indulged  in  by  motor- 
men  in  order  to  attain  the  work  required  by  the  company  schedules. 

The  inexcusable  speed  indulged  in  at  times  not  only  caused  acci- 
dents, but  disturbed  the  resl  and  comfort  of  residents* living  on  the 
street  over  which  the  roads  are  operated,  and  make  motormen  so 
inclined  "kingsof  the  road"  over  everybody  and  everything  in  the 
way  of  pedestrians  or  vehicles.  Where  arrests  are  made  the  employees 
invariably  receive  the  minimum  imposition  of  line  for  the  reason  thai 
they  had  to  pay  it.  Were  the  law  such  as  to  make  the  corporations  pay 
for  the  violations,  when  committed  in  obedience  to  schedule  require- 
ments, there  would  be  fewer  cases  to  annoy  the  management  of  the 
•  roads,  the  public,  and  the  police. 


THE  MORGUE. 

Attached  to  the  sixth  police  precinct  is  the  District  morgue,  where 
unknown  bodies  are  received  and  where  autopsies  are  conducted  when 
necessary.  There  are  t  imes  when  decomposed  bodies  must  be  handled 
and  the  stench  arising-  therefrom  often  becomes  so  intolerable  as  to 
render  the  occupancy  of  the  station  house  almost  out  of  the  question. 
Not  only  are  members  of  the  force  compelled  to  vacate  their  quarters, 
but  residents  in  the  vicinity  justly  complain.  Il  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  health  and  good  judgment  were  a  new  modern  morgue 
erected  m  some  locality  better  suited  for  the  purpose 


INAUGURATION. 

thSe^JlarCVheif  Wil1  b(>  a  Evidential  inauguration,  and  in  order 
of  o  n1  oftitV111  ThVmiy  be  maintained,  and  the  lives  and  property 
of  oui  citizens  and  visitors  protected,  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $5,000 
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should  be  secured,  so  much  of  the  same  as  may  be  necessary  to  be 
expended  under  1  lie  direction  of  the  Commissioners.  It  has  been  usual 
for  Congress  to  make  such  provision,  which  will  enable  the  depart- 
ment to  afford  that  security  and  good  order  which  has  characterized 
similar  ceremonies  in  the  past. 

LININGS  AND  FIXTURES. 

The  purchasing,  indiscriminately,  of  bath-tub  linings,  lead  pipes, 
and  fixtures  stolen  from  vacant  houses  prompts  the  renewal  of  the 
recommendation  that  licensed  plumbers  should  be  the  only  parties 
permitted  to  acquire  such  property.  This  would  tend  to  remove  the 
market  for  such  material,  and  a  proper  record  and  knowledge  of  sellers 
would  be  had.  This  character  of  thieving  is  carried  on  to  consider- 
able extent  and  is  quite  costly  to  those  who  suffer  the  loss. 

PUBLIC  VEHICLES. 

Wholesome  and  effective  efforts  have  been  made  to  properly  regu- 
late the  conduct  of  persons  driving  public  vehicles,  with  a  view  to 
improving  the  service,  bring  about  system  and  order  and  relegating 
dilapidated  and  insanitary  conveyances,  and  a  reference  to  the  report 
of  the  officer  detailed  to  give  these  matters  special  attention  is  at  once 
interesting. 

There  were  2of.i  cases  tried  for  violation  of  the  regulations;  11»  vehicles 
were  condemned,  and  minor  repairs  were  ordered  in  eighty-eight 
instances.  It  is  suggested  that  the  regulations  relating  to  numbers  on 
lamps  be  amended  so  as  to  make  their  size  and  character  subject  to 
regulation  by  the  hack  inspector,  which  should  be  favorably  considered. 

The  requirement  that  folders  embodying  rates  should  be  carried  is 
an  effective  one,  and  the  innovation  made  by  the  police  department 
that  said  folders  be  numbered  to  correspond  to  the  vehicle's  number, 
has  proved  of  great  value  to  the  authorities  in  locating  violators  of 
the  regulations  who  would  otherwise  not  have  been  discovered.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  regulations  be  so  amended  as  to  make 
such  numbering  of  folders  compulsory  on  the  part  of  drivers. 

The  success  of  motor  vehicles  and  electric  cars  has  largely  detracted 
from  the  patronage  of  public  vehicles,  the  patronage  coming  mostly 
from  persons  who  would  be  willing  to  pay  an  advance  rate  over  the 
present  charges.  Your  superintendent  made  favorable  recommenda- 
tion on  this  subject  some  time  ago,  and  it  would  be  but  just  to  those 
who  are  expected  to  conform  to  close  regulations,  and  whose  incomes 
have  much  depreciated,  to  be  allowed  the  small  advance  contained  in 
the  reference  heretofore  made  to  the  Commissioners. 

All  horseless  vehicles  used  by  the  public  should  be  required  to  pay 
license  and  conform  to  the  regulations  relating  to  such,  and  conduct- 
ors be  compelled  to  procure  a  certificate  of  ability  to  manipulate  their 
machines.  The  regulations  should  also  provide  against  the  leaving 
of  motor  carriages  unattended  when  a  stop  is  made,  and  interference 
therewith  by  any  other  than  authorized  persons  be  declared  an 
offense. 

All  drivers  should  be  required  to  be  registered  and  licensed  and 
the  department  should  be  empowered  to  condemn  horses  and  harness 
when  found  unfitted  for  use. 


■ 
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TENTED  SHOWS. 

The  circus  and  kindred  entertainments,  when  located  on  open  space 
within  the  city,  require  the  attention  of  a  large  force  of  police  which 
could  be  reduced,  no  doubt,  if  such  exhibitions  were  located  in  less 
densely  populated  and  more  open  territory.  Residents  living  con- 
tiguous to  show  grounds  must  encounter  all  the  disagreeable  features 
attached  thereto,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  department  the  time  is  at 
hand  when  this  class  of  entertainment  should  be  located  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  city,  or  within  gardens  or  halls,  as  is  the  requisite  in 
other  cities. 

NEW  PRECINCT  BOUNDARIES. 

The  establishing  of  a  tenth  police  precinct  has  been  under  consid- 
eration, so  far  as  the  boundaries  are  concerned,  and  the  following 
changes  are  respectfully  suggested  to  be  established  so  soon  as  the 
new  tenth  station  is  completed: 

Second  precinct. — All  that  territory  included  within  the  following 
boundaries:  Beginning  at  the  middle  of  K  street  north  and  First  street 
east;  thence  along  the  middle  of  First  streel  to  the  middle  of  Florida 
avenue  east  ;  thence  northwest  along  the  middle  of  Florida  avenue  to 
the  middle  of  Q  street  north;  thence  west  along  the  middle  of  (,)  street 
to  the  middle  of  Fifteenth  street  west;  thence  south  along  the  middle 
of  Fifteenth  streel  to  the  middle  of  K  streel  north;  thence  east  along 
the  middle  of  K  street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Eighth  precinct — All  that  territory  included  within  the  following 
boundaries:  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Hock  Creek,  Q  street, 
and  Florida  avenue  north;  thence  along  the  middle  of  Q  street  in  an 
easterly  direction  to  the  middle  of  Florida  avenue;  thence  along  the 
middle  of  Florida  avenue  to  the  middle  of  Brentwood  road;  thence 
along  the  middle  of  Brentwood  road  in  a  Dortherly  direction  to  the 
middle  of  T  street  east;  thence  along  the  middle  of  T  street  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  the  middle  of  First  streel  east ;  thence  north 
along  the  middle  of  First  street  east  to  College  street;  thence  west 
along  the  middle  of  College  street  to  Seventh  streel  to  Grant  ave- 
nue; thence  along  the  middle  of  Grant  avenue  in  a  westerly  direction 
to  Florida  avenue;  thence  along  the  middle  of  Florida  avenue  in  a 
southwesterly  direction  to  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Q  street  to  the 
point  of  beginning.

NONSUPPORT  BY  HUSBANDS  AND  FATHERS. 

There  arc  no  laws  in  the  District  requiring  neglectful  husbands 
and  fathers  to  support  and  maintain  dependent  wives  and  children. 
The  department  is  made  cognizant  of  many  lamentable  cases  of  this 
character,  and  is  thoroughly  convinced  that  where  able  and  com- 
petent such  men  should  be  required  to  render  that  support  which  is 
necessary,  under  pain  of  severe  penalty.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  OFFICER. 

Department  of  Metropolitan  Police, 

Sanitary  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C,  July  1,  1900. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report  of 
the  work  of  the  sanitary  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900.  By  a 
comparison  of  the  data  of  the  subjoined  tables  a  marked  increase  in  the  work  of 
this  office  will  be  seen.  Indeed,  the  statistics  show  a  larger  amount  of  work 
during  the  year  just  closed  than  in  any  like  period  of  the  history  of  this  office. 
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TRANSPORTATION. 


This  part  of  the  work  assigned  to  the  sanitary  office  constitutes  no  inconsiderable 
portion  of  its  operations,  and  it  is  evident  from  the  number  of  applicants  and  the 
inconsistent  reasonings  that  the  primary  object  of  this  fund  is  not  understood.  It 
should  be  known  that  the  appropriation  for  transportation  is  intended  alone  for 
the  worthy  and  destitute  who  are  "  liable  to  become  a  charge  upon  the  District  of 
Columbia.*"  This  part  of  the  work  consumes  more  time  and  requires  more 
thorough  investigation  than  any  of  the  other  work  of  the  office,  calling,  as  it  does, 
for  an  expenditure  of  public  funds. 

During  the  year  just  closed  transportation  was  furnished  to  913  persons,  at  an 
expenditure  of  $1,972.10.  as  against  899  persons,  at  a  cost  of  $1,797.97  for  last  year, 
showing  an  increase  of  14  persons  and  $174.13.  In  additi  >n  to  this  there  was  one 
dangerous  or  insane  person  returned  under  police  escort  to  her  home,  at  an 
expenditure  of  $11.30.  making  a  total  expenditure  for  transportation  of  $1,983.40. 

The  number  thus  benefited  includes  85  ex-soldiers  and  sailors  who  visited  the 
national  capital  in  the  interest  of  their  claims  for  pensions,  showing  an  increase 
of  25  of  this  class  over  the  preceding  year,  which.  I  think,  can  be  readily 
accounted  for  on  account  of  the  late  war  with  Spain. 

The  crank  is  seldom  absent  from  our  midst.  At  least  one  everv  month  of  these 
individuals,  with  large  imaginations  of  grievous  wrongs,  makes  his  presence 
known.  Ten  persons  of  this  character  have  been  provided  for  and  sent  to  their 
homes  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  2  over  the  year  1899. 

The  number  who  came  here  seeking  private  work  and  obtained  transportation 
to  return  to  their  homes  or  to  continue  on  their  journey  thereto  is  255,  showing 
an  increase  of  47  over  the  preceding  year.  Two  hundred  and  four  of  these  being 
in  need  of  food,  were  furnished  with  meals. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  oyster  dredgers,  as  only  28  who 
had  suffered  abuses  and  ill  treatment  on  the  oyster  boats  of  the  Lower  Potomac 
and  Chesapeake  Bay  appealed  for  aid.  showing  a  decrease  of  26  over  the  year  1H99 
Twenty-eight  unfortunate  females  were  left  here  penniless  bv  their  worthless 
husbands  in  1899,  while  for  the  year  just  closed  the  number  was  24.  thus  showing 
a  decrease  or  4. 

Of  the  913  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of  this  fund  during  the  year  075 
were  males  and  238  females,  771  white  and  142  colored;  74s  born  in  the  United 
btates  and  16.)  foreign  born. 

Considering  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  worthy  applicants  and  the  nat- 
ural povvthm  our  population,  I  feel  justified  in  asking  for  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  !>>00,  thus  making  the  appropriation  for  transportation  of  paupers  $2,500. 

HOSPITALS. 

During  the  year  just  closed  the  number  of  persons  sent  to  the  various  hospitals 
was  £391  an  increase  of  35 1  over  last  year.  This  is  without  questioS  theSS 
number  of  sick  and  indigent  persons  provided  for  during  any  S  ywS 
history  ot  the  department.  Our  hospitals  have  on  many  occasions  during  this

may  be  mentioned  the  regulation  requiring  the  number  of  the  license  to  be  plainly 
intiicateii  on  the  glass  of  the  lamps,  thereby  rendering  identification  easy  by  day 
or  rn  mgnt  affording  protection  to  strangers,  and  aiding  the  officers  in  appre- 
tn.ro 1  ,!.^1V!0'ators  of  the  law.  Some  of  the  hackmen  have^  however,  taken  advan- 
S;o,  ™e  ^oad  wording  of  this  regulation,  and  have  used  very  small  figures  and 
piaceti  them  in  such  a  position  on  the  glass  of  the  lamps  that  they  can  not  readily 
mJu It  wonld  have  been  much  more  effective,  therefore,  if  the  regulation  had 
maae  these  numbers  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  inspector  of  hacks. 

ine  regulation  changing  the  form  of  the  schedule  of  rates  from  the  large  card 
lu  tne  small  folders,  and  requiring  them  to  be  carried  in  a  receptacle  in  the  inte- 
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rior  of  the  hack  in  a  place  readily  to  be  seen  by  the  passenger  has  also  been  of  great 
value  in  preventing  imposition  upon  the  public  by  means  of  overcharging. 

When  these  folders  were  issued  to  thehackmen  each  was  stamped  with  the  num- 
ber of  the  license  of  the  vehicle  in  which  it  was  to  be  earned.  This  has  many 
times  led  to  the  identification  of  violators  of  the  law  who  could  not  otherwise 
have  been  apprehended,  and  I  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  amending  the  reg- 
ulation in  such  a  manner  as  to  prohibit  hackmen  from  carrying  schedules  of  rates 
bearing  any  other  number  than  that  of  the  license  of  his  vehicle. 

There  is  a  widespread  feeling  among  hackmen  and  others  that  since  the  advent 
of  our  elaborate  system  of  electric  street  railways,  which  have  undoubtedly  injured 
their  business,  the  rates  in  certain  particulars  are  not  high  enough  to  afford  them 
just  compensation  for  their  services.  Considering  all  existing  conditions,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  a  higher  rate  should  be  granted  them  and  that  the  rates  should 
then  be  simplified  bv  abolishing  the  distinction  between  day  and  night  rates,  to 
the  end  that  thev  may  be  more  readily  understood  and  disputes  prevented. 

An  innovation  in  the  form  of  horseless  vehicles  has  appeared  in  our  city  during 
the  year,  and  some  of  them  are  engaging  in  the  business  of  public  vehicles,  coming 
into  direct  competition  with  licensed  vehicles.  In  order  to  determine  whether 
they  were  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  license  law  of  August  2:1,  1871  (Abert, 
sec.  41.  p.  346)',  I  instituted  proceedings  in  the  police  court  against  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  company  operating  them,  but  the  case  has  not  been  tried.  If  it 
should  be  decided  that  they  are  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  law,  I  would 
suggest  the  propriety  of  amending  it  with  that  object  in  view. 

1  "desire  to"  call  attention  to  some  suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  the  hack 
service  which  I  have  offered  during  the  year  and  which,  in  my  judgment,  merit 
favorable  action. 

The  inspector  of  hacks  should  be  authorized  to  condemn  harness  and  horses 
when  the  same  are  unfit  for  service  by  the  same  method  as  that  now  employed  in 
the  condemnation  of  hacks. 

The  drivers  of  public  vehicles  should  be  required  to  obtain  a  license  or  permit, 
in  addition  to  the  license  now  issued  to  owners,  before  engaging  in  the  business, 
said  license  or  permit  to  be  subject  to  suspension  or  revocation  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Commissi  oners. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  hack  stands  are  scattered  over  the  District,  from  the 
Bladensbnrg  road  to  (Teor^etown  and  from  the  steamboat  wharves  to  the  Colum- 
bia road,  and  that  the  operations  of  hackmen  throughout  the  city  and  the  large 
parks  require  constant  attention  by  day  and  night  to  prevent  violations  of  the 
law.  I  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  providing  the  officer  detailed  as  inspector 
of  hacks  with  mounted  pay  to  enable  him  to  procure  and  maintain  a  horse  and 
buggy  for  use  in  the  service. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  rendered  me 
by  the  officers  of  the  various  precincts  and  to  thank  you  for  guidance  and  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  OFFICER  DETAILED  TO  ENFORCE  THE  DRUG  LAW. 

Headquarters  Metropolitan  Police, 

WashiiKjton,  D.  C,  July  J,  1000. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  for  your  information  the  follow- 
ing report  of  work  performed  in  connection  with  my  detail  to  enforce  the  laws 
relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  the  date  of 
my  assignment,  November  1,  1899,  to  June  30,  1900: 

From  statistics  obtained  in  the  health  office,  the  secretaries  of  the  boards  of 
pharmacy  and  dental  commissioners,  and  by  a  methodical  visitation,  in  person,  of 
all  the  drug  stores  and  dental  offices,  I  secured  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
licensed  physicians  and  midwives.  together  with  the  proprietors  and  employees  in 
pharmacies  and  dental  offices,  and  have  arranged  them  in  order  in  an  office  regis- 
ter provided  for  that  purpose. 

As  near  as  can  be  approximated  there  are  now  in  the  District  800  licensed  prac- 
ticing physicians.  40  of  whom  became  licensed  during  the  time  covered  by  this 
report:  also  1 00  licensed  midwives.  4  of  whom  were  licensed  during  the  same  period. 

I  investigated  some  ^0  cases  where  it  was  alleged  that  unlicensed  persons  were 
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practicing  medicine.  8  of  whom  I  took  into  court.    Three  were  convicted  and 
fined,  1  was  acquitted.  3  are  awaiting  trial  by  jury,  while  1  suddenly  left  the  city 
before  the  warrant  could  be  served.    Evidence  could  not  be  secured  on  which  to 
base  a  prosecution  in  G  cases,  but  all  were  required  to  take  in  their  "  M.  D."  signs 
while  still  others  were  warned  against  violating  the  law. 

All  medical  specialists  were  visited  who  advertise  in  the  daily  papers,  and  it 
was  found  that  they  and  their  assistants  were  graduates  of  college  and  regularly 
licensed  physicians.  Two  licensed  specialists  were  required  to  change  the  word- 
ing of  misleading  advertisements. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  77  persons  were  obtained,  of  whom  I  had  no 
record,  who  were  classed  as  "physicians."'  Upon  investigation  I  learned  that 
5  of  them  were  licensed  and  that  the  others  were  army  and  navy  surgeons,  Pen- 
sion Office  examiners,  veterinary  surgeons,  doctors  of  manicure,  osteopathy,'  mas- 
sage and  Swedish  movement,  dentists,  etc. 

Scores  of  firms  and  individuals  were  visited  who  are  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture, sale,  and  shipment  of  patent,  proprietary  medicines,  some  of  whom  have  a 
regularly  licensed  physician  in  attendance  to  prescribe  for  their  local  patrons.  In 
this  way  many  persons  are  employed,  one  firm  having  about  40. 

We  have  in  the  city  3  offices  where  osteopathy  is  practiced  extensively,  G  doctors 
of  that  school  being  employed:  we  also  have  3  offices  where  the  Swedish  move- 
ment cure  is  practiced,  while  there  are  many,  of  more  or  less  repute,  who  prac- 
tice the  massage  treatment:  and  those  known  as  the  " National  Circle  of  Divine 
Ministry."  the  "  Christian  Scientist."  the  "  Faith  Healer,"  and  the  "  Electrician" 
are  in  evidence,  though  none  of  the  latter  use  either  medicine  or  scalpel. 

Three  cases  where  it  was  alleged  that  abortions  might  have  been  performed  were 
investigated,  but  it  was  found  that  with  reference  to  two  of  the  persons  such  was 
not  the  case,  while  in  the  other  the  physician  was  held  in  $15,000  bond  for  man- 
slaughter, but  he  died  before  his  case  came  to  trial. 

There  are  in  the  District  195  drug  stores,  1?  of  which  are  in  the  county.  Of  the 
200  proprietors  31  are  not  registered  pharmacists.  Thev  have  employed  lay  regu- 
lar clerks,  -JO  of  whom  are  not  registered.  Also  employed  at  times  57  relief  clerks, 
and  permanently  employed  107  apprentices,  who  are  learning  the  business. 

Fifteen  of  the  stores  have  unregistered  proprietors,  but  have  registered  clerks 
employed  to  compound  and  dispense  physicians'  prescriptions  and  to  sell  poisons, 
leaving  stores  without  any  registered  person  in  charge.  One  of  the  latter  is 
before  the  court  charged  with  violating  the  drug  law.  The  other  2  are  homeo- 
pathic stores.  Owing  to  a  defective  law.  they  could  not  be  examined  for  registra- 
tion, but  certain  amendments  have  been  made  and  steps  will  be  taken  to  have 
them  qualify.  I  notified  the  unregistered  proprietors  of  G  other  stores  where  no 
registered  help  was  employed  that  they  must  cease  to  violate  the  law.  Three  of 
them  sold  out  and  closed  up,  2  were  sold  to  registered  pharmacists,  and  I  having 
declined  to  comply  with  the  law  now  has  his  case  before  the  court  for  settlement. 

Thirty-nine  persons  became  registered  as  pharmacists  on  their  college  diplomas 
or  by  examination  before  the  pharmacy  commissioners. 

Two  persons,  unregistered,  were  discovered  acting  as  relief  clerks.  They  were 
stopped  and  their  employers  informed  that  it  was  unlawful  to  engage  them. 

It  was  ascertained  that  185  druggists  kept  the  required  register  of  the  sale  of 
poisons,  while  10  did  not,  8  of  the  latter  claiming  they  did  not  sell  poisons,  while 
the  other  2  stated  that  a  proper  record  would  be  kept  in  future. 

About  one-third  kept  the  transactions  in  detail,  the  others  omitting  in  one  or 
two  particulars  to  make  the  proper  entries,  though  all  promised  to  do  so  in 
luture. 

I  investigated  the  sale  by  druggists  of  poisons  with  which  6  persons  suicided, 
and  with  which  12  others  attempted  suicide;  also  2  cases  where  poisons  were 
taken  by  mistake.  It  was  found  that  in  12  instances  the  law  had  been  complied 
with,  that :{ times  it  could  not  be  learned  from  whom  it  was  bought,  while  the 
remaining  ;*  failed  to  obey  the  law.  Two  were  taken  to  court,  where  they  were 
found  guilty  and  fined,  while  the  other  case  is  still  pending. 

Complaint  having  been  made  that  the  large  department  and  grocery  stores  were 
selling  medicines.  I  investigated  13  of  the  former  and  18  of  the  latter,  and  aside 
from  7  patented  medicines  nothing  in  the  form  of  drugs  could  be  found  in  any  of 
them,  excepting  1  grocery  store.  The  proprietor  was  notified  that  he  must  cease 
its  sale. 

Section  11  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  in  the  District  of  Columbia,"  approved  June  15,  1878,  requiring  "  any 
itinerant  vender  of  any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment,  or  appliance  of  any  kind  intended 
for  the  treatment  of  diseases  or  injury,"  etc.,  and  requiring  a  license  fee  of  $200 
per  annum,  is  defective,  and  hence  inoperative,  inasmuch  as  it  does  not  provide 
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for  any  fine  or  imprisonment  in  default  of  the  payment  of  the  license  fee.  It 
should  be  so  amended  as  to  make  it  effective. 

During  my  investigations  I  have  found  that  the  practice  of  medicine  by  unscru- 
pulous and 'unlicensed  persons  is  often  engaged  in  under  the  guise  of  practicing 
phrenol  igv,  psychology,  and  palmistry,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  bill  prohibit- 
ing such  practices  in  this  District  that  is  now  before  Congress  may  be  pushed  to 
a  successful  passage. 

There  are  in  this  District  226  registered  practicing  dentists.  20  of  whom  are  also 
in  Government  employ;  also  5  practicing  that  are  not  registered,  1  of  whom  I 
prosecuted  in  court.  He  was  fined  $75,  which  was  paid.  The  other  4  are  bona 
fide  pupils  in  college,  working  with  a  registered  dentist. 

During  the  period  covered"  by  this  report  4;  persons  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  registered  on  their  college  diplomas  or  on  passing  the  required  exam- 
ination.

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INCREASE  IN  COMPENSATION. 

The  importance  of  this  subject  has  been  clearly  explained  in  previ- 
ous reports,  and  it  has  been  repeatedly  recommended  to  the  Hoard  of 
Commissioners,  and  approved  by  them,  but  without  success.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  services  rendered  by  the  members  ot  this 
department  will  be  appreciated  by  an  advance  m  pay.  .... 

The  salary  of  the  highest  paid  member  ot  a  company  is  hut  $1,00U 
per  annum;  which  averages  m  per  month,  and  a  conservative  esti- 
mate of  his  living  expenses,  such  as  house  rent,  food,  clothing  tor  him- 
self and  family,  and  miscellaneous  items,  should  alone  be  sufficient  to 
encourage  the  increase  that  has  been  recommended.  It  can  be  readily 
seen  that  in  order  to  live  within  his  means  a  member  of  this  depart- 
ment has  to  partake  of  the  very  plainest  necessities  of  life. 

Members  are  always  using  every  possible  means  of  obtaining  posi- 
tions in  other  branches  of  the  District  government,  where  the  com- 
pensation is  greater  and  the  hours  of  confinement  much  less  than  in 
this  department,  and  many  of  our  very  best  men  who  have  resigned 
would  have  remained  had  the  rate  of  pay  been  sufficient  to  attract 

This  is  the  poorest  paid  department  under  the  District  government, 
and  I  can  not  conceive  why  such  should  he  the  case.  The  salary  does 
not  compensate  a  man  for' the  great  risk  of  life  and  limb  while  going 
to  or  performing  service  at  a  tire. 

Should  the  demands  for  this  increase  be  ignored,  it  will  be  only  a 
question  of  time  when  it  will  be  a  matter  of  serious  thought  how  to 
obtain  and  retain  good,  reliable,  able-bodied  men.  The  increase 
amounts  to  only  $31,858,  and  it  is  my  earnest  plea  that  every  endeavor 
will  be  used  to  obtain  same. 

INCREASE  IN  FORCE. 

An  increase  is  recommended  in  the  number  of  assistant  chief  engi- 
neers, and  I  certainly  hope  the  necessity  of  the  same  will  be  seen,  and 
that  they  will  be  allowed.  When  this  department  was  composed  of 
only  nine  companies  it  was  then  necessary  to  have  two  assistants,  and 
now  that  it  has  increased  to  twenty-four,  or  nearly  three  times  as 
many,  it  is  no  more  than  just  that  the  number  of  assistant  chief  engi- 
neers should  be  proportionately  increased.  There  is  entirely  too 
much  work  and  responsibility  resting  upon  the  two  assistants,  when 
the  duties  they  have  to  oerform  are  taken  into  consideration. 

They  come  in  contact  with  all  the  members  of  t  he  department  daily, 
receive  the  reports  for  the  previous  day,  and  transact  all  business  that 
does  not  require  the  direct  attention  of  the  chief  engineer.  One  assist- 
ant chief  should  only  have  charge  of  six  companies,  as  has  been  dem- 
onstrated on  numerous  occasions  at  large  tires,  when  foremen  have 
been  detailed  to  assist  them.  The  services  these  officers  render  are 
valuable,  and  the  increase  asked  for  should  be  allowed. 

The  one  foreman,  one  hostler,  and  six  privates  asked  for  are  to  man 
the  combination  chemical  and  hose  company  allowed  by  last  Congress. 
I  have  also  recommended  a  further  increase  of  forty-eight  privates,  in 
order  that  the  department  may  have  sufficient  force  to  enable  it  to 
deal  with  large  conflagrations  with  greater  dispatch  than  heretofore, 
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and  since  the  introduction  of  the  new  fire-alarm  system  a  constant 
watch  has  to  be  kept  at  the  instrument,  and  each  man  in  the  house 
with  the  exception  of  the  hostler  and  the  assistant  hostler,  is  required 
to  take  his  turn  at  the  instrument,  and  together  with  the  other  duties 
he  has  to  perform  it  can  be  readily  seen  the  hardship  they  undergo 
Should  this  increase  be  allowed,  two  men  could  be  assigned  to  each 
company,  thereby  greatly  relieving  the  men  at  the  instrument. 

Twenty-four  watchmen  are  recommended.  At  the  present  time  the 
department  employs  only  eight,  and  when  the  new  house  allowed  by 
last  Congress  is  erected  there  will  be  twenty-four  companies,  sixteen 
of  which  will  be  without  watchmen,  and  when  an  alarm  of  fire  is 
sounded  and  the  company  that  responds  has  no  watchman  the  house 
is  left  wide  open  without  any  protection  to  the  valuable  property 
within.  The  instruments  for  receiving  alarms  that  are  placed  in  these 
houses  are  alone  very  expensive  and  delicate  pieces  of  mechanism 
and  should  they  be  tampered  with  serious  results  would  follow. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  an  appropriation  of  $480  per  annum  will  be 
allowed  for  a  Laborer  to  take  care  of  the  stable  asked  for  in  another 
portion  these  estimates. 

REPAIRS  TO  ENGINE  HOUSES. 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000  is  asked  for  repairs  to  the  various  engine 
and  truck  houses  of  the  department.  There  is  a  great  amount  of  wear 
and  tear  on  the  same,  and  in  previous  years  it  has  been  utterly  impos- 
sible to  keep  them  in  proper  condition' with  the  small  amount  allowed. 
Nothing  but  the  strictest  economy  is  practiced  in  the  handling  of  this 
appropriation,  and  nothing  but  what  is  absolutely  necessary  is  done 
in  the  way  of  repairing.  There  are  now  twenty  houses  to  be  kept  in 
repair,  and  the  small  increase  should  be  allowed. 

I  must  again  urge  the  necessity  of  an  appropriation  of  $30,000, 
asked  for  in  another  portion  of  these  estimates,  for  the  purchase  of 
a  house,  lot,  and  furniture  to  be  located  in  the  section  bounded  by 
Fourth,  Seventh, -H,  and  K  streets  NW.,  to  accommodate  engine  com- 
pany No.  (>,  now  located  on  Massachusetts  avenue  between  Fourth 
and  Fifth  streets  NW.  The  house  now  occupied  by  this  company  is 
one  of  the  oldest  in  the  department  and  is  very  near  beyond  repair/  It 
is  also  entirely  too  small  for  modern  fire  apparatus  and  its  equipment. 

REPAIRS  TO  APPARATUS  AND  NEW  APPLIANCES. 

There  have  been  no  new  pieces  of  apparatus  added  to  the  department 
(luring  the  past  year.  The  apparatus  in  use  at  the  present  time  is  as 
follows:  1()  engines,  14  in  service,  2  in  reserve;  17  hose  carriages,  15 
in  service,  2  in  reserve;  5  trucks,  •!  in  service,  1  in  reserve;  1  chemical 
engine,  capacity  170  gallons;  1  chemical  engine,  capacity  160  gallons; 
1  two-wheel  reel,  loaned  to  Mr.  Perry  Carson  for  service  at  Ivy  City; 
1  hose  reel  and  appliances,  loaned  to  the  residents  of  Tennallvtown;  1 
buggy,  for  the  use  of  the  chief  engineer;  1  buggy  each  for  the  use  of 
the  two  assistant  chief  engineers;  1  buggy  for  the  use  of  the  fire  mar- 
shal; 1  extra  buggy;  and  1  wagon  for  the  use  of  the  machinist  in 
charge  of  repairs. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  following  pieces  of  appara- 
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tus:  Chemical  engine  No.  1,  engine  No.  1,  hose  carriage  No.  5,  fuel 
wagon  No.  4,  chief  engineer's  buggy,  fire  marshal's  buggy,  and  extra 
bulgy.  Within  the  next  year  there  will  be  several  new  pieces  of 
apparatus  added  to  the  department,  and  the  increase  in  apparatus 
should  bring  with  it  an  increase  in  the  appropriation  lor  repairs  to 


same. 

HOSE. 


There  is  now  11,450  feet  of  fair  and  4.250  of  bad  or  unserviceable 
hose  in  the  department.  The  department  is  constantly  in  need  of  good 
hose,  and  1  hope  the  increase  of  $2,000  will  be  allowed. 


FUEL,  HORSES,  AND  FORAGE. 


As  the  department  increases,  it  is  essential  that  the  estimates  tor 
these  items  should  be  proportionately  increased. 


CONTINGENT  EXPENSES. 


With  an  increase  of  $3,000  in  this  appropriation  the  department 
wTould  be  enabled  to  purchase  ample  supplies  lor  its  proper  conduct. 
It  would  also  obviate  the  necessity  of  submitting  supplementary  esti- 
mates, which  has  always  been  the  case  heretofore.  This  increase  is 
just  what  is  needed  to  keep  the  department  up  to  its  proper  standard, 
and  should  be  allowed. 


NEW  COMPANIES. 


There  should  certainly  be  better  protection  given  property  in  south- 
west Washington.  In  this  section  are  located  storehouses,  shops  of 
all  kinds,  schoolhouses,  railroad  and  freight  houses,  warehouses,  and 
steamboat  wharves.  The  nearest  engine  company  in  this  section  of 
the  city  is  located  on  Virginia  avenue,  between  Four-and-a-half  and 
Sixth  streets  SW.  In  case4  of  a  large  tire  on  the  river  front,  or  in  the 
extreme  southwest  portion  of  the  city,  it  can  be  seen  what  a  great 
amount  of  time  is  lost  before  the  nearest  engine  company  arrives.  An 
engine  and  a  truck  company  both  should  be  located  in  this  part  of  the 
city. 

An  engine  company  should  also  be  established  in  the  northern  part 
of  west  Washington.  This  company  should  be  located  near  Thirty- 
fourth  and  Q  streets,  which  would  afford  better  protection  to  George- 
town College,  Georgetown  Convent,  and  that  entire  section  of  the 
city.  Engine  company  No.  5.  located  on  M,  near  Thirty-second  street 
NW.,  performs  all  local  service  for  this  section  of  tin4  city,  and  on 
regular  alarms  for  lire  it  is  assisted  by  engine  companies  Nos.  9  and  1. 
The  former  located  on  U,  near  Seventeenth  street  NW..  and  the  latter 
on  K,  near  Seventeenth  street  NW..  and  in  event  of  a  large  conflagra- 
tion in  the  extreme  northern  part  of  Georgetown  it  can  be  seen  what 
a  vast  amount  of  territory  is  covered  before  a  second  company  arrives 
on  the  tire  ground.  Should  this  new  company  be  allowed,  long  runs 
in  this  section  would  be  dispensed  with  and  there  would  be  a  great 
saving  to  horses  and  apparatus. 

An  engine  company  should  be  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Twentieth 
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and  F  streets  NW.    This  would  give  better  protection  to  public  and 
private  property  in  this  section,  and  also  relieve  the  department  of 
long  runs.    Another  section  of  the  city  which  is  greatly  in  need  of  an 
engine  company  is  that  portion  bounded  by  Thirteenth,  Fifteenth  N 
and  P  streets  NW. 

The  rapid  growth  of  southeast  Washington  demands  a  truck  com- 
pany to  be  conveniently  located  there.  This  section  is  well  supplied 
with  engine  companies,  and  now  a  truck  company  is  greatly  needed. 
Truck  A,  located  on  North  Capitol  street,  between*Band  C,  covers  the 
entire  southeast  and  northeast  sections  of  the  city,  the  country  adjacent, 
and  a  portion  of  the  business  section  of  the  northwest.  This  is  entirely 
too  much  territory  for  one  truck  company  to  traverse,  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  an  additional  company  to  be  located  in  the  above 
vicinity. 

ADDITIONAL  STABLE. 

I  again  repeat  my  appeal  of  former  years  for  an  additional  stable 
to  be  located  in  the  rear  of  No.  8  engine  house,  which  is  situated 
on  North  Carolina  avenue,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets  SE. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  important  items  in  these  estimates,  and  I  can 
not  too  strongly  urge  the  necessity  of  the  same.  At  present  all  the 
sick  and  disabled  horses,  and  a  great  many  of  the  extra  ones  are  stabled 
at  the  hospital  owned  by  the  veterinary\surgeon.  There  are  so  few 
extra  stalls  in  the  houses  of  the  department,  that  it  is  impossible 
to  furnish  adequate  quarters  for  them.  The  constantly  increasing 
department  demands  a  greater  increase  in  the  number  of  horses,  and 
consequently  a  greater  number  of  horses  are  subject  to  sickness  and 
disability,  and  convenient  quarters  should  be  provided  for  them. 

ENGINES  AND  HOSE  CARRIAGES. 

1  have  also  estimated  for  four  engines  and  four  hose  carriages,  and 
should  the  houses  for  which  they  are  intended  be  disallowed,  attention 
is  called  to  the  use  to  which  these  pieces  of  apparatus  could  be  put  in 
the  operation  of  the  "water  tower"  which  was  allowed  by  last  Con- 
gress. This  department  will  be  very  much  crippled  if  the  apparatus 
to  operate  this  tower  is  taken  from  the  different  houses.  I  hope  the 
necessity  for  these  hose  carriages  and  engines  will  be  seen,  and  that 
they  will  be  allowed. 

DISCIPLINE. 

With  a  force  of  218  men  there  were  only  23  cases  of  violations  of 
the  rules  of  the  department  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1900,  a 
slight  decrease  over  the  previous  year.  In  another  part  of  this  report 
will  be  found  a  list  of  charges  preferred  and  disposition  of  same.

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PENSION  FUND. 

I  again  recommend  that  the  present  law  providing  for  the  payments 
of  pensions  granted  for  deaths  or  disease  contracted  in  the  line  of  duty 
be  amended  so  as  to  authorize  payment  of  such  money  as  may  he 
required  to  supply  any  deficiency  which  may  occur  in  this  fund  out  of 
the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  instead  of  police-court  fines. 
In  a  short  time  the  tines  collected  in  the  police  court  will  be  insufficient 
to  meet  the  demands  that  will  be  made  upon  it,  thus  depriving  men 
who  have  served  a  lifetime  in  the  department,  and  widows  and  orphans, 
means  provided  for  their  maintenance. 

I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  providing  for  the  firemen's 
relief  fund  should  be  amended  as  follows: 

That  the  chief  engineer,  assistant  chief  engineer,  foremen,  engi- 
neers, firemen,  hostlers,  and  privates  of  the  fire  department,  when  inca- 
pacitated by  age.  or  so  disabled  by  injury  received  or  disease  contracted 
in  line  of  duty  as  mentioned  in  said  provisions,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  benefits  of  the  firemen's  relief  fund  as  follows: 

Chief  engineer.  $100  per  month;  assistant  chief  engineer,  $75  per 
month:  foremen.  $60  per  month:  engineers,  $50  per  month;  firemen, 
$60  per  month;  hostlers,  $50  per  month;  privates,  $55  per  month; 
but  nothing  in  this  amendment  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
allowance  now  authorized  for  funeral  expenses. 

A  list  of  the  pensioners  now  on  the  rolls  of  the  department  will  be 
found  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

FALSE  ALARMS. 

There  were  74  false  alarms  turned  in  during  the  past  year,  and  in 
several  instances  the  boxes  wrere  maliciously  pulled.  Several  arrests 
were  made  and  the  offenders  were  punished  to  the  full  extent  of  the 
law. 

BOARD  OF  SURGEONS. 

The  secretary  of  the  board  of  surgeons  reports  that  there  were  108 
members  of  the  department  sick  during  the  past  year,  an  increase  of 
26  over  the  previous  year;  322  visits  were  made  and  563  office  consul- 
tations were  held.  Two  hundred  and  seventeen  applicants  were  exam- 
ined for  positions  in  the  department,  against  123  for  the  previous  year; 
87  of  this  number  were  accepted. 

VETERINARY  SURGEON. 

The  report  of  the  veterinary  surgeon  shows  that  there  were  560 
professional  visits  made  during  the  past  year,  39  horses  purchased, 
28  condemned  as  unfit  for  use,  14  in  bad  condition,  and  132  in  service. 

MACHINIST. 


The  report  of  the  machinist  shows  that  he  has  responded  to  91  tele- 
lone  calls  from  the  various  companies  during  the  year,  superintended 
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94  jobs  in  various  shops,  and  that  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to 
various  pieces  of  apparatus,  mention  of  which  is  made  in  another  por- 
tion of  this  report. 

FIRE  MARSHAL. 

The  report  of  the  fire  marshal  shows  that  there  were  393  alarms  for 
tire  and  240  local  or  still  alarms  which  were  answered  by  the  depart- 
ment, making  a  total  of  639  calls  for  fire  during  the  year.  Compared 
with  the  preceding  year,  the  bell  alarms  were  the  same  and  the  local 
alarms  were  decreased  by  28. 

Other  information  relative  to  this  department  will  be  found  in  the 
attached  reports.

For  the  past  ten  years  I  have  had  the  honor  of  drawing  to  your  attention  the  need 
of  a  stable  where  the  sick,  disabled,  and  extra  horses  can  be  "kept.  For  the  past  ten 
years  the  sick  horses  of  the  departments  have  been  kept  at  the  private  expense  of 
your  veterinarian.    This  has  been  from  a  humane  standpoint. 

But  as  the  District  can  not  expect  and,  1  am  sure,  does  not  want  to  impose  on  any- 
one, I  think  the  facts  should  be  placed  before  the  honorable  Commissioners  in  such 
a  light  that  they  will  be  able  to  induce  Congress  to  provide  for  this  necessity. 

If  this  can  not  be  done  an  appropriation  of  $2,500  should  be  asked  for  to  cover  the 
expense  of  feed,  medicine,  stable,  and  care  of  these  animals,  or  the  sum  of  75  cents 
per  day  for  each  animal  sent  to  the  hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  16,  1900. 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  of  the  transactions  of 
this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  .80,  1900: 

During  the  year  I  visited  and  inspected  the  scenes  of  393  alarms  for  fires,  for  which 
alarms  had  been  rung  on  the  bells  and  gongs  of  the  department,  entailing  a  loss  of 
$192,254,  with  an  insurance  on  the  same  of  $147,754;  also  the  scenes  of  246  local  or 
silent  alarms  for  which  no  bells  were  sounded,  causing  a  loss  of  §31,985,  with  an 
insurance  of  §28,985.  Total  loss,  8224,239;  insurance,  $176,739.  A  list  of  causes  for 
said  alarms,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  loss  and  insurance  with  causes  and  kinds  of 
buildings  where  tires  occurred,  will  be  found  in  this  report.  Also  statement  showing 
quality  of  kerosene  oil  examined  and  tested;  also  number  of  business-house  cellars 
inspected  during  the  year. 

Number  of  samples  of  kerosene  oil  examined  and  tested  was  458,  all  of  which  was 
found  to  be  of  good  quality  and  quite  up  to  regulations. 

I  also  inspected  903  cellars  of  business  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  and,  with 
10  exceptions,  found  them  to  be  of  good  condition;  those  10  were  afterwards  put  in 
proper  order. 

During  the  year  there  was  referred  to  me  for  examination  and  report  twelve  appli- 
cations for  building  storage  tanks,  open  wood  and  coal  sheds,  offices,  and  stables, 
which  were  examined  and  reported  on;  also  five  buildings  reported  as  being  in  a 
dangerous  condition  and  liable  to  cause  fire  from  dilapidation  and  debris  were  exam- 
ined, and  caused  to  be  placed  in  safe  condition.

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CHARITABLE  AND  REFORMATORY  INSTITUTIONS. 

BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 

Estimates  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1902,  with  a  Preliminary  Report. 

Gentlemen:  The  board  of  charities,  in  forwarding  its  estimates  for 
charitable  and  correctional  institutions  for  the  fiscal  year  1002,  lias 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  in  reference  to  the  work  under  its 
jurisdiction: 

The  board  is  established  under  the  following  ;lct  of  Congress, 
approved  June  6,  1900: 

[Public— No.  179.] 

An  Act  To  establish  a  hoard  of  charities  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  the  Distric  t  of 
Columbia  a  board  of  charities,  to  consist  of  five  members,  residents  of  the  said 
District,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  each  for  a  term  of  three  years,  but  in 
such  manner  that  the  terms  of  not  more  than  two  of  them  shall  expire  in  any  one 
or  the  same  year.    The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion.   During  his  term  of  office  no  member  shall  serve  as  trustee  or  other  adminis- 
trative officer  of  any  institution  subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  said  board.  The 
board  shall  elect  a  president  and  vice-president  from  among  its  own  members,  and 
shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per 
annum;  and  a  messenger,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  eight  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  per  annum;  and  may  appoint  such  other  officers,  inspectors,  and  clerks  as 
it  may  deem  proper,  and  fix  the  number,  duties,  and  compensation  of  such  other 
officers,  inspectors,  and  clerks,  subject  to  appropriations  of  Congress:  Provided, 
That  the  office  of  superintendent  of  charities  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby 
abolished  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred:  and  the 
amounts  appropriated  in  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  one.  for  salaries  of  superintendent  of  charities  and  of  messenger  in  the  office 
of  said  superintendent  and  for  traveling  expenses  are  hereby  made  available  for 
the  payment  of  secretary  of  the  board  of  charities,  messenger  for  said  board,  and 
necessary  traveling  expenses  authorized  by  said  board.    The  said  board  of  chari- 
ties shall  visit,  inspect,  and  maintain  a  general  supervision  over  all  institutions, 
societies,  or  associations  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional,  or  reforma- 
tory character  which  are  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  appropriations  of  Con- 
gress, made  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia; 
and  no  payment  shall  be  made  to  any  such  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional, 
or  reformatory  institution  for  any  resident  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  is  not 
received  and  maintained  therein  pursuant  to  the  rules  established  by  such  board 
of  charities,  except  in  the  case  of  persons  committed  by  the  courts,  or  abandoned 
infants  needing  immediate  care.   The  said  board  of  charities  shall  be  provided 
with  suitable  rooms  in  the  building  occupied  by  other  departments  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  District  of  Columbia.   Regular  meetings  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
held  at  least  once  each  month,  and  more  often  if  required.    The  said  board  shall 
make  such  rules  and  orders  for  the  regulation  of  its  proceedings  as  maybe  deemed 
necessary.    The  officers  in  charge  of  all  institutions  subject  to  the  supervision  of 
the  board  of  charities  shall  furnish  said  board,  on  request,  such  information  and 
statistics  as  may  be  desired;  and  to  secure  accuracy,  uniformity,  and  complete- 
ness of  such  statistics  the  board  may  prescribe  such  forms  of  report  and  registra- 
tion as  may  be  deemed  to  be  essential;  and  all  plans  for  new  institutions  shall, 
before  the  adoption  of  the  same,  be  submitted  to  said  board  for  suggestion  and 
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criticism.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  at  any  time 
order  an  investigation  by  the  board,  or  a  committee  of  its  members  of  the  man- 
agement of  any  penal,  charitable,  or  reformatory  institution  in  the  District  of 
Columbia;  and  said  board,  or  any  authorized  committee  of  its  members,  when 
making  such  investigation,  shall  have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers  and 
to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations;  and  the  report  of  such  investigation,  with 
the  testimony,  shall  be  made  to  the  Commissioners.  All  accounts  and  expendi- 
tures of  said  board  shall  be  certified  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commissioners, 
and  paid  as  other  accounts  against  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  said  board  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  Congress,  through  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  giving  a  full  and  complete  account  of  all  matters  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board,  all  expenses  in  detail,  and  all  officers  and  agents  em- 
ployed, with  a  report  of  the  Secretary,  showing  the  actual  condition  of  all  institu- 
tions and  agencies  under  the  supervision  of  the  board,  the  character  and  economy 
of  administration  thereof,  and  the  amount  and  sources  of  their  public  and  private 
income.  The  said  report  shall  also  include  recommendations  for  the  economical 
and  efficient  administration  of  the  charities  and  reformatories  of  the  District  of 
Columbia.  The  said  board  shall  prepare  and  include  with  its  annual  report  such 
estimates  of  future  appropriations  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority  of  its 
members,  best  promote  the  effective,  harmonious,  and  economical  management  of 
the  affairs  under  its  supervision:  and  such  estimates  submitted  shall  be  included 
in  the  regular  annual  Book  of  Estimates.  No  member  or  employee  of  said  board 
shall  be  either  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  for  building,  repair- 
ing, or  furnishing  any  institution  which  by  this  act  the  board  is  authorized  to  inves- 
tigate and  supervise.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved.  June  6,  1900. 

By  virtue  of  the  above  act  the  President  appointed  the  following 
persons  as  members  of  the  board:  George  William  Cook,  John  Joy 
Edson,  C  harles  P.  Neill,  Simon  Wolf,  and  S.  W.  Woodward. 

The  above-named  persons  met  for  the  purpose  of  organization  on 
July  12,  1900,  and  organized  by  electing  the  following  officers:  S.  W. 
Woodward,  president;  Charles  P.  Neill,  vice-president.  George  S. 
Wilson  was  appointed  secretary. 

As  the  board  was  not  organized  until  after  the  beginning  of  the 
present  fiscal  year,  no  formal  report  is  made  for  the  last  fiscal  year  of 
the  work  of  the  various  charitable  and  correctional  institutions  of  the 
District  which  report  to  this  office;  but  in  order  to  maintain  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  records  of  this  work  the  board  has  collected  for  publica- 
tion the  reports  of  such  institutions  to  the  superintendent  of  charities, 
and  these  reports  are  transmitted  herewith. 

While,  therefore,  no  annual  report  is  due  at  this  time,  the  board 
deems  it  expedient,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  required  to  recom- 
mend estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  to  make  a  preliminary  report 
in  explanation  of  the  estimates  submitted,  and  indicating  to  some 
extent  the  lines  of  policy  which  the  board  purposes  to  pursue. 

Many  investigations  of  the  charities  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
have  been  made  by  committees  of  Congress  and  others  in  past  years, 
and  the  reports  of  these  various  investigations  have  been  unanimous 
as  to  the  fact  that  the  charities  of  the  District  were  in  a  state  of  con- 
fusion, resulting  in  much  duplication  of  effort,  and  attended  with 
most  unsatisfactory  results.  The  Joint  Select  Committee,  appointed 
under  authority  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1897,  in  its  report  describes 
the  charities  of  the  District  as  in  a  "chaotic"  condition,  and  recom- 
mends "as  the  first  step  toward  the  reorganization  of  the  District 
charities  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  charities."  In  accordance 
with  this  recommendation  Congress  enacted  the  law  by  which  the 
present  board  is  established. 

Since  its  organization  the  board  has  devoted  considerable  attention 
to  a  study  of  the  District  charities,  but  in  the  brief  time  available  it  has 
not  been  possible  for  the  board  to  familiarize  itself  sufficently  with  the 
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various  charities  in  the  community  to  enable  it  to  make  recommenda- 
tions at  this  time  for  a  complete  reorganization.  The  board  has, 
therefore,  found  it  necessary  to  make  recommendations  for  some 
appropriations  with  no  better  justification  than  the  fact  that  similar 
items  have  been  carried  in  the  appropriation  bills  from  year  to  year 
for  some  time  past.  The  aggregate  of  such  items  is  not  large,  and 
the  board  deems  it  wise  to  recommend  their  continuance  for  another 
year,  in  order  that  the  institutions  concerned  be  not  injured  by  a 
sudden  withdrawal  of  their  appropriation  without  due  notice,  and 
that  the  board  of  charities  itself  may  have  an  opportunity  to  examine 
with  due  care  the  character  of  the  various  institutions  concerned. 

The  board  does,  however,  at  this  time,  recommend  certain  definite 
changes  along  the  lines  of  general  policy  which  it  is  convinced  must 
govern  the  work  of  reorganization  of  the  District  charities. 

First.  The  board  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  a  sound  public 
policy  demands  that  complete  public  control  should  in  every  case 
reach  as  far  as  public  money;  and  it  is  convinced  that  until  this 
policy  be  made  to  apply  to  every  part  of  the  charitable  system  of  the 
District  all  attempts  at  a  reorganization  of  such  system  must  fall 
very  short  of  attaining  the  ends  for  which  this  board  was  created. 

The  board,  therefore,  desires  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  while 
it  has  recommended  a  continuance  of  certain  appropriations  which 
are  at  variance  with  this  policy,  it  does  so  reluctantly,  and  only 
because  it  has  not  in  the  short  time  at  its  disposal  been  able  to  devise 
a  practical  plan  for  at  once  applying  this  policy  to  these  institutions, 
and  deems  it  unwise  to  recommend  any  hastily  formulated  plan  which 
might  work  unnecessary  harm  to  worthy  institutions.  It  has,  there- 
fore, recommended  a  continuance  of  the  status  qno  until  it  can  sub- 
mit a  matured  plan  that  will  be  in  accordance  with  its  general  policy, 
and  at  the  same  time  show  a  due  regard  for  the  private  charities 
concerned. 

The  board  is  convinced  that  the  history  of  the  charities  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  clearly  demonstrates' that  the  policy  of  granting 
public  subsidies  to  private  charities,  heretofore  pursued,  has  been 
unwise.  The  almost  universal  experience  has  been  that  a  charity  has 
been  organized  by  private  parties,  and  for  a  time  supported  from  pri- 
vate sources,  but  soon  a  small  appropriation  has  been  asked,  and  an 
increase  has  been  demanded  from  year  to  year  until  the  point  is  reached 
where  the  charity  is  practically  dependent  upon  the  public  treasury 
for  support,  while  at  the  same  time  its  management  remained  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  a  private  corporation.  This  system  lias  resulted  in  a 
duplication  of  charities  doing  the  same  kind  of  work,  and  has  brought 
about  a  condition  of  affairs  in  which  the  District  finds  itself  the  larg- 
est contributor  to  its  charities,  and  yet  without  the  power  to  deter- 
mine who  shall  be  admitted  to  their  benefits. 

These  abuses  are  probably  best  exemplified  in  the  hospitals  of  the 
District.  While  the  District  contributes  largely  to  the  support  of 
nine  different  hospitals,  exclusive  of  isolating  hospitals  for  conta- 
gious diseases,  it  has  not  the  right  to  demand  the  admission  of  a  patient 
to  anyone  of  these  except  the  Washington  Asylum  Hospital,  and  fre- 
quently patients  who  are  a  proper  charge  on  the  District  funds  have 
been  turned  away  from  institutions  that  are  almost  wholly  depend- 
ent upon  the  public  treasury  for  support.  The  system  now  in  oper- 
ation has  led  to  an  undue  duplication  of  hospitals.  There  are  in  the 
District  ot  Columbia,  to-day,  fourteen  general  and  special  hospitals, 
and  at  least  eight  of  these  are  largely  dependent  upon  the  public  treas- 
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ury  for  support,  though  only  one,  viz,  the  Washington  Asylum  Hos- 
pital, is  a  purely  District  institution  and  under  District  control;  and 
while  the  representatives  of  these  private  hospitals  which  receive  large 
appropriations  from  the  public  treasury  allege  that  private  benevo- 
lence in  Washington  could  not  maintain  these  institutions,  it  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  during  the  past  few  years  at  least  three  new 
hospitals,  viz,  the  Georgetown  University  Hospital,  the  Columbian 
University  Hospital,  and  the  Episcopal  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  Hospital 
have  been  organized,  and  one,  viz,  the  Sibley  Memorial  Hospital,  has 
been  greatly  enlarged ;  and  all  this  has  been  done  without  the  aid  of 
a  single  dollar  from  the  public  treasury.  The  board  therefore  feels 
confident  that  when  public  support  is  withdrawn  from  private  hos- 
pitals those  that  are  needed  will  be  maintained  by  private  benevo- 
lence. 

Second.  The  board  believes  that  careful  investigation  should  be 
made  of  the  circumstances  of  those  seeking  the  benefits  of  public 
charitable  institutions.  It  is  convinced  that  great  abuses  have 
existed  in  the  past  because  of  the  lack  of  such  investigation,  and  as 
a  result  not  only  has  t  he  taxpayer's  money  been  wasted,  but  the  ben- 
eficiaries of  public  institutions  have  been  pauperized.  The  board 
therefore  purposes  to  plan  for  the  proper  investigation  of  all  those 
seeking  the  benefits  of  public  charity,  and  the  recommendations  made 
in  the  estimates  this  year  are  made  with  this  object  in  view. 

Coming  now  to  the  consideration  of  the  estimates  in  detail,  the 
board  desires  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  amounts  recommended 
are  the  lowest  which  it  considers  consistent  with  a  proper  carrying  on 
of  the  work,  and  it  is  earnestly  urged  that  these  estimates  be  not  cut 
down.  The  fact  that  they  are  as  low  as  they  can  be  made  consistent 
with  the  best  interests  of  the  work  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  total 
amount  recommended  for  this  department  is  several  thousand  dollars 
less  than  the  amount  carried  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  current 
year. 

The  first  item  to  be  noted  is  that  for  the  expenses  of  the  board  of 
charities  itself.  The  board  is  authorized  by  law  to  appoint  such 
inspectors  and  clerks  as  it  may  deem  proper.  At  present  the  board 
has  no  force  of  inspectors  or  investigators  by  which  it  can  determine 
the  circumstances  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  charitable  insti- 
tutions of  the  city,  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  such  a  force 
should  be  provided  if  the  board  is  to  do  anything  toward  remedying 
the  abuses  that  now  exist.  It  is  believed  that  with  the  small  force 
recom mended  in  the  estimates,  and  the  help  of  the  physicians  to  the 
poor  in  passing  upon  applications  for  admission  to  the  hospitals,  the 
board  will  be  able  to  introduce  a  system  of  proper  investigation.  It 
is  not  possible  to  determine  definitely  at  this  time  just  what  force  will 
be  needed  in  the  office  of  the  board,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  force 
recommended  is  the  smallest  with  which  it  is  possible  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  proper  investigation,  and  the  keeping  of  records  which  are 
absolutely  essential. 

WASHINGTON  ASYLUM. 

The  amount  recommended  for  the  Washington  Asylum  is  $12,000 
less  than  that  carried  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  current  year. 
This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  an  appropriation  for  a  new  hospital 
building  is  carried  in  the  current  bill,  and  no  recommendations  are 
made  for  new  buildings  next  year. 
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The  buildings  at  the  Washington  Asylum  are  inadequate  for  the 
needs,  and  some  of  them,  especially  the  buildings  for  the  old  colored 
men,  are  crowded  beyond  what  they  ought  to  be;  but  the  board  has 
refrained  from  making  recommendations  for  new  buildings  at  this 
time  because  of  the  fact  that  the  proposed  new  municipal  hospital 
will  take  away  a  large  percentage  of  patients  now  in  the  Washington 
Asylum  Hospital,  and  this  may  result  in  making  some  of  the  hospital 
buildings  available  for  other  purposes.  Furthermore,  the  board  recom- 
mends that  the  almshouse  part  of  the  institution  be  separated  from 
the  workhouse  and  moved  from  its  present  location.  The  board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  those  who  are  simply  poor  and  unfortunate  should 
not  be  sent  to  the  same  institution  as  criminals. 

The  increase  of  $:>,00()  in  the  estimate  for  salaries  is  made  to  allow 
for  an  increase  of  four  overseers  and  five  nurses.  The  number  of 
overseers  now  employed  is  seven,  and  the  number  recommended  is 
eleven.  This  recommendation  is  made  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  overseers  at  present  employed  is  such  as  to  require  them 
to  be  on  duty  for  thirty-six  hours  at  a  time,  and  then  off  duty  only 
twelve  hours.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  nurses  is  made  neces- 
sary by  the  construction  of  the  new  isolating  ward  for  the  hospital, 
provided  for  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  1901. 

The  amount  recommended  for  contingent  expenses  is  the  same  as 
that  carried  in  the  current  bill,  and  this  amount  is  certainly  as  small 
as  it  is  possible  to  get  along  with,  and  provide  proper  food  for  the 
inmates.  It  allows  only  about  $88  per  capita  for  subsistence,  based 
on  the  average  number  of  persons  in  the  institution  during  the  past 
fiscal  year,  and  the  number  is  likely  to  increase  rather  than  decrease. 
The  item  for  repairs  to  buildings  is  the  same  rfs  that  carried  in  the 
current  appropriation  bill  and  should  not  be  reduced.  The  item  for 
continuing  the  erection  of  the  male  workhouse,  $50,000,  is  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  already  approved  and  appropriations  heretofore  made 
for  this  purpose.  The  special  contingent  fund  recommended  for  the 
purchase  of  kitchen  utensils  and  diet  for  the  hospital  is  needed  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  demand  on  the  general  contingent  fund  provided 
for  the  whole  institution  is  such  that  it  is  frequently  impossible  to 
secure  many  things  needed  for  the  hospital  department. 

REFORM  SCHOOL,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  items  for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses  are  the  same  as  those 
carried  m  the  bill  for  the  current  year.  The  $3,000  asked,  for  an 
additional  boiler,  is  necessary  to  enlarge  the  heating  facilities  on 
account  of  the  construction  of  the  new  assembly  hall  appropriated 
for  in  the  bill  for  the  current  year. 

REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  item  for  salaries  is  the  same  as  that  carried  in  the  bill  for  the 

2Sr/5S?5  y* fl'nll!1!6  the  item  for  contingent  expenses  is  increased  from 
$8,000  to  $10,000  to  provide  for  an  increased  number  of  inmates,  made 
possible  as  the  result  of  a  new  building  which  has  been  constructed 
and  will  be  opened  early  in  the  present  year. 

CHILD-CARING  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  amounts  recommended  for  the  private  child-caring  institutions, 
viz,  Washington  Hospital  for  Foundlings,  German  Orphan  Asylum, 
Newsboys'  and  Children's  Aid  Society,  National  Association  for  Relief 
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of  Destitute  Colored  Women  and  Children,  and  St.  Ann's  Infant  Asylum 
are  the  same  as  those  carried  in  the  current  appropriation  bill,  and 
the  board  reiterates  that  it  merely  renews  the  former  recommendations 
without  any  indorsement  whatever  of  the  policy  of  granting  public 
appropriations  to  private  organizations,  but  simply  to  maintain  the 
present  status  until  the  board  has  worked  out  a  complete  system  in 
accordance  with  its  expressed  policy. 

BOARD  OF  CHILDREN'S  GUARDIANS. 

The  amount  recommended  for  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians 
shows  an  increase  of  $1,700  over  the  amounts  carried  in  the  current 
appropriation  bill,  the  amount  for  maint  enance  being  the  same  as  that 
for  the  current  year,  while  the  amount  recommended  for  administra- 
tive expenses  is  increased  by  $1,200.  This  increase  is  recommended 
in  order  to  allow  the  board  to  reorganize  the  administrative  work  on 
a  more  efficient  basis,  and  the  board  urges  that  the  increase  be  granted 
because  as  the  administrative  work  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guar- 
dians is  made  more  effective  the  amount  for  maintenance  is  decreased, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  board  is  thereby  enabled  to  place  a  larger 
number  of  children  in  free  homes,  and  to  supervise  them  properly. 
The  amount  for  maintenance  is  not  increased,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  wards  of  the  board  has  increased  82  during 
the  year  and  will  continue  to  increase,  but  it  is  expected  that  an 
increased  administrative  force  will  enable  the  board  to  place  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  wards  in  free  homes  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  any 
increase  in  the  amount  necessary  for  maintenance.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  item  of  $10,000  for  the  support  of  feeble-minded  children  be 
separated  from  that  for  general  maintenance,  because  this  item  is  for 
the  support  of  a  distinct  class  of  wards  that  can  not  be  placed  in  free 
homes,  and  it  only  leads  to  confusion  to  include  it  with  the  amount 
for  general  maintenance. 

INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL. 

The  items  for  maintenance  and  repairs  are  the  same  as  those  car- 
ried in  the  current  bill,  while  the  amount  for  enlargement  of  the  plant 
for  industrial  training  is  reduced  from  $2,000  to  $1,000.  Five  thou- 
sand dollars  are  recommended  for  enlargement  of  the  girl's  cottage. 
This  amount  should  be  allowed,  as  the  increased  room  is  much  needed, 
and  the  institution  is  a  public  one  owned  and  managed  by  the  District 
authorities. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

For  the  Municipal  Lodging  House  the  amount  recommended,  $4,000, 
is  the  same  as  that  carried  in  the  bill  for  the  current  year.  The  Munici- 
pal Lodging  House  is  a  purely  public  institution,  and  is  a  model  of  its 
kind.  It  is  economically  administered,  and  the  usual  appropriation 
should  be  granted. 

For  the  Woman's  Christian  Association,  the  Young  Woman's  Chris- 
tian Home,  the  Hope  and  Help  Mission,  and  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors' 
Temporary  Home  the  same  amounts  are  recommended  as  those  carried 
in  the  current  appropriation  bill,  and  the  remark  made  above  in  ref- 
erence to  granting  public  appropriations  to  private  institutions  applies 
to  these  items. 

For  the  relief  of  the  poor  the  board  recommends  the  same  appropria- 
tion as  that  carried  in  the  bill  for  the  current  year,  $13,000.    The  larger 
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part  of  this  appropriation  is  used  for  the  physicians  to  the  poor  and 
druggists  for  the  poor,  and  the  board  hopes  in  another  year  to  be  able 
to  submit  a  definite  recommendation  for  an  appropriation  for  this 
purpose,  and  to  omit  from  the  schedule  entirely  the  so-called  appropri- 
ation "For  relief  of  the  poor,"  as  the  money  appropriated  is  not  used 
for  what  is  generally  known  as  "poor  relief,"  and  the  designation  of 
this  item  in  the  bill  is  a  misnomer. 

For  instruction  and  employment  of  the  blind  no  recommendation  is 
made  at  this  time  because  of  the  fact  that  a  difficulty  has  arisen  in 
connection  with  the  disbursement  of  the  fund  of  $5,000  appropriated 
for  that  purpose  this  year,  and  it  is  not  yet  determined  how  the  money 
shall  be  used.  If  the  board  can  determine  just  what  is  needed  in  this 
respect  a  special  recommendation  will  be  made  later. 

For  support  of  the  insane  the  amount  recommended  is  an  increase 
of  $9,500  over  that  carried  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  current 
year,  and  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  increased  number  of  inmates 
at  the  asylum  chargeable  to  the  District.  Under  authority  of  the  law 
passed  by  Congress  in  January,  1809  (30  Stat.,  811),  and  by  virtue  of 
the  fact  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  is  made  for  the  current  year 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  board  hopes  to  reduce  the 
number  of  inmates  now  at  the  Insane  Asylum  chargeable  to  the  Dis- 
trict. The  law  above  referred  to  authorizes  the  Commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  to  return  to  their  homes  or  places  of  former  resi- 
dence all  persons  confined  in  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
chargeable  to  the  District.  There  are  now  about  140  such  persons  con- 
fined at  the  Asylum,  and  as  some  of  them  were  committed  more  than 
twenty  years  ago  it  is  not  possible  to  return  all  of  them  to  their  homes, 
because  no  persons  can  be  found  who  will  receive  them.  A  heavy  bur- 
den is  thus  imposed  upon  the  District  taxpayers.  The  board  proposes, 
however,  to  investigate  all  cases  arising  in  the  future  just  as  soon  as 
the  persons  are  committed,  and  will  return  to  their  homes  as  soon  as 
possible  such  persons  as  are  not  properly  chargeable  to  the  District 
of  Columbia.  An  appropriation  of  11,000,  the  same  as  carried  in  the 
appropriation  bill  for  the  current  year,  is  therefore  recommended  for 
the  deportation  of  the  nonresident  insane. 

For  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  the  board  recommends  the 
same  appropriation  as  that  carried  in  the  bill  for  the  current  year, 
viz,  $10,500,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  under 
a  contract  made  by  the  Board  of  Charities  with  the  Columbia  Institu- 
tion for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  The  board  further  recommends,  in 
reference  to  this  item,  that  hereafter  students  admitted  from  the 
District  of  Columbia  to  this  institution  be  admitted  and  maintained 
on  order  of  the  Board  of  Charities  instead  of  by  order  of  the  Secretarv 
of  the  Interior,  as  heretofore.  This  recommendation  is  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  made  by  the  joint  select  committee. 

The  recommendation  for  money  to  purchase  ground  for  the  burial 
of  the  indigent  dead  is  made  because  of  the  fact  that  the  ground  now 
known  as  "potter's  field"  is  not  large  enough  to  meet  the  needs  for 
many  years,  and  the  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  burial  grounds 
should  be  located  outside  the  city.  The  location  of  the  potter's  field 
at  present  is  within  the  city  limits. 

hospitals. 

In  the  case  of  the  hospitals  the  board  makes  practically  the  same 

Commissioners  of  the  Dis- 
trict ol  Columbia  last  year;  that  is,  they  urge  that  the  private  hos- 
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pitals  receiving  aid  from  the  public  treasury  be  paid,  under  a  contract, 
a  specific  amount  for  specific  services  rendered.  On  making  an  exam- 
ination of  the  workings  of  the  various  hospitals,  considering  the 
service  rendered  and  the  appropriations  received  by  each,  the  board 
finds  that  the  most  inequitable  conditions  prevail,  and  it  is  thoroughly 
convinced  that  until  the  proposed  municipal  hospital  is  ready  to  do 
the  hospital  work  properly  chargeable  to  the  District,  the  most  equi- 
table arrangement  that  can  be  made  is  that  proposed  in  the  accom- 
panying estimates. 

Under  the  conditions  which  now  prevail  one  hospital  receives  less 
than  $200  per  year  from  the  District  for  every  free  patient  treated, 
while  another  receives  over  $500  per  year,  and  in  the  former  case  the 
standard  of  treatment  and  care  is  in  every  sense  at  least  equal  to  that 
of  the  latter.  The  amounts  paid  to  other  hospitals  range  between  the 
figures  just  quoted,  the  exact  rates  in  the  various  hospitals  being  $164, 
$200,  $371,  $409,  $484,  and  $515,  and  in  almost  every  case  the  amount 
paid  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  service  rendered. 

Another  and  probably  greater  abuse  than  that  just  mentioned  is 
the  fact  that  several  of  the  hospitals  receiving  large  public  appropri- 
ations report  that  a  very  considerable  percentage  of  the  free  patients 
treated  are  nonresidents  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  This,  of  course, 
is  a  serious  abuse,  and  an  imposition  upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  Dis- 
trict. Under  present  conditions  patients  are  admitted  in  most  cases 
on  the  authority  of  the  hospital  officials,  and  the  District  has  no  con- 
trol in  the  matter.  No  proper  investigation  is  made  of  the  question 
of  indigency.  Indeed,  under  prevailing  conditions  an  investigation 
by  District  authorities  would  be  useless  so  far  as  protection  to  the 
public  treasury  is  concerned,  because  the  hospitals  receive  the  full 
amount  of  their  appropriations  regardless  entirely  of  the  number  of 
pat  ients  treated. 

Under  the  contract  plan  proposed  every  patient  chargeable  to  the 
District  will  be  admitted  on  the  order  of  District  officials,  and  a  care- 
ful investigation  will  be  made  as  to  whether  or  not  the  patient  is 
indigent. 

Though  the  same  appropriations  are  recommended  for  the  next  year 
as  those  carried  in  the  current  appropriation  bill,  it  is  probable  that 
not  all  the  money  asked  for  will  be  needed,  because  when  proper 
investigation  of  applicants  is  made,  and  admissions  are  controlled  by 
responsible  public  authority,  it  is  likely  that  the  amount  of  money 
heretofore  needed  for  hospital  purposes  will  be  reduced.  Under  the 
proposed  arrangement  it  will  be  possible,  also,  to  determine  with  some 
degree  of  accuracy  the  number  of  persons  in  the  community  requiring 
free  hospital  treatment,  and  this  information  will  be  valuable  as  a 
guide  to  the  District  authorities  in  preparing  plans  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  municipal  hospital.  Under  present  arrangements, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  proper  investigation  of  applicants  for  admission, 
and  to  the  fact  that  so  many  nonresident  cases  are  admitted,  it  is 
impossible  to  determine  with  any  degree  of  certainty  just  how  many 
Legitimate  cases  for  free  treatment  there  are  in  the  community.  The 
board  is  thoroughly  convinced  that  there  is  not  the  slightest  justifica- 
tion for  a  continuation  of  the  present  system  of  granting  subsidies  to 
private  hospitals  without  regard  to  service  rendered,  and  urges  ear- 
nestly upon  the  Congress  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  the  proposed 
change. 

In  applying  this  principle  to  the  hospitals  the  board  feels  that  no 
harm  can  result  to  any  well-managed  institution,  and  that  the  first 
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important  step  will  have  been  taken  in  the  reorganization  of  the  Dis- 
trict charities. 

In  the  case  of  Providence  Hospital,  the  appropriation  lias  heretofore 
been  made  subject  to  a  contract  with  the  Surgeon-General  of  the 
Army.  The  board  recommends  that  hereafter  this  contract  be  made 
with  the  Board  of  Charities  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  as  the  work 
to  be  done  under  this  contract  is  purely  District  charity  work. 

It  is  recommended  that  Freedmen's  Hospital  be  transferred  from  f 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  the  District  Commissioners.  Under 
the  present  arrangement  the  management  of  the  hospital  is  under  the 
joint  control  of  the  Interior  Department  and  the  District  Commis- 
sioners, the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  having  authority  to  appoint  the 
officers  and  employees  of  the  hospital,  while  the  District  Commis- 
sioners are  required  to  manage  its  financial  affairs  and  purchase  its 
supplies.  This  state  of  affairs  creates  much  confusion,  and  renders 
a  wise  and  proper  administration  exceedingly  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible. Freedmen's  Hospital  is  not  now  in  any  sense  a  national 
institution,  for  it  is  meant  for  the  service  of  the  poor  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  is  supported  entirely  by  District  funds.  The  state- 
ment of  the  surgeon  in  chief  that  "the  percentage  of  nonresident 
patients  treated  in  this  institution  is  far  in  excess  of  the  resident 
class"  indicates  simply  a  grave  abuse  and  a  gross  imposition  upon 
the  taxpayers  of  the  District. 

The  items  for  the  Central  and  Eastern  dispensaries  and  the  Wom- 
an's Clinic  are  recommended  in  the  same  form  as  heretofore,  because 
the  board  does  not  deem  it  practicable  to  put  into  force  the  contract 
system  with  these  institutions  at  this  time.  In  future  reports  the 
board  hopes  to  be  able  to  recommend  further  steps  for  the  proper 
reorganization  and  coordination  of  all  the  medical  eharities,  including 
hospitals,  dispensaries,  and  physicians  to  the  poor.  In  the  meantime 
it  earnestly  urges  the  adoption  of  the  changes  recommended,  as  their 
wisdom  is  beyond  question  and  they  are  essential  to  any  progress  in 
the  work  of  organizing  the  medical  charities  of  the  District. 

Heretofore  the  items  for  Providence  and  Garfield  hospitals  have 
been  carried  in  the  sundry  civil  bill.  The  board  recommends  that 
these  items  be  transferred  to  the  District  bill.  Formerly  these  items 
were  paid  wholly  from  the  Federal  Treasury,  but  they  are  now 
charged  against  the  District,  and  there  is  no  longer  any  reason  why 
they  should  not  be  inserted  in  the  District  appropriation  bill.  To 
continue  them  in  the  sundry  civil  bill  will  simply  lead  to  confusion 
and  misunderstanding.

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  a  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Washington  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1900,  together  with  an  estimate  for  its  maintenance,  support, 
and  improvement  for  the  fiscal  year  ending-  June  30,  1002. 

The  total  daily  average  number  of  persons  supported  during  the 
past  year  was  o21.  I  recommend,  as  I  have  previously  done,  that 
the  contingent  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution 
for  the  next  fiscal  year  be  based  on  a  ratio  of  $100  for  each  person 
supported  per  annum,  making  $62,100  for  contingent  expenses.  In 
view  of  the  prevailing  high  prices  for  produce  this  estimate  is  very 
low,  and  should  not  be  reduced. 

For  continuat  ion  of  the  building  for  male  prisoners,  on  the  plans 
now  in  your  office,  an  appropriation  of  #50,000  is  asked. 

For  a  central  building,  to  connect  the  two  wards  in  which  the  colored 
men  of  the  almshouse  are  now  housed,  an  appropriation  of  $35,000  is 
asked.  These  old  men  are  now  housed  in  two  old  magazine  build- 
ings, used  formerly  for  the  storage  of  army  supplies,  which  are  dis- 
connected, are  without  proper  bathing  or  water-closet  facilities,  and 
very  much  overcrowded,  nearly  the  entire  floor  space  being  taken  up 
with  beds,  making  it  impossible  either  to  separate  the  inmates  into 
proper  classes  or  to  care  for  or  keep  them  in  proper  sanitary  and  com- 
fortable condition.  This  building  is  sadly  needed,  and  I  trust  your 
honorable  board  will  urge  upon  Congress  the  necessity  for  its  erec- 
tion. 

I  also  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  $35,000  be  asked  of  Congress 
for  the  erection  of  a  south  wing  to  the  present  almshouse  building 
for  use  of  the  white  women  and  to  relieve  the  overcrowded  condition 
of  the  present  building.  Its  present  congested  state  should  be 
relieved  at  once.  With  these  contemplated  improvements  completed, 
the  institution  should  be  able  to  properly  care  for  the  dependent 
class,  who  seek  its  shelter,  comfortably  for  several  years  without 
further  expenditure  for  buildings. 

I  also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  be  asked  of 
Congress  for  the  purchase  of  suitable  ground  outside  of  the  bounds 
of  the  city  for  the  establishment  of  a  cemetery  for  the  burial  of  the 
indigent  dead  of  the  District.  The  sentiment  against  the  use  of  any 
mounds  within  the  city  limits  for  burial  purposes  is  very  strong,  and 
I  think  perfectly  proper.  I  therefore  earnestly  urge  upon  your  hon- 
orable board  such  action  as  will  best  facilitate  the  establishment  of 
such  burial  grounds  in  a  proper  locality  beyond  the  city  limits. 

I  also  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  growing  need  for  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  guards  for  this  institution, 
especially  for  night  duty,  and  to  shorten  the  hours  of  labor  of  the 
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overseer  and  watchmen,  and  I  recommend  that  four  additional  over- 
seers be  provided  for  this  purpose.  It  is  also  very  desirable  that  a 
central  executive  office  and  building  for  the  use  of  the  medical  staff 
of  the  hospital  department  should  be  erected  as  soon  as  appropria- 
tions for  its  construction  may  become  available.  The  present  build- 
ing used  for  this  purpose  is  entirely  too  small  for  the  comfort  of  the 
staff  and  unsuited  for  the  purpose  of  dispensary  work  or  the  recep- 
tion of  patients  or  visitors.  I  recommend  that  $10,000  be  asked  for 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  this  purpose.

There  has  been  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  prisoners 
committed  to  the  workhouse  during  the  past  year,  due  probably  to  the 
revival  of  business,  which  has  furnished  employment  to  many  who 
otherwise  would  contribute  to  filling  this  and  similar  institutions 
throughout  the  country.    The  number  received  during  the  year  just

closed  was  4,210  as  compared  with  4,552  received  during  the  previous 
year. 

While  the  number  of  inmates  of  the  workhouse  department  has 
somewhat  decreased,  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
admissions  to  the  almshouse  and  hospital  departments,  showing  the 
need  of  increased  accommodations  for  this  class  of  inmates. 

The  labor  of  the  male  prisoners  of  the  workhouse  has  been  utilized 
as  in  former  years.  The  most  able-bodied  and  best  workers  have  been 
selected  for  work  on  Rock  Creek  Park  and  with  the  street-grading 
gangs  where  hired  teams  are  employed.  Those  having  mechanical 
trades  assist  the  carpenter,  painter,  blacksmith,  baker,  etc.,  tinners 
and  plumbers  under  charge  of  the  engineer,  and  shoemakers  and 
tailors  in  their  respective  shops.  The  old  and  infirm  are  employed 
on  the  farm  and  garden,  the  trusties  in  the  stables,  kitchens,  and 
cleaning  about  the  markets.  The  remainder  are  worked  with  the  rail- 
road gang  on  street  grading,  principally  on  B  street  NE.,  where  a 
substantial  roadway  has  been  graded  and  built  from  Fourteenth  to 
Twenty-first  street  east  without  cost  to  the  District. 

This  work  entails  considerable  expense  to  t  he  institution  for  keeping 
of  horses,  pay  of  driver  for  the  dinner  wagon,  repairs  of  tools,  cars,  wear 
of  shoes,  clothing,  etc.

The  labor  of  the  female  prisoners  has  been  utilized  in  the  sewing 
room,  where  all  clothing  of  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse,  hospital, 
and  workhouse  is  made  and  repaired.  Also,  in  the  laundry,  where 
the  whole  clothing  and  bedding  of  the  employees  and  inmates  of  the 
different  departments  of  the  institution  are  carefully  laundered.  The 
number  of  pieces  laundered  during  the  year  was  235,527.

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  both  male  and  female,  for  the  pasl 
year  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and  the  number  who  have  been 
released  on  good-condnd  certificates  will  bo  shown  in  the  statistical 
tables  attached.  Some  little  addition  that  I  have  been  enabled  to 
make  to  the  workhouse  diet  list,  better  beds,  and  more  comfortable 
clothing,  with  a  careful  and  more  humane  watchfulness  of  the  guards, 
has,  I  believe,  had  good  effect  on  the  conduct  of  these  prisoners,  many 
of  whom  are  of  the  very  lowest  and  most  vicious  type,  while  others 
are  more  unfortunate  than  criminal.  Yet  all  seem  to  appreciate  fair 
treatment.  If  more  prison  guards  could  be  induced  to  think  for  a 
moment  and  use  the  motto  k'  Put  yourself  in  his  place,"  better  results 
would  be  obtained  in  prison  work.

In  compliance  with  act  of  Congress  approved  March  15,  1800,  allow- 
ing five  days  off  111  each  thirty  days  for  good  conduct  during  imprison- 
ment, 1,518  prisoners  were  discharged  during  the  year.

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The  addition  erected  at  the  almshouse  for  the  colored  women  is 
nearly  completed,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  move  thirty  of  the  most 
helpless  of  these  old  women  into  it  as  soon  as  furniture  can  be  secured. 
Its  only  fault,  so  far,  is  the  fact  that  it  will  accommodate  only  thirty 
people,  about  one-half  the  number  of  colored  women  to  be  cared  for. 
The  great  increase  in  the  price  of  material  and  labor  between  the  time 
the  estimate  for  this  building  was  made  and  the  time  the  contract  for 
its  construction  was  entered  into  necessitated  a  decided  reduction  in 
the  size  of  the  building  to  bring  it  within  the  appropriation  allowed. 
The  building  is  built  of  brick,  47  feet  4  inches  square,  three  stories 
high,  with  an  area  way  9  feet  (I  inches  by  42  feet  on  the  south  side. 
There  are  four  rooms  and  corridor  in  basement,  five  rooms  and  bath- 
room on  first  floor,  iron  stairways  and  flat  roof.  The  building  is  still 
incomplete  as  the  glazed  porch  or  sun  room  has  not  been  finished,  but 
is  under  contract. 

The  habitable  buildings  of  the  institution  are  in  a  fair  state  of  pres- 
ervation and  are  kept  clean  and  in  as  good  sanitary  condition  as  their 
antiquated  and  faulty  construction  will  admit  of.  In  a  number  of 
them  the  plumbing  is  defective  and  old  fashioned,  and  steps  should 
betaken  to  secure  more  modern  fixtures.  The  flooring  and  floor  tim- 
bers of  the  horse  barn  will  soon  require  renewal.  I  had  hoped  to  be 
able  to  do  this  the  present  year,  but  the  fund  provided  for  repairs  will 
not  permit  of  so  large  an  expenditure  on  any  one  building.  I  estimate 
that  it  will  require  an  expenditure  of  81,000  to  put  this  building  in  a 
safe  and  proper  condition. 

New  cement  floors  were  put  in  thirteen  of  the  rooms  of  the  male 
workhouse,  with  great  benefit  to  the  building  and  comfort  to  the 
inmates.

About 4.30  p.  m.  on  the  -2d  of  August  last  yearthe  place  was  struck 
by  a  storm  which  in  a  few  minutes  did  considerable  damage,  as 
follows: 

East  side  of  nurses1  home  partially  unroofed;  building  and  furni- 
ture damaged  by  water. 

North  end  of  cow-barn  tin  roof,  rafters,  and  sheathing  blown  away. 

North  end  of  horse-stable  tin  roof,  rafters,  and  sheathing  blown 
away;  covered  gateway  connecting  with  carpenters'  shop  destroyed; 
stable  damaged  by  wind. 

Carpenter- shop  tin  roof  blown  otf.  Boiler  house  at  asylum  build- 
ing: Hoof  and  smokestack  blown  off,  one  side  and  one  end  of  brick- 
work blown  down,  and  steam  boiler  damaged. 

Bake-shop  roof  and  chimney  destroyed. 

A  great  number  of  panes  of  glass  in  the  different  buildings  and 
greenhouses  were  broken  by  the  hail  and  wind,  and  blinds,  window 
sashes,  and  fences  damaged.  The  majority  of  the  shade  and  fruit 
trees  were  either  torn  up  by  the  roots  or  broken,  and  the  grounds  and 
roadways  damaged  by  wash. 

No  serious  personal  injury  was  received  except  by  one  man — a  tem- 
porary employee,  engaged  in  painting  smokestack  at  the  hospital— 
who  was  cut  about  the  head  and  hands.  He  was  immediately  taken 
care  of  by  the  resident  physician  and  soon  recovered. 
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The  expenses  for  repairing  the  damages  were  paid  from  appropria- 
tion for  repairs  and  contingent-expense  fund  without  asking  for  spe- 
cial appropriation.  This  work  depleted  the  fund  so  that  it  was 
impossible  to  make  any  extensive  repairs  to  buildings  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  live  stock  on  the  farm  at  present  consists  of  23 
horses,  22  cows,  7  heifers,  1  calf,  2  bulls,  and  123  hogs  of  all  ages. 

There  were  603  coffins  furnished  for  burial  of  the  indigent  poor  of 
the  District,  on  order  from  the  health  department,  and  70  used  for 
the  burial  of  deceased  inmates  of  the  institution.  During  the  same 
time  there  were  724  burials  in  potter's  field. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  as  usual  on  Sunday,  both  morn- 
ing and  afternoon,  during  the  year,  at  the  almshouse  and  male  and 
female  workhouses,  conducted  by  members  of  the  different  Christian 
organizations  of  the  District,  and  have  been  the  source  of  much  good 
and  pleasure  to  the  inmates,  who  appear  to  enjoy  attending,  as  it 
tends  to  break  the  monotony  of  their  otherwise  lonesome  lives. 

The  hospital  department  for  the  past  year  has  made  rapid  progress 
in  the  right  direction.  The  improvement  made  by  the  purchase  of 
operating-room  fixtures  and  ward  furniture  have  made  a  decided 
change  in  the  appearance  of  the  hospital  for  the  better,  as  well  as 
facilitating  the  labor  of  the  medical  staff  and  corps  of  nurses. 

The  work  of  the  medical  staff,  under  the  direction  of  the  visiting 
physician,  Dr.  D.  Percy  Hickling,  has  been  entirely  satisfactory,  and 
good  results  have  been  obtained. 

I  herewith  forward  the  annual  report  of  Dr.  Hickling  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  hospital  for  the  past  fiscal  year  and  his  recommendations 
for  its  betterment  in  the  years  to  come,  and  trust  that  they  will  meet 
with  your  approval.  I  also  forward  the  annual  report  of  Miss  Flor- 
ence Besley,  superintendent  of  the  nurses'  school,  giving  a  detailed 
account  of  the  mode  of  nursing  and  what  is  required  of  those  seeking 
to  enter  this  school.  Miss  Besley's  work  has  been  of  great  advantage 
to  the  institution;  she  understands  her  business,  and  is  prompt  to 
meet  the  duties  required  of  her. 

The  entire  corps  of  nurses  are  bright,  intelligent,  and  prompt,  and 
I  am  greatly  pleased  with  their  devoted  attention  to  the  patients  and 
the  duties  of  the  school. 

Statistics  and  changes  occurring  during  the  year,  also  the  state  of 
appropriations  for  support  of  the  institution  and  the  amounts  paid 
from  the  same,  are  herewith  submitted.

Report  of  thk  Visiting  Physician. 


Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  sul  >mit  a  report  of  the  medical  work  of  the  Wash- 
ington Asylum  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900.  together  with  such  recommen- 
dations for  the  improvement  of  the  hospital  department  as  the  work  seems  to 
require. 

The  statistics  have  been  carefully  prepared  and  include  all  the  medical  work  in 
the  three  departments  of  the  institution,  and  show  that  6,786  patients  have  been 
treated  (an  increase  of  2,413  over  last  year),  and  that  out  of  this  number  217  have 
died,  39  of  whom  died  within  forty-eight  hours  after  being  admitted  into  the  insti- 
tution. In  the  hospital  department  1,417  patients  have  been  treated  (an  increase 
of  lot*  over  last  yean,  685  have  been  discharged  cured,  887  improved,  114  unim- 
proved, and  214  have  died,  and  out  of  this  number  :'»•.)  died  within  forty-eight  hours 
alter  having  been  admitted  into  the  hospital. 

The  work  of  the  resident  staff  during  the  year  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  and 
the  appointment  of  a  registered  pharmacist  and  clerk  has  not  only  greatly  improved 
the  work  in  the  drug  room,  but  has  been  an  advantage  by  relieving  the  resident 
physicians  of  their  duties  in  this  department,  which  enables  them  to  confine  their 
work  almost  entirely  to  the  wards  and  the  care  of  the  sick. 

The  nursing  of  the  hospital  department  is  now  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition, 
and  a  full  corps  of  pupil  nurses  are  carrying  on  the  work  in  an  earnest  and  able 
manner.  The  arrangement  with  the  Washington  Training  School  for  Nurses  and 
the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency  Hospital  has  proven  a  great  advantage  to 
all  concerned,  and  enables  the  pupil  nurses  of  this  school  to  become  proficient  in 
all  branches  of  nursing.  The  report  of  Miss  Florence  Besley,  the  superintendent 
of  nurses,  will  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  training  received  in  this  institution. 

The  demands  made  on  this  hospital  during  the  past  year  have  been  very  great, 
in  fact  much  exceeding  its  capacity.  The  records  sho\v  that  during  the  year  three 
of  the  wards  have  had  more  patients  assigned  to  them  than  they  could  accommo- 
date tor  24  days,  two  of  the  wards  were  in  the  same  condition  for  91  days,  and  one 
of  the  wards  for  111  days,  making  a  total  of  259  days  (more  than  two- thirds  of 
the  time)  when  the  wards  contained  more  patients  than  they  should  be  allowed 
to  hold.  It  will  be  readily  understood  that  when  a  ward  is  in  this  condition  the 
work  can  not  be  satisfactory  either  to  the  management  or  to  the  patient.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  ihe  new  ward  now  under  process  of  construction  will  relieve  the 
hospital  from  this  serious  difficulty. 

During  the  year  several  friends  of  the  institution  have  kindly  donated  articles 
needed  in  the  hospital,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  this  will  be  continued,  as  our 
needs  are  such  that  should  strongly  appeal  to  those  who  have  the  time  and  oppor- 
tunity to  help  us. 

The  kitchen,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Hoag.  a  pupil  of  the  Pratt  Institute, 
has  improved  very  much,  and  her  lectures  to  the  pupil  nurses  have  been  highly 
appreciated. 
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I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  bad  condition  of  the  so-called  administra- 
tion buildings  of  the  hospital  department.  The  two  small  buildings  now  used 
for  this  purpose  are  not  only  unsuitable  and  unsightly,  but  they  are  not  at  all 
adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  institution,  and  I  earnestly  urge  that  $15,000 
be  appropriated  to  enable  us  to  build  an  administration  building  for  the  hospital 
department  and  that  such  appropriation  be  made  immediately  available.  I  also 
request  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  hospital  appliances  and  utensils.  It  will 
be  readily  understood  how  urgently  articles  coming  under  this  head  are  needed 
in  hospital  work,  and  the  condition  of  the  contingent  fund  will  seldom  permit  of 
any  extra  demands  upon  it. 

The  placing  of  the  new  receiving  ward  in  close  proximity  to  the  operating  room 
makes  it  very  desirable  that  these  buildings  be  connected  by  a  covered  passage- 
way, and  I  therefore  re  {uest  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

With  a  high  appreciation  for  your  active  interest  in  all  departments  of  the 
institution  and  your  many  personal  acts  of  kindness,  T  am,  very  respectfully.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses. 

It  is  my  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Washington  Training  School  for 
Nurses,  connected  with  the  Washington  Asylum  Hospital,  for  the  year  en  dine 
June  30,  1900.  8 

During  the  past  year  we  can  count  no  large  things  accomplished,  but  feel  that  it 
has  been  a  year  of  steady  progress  in  the  right  direction.  The  year  of  1899  was 
one  of  organization;  the  year  of  11)00  has  been  one  where  the  results  of  that  organi- 
zation have  been  felt.  We  are  now  working  with  our  full  corps  of  pupil  nurses, 
thirteen  in  number:  also  two  orderlies.  Compared  with  the  number  of  patients 
which  this  institution  cares  for  the  nursing  staff  is  small  and  many  times  heavily 
taxed  to  meet  the  demands. 

The  addition  of  filter,  sterilizer,  portable  screens,  ward  carriages,  and  many 
other  smaller  articles  of  necessity  and  convenience  have  been  added  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  which  aid  greatly  in  performing  the  large  amount  of  work 
devolved  upon  the  nursing  staff. 

At  the  end  of  this  year  we  hope  to  adopt  the  plan  of  admitting  pupils  only  dur- 
ing the  summer  months,  thus  enabling  us  to  avoid  interruption  during  the  lecture 
course.  To  our  lecturers  we  feel  that  the  highest  praise  for  their  excellent  lec- 
tures, interest,  and  faithfulness  would  be  meager. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  good,  and  to  their  conduct  and  faith- 
fulness I  can  only  say  that  it  has  been  highly  satisfactory. 

So  frequently  the  question  is  asked.  What  is  the  daily  routine,  that  I  may  be  par- 
doned if  right  here  I  answer  that  interrogation. 

The  day  nurses  cover  the  time  from  8  a.  m.  to  8  p.  m.  At  7.55  a.  m.  all  day 
nurses  report  for  duty  and  are  assigned  their  various  allotments.  All  nurses 
remain  on  duty  until  1.30  p.  m..  when  a  number  are  excused  from  duty  for  two 
hours.  These  nurses  compose  the  relay  at  6  p.  m.  to  relieve  those  who  have 
remained  on  duty  from  8  a.  m.  until  (\  p.  m.  One  afternoon  is  given  each  nurse 
every  week,  she  being  relieved  from  duty  at  noon. 

On  Sunday  the  staff  is  so  divided  as  to  give  each  nurse  six  hours  at  relief  from 
duty.  A  vacation  of  fifteen  days  is  given  annually  for  absolute  rest.  Vacations 
are  given  between  the  months  of  June  and  October.  Instruction  is  given  each 
pupil  by  the  head  nurse  personally  in  all  the  details  of  practical  nursing,  includ- 
ing charting,  keeping  of  records,  etc.  Between  the  months  of  October  and  June, 
besides  the  lectures  by  the  faculty,  the  superintendent  of  nurses  has  weekly 
classes,  following  in  detail  as  nearly  as  possible  the  lecture  course,  with  quiz  and 
occasional  written  tests  on  subjects  taught.  The  course  of  training  covers  a 
period  of  three  years,  the  junior  and  intermediate  training  being  given  in  this 
institution  and  the  senior  year  spent  at  the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency 
Hospital.  There  special  training  is  given  in  emergency  work,  massage,  and  care 
of  private  patients.  Pupils  enter  the  school  on  two  months'  probation,  during 
which  time  their  fitness  for  the  work  is  judged,  the  right  being  reserved  to  dis- 
miss pupils  from  the  school  at  any  time  during  the  two  months  of  probation,  as 
well  as  during  the  three  years,  provided  there  being  sufficient  cause.  If  the  pro- 
bationer is  accepted,  she  wears  the  school  uniform  at  the  end  of  two  months. 
Night  nurses  are  on  duty  from  8  p.  m.  to  8  a.  m. 

For  practical  work  the  time  is  divided  into  seven  months'  medical  nursing  in 
the  female  wards,  seven  months'  medical  nursing  in  the  male  wards,  five  months' 
male  and  female  nursing  in  the  surgical  wards,  and  four  months  are  devoted  to 
obstetrical  nursing.    One  month  vacation  completes  the  twenty-four  months. 

At  the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency  Hospital  the  practical  work  is  divided 
into  six  weeks'  ward  work,  three  m  >nths  in  the  operating  room,  four  months  pri- 
vate patients,  three  months'  emergency  work,  and  two  weeks  for  vacation.  All 
time  lost  by  illness  the  pupils  are  required  to  make  up.  An  allowance  of  $60  per 
annum  is  granted  each  pupil. 

Our  greatest  needs— indeed,  I  might  say,  necessity— is  a  reference  library, 
charts,  and  manikin  for  class  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Octobers,  1000. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  law  I  submit,  on  behalf  of  the 
Reform  School  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  report  covering  the 
operations  of  the  school  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900, 
giving  detailed  information  as  to  the  inmates,  the  amounts  received 
from  the  sale  of  surplus  farm  products  and  from  the  various  indus- 
tries carried  on  at  the  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  boys,  the  dis- 
position made  of  those  sums,  an  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  payments  of  the  treasurer  of  the  school,  an  inventory  of  all  per- 
sonal property  belonging  to  the  institution,  and  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  employees  and  the  compensation  paid  them. 

The  average  number  of  boys  in  the  school  during  the  fiscal  year, 
which  in  1887  was  157,  was  in  1800,  185;  in  1892,  201;  in  1896,  219; 
in  1897,  223;  in  1898,  236;  in  1899,  224 dropped  in  1900  to  197.  These 
figures  show  that  in  the  eleven  years  from  1887  to  1898  the  average 
number  of  boys  increased  from  157  to  23C>,  falling  off  in  the  lasl  two 
years  to  224  and  then  to  197.    There  are  several  reasons  for  this. 
First,  the  multiplication  of  agencies  for  the  care  of  boys.    The  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians,  intended  primarily  for  charitable  work, 
obtains  through  the  courts  control  of  many  boys  who  should  more 
properly,  perhaps,  be  sent  to  the  Reform  School,  the  reasons  for  their 
commitment  being  based  upon  acts  committed  or  a  general  condition 
of  behavior  calling  for  reformation  rather  than  charitable  support, 
the  object  of  the  school  being  t  he  reformation  and  supplemental  carry- 
ing out  of  control  where  the  parents  are  no  longer  able  to  exercise  it. 
The  courts  frequently  commit  boys  to  jail  or  the  workhouse  because 
the  parents  or  relatives  in  charge  prefer  their  serving  a  short  term  in 
one  of  these  places  to  what  may  be  a  much  longer  one  in  the  Reform 
School.    The  school  has  at  present  a  capacity  for  250  boys,  and  it 
would  seem,  as  a  mere  question  of  economy,  to  be  much  wiser  to 
utilize  it  to  the  limit  of  its  capacity  rather  than  to  distribute  boys  to 
farms  and  other  private  places  where  the  boys  themselves  get  little  or 
no  instruction,  the  persons  to  whom  they  are  committed  getting  not 
only  their  services,  but  compensation,  making  an  additional  expense 
to  be  paid  from  the  public  Treasury. 

During  the  year  covered  by  the  report  the  necessary  repairs  for  the 
proper  care  and  preservation  of  the  buildings  and  personal  property 
belonging  to  the  school  have  been  made,  including  those  to  the  work- 
shops, family  buildings,  barns,  stables,  fencing,  sewers,  roadway, 
steam  plant,  etc.,  in  all  of  which  work  the  boys  have  been  employed 
wherever  practicable.  Special  mention  may  be  made  of  the  repairs  to 
the  boiler  house  and  coal  vaults,  which  were  thoroughly  overhauled, 
walls  repaired,  and  the  vaults  cement  lined  so  as  to  exclude  damp- 
ness. The  greenhouses  were  in  great  measure  rebuilt,  and  are  now 
in  excellent  condition.  The  old  bathing  pools,  one  of  which  was 
located  in  each  family  building,  have  been  replaced  by  shower  baths, 
thus  avoiding  the  necessity  for  a  number  of  boys  bathing  in  the  same 
water— a  measure  conducive  to  good  health  and  cleanliness. 
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The  character  of  the  work  in  the  school  room,  the  manual  training 
school,  and  instruction  given  in  the  various  shops,  as  well  as  in  out- 
door work,  has  been,  perhaps,  better  than  usual. 

At  its  last  session  Congress  passed  an  act  raising  the  age  for  admis- 
sion to  the  school  from  16  years  to  under  17  years,  and  gave  the  board 
of  trustees  authority  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  should  be 
necessary  to  give  parole  instead  of  absolute  discharges,  thus  giving 
\  Ihe  school  the  right  to  reclaim  and  return  to  it  boys  who,  after  dis- 
charge or  parole,  lapse  into  vicious  ways,  and  who,  if  absolutely 
discharged,  could  not  be  returned  because  of  being  over  age.  This 
legislation  ought  to  have  influence  with  the  courts  in  doing  away  with 
the  commitment  of  boys  to  the  jail  and  workhouse,  where  they  are 
brought  in  contact  with  criminals,  and  causing  commitments  to  the 
Reform  School  to  take  their  place. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  excellent,  and  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  entire  property  is  good.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

OCTOBER  20,  1000. 

Gentlemen:  Replying  to  your  requests  of  September  14  and  17  for 
an  annual  report  of  this  institution  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900, 
with  a  statement  of  such  suggestions  regarding  appropriations  or 
other  recommendations  as  we  may  deem  proper  to  make,  we  beg  to 
say  that  during  the  past  year  the  school  has  been  filled  for  the  most 
part  of  the  time  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  number  of  inmates  on 
July  1,  1890,  was  27,  and  on  June  30,  1000,  28.  On  December  1,  180!), 
there  were  temporarily  only  21  girls  in  the  school,  and  on  April  17, 
1000,  the  highest  number  was  attained,  namely,  30.  The  present 
building  accommodates  comfortably  only  27  girls,  but  when  the  new 
building  is  opened  and  occupied  there  will  be  room  for  65  more 
inmates,  .and  we  shall  be  able  to  take  not  only  more  colored  girls  of 
the  classes  defined  in  the  law,  whom  alone  we  have  so  far  been  able 
to  receive,  but  also  white  girls  of  the  same  classes. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  girls  and  the  conditions  of  the  school  as 
to  health  and  effective  administration  have  been  good  during  the  year. 
Five  inmates  have  been  received  under  order  of  court  and  3  under 
the  order  of  the  president  of  the  school,  by  transfer  from  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians.  One  girl,  attaining  her  majority  during 
the  year,  has  been  discharged;  2  were  released  to  parents  or  guar- 
dians; 6  were  apprenticed  under  indentures,  of  whom  3  were  returned 
to  the  school  because  of  misconduct  in  their  places  or  because  they 
ran  away  from  the  homes  in  which  they  found  employment.  These 
latter,  with  2  girls  who  absconded  from  the  school  while  working  in 
the  garden,  were  all  recovered  by  the  officers  or  by  the  police  and 
returned  within  a  short  time. 

The  work  of  the  school  includes  general  domestic  training,  laundry 
work,  cooking,  and  the  other  duties  of  house  service,  sewing  and 
knitting,  and  outdoor  work  in  the  vegetable  and  flower  gardens. 
Under  the  faithful  direction  of  the  school  officers  all  of  such  work  in 
the  institution  and  a  great  portion  of  the  farm  and  garden  work  is 
done  by  the  girls.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  labor,  properly 
guided  and  diversified,  constitutes  a  large  part  in  all  plans  of  reforma- 
tion. The  girls  are  taught  in  school  the  ordinary  English  branches, 
and  receive  proper  moral  training  and  religious  training  of  a  simple 
character.  The  general  discipline  is  strict,  but  does  not  follow  the 
rigorous  code  of  prisons. 

The  property  of  the  institution  consists  of  a  tract  of  about  19  acres 
at  the  corner  of  the  Conduit  road  and  the  Loughboro  road.  The  soil 
is  only  of  fair  quality,  but  is  being  steadily  improved.  The  buildings 
consist  of  the  old  or  present  building,  the  new  building  not  yet  occu- 
pied, both  of  brick,  a  brick  barn,  and  brick  engine  house  for  pumping 
water  up  from  the  aqueduct  main  to  the  school  tanks,  a  brick  and 
stone  ice  house,  a  shed  for  wagons  and  farm  implements,  with  the 
usual  small  appurtenances.    In  addition  to  this,  we  have  just  this 
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year  secured  an  allotment  of  about  14  acres  of  Government  pasture 
land,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away  up  the  Conduit  road,  which  now  gives 
us  abundant  pasturage  and  will  enable  us  also  to  increase  the  acreage 
for  planting. 

We  anticipate  that  the  new  building  will  be  ready  to  be  opened  and 
occupied  on  or  about  January  1,  1901. 

We  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  our  annual  reports  to  the  Attorney- 
General  for  the  past  two  years,  which  will  indicate  to  you  the  lines 
upon  which  we  are  seeking  to  develop  the  school  and  the  legislation 
which  we  deem  essential;  and  will  send  you,  when  it  is  ready  for  dis- 
tribution, a  copy  of  this  annual  report  for  the  year  under  review. 
We  also  inclose  a  copy  of  the  existing  laws  and  by-laws,  and  have  to 
add  that  the  by-laws  are  now  undergoing  revision,  and  that  the  present 
board  of  trustees,  with  their  addresses,  and  the  present  officers  and 
committees  of  the  board  and  officials  of  the  school  are  as  follows:

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  the  new  building 
is  committed  for  disbursement  to  the  District  Commissioners,  and  has  not  passed 
through  the  hands  of  this  board;  and  that  the  appropriation  for  furnishing  and 
equipping  the  new  building  contained  in  the  District  act  for  1899  (31  Stat.  L. ,  575) , 
was  not  available  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

The  school  raised  all  the  vegetables  used  during  the  year,  and  slaughtered  for 
use  15  hogs,  50  chickens,  and  4  calves.  The  school's  own  supply  of  milk  and  of 
eggs  (500  dozen  eggs)  was  sufficient  for  all  the  officers  and  inmates.  The  stock 
and  the  farm  implements  are  ample  for  present  needs  and  are  in  good  condition. 

This  portion  of  the  statement  may  be  amplified  to  much  greater  detail  if  the 
Board  of  Charities  desire,  and  may  include  an  inventory  of  the  stock,  implements, 
and  other  such  property  on  hand.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

The  usefulness  of  this  institution  is  constantly  increasing,  and  the 
year  just  closed  has  demonstrated  more  clearly  than  ever  the  unique 
place  Freodmen's  Hospital  tills  in  the  country.  This  year  has  been 
one  of  large  activity  and  much  improvements  in  the  various  depart- 
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ments,  therein'  contributing  many  blessings  to  the  large  number  of 
patients  who  have  come  from  far  and  near  to  secure  the  medical  and 
surgical  skill  afforded  by  this  institution.  In  addition  to  the  fact  that 
more  patients  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  than 
during  any  previous  year,  it  is  also  notable  that  there  have  been  more 
applicants  among  young  physicians  from  different  parts  of  the  country 
for  hospital  practice  and  experience  than  ever  before.  These  facts  go 
to  show  that  the  young  colored  physicians  see  more  clearly  the  value 
of  the  wide  clinical  ffelds  afforded  at  this  institution. 

PATIENTS. 

The  statistical  tables  which  follow  fully  present  the  number  of  cases 
admitted;  also  those  treated  in  the  out-patient  department,  together 
with  the  classification  of  diseases  treated,  with  their  svstematie  arrange- 
ment,  noting  the  results  in  each  case.  The  number  of  in-patients 
treated  during  the  year  was  2,542,  the  number  of  out-patients  6,202. 
The  total  number  of  patients  treated  within  the  wards  and  dispensary 
was  8.744.  The  largest  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  during  the 
year  was  182,  on  March  4,  1900.  The  smallest  number  was  102,  on 
December  9,1899.  The  average  number  of  patients  was  142.  Com- 
pared with  the  last  report  the  increase  of  in-patients  has  been  168,  the 
increase  of  out-patients  1,423.  If  the  revisits  of  2,227  out-patients  are 
added,  we  have  the  remarkable  increase  of  3,818.  The  total  number 
of  days'  board  furnished  was  51,950.  The  percentage  of  improved  and 
cured  of  the  total  number  under  care  was  82.06;  of  admissions  during 
the  year,  85.53,  or  4.85  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  The  percentage 
of  deaths  for  the  year  has  been  6.37,  a  decrease  in  the  mortality  of  0.74 
per  cent.  Of  the  number  of  deaths,  21  were  moribund  cases,  dying 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  admission ;  43  were  due  to  consumption. 
Excluding  this  class  of  deaths — 64  in  number,  a  percentage  of  3.06  of 
the  total  admissions,  or  about  40  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths — we  have 
2,363  admissions  of  patients  having  some  chance  of  being  benefited  by 
treatment  or  operation,  with  a  death  list  of  98,  the  percentage  being 
4.49,  or  3.85  per  cent  of  all  under  care.  In  other  words,  a  recovery 
of  about  96  per  cent  of  all  under  care. 

The  surgical  work  of  the  hospital  has  been  heavier  than  for  any 
previous  year  and  very  gratifying  in  its  results.  There  have  been  634 
operations,  including  some  of  the  most  difficult  abdominal  and  other 
major  surgery.  The  death  rate  for  all  surgical  operations  has  been 
1.10  per  cent.  The  medical  service  has  also  been  very  heavy.  The 
Dumber  of  typhoid  fever  cases  have  been  very  large  in  comparison 
with  former  years.  The  number  treated  has  been  66,  or  about  6.25 
per  cent  of  all  the  medical  cases  treated.  Of  this  number  of  cases  37, 
or  about  57  per  cent,  were  brought  to  the  hospital  in  the  second  or 
third  week  of  the  disease,  either  with  delirium  or  some  other  unfavor- 
able symptom;  practically  hopeless  cases.  This  accounts  for  the  death 
list  of  16,  or  24  per  cent.  Of  the  29  admitted  in  the  first  week  of  the 
disease,  and  having  some  chance  of  improvement,  the  number  of  deaths 
were  3,  or  about  1  per  cent,  a  recovery  of  99  per  cent.  Hydrotherapy, 
frequent  sponging  or  tubbing,  being  the  best  recognized  and  most 
effective  treatment  in  such  cases,  the  nurses  and  internes  have  been 
frequently  taxed  to  the  limit  of  physical  endurance  in  their  untiring 
efforts  to  carry  out  the  prescribed  treatment. 
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The  gynecological  ward  furnished  much  of  the  .surgery.  The  rela- 
tively large  Dumber  of  cases  of  cancer  in  this  department  is  noticeable, 
since  the  prevailing  opinion  has  been  that  the  descendants  of  the  Afri- 
can race  were  rarely  affected  with  the  disease.  Whether  the  disease 
is  on  the  increase  among  the  colored  people  or  whether  a  better 
knowledge  of  pathology  enables  the  physician  to  more  readily  recog- 
nize this  condition  is  a  question  yet  to  be  definitely  settled.  It  is 
probable,  however,  that  the  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  cancer 
among  that  class  of  people,  if  the  increase  is  actual  rather  than  appar- 
ent, is  largely  due  to  the  environment  incident  to  American  civiliza- 
tion. According  to  the  best  authorities  it  is  comparatively  rare  in  the 
native  African.  Reviewing  some  other  hospital  reports  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  the  rate  of  prevalence  in  proportion  to  the  hospital 
populations,  it  wTas  found  that  the  rate  is  about  0.261  per  cent  for  the 
white  and  0.271  per  cent  for  the  colored  elements.  The  admission  of 
such  cases  to  this  institution  indicates  an  increase;  and  the  ratio  in  pro- 
portion of  white  to  the  colored,  according  to  the  relative  hospital  popu- 
lations, has  been  0.312  in  excess  for  the  dark  race.  One  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  mothers  and  children  have  been  cared  for  in  the  lying-in 
department. 

IMPROVEMENTS  AN  J)  REPAIRS. 

During  the  past  year  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  im- 
proving of  the  condition  of  the  entire  hospital  plant,  as  far  as  the  miscel- 
laneous appropriation  would  permit.    Early  in  the  year  a  fresh  coat  of 
paint  wras  applied  to  the  interior  of  the  wards;  the  operating  rooms  have 
been  frescoed  and  beds  enameled;  thus  adding  to  the  cheerfulness  of 
all  the  surroundings.   Reference  was  made  in  the  last  report  concerning 
the  alteration  of  a  ward  for  the  accommodation  of  children.  This 
change  has  been  made,  and  already  the  evidences  of  its  necessity  have 
justified  its  establishment.    A  room  has  been  titled  up  in  the  main 
building  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  eve  and  ear  cases.  New 
appliances  and  apparatuses  have  been  placed  therein.    This  is  a  decided 
improvement  and  advancement  in  the  clinical  service,  as  many  of  the 
cases  had  to  be  referred  to  institutions  making  this  work  a  specialty. 
The  grounds  have  been  given  a  thorough  overhauling.  As  a  result  there 
is  an  extended  driveway  with  a  white-shelled  roadbed  for  ambulances 
and  vehicles  conveying  the  sick,  affording  easy  and  better  access  to 
several  wards;  the  parking  has  been  beautified  by  extensive  sodding: 
many  rosebushes  and  assorted  plants  have  been  added  to  the  plats  and 
beds.    These  were  donated  through  the  kindness  of  the  superintendent 
of  the  propagating  gardens. 

Just  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  an  appropriation  was  made  by 
Congress  of  $3,500  for  repairs."  Out  of  this  fund  all  parts  of  the 
hospital  are  now  under  process  of  general  repairs.  It  is  intended  to 
put  tin  roofs  on  each  of  the  six  buildings;  also  to  have  the  interior 
and  exterior  of  every  building  painted,  to  place  in  new  flooring  wher- 
ever needed,  to  have  the  plastering  repaired,  and  to  make  such  other 
repairs  as  may  be  possible  out  of  the  appropriation.  When  the 
buildings  have  been  improved  in  the  manner  my  plans  embrace,  the 
sanitary  and  hygienic  surroundings  will  be  materially  improved  and 
made  more  conducive  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  inmates.  Among 
the  improvements  will  be  the  changing  of  the  gynecological  service 
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from  one  building  to  another,  locating  it  over  the  surgical  ward  and 
then  placing  between  the  two  wards  an  elevator  making  direct 'con- 
nection with  the  operating  room.  One  advantage  gained  by  this 
change  will  be  in  having  all  of  the  operative  surgery  in  one  building, 
and  another  reason  for  this  step  will  be  the  protection  of  all  the 
surgical  cases  from  the  dangers  of  contact  infection,  and  outdoor 
exposure.  Heretofore  it  has  been  necessary  to  go  outside  in  carrying 
p        the  gynecological  patients  to  and  from  the  operating  room. 

NECESSITIES. 

The  need  of  better  light  throughout  the  hospital,  and  especially  in 
the  operating  rooms,  is  a  source  of  annoyance.  The  gas  bills  are  very 
large  and  the  lights  very  poor,  in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  at  rigid  econ- 
omy practiced  in  all  of  the  departments.  It  is  practically  impossible 
to  do  the  simplest  operation  at  night.  To  do  any  abdominal  surgery 
after  dark,  and  such  emergencies  frequently  occur,  is  a  risk  too  danger- 
ous to  be  attempted.  However,  it  has  been  necessary  recently  to  do 
at  midnight  a  Cesarean  section,  a  formidable  and  dangerous  operation 
under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties, 
both  mother  and  child  are  living  and  healthy  to-day.  In  my  opinion, 
it  is  quite  possible  and  would  be  more  economical  to  have  some  sys- 
tem of  electric  lighting.  The  cost  of  running  an  electric  plant  is  prob- 
ably no  more  expensive  than  gas.  It  is  more  hygienic  and  safe,  and 
it  is  believed  will  give  much  better  satisfaction  in  every  particular. 
It  requires  at  present  two  boilers  to  run  the  laundry  and  to  pump  the 
necessary  supply  of  water  for  the  buildings.  To  install  in  the  engine 
room  and  put  in  operation  a  small  electric  plant  would  hardly  be  in 
excess  of  $2,000,  which  is  about  the  cost  of  gas  per  year  for  this 
institution. 

In  my  last  report  a  pen  picture  was  presented  describing  in  as  forci- 
ble language  as  I  could  command  the  depressing  condition  confronting 
the  inmates  who  have  to  be  treated  in  such  time-worn  structures,  and 
showing  the  urgent  needs  for  new  and  modern  brick  buildings.  This 
necessity  still  exists.  I  can  not  add  anything  that  will  strengthen  my 
former  appeals  on  this  subject.  Your  extended  remarks  concerning 
this  institution  in  your  last  annual  report  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  touching  particularly  the  need  of  new  buildings,  emphasized 
forcibly  the  necessity  of  some  immediate  action  by  Congress  looking  to 
the  betterment  of  this  condition.  It  is  necessary  to  state  in  this  con- 
nection that,  with  the  able  cooperation  of  the  board  of  visitors  of  Freed- 
men's  Hospital — the  president  and  secretary  of  Howard  University,  and 
the  auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia — it  has  been  possible  for  me  to 
secure  an  appropriation  from  Congress  sufficient  to  make  some  imme- 
diate and  necessary  repairs.  I  desire  to  reiterate  the  necessity  of  a 
bacteriological  and  pathological  laboratory.  It  has  been  demonstrated 
on  various  occasions  during  the  past  year  that  such  an  adjunct  is  abso- 
lutely indispensable  in  modern  hospital  work. 

PAY  WARD. 


Too  much  can  not  be  said  in  favor  of  establishing  a  pay  ward.  The 
improvement  and  advancement  in  medical  care  and  surgical  operations 
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at  this  institution  have  placed  it  in  the  front  rank  in  the  onward  march 
of  hospital  care.  Many  of  the  more  favored  applicants  for  admission 
refer  to  this  fact  as  their  reason  for  desiring  treatment  here  and  express 
a  willingness  to  pay  for  the  service  received.  A  large  number  of  non- 
residents, especially  from  the  Southern  States,  who  have  no  hospital 
privileges  in  their  respective  homes,  write  stating  their  ability  and 
desire  to  pay  for  treatment.  During  the  past  year  many  of  Washing- 
ton's best  and  wealthiest  colored  people  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
enter  this  hospital.  A  large  percentage  of  the  inmates  treated  fre- 
quently indicate  a  willingness  to  pay  for  treatment  rather  than  be 
classed  as  charity  patients.  The  tendency  of  all  hospital  manage- 
ments is  to  provide  pay  beds.  To  discourage  pauperism  many  of  the 
municipal  hospitals  of  the  large  cities  have  added  pay  wards.  I  would 
recommend  for  your  favorable  consideration  the  advisability  of  estab- 
lishing at  once  a  pay  ward  in  this  institution.  The  charges  could  be 
so  fixed  as  to  merely  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Any  balance 
accruing  from  the  income  derived  from  that  source  could  be  utilized 
in  the  support  of  the  much-needed  pathological  laboratory. 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  refer  to  this  department.    An  evidence  of 
the  rapid  progress  of  this  training  school,  which  was  organized  in  1S!>4, 
and  the  high  standing  it  has  attained  is  its  recognition  and  admission 
to  the  American  Association  of  Nurses.    It  is  also  gratifying  to  note 
that  in  addition  to  the  large  number  of  graduates  who  obtain  steady 
employment  as  private  nurses,  there  has  been  a  decided  increase  of 
those  engaged  in  the  same  arduous  work  of  conducting*  hospitals  and 
organizing  similar  training  schools  in  many  Southern  cities  as  a  result 
of  their  experience.    Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  young  women  who 
go  from  this  hospital  have  the  satisfaction  of  making  life  a  success  and 
earning  a  living,  while  contributing  at  the  same  time  to  the  comfort 
and  relief  of  suffering  humanity.    It  is  my  desire  at  all  times  to  keep 
this  institution  and  its  several  departments  in  the  front  ranks,  and  in 
furtherance  of  this  purpose  I  would  recommend  the  advisability  of 
extending  the  course  of  study  and  training  to  three  years.    If  the 
demands  of  the  present  day  require  that  medical  schools  shall  give  a 
four  years'  course  to  fit  a  physician  to  treat  a  case,  then  it  is  reasona- 
ble to  suppose  that  training  schools  should  require  more  than  two 
years  to  prepare  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  patient.    In  this  connection  I 
take  the  liberty  of  quoting  an  extract  from  a  special  committee  selected 
by  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  to  consider  this  question: 

It  is  now  universally  recognized  to  be  desirable  to  extend  the  course  of  training  for 
nupil  nurses  from  two  to  three  years,  in  order  to  provide  women  better  equipped  by 
knowledge  and  experience  for  nursing,  to  secure  a  more  efficient  service  to  the  hos- 
pital by  nurses  in  the  third  year,  and  to  obviate  the  breaking  down  of  health  of 
nurses  by  attempting  to  crowd  the  work  of  training  into  two  short  years. 

THE  PROPOSED  MUNICIPAL  HOSPITAL. 

From  its  inception  this  institution  presents  an  interesting  history. 
It  had  its  beginning  in  1865  as  a  honte  and  asylum  for  the  care  of  dis- 
abled and  infirm  colored  people.    It  has  advanced  step  by  step  until 
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Freedmen's  Hospital  is  known  all  over  the  country,  and  has  acquired 
a  name  for  itself  surpassed  by  no  other  charitable  institution,  ft  pre- 
sents no  imposing  structures  for  its  inmates,  but  furnishes  the  best 
science  for  the  alleviation  of  pain  and  suffering.  It  makes  no  differ- 
ence between  resident  and  nonresident,  and  is  emancipated  from  the 
fetters  of  color  and  creed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  after  thirtv-five 
years  of  arduous  struggle  in  behalf  of  all  classes  of  the  poor  and  suf- 
fering, and  particularly  the  indigent  sick  of  the  colored  race,  this  insti- 
tution will  be  permitted  to  stand  for  the  good  it  has  done  in  the  past 
for  the  good  it  is  doing  in  the  present,  and  for  the  good  it  will  do  in 
the  future.  In  the  establishment  of  a  municipal  hospital  I  respect- 
fully urge  that  this  institution  be  kept  independent  of  and  separate 
from  it.  The  Freedmen's  Hospital  tills  a  unique  and  vital  place  among 
th<>  various  charities. 

In  addition  to  the  benefits  rendered  the  afflicted  and  the  difficult 
eases  treated  and  operated  upon,  it  keeps  pace  with  the  best  modern 
hospitals.  The  treatment  is  carried  on  systematically  under  constant 
observation  and  record,  thereby  exemplifying  the  scientific  advance- 
ment attained  and  also  demonstrating  the*hnproved  methods  inaugu- 
ral eel.  Each  year  six  young  colored  physicians  go  from  the  hospital 
into  active  practice  with  knowledge  and  skill  to  bless  the  communities 
in  which  they  shall  locate.  It  also  secures  to  the  medical  students  of 
How  ard  University  superior  opportunities  for  clinical  advantages,  and 
it  should  be  said  the  only  institution  of  its  kind  where  they  could 
obtain  such  practical  experience.  The  training  school  for  nurses  grad- 
uates each  year  a  large  number,  well  equipped  and  instructed  in  the 
best  methods,  who  could  not  hope  for  admission  as  pupil  nurses  in  the 
municipal  hospital.  I  was  invited  during  the  last  session  of  Congress 
before  the  Senate  District  Committee  to  express  my  views  concerning 
the  bill  proposing  the  establishment  of  the  said  hospital,  and  I  desire 
to  say  now  in  substance  what  I  said  then:  Maintain  Freedmen's  Hos- 
pital as  a  separate  institution,  erect  for  it  new  buildings,  place  it  under 
the  absolute  control  of  the  Interior  Department,  and  the  Government 
will  have  built  an  enduring  monument  to  a  lo}Tal  and  patriotic  class  of 
citizens. 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  above  given  why  this  institution  should 
remain  intact  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Interior  Department, 
it  is  worthy  of  note  that  Freedmen's  Hospital  has  always  been  and 
still  is  a  national  hospital  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  indigent  sick 
from  all  sections  of  the  country.  The  percentum  of  nonresident 
patients  treated  in  this  institution  is  far  in  excess  of  the  resident  class. 
Not  a  month  passes  without  the  admission  of  a  very  large  number  of 
surgical  and  other  cases  sent  by  physicians  from  the  various  States 
because  of  a  lack  of  hospital  privileges  in  small  towns  and  rural  dis- 
tricts especially  for  the  colored  race.  That  class  of  patients  treated 
who  are  residents  is  almost  wholly  made  up  of  emergency  cases  and 
t  hose  persons  who  find  it  difficult  to  secure  treatment  in  the  other  hos- 
pitals of  the  District.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  this  institution 
is  by  no  means  local  in  character,  and  that  it  deals  so  largely  with 
relieving  the  unfortunate  American  citizen  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try as  to  make  its  scope  national  and  to  logically  place  it  under  the 
management  of  the  General  Government,

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In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  record  that  the  arduous  duties  of 
the  visiting  physicians  have  been  performed  with  promptness  and 
fidelity,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknow  ledge  my  appreciation  of  their 
gratuitous  services.  The  hospital  is  much  indebted  to  many  persons 
for  gifts  of  books,  magazines,  and  other  reading  matter  for  the 
patients.  Flower  missions  have  at  various  times  distributed  quanti- 
ties of  flowers  to  the  inmates,  which  are  much  appreciated.  Thanks 
are  extended  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds 
for  many  gifts  of  flowers,  and  also  to  the  business  houses  who  deal  with 
the  institution  for  donation  of  flowers  for  the  graduating  exercises  of 
the  nurses.

Sir:  1  h<  ire  with  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  training  school  for  nurses 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900.  The  final  examinations  of  the  graduating  class 
were  held  in  April.  The  graduating  exercises  were  held  in  the  Andrew  Rankin 
M  emorial  Chapel,  May  9,  1900,  at  which  eleven  nurses  rece  ived  their  diplomas  and 
will  leave  the  school  as  they  complete  their  two  years'  training. 

The  health  of  the  nurses  has  been  generally  good  during  the  year,  no  instance  of 
prolonged  or  serious  illness  having  occurred/  The  classes,  lectures,  and  usual  rou- 
tine of  school  work  have  been  pursued  without  interruption. 

Number  of  applications  received  during  the  year   142

CIRCULAR  OP  INFORMATION  SENT  APPLICANTS. 

The  Freedmen's  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  is  established  to  give  a  two 
years'  course  of  training  to  women  who  desire  to  enter  the  profession  of  nursing. 

Applicants  may  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy. 
Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  apply  to  the  surgeon  in  chief 
oi  the  Freedmen's  Hospital,  and  printed  instructions  will  he  furnished  respecting  the 
personal  information  to  be  given  by  applicants.  Letters  of  application  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  statement  from  a  clergyman  testifying  to  good  moral  character, 
and  from  a  physician  certifying  to  sound  health  and  unimpaired  faculties.  Appli- 
cants must  be  between  2]  and  35  years  of  age,  of  at  least  average  height  and  phy- 
sique, and  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  general  fitness  of  disposition  and  tem- 
perament for  the  work  of  nursing.  It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  hospital  to  appoint 
only  unmarried  colored  women  (this  term  includes  widows).  Upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  superintendent  of  the  nurses  and  the  approval  of  the  surgeon  in  chief, 
they  will  be  received  one  month  on  probation.  During  the  month  of  trial  and  pre- 
vious to  being  accepted  as  a  pupil  in  the  school  the  applicant  must  be  prepared,  for 
an  examination  in  reading,  penmanship,  simple  arithmetic,  and  English  dictation. 
The  examination  is  to  test  the  applicant's  ability  to  read  aloud  well,  to  write  legibly 
and  accurately,  to  understand  arithmetic  as  far  as  fractions  and  per  cent,  and  take 
notes  of  lectures.  This  amount  of  education  is  indispensable  for  a  member  of  the 
school,  hut  applicants  are  reminded  that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultiva- 
tion will  be  preferred. 

During  the  probationary  month,  board,  lodging,  and  laundry  work  are  provided  hy 
the  s<  shoot    The  probationer  provides  her  own  dress. 

The  training-school  authorities  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  a 
pupil  with  the  school  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct,  inefficiency,  or  neglect  of 
duty.  Those  who  prove  satisfactory  are  accepted  as  pupils  after  signing  a  written 
agreement  to  remain  at  the  school  for  two  years,  including  the  probationary  month, 
and  during  that  time  to  obey  the  rules  of  the  school  and  hospital  and  to  be  subordi- 
nate to  the  authorities  governing  the  same.  Pupils  reside  at  the  home  and  serve  as 
assistants  in  various  departments  of  the  hospital  for  the  full  two  years.  They  are 
also  expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  to  them  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses.

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After  the  month  of  probation  pupils  are  required,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the  dress 
nrescribed  by  the  hospital,  which  is  a  blue  emgham,  simply  made,  with  white  apron 
and  eai»  and  linen  collar  and  cuffs.    Probationers  are  not  allowed  to  wear  tins  dress. 

In  addition  to  their  board  and  lodging,  and  a  reasonable  amount  o  laundry  work, 
the  nur<e<  will  he  provided  with  uniforms,  the  necessary  note  and  text  hooks,  also 
|5  per  month.  This  sum  is  not  given  as  pay  for  services  rendered,  it  being  consid- 
ered that  their  education  during  that  time  is  a  full  equivalent .for  their  services. 

Thedav  nurses  areon  duty  from  7.30  a.  m.  to  7.:-50  p.  m.,  with  an  hour  off  fordinner 
and  additional  time  for  exercise  or  rest.    The  pupils  have  a  right  to  one-hali  o  bun- 
day  and  are  often  given  a  half-day  in  the  week.    A  vacation  of  two  weeks  is  allows 
each  year  during  the  summer.    In  sickness  the  pupils  are  cared  tor  gratuitously,  hut 
the  time  lost  must  he  made  up. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians  and  surgeons 
at  the  bedside  of  the  patients  and  by  the  superintendent  and  head  nurse.  A  regular 
course  of  lectures,  recitations,  and  demonstrations  is  also  given  with  examinations  al 
stated  periods.  When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended  the  nurses  receive,  it  they 
pass  the  examination  and  are  otherwise  satisfactory,  a  diploma  certifying  to  the 
course  of  training  and  practice.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COLUMBIA  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN  AND 

LYING-IN  ASYLUM. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  16 \  1900. 

Gentlemen:  I  transmit  herewith,  in  respect  of  the  affairs  and 
business  of  the  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in  Asylum 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  reports  as  follows:  Report  of 
the  medical  board;  general  report  of  the  medical  superintendent; 
special  report  of  the  medical  superintendent  of  moneys  received  from 
pay  patients;  report  of  the  superintendent  of  the  training  school  for 
nurses;  report  of  the  board  of  lady  visitors;  report  of  the  treasurer. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  reports  for  the  past  year  show  a  very 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1!)()<),  the  admissions  were  675,  and 
8,496  prescriptions  were  compounded;  during  the  previous  year  the 
admissions  were  551),  and  5,5«S0  prescriptions  were  compounded. 

The  reports  also  show  that  during  the  last  year  722  new  patients 
were  treated  in  the  dispensary,  and  the  total  number  of  visits  to  the 
dispensary  was  2,456;  while  for  the  previous  year  the  number  of  new 
pat  ients  treated  at  the  dispensary  was  .'370,  and  the  total  number  of 
visits  to  the  dispensary  was  1,300. 

Judging  from  the  number  of  persons  who  have  received  treatment 
at  the  hospital  since  last  July,  it  appears  probable  that  there  will  be 
a  still  larger  increase  during  the  current  year. 

An  appropriation  of  $25,000  is  therefore  asked  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  hospital,  including  the  heating,  lighting,  etc.,  of 
the  nurses'  home  building  connected  therewith. 

The  hospital  is  at  present  without  facilities  for  the  removal  and 
transfer  of  patients  from  floor  to  floor.  The  apparatus  now  in  use  is 
difficult  to  manage  and  is  really  dangerous  when  in  operation. 

Certain  repairs  to  the  building  are  required,  and  the  exterior  and 
interior  should  be  painted. 

A  special  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  an  elevator  and  for  painting 
and  repairs  is  recommended. 

Early  in  the  last  year,  on  the  resignation  of  Miss  Davis  as  superin- 
tendent, the  board  of  directors  determined  to  commit  the  duties  that 
pertain  to  the  office  of  a  general  executive  officer  to  an  officer  to  be 
known  as  medical  superintendent,  and.  at  the  suggestion  and  with 
the  cooperation  of  Surgeon-General  Sternberg,  Capt.  Julian  M.  Cabell, 
a  retired  surgeon  of  the  Army,  then  serving  in  the  Philippines,  was 
appointed  to  that  position. 

Soon  afterwards  Dr.  Cabell  received  an  appointment  as  surgeon  in 
charge  of  the  hospital  ship  Maine  for  her  voyage  from  England  to 
South  Africa,  and  was  granted  by  the  board  leave  of  absence  to  enable 
him  to  accept  that  appointment. 

During  his  absence  Dr.  Henry  John  Rhett  acted  as  medical  super- 
intendent, and  performed  his  duties  with  efficiency  and  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  board  of  directors. 
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Dr.  Cabell  returned  about  the  middle  of  April  and  resumed,  and  has 
since  continuously  performed,  his  duties  as  medical  superintendent. 

The  improvement  in  all  the  branches  of  the  hospital  service  and  the 
increase  in  the  receipts  from  pay  patients,  made  apparent  by  the  re- 
ports, showsthe  wisdom  of  the  change  made  in  the  methods  of  adminis- 
tering the  business  of  the  hospital  and  the  wisdom  of  the  appointment 
above  referred  to.

Report  ok  Medical  Superintendent  Relative  to  the  Hospital. 

June  3<>.  1900. 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30.  1900: 

Six  hundred  and  seventy-five  patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  during  the 
year.  The  daily  average  of  patients  was  43.99.  Two  hundred  and  ninety-two 
operations  were  performed.  14(5  of  which  were  capital  operations.  Three  hundred 
and  seventy-one  visits  were  made  to  the  dispensary  during  the  first  quarter.  473 
during  the  second  quarter.  561  daring  the  third  quarter,  and  1,051  during  the  last 
quarter. 

An  excellent  steam  sterilizer  has  been  put  up  in  the  operating  room  during  the 
year.    It  has  been  most  satisfactory  in  results.

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Report  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  Columbia  and  the  Children's 

Hospitals. 

Gentlemen:  I  beg  to  present  the  report  of  the  training  school  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  :,)0,  1900.  The  number  of  applications  for  admission  was  very  large,  many 
of  them  coming  from  distant  Western  States  and  from  Canada. 

On  June  12  last,  nine  years  since  the  establishment  of  the  school.  17  nurses 
received  their  diplomas.  The  commencement  was  held  in  Columbian  University 
Hall.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wallace  Radcliffe.  of  New  York- 
Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Senator  L.  E.  McComas,  of  Maryland,  which 
were  humorous  and  interesting. 

The  graduates  now  number  86,  and  we  can  only  hope  that  these  nurses  who  are 
now  leaving  us  may  be  as  successful  as  their  predecessors.  It  is  pleasant  to  be 
able  to  say  that  our' graduates  are  in  great  demand,  both  lor  private  cases  and  for 
hospital  work. 

Although  we  have  a  large  number  on  our  register,  it  has  frequently  been  impos- 
sible to  supply  the  calls  for  them.  The  arrangement  with  the  Columbian  Univer- 
sity Hospital  for  six  months'  general  work  for  each  nurse  has  proven  very  satis- 
factory and  of  great  benefit  to  the  school.

Report  of  Board  of  Lady  Visitors. 

GENTLEMEN:  The  board  of  lady  visitors  submit  the  following  report: 
During  the  past  year  monthly  meetings  have  been  held,  regular  visits  of  inspec- 
tion paid,  and  the  Sabbath  services  continued,  at  which  an  unusually  good  attend- 
ance is  reported.  They  find  the  housekeeping  department  running  smooth  y,  so 
far  as  they  can  learn,  and  The  patients  universally  express  themselves  satisfied 
with  their  food,  as  well  as  with  the  care  and  attention  bestowed.  Out  of  the  !■">:; 
garments  contributed  to  the  supply  box.  of  which  mention  was  made  in  last 
report.  91  have  been  given  out  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses  to  such  patients  as 
were  in  need  on  leaving  the  hospital.  In  every  case  two  garments  of  a  kind  are 
given  as  a  gentle  reminder  to  the  recipient  of  the  close  relationship  between 
'•cleanliness  and  Godliness."'  A  return  ticket  to  her  home  in  Virginia  has  also 
been  furnished  to  one  patient.  Some  of*  the  inmates  having  expressed  a  desire  for 
Bibles,  three  dozen  copies  have  been  supplied  for  hospital  use,  in  various  forms 
and  sizes,  suited  to  the  strength  of  those  who  handle  them.  A  systematic  effort  is 
being  made  to  secure  places  of  service  for  those  women  who  desire  them  when  in 
condition  to  resume  work;  and  note  is  also  being  made  of  such  cases  as  may 
possibly  be  proper  subjects  for  help  from  the  associated  charities,  at  least  until 
physically  equal  to  self-support.  Tray  covers  for  the  free  wards  have  been 
donated,  which,  though  simple  in  character,  will  render  the  service  cf  meals  more 
appetizing,  and  at  the  same  time  prove  an  object  lesson  in  neatness  which  will 
have  its  influence  in  the  ofttimes  untidy  homes  of  the  poorer  patients. 

As  most  of  the  ladies  are  absent  from  the  city  during  the  summer  there  can  be 
but  little  visiting:  and  the  Sunday  services  will  also  be  dispensed  with  during  the 
warm  weather.    The  board  meetings  will  be  resumed  in  November. 

The  ladies  note  with  pleasure  the  harmony  existing  between  the  resident  officials 
of  the  hospital,  which  seems  to  them  to  argue  well  for  the  new  plan  of  organiza- 
tion inaugurated  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHILDREN'S  HOSPITAL. 

Report  of  the  President. 

By  the  accompanying  report  of  the  medical  staff  you  will  see  thai 
our  field  of  usefulness  is  enlarging,  and  that  during  the  past  year  we 
have  been  enabled  to  alleviate*  the  sufferings  of  hundredsof  children, 
hut  our  treasurer's  report  does  not  show  a  proportionate  increase  <»!' 
finances,  our  receipts  from  private  sources  having  greatly  decreased 
and  our  funded  debt  still  remaining  $20,000.    During  the  year  a 
Legacy  of  *75(>  was  received,  but  we  were  compelled  to  use  this  forcur- 
rent  expenses.    It  is  a  problem  how  we  are  to  provide  for  the  increased 
expenses  for  the  coming  year,  as  the  prices  for  everything  consumed 
in  the  hospital  have  greatly  advanced.    It  is  mosl  earnestly  hoped 
that  this  charity  for  the  relief  of  helpless  and  afflicted  children,  !>oth 
white  and  colored,  may  appeal  to  our  citizens,  and  that  they  will,  by 
their  liberal  aid,  enable  us  to  continue  so  good  a  work,  than  which 
there  is  none  which  can  more  strongly  appeal  to  their  sympathies, 
and  surely  none  which  can  show  more  far-reaching  results.  Wegrate- 
fully  acknowledge  the  valuable  support  extended  to  us,  as  ever,  by 
the  board  of  lady  visitors,  by  the  liberality  of  their  financial  help,  as 
well  as  by  their  work  and  counsel  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of 
the  hospital. 

The  school  of  aursing  graduated  this  year  17  pupils,  all  of  whom 
attained  a  good  average.  It  has  been  thought  best  to  add  a  year  to 
the  required  course  of  training,  making  it  three  years,  rather  than 
two,  as  formerly.  We  feel  sure  that  as  a  knowledge  of  this  school  is 
extended  it  will  receive  from  year  to  year  a  more  Liberal  patronage 
from  the  physicians  and  citizens  of  this  community,  among  whom 
many  of  these  young  women  continue  to  reside  aftertheir  graduation 
and  upon  whom  their  success  in  their  profession  largely  depends.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Visitors.  July  I,  1800.  to  Ji  nk  30,  [900, 

The  usual  amount  of  repairs  constantly  necessary  to  an  old  and  much-used 
building  and  the  maintenance  of  the  supply  of  clothing,  bed  and  household  linen 
entered  largely  into  the  work  of  this  board  during  the  past  year.  China,  house- 
hold furnishings,  and  window  shades  required  renewing,  and  some  painting  and 
repairing  in  some  places  was  imperative.  There  was  an  especial  demand  for  a 
heavy  supply  of  sheeting.  In  meeting  these  needs  this  board  again  acknowledges 
the  valuable  aid  of  St.  Marys  Guild,  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society,  Children's  Hos- 
pital Guild.  Friday  Morning  Sewing  Class,  the  Junior  Sewing  Class  under  Mrs. 
Postlethwaite.  and  the  Cooperative  Society.  In  November  St.  Mary's  Guild 
reported  having  expended  $636.55  on  the  hospital  work  of  the  previous  year. 

Miss  Jennings  entered  upon  her  duties  as  superintendent  in  the  autumn  of  this 
year.  A  graduate  of  this  hospital  and  keenly  appreciating  its  requirements,  she 
meets  them  as  a  capable  nurse,  a  woman  of  executive  ability,  and  one  particularly 
adapted  to  instruct  the  pupil-nurses  who  come  under  her  care.  The  class  of  1900 
of  the  Columbia  and  Children's  hospitals  had  a  class  pin  for  the  iirst  time  in  the 
history  of  this  school  of  nursing,  a  feature  that  was  in  every  way  gratifying  to  the 
graduates  and  to  those  who  have  the  interests  of  this  hospital  at  heart.  The  pin 
in  design  is  a  Maltese  cross  upon  a  circle,  in  blue  and  white  enamel. 

At  the  December  meeting  Mrs.  Davis  was  again  unanimously  elected  president. 
Mrs.  Shields,  the  recording  secretary,  declined  reelection,  and  Mrs.  Fergusson 
was  elected  to  the  office  Mrs.  Shields  had  so  faithfully  held  for  seven  years,  an 
office  she  filled  with  gentle  courtesy,  always  rendering  most  fair,  impartial  min- 
utes. Mrs.  Fergusson  leaving  the  city  after  a  few  months,  the  year  closes  with 
the  election  of  Mrs.  Hammond  for  the  coming  year.  Mrs.  Postlethwaite  was 
elected  treasurer:  Miss  Rodgers  was  reelected  corresponding  secretary. 

The  board  lost  by  death  four  of  its  members  in  the  last  year.  Mrs.  S.  H.  Kauf- 
mann,  Mrs.  Chauncey  McKeever,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Shields,  and  Mrs.  Wall.  The  deep 
sense  of  their  loss  recognizes  the  long  years  of  their  service  to  the  cause  of  suffer- 
ing children  in  this  hospital  since  its  earliest  days. 

The  entertainment  committer  gave  the  annual  Christmas  and  Easter  parties 
that  so  brighten  the  lives  of  our  sick.  They  also  supplied  them  with  ice  cn-am 
every  Sunday  during  the  hot  months.  In  this  they  were  aided  by  a  $100  contribu- 
tion from  the  art  loan  fund,  through  Mrs.  Archibald  Hopkins,  chairman. 

The  Thanksgiving  committee,  Miss  Woodhull.  chairman,  had  generous  response 
to  the  500  appeals  issued.  The  largest  donation  in  money  evei  received  at  Thanks- 
giving. $460.35,  as  well  as  an  unusually  large  supply  of  groceries  and  provisions, 
made  the  day  one  of  good  cheer  at  the  hospital. 

A  departure  from  the  old  custom  of  giving  the  annual  charity  ball  at  the 
National  Rifles'  Armory  w#s  made  this  year,  and  it  was  held  in  the  Arlington 
Hotel,  with  Mrs.  A.  E.  Bates  as  chairman.  A  much  finer,  brilliant,  and  more 
satisf  actory  ball  was  the  result.  Notwithstanding  the  heavily  increased  expenses, 
the  financial  result,  $1,558,  was  second  only  to  the  highest  figures,  which  were 
attained  the  previous  year. 

The  public  was  not  appealed  to  by  any  other  entertainment  for  the  hospital  dur- 
ing the  year.  After  the  December  meeting  the  president  of  the  board  of  directors 
invited  the  ladies  to  a  luncheon,  where,  in  a  pleasant  social  hour,  the  affairs  of  the 
hospital  were  discussed  with  mutual  interest. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Knox  Express  Company  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Berry,  of  the 
Ebbitt  House  stables,  the  children  enjoyed  many  pleasant  drives  during  the  sum- 
mer, and  throughout  the  year  they  received  flowers  from  the  Propagating  Gardens, 
through  Colonel  Bingham,  and  from  the  National  Fruit  and  Flower  Company. 

The  maintenance  of  the  diet  kitchen,  with  the  semiweeklv  instruction,  has  been 
one  of  the  most  gratifying  efforts  of  this  board  in  its  far-reaching  results  alike  to 
the  sick  and  the  nurses.  It  is  proposed  to  begin  the  autumn  with  kindergarten 
instruction  also.  This  will  lighten  the  hours  and  sow  the  seed  of  good  habits  in  the 
children,  who  really  require  something  of  this  kind  in  their  life  at  the  hospital.

Report  of  the  School  of  Nursing  connected  with  the  Children's  and 

Columbia  hospitals. 

July  9, 1900. 

Dear  Sirs:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  school  of  nursing  from 
October  16,  1899,  to  June  30.  1900. 
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At  . the  eighth  annual  commencement  17  pupil-nurses  were  presented  for  grad- 
uation, the  largest  class  that  has  been  presented  since  the  training  school  has  been 
organized. 

The  commencement  exercises  were  held  at  the  Columbian  University  Hall  on 
the  evening  of  June  12,  1900.  Mr.  Frederic  L.  Moore,  president  of  the' board  of 
directors  of  the  Children's  Hospital,  presiding.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Harding  opened  the 
exercises  with  prayer;  very  appropriate  addresses  were  delivered  by  Senator  L.  E. 
McComas,  of  Maryland,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Radcliffe,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  Announce- 
iiient  of  graduates  and  conferring  of  diplomas  by  Dr.  J.  W.  H.  Lovejoy,  dean  of 
the  training  school. 

There  are  at  present  39  pupil-nurses  under  training  in  both  hospitals,  quite  an 
increase  to  the  number  in  former  years,  on  account  of  increase  in  hospital  work 
and  supplying  the  Columbian  University  Hospital  with  nurses  for  a  term  of  six 
months  each,  as  it  gives  them  a  wider  field  for  experience  and  practical  work. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  ladies'  board  of  visitors  of  the  Children's  Hospital 
the  pupil  nurses  are  given  instruction  in  cooking  by  a  scientific  teacher,  which  is 
of  great  advantage  to  them  in  preparing  food  for  the  sick. 

There  are  now  GO  graduates,  not  including  the  class  of  1900—16  holding  hospital 
positions.  '2  in  army  hospital  service,  9  married,  and  the  remainder  doing  private 
nursing. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  alumna?  association  has  been  reorganized,  and 
that  the  registries  for  nurses  in  the  Children's  and  Columbia  hospitals  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition:  and  that  we  have  a  permanent  school  pin  that  all  graduates 
have  the  privilege  of  purchasing. 

To  the  board  of  directors  and  the  ladies'  board  of  visitors  we  extend  our  most 
sincere  thanks  for  kindnesses  shown  the  nurses:  also  to  the  dean  and  medical  staff 
for  their  interest  and  instructions,  and  feel  indebted  to  them  for  their  unremitting 
care  and  attention  to  the  pupil  nurses  during  illness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  HOMEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  to  you  the  annual 
report,  of  the  National  Homeopathic  Hospital  Association  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  11)00. 

The  accompanying  tabulated  reports  show  the  amounts  expended

Considering  that  it  cost  the  hospital  for  maintenance  and  other 
expenses  $17,843.45,  and  that  the  Government  appropriation  and  reve- 
nue from  private  rooms  combined  amount  to  $10,245.49,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  obtain,  from  donations,  entertainments,  etc.,  given  by 
the  friends  of  the  hospital,  about  $2,000.  This  is  too  great  a  tax  to 
impose  upon  them,  and  the  trustees  again  ask  that  the  appropriation 
from  Congress  be  increased  at  least  $1,000.  The  trustees  also  think 
that  the  amount  of  work  and  the  character  of  it,  as  shown  by  the 
medical  and  surgical  reports,  warrant  this  increased  appropriation. 

During  the  year  there  were  treated  905  cases;  490  were  surgical 
cases  and  409  were  medical  cases.  There  were  17  deaths  in  the  medical 
department  and  3  deaths  in  the  surgical  department.  In  the  dispen- 
sary there  were  2, 089  new  patients  treated  and  7,259  prescriptions  given. 

It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  all  the  friends  of  the  hospital  that  in  the 
near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  erect  a  larger  and  more  modern  build- 
ing, and  the  trustees  are  confident  that  were  the  capacity  double  that 
of  the  present  building  it  would  be  full  and  overflowing  during  the 
ent  ire  year.

Washington,  1).  C,  November  2,  1900. 

Gentlemen:  The  record  of  the  past  year  shows  that  the  work  of 
the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency  Hospital  has  in  no  wise  dimin- 
ished either  in  t  he  number  of  cases  treated  or  in  the  efficient  and  good 
work  of  the  medical  staff,  the  resident  physicians,  and  the  nurses.  ( )n 
the  contrary,  there  has  been  more  good  work  performed  during  the 
past  year  than  ever  before. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  ladies*  auxiliary  society,  additional  im- 
provements were  made,  leaving  but  little  to  be  done  in  order  to  make 
the  building  complete  in  its  equipment.  It  would  be  difficult  to 
express  the  appreciation  the  board  of  directors  feel  to  the  ladies'  aux- 
iliary society  for  their  very  great  assistance  in  the  matter  of  keeping 
the  building  in  such  good  order  and  in  making  such  improvements  as 
are  constantly  needed.  This  the  board  would  have  found  it  impos- 
sible to  do  out  of  the  receipts  from  the  Government  appropriat  ion  and 
pay  patients. 

The  nurses'  home,  so  generously  donated  by  Mrs.  Phoebe  H.  Hearst, 
is  a  most  gratifying  addition  to  our  facilities,  affording  as  it  does 
privacy  ami  increased  accommodations  for  the  nurses,  and  at  the  same 
time  giving  additional  room  in  the  hospital  building  for  the  care  of 
patients.  Both  of  these  buildings  are  always  open  to  the  inspection 
of  interested  parties,  and  visitors  are  always  welcome. 

To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  hospital  during  the  coming  year,  together 
with  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  nurses'  home,  the  directors  feci 
that  it  will  be  essential  that  Congress  should  allow  them  t lie  sum  of 
$16,000,  and  this  amount  has  been  requested.  The  directors  venture 
to  express  the  hope  that  they  may  be  allowed  that  amount.

We  must  again  call  your  attention  to  our  need  for  more  room  in  which  to  do 
our  work.  The  demands  in  the  emergency  department  particularly  have  so 
increased  that  often  there  is  not  an  itnoccupied  bed  in  the  house.  In  an  institution 
such  as  this,  where  a  number  of  beds  may  be  required  at  any  time,  this  is  a  state 
of  affairs  that  should  not  exist.  As  it  seems  impossible  to  obtain  an  enlarge- 
ment of  the  present  building,  it  is  proposed  that  the  room  on  the  fourth  floor, 
now  used  as  a  laundry,  be  made  into  a  ward,  and  the  laundrying  done  out  of  the 
building. 

There  are  also  other  changes  in  the  interior  of  the  building  leading  to  the  same 
end,  and  alterations  in  the  nurses'  home,  including  a  more  satisfactory  heating 
plant,  all  of  which  requires  an  addition  to  our  income. 

The  work  of  the  training  school  for  nurses,  though  laboring  under  many  diffi- 
culties, has  been  very  satisfactory,  as  the  accompanying  report  of  the  superintend- 
ent will  show.  Although  the  primary  use  of  our  ambulance  is  to  bring  patients 
to  our  own  hospital,  calls  for  the  use  of  an  ambulance  to  convey  patients  from  point 
to  point  in  the  city  have  been  so  numerous  and  urgent  that  it  has  been  decided  to 
allow  one  of  onr  ambulances  to  be  used  for  such  purpose  on  the  payment  of  a 
suitable  fee.  This  has  already  proven  a  great  accommodation  to  our  citizens, 
which  has  been  much  appreciated. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Dr.  Whitson  was  resident.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Dr.  W.  C.  Williams,  who  was  followed  by  Dr.  Smith,  who  is  now  resident.  These 
gentlemen  have  performed  their  duties  with  satisfaction  to  the  officials. 

Miss  Irene  B.  Lening.  who  was  acting  superintendent  at  the  last  report,  has  been 
appointed  to  that  position,  and  is  filling  the  office  with  eminent  satisfaction.

Report  of  the  Superintendent. 

Gentlemen:  1  have  the  honor  to  tender  my  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1900.  The  work  of  the  hospital  has  gone  forward  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The 
necessity  of  a  waiting  room  for  patients,  their  relatives  and  friends,  has  been  over- 
come through  the  kindness  of  the  ladies'  auxiliary  board  in  rittingup  the  room  for- 
merly used  by  the  janitor.   Am  indebt  ed  to  them  also  for  much  valuable  assistance. 

Since  the  cooperation  of  this  institution  and  the  Washington  Asylum  Hospital 
into  a  training  school  for  nurses  the  work  at  this  institution  has  been  practically 
done  by  pupil  nurses.  A  course  of  lectures  was  given  them  from  November  until 
May,  which  included — 

Anatomy  and  physiology — Dr.  W.  P.  Carr: 

I.  Histology,  cells-tissues,  general  structure  and  composition  of  body. 

II.  Skeleton,  chemical  composition  of  bone,  joints,  muscles,  cartilage. 
HI.  Circulatory,  respiratory,  and  excretory  systems. 

Materia  medica — Dr.  George  J.  Lochboehler: 

I.  Medicines  and  methods  of  administering  them:  weights  and  measures:  dosage 
terms  and  preparations. 

II.  Classification  of  drugs:  emetics,  carthartics,  hypnotics,  stimulants,  seda- 
tives, etc. 

III.  Drugs  acting  on  the  respiratory,  circulatory,  and  excretory  system:  physi- 
ological action  of  each.

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Report  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board. 

May  16,  1900. 

Gentlemen  :  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  ladies'  auxiliary  board  I  was  instructed 
to  report  to  yon  the  work  of  the  year.    I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  : 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  board,  held  at  the  hospital  Wednesday. 
November  15,  1899,  in  response  to  a  report  of  repairs  needed,  received  from  your 
honorable  body,  the  ladies  decided  to  undertake  what  was  suggested.  Accord- 
ingly new  shades  were  placed  at  the  windows  throughout  the  hospital,  the  major 
portion  of  the  woodwork  of  the  building  was  varnished  and  some  painting  was 
done,  new  floors  were  laid  in  the  vegetable  and  waiting  rooms,  and  a  new  bench 
was  placed  in  the  basement  hall ;  a  total  cost  of  §804. 

At  the  January  meeting  the  regular  committee  of  the  auxiliary  board,  which, 
during  the  month,  had  visited  the  hospital,  reported  sundry  items  as  urgently 
ueeded.  A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  matter,  and  the 
articles  were  immediately  supplied,  as  follows:  27 A  yards  of  muslin,  74  yards  of 
damask.  17  yards  of  linen,  12  yards  of  outing  flannel  for  pajamas,  7  dozen  tea- 
spoons, 1  table,  2  rockers,  2  chairs,  2  rugs,  3  remnants  of  carpet,  14  rods  and 
brackets,  amounting  to  $07. 62. 

In  March,  following  a  report  from  your  board,  the  ladies  gave  to  the  hospital  2 
climax  invalid  lifters,  with  removable  cranes,  extension  tracks,  extra  canvases, 
and  a  collapsable  tub:  in  all.  a  full  equipment  available  in  all  parts  of  the  hospital, 
costing  §154. 70.  Also,  through  a  committee  from  the  auxiliary  board,  especially 
appointed,  were  supplied:  ~>  rugs  for  bathrooms,  chairs  for  office,  rubber  for 
kitchen  floor,  tops  for  table,  amounting  to  $33.45.  Also  lb  saucepans,  1  double 
boiler,  1  Lane  boiler.  4  porcelain  pitchers,  4  enameled  padding  pans,  4  earthen 
dishes.  2  dozen  muffin  rings,  at  $15.33. 

At  the  meeting  in  May  resolutions  were  passed  agreeing  to  supply  new  painted 
wire  screens  or  the  windows  on  the  first  floor  of  the  hospital,  to  repair  screens  on 
second  floor,  to  provide  new  screens  lor  Nurses'  Home,  and  to  furnish  material 
for  shrouds. 

The  total  amount  expended  bv  the  auxiliary  board  during  the  six  months  cover- 
ing from  November  to  May  was  8575.10.  The  bills  for  articles  ordered  by  May 
meeting  have  not  yet  been  received.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  EASTERN  DIS- 
PENSARY AND  CASUALTY  HOSPITAL. 

Washington,  I).  C,  October  /,  1900. 

Gentlemen:  The  above  title  indicates  the  character  of  this  chari- 
table institution.  The  location  (217  Delaware  avenue  NE.)  is  ideal. 
The  building  upon  the  location,  however,  is  not  of  such  capacity  or 
character  as  to  give  proper  results  commensurate  with  the  efforts  thai 
are  made  by  the  medical  faculty  and  lay  members  of  this  hoard.  A 
plain  building  of  6,400  feel  floor  space — two  stories  high,  with  cellar 
under  the  whole  building — could  be  utilized  at  the  present  time  and 
be  none  too  large  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  poor  who  come  to  the  dis- 
pensary and  for  first  relief  of  the  injured  who  are  brought  to  the 
casualty  department.  This  building  ought  to  be  located  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  present  dispensary  building,  or,  if  removed  from 
there,  should  be  located  between  Maryland  and  Massachusetts  avenues 
on  the  north  and  North  Carolina  and  Pennsylvania  avenues  on  the 
south,  and  between  First  street  east  and  Eleventh  street  east. 

The  large  increase  in  the  population  of  that  part  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  east  of  North  and  South  Capitol  streets,  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  factories,  the  two  large  railroads  which  traverse  it,  the 
many  street  railroads,  along  with  natural  accidents,  cause  a  ureal 
many  persons  in  a  year's  time  to  be  injured.  Humanity  dictates  that 
the  injured  should  be  taken  to  the  nearest  point  in  the  smallest  pos- 
sible portion  of  time  where  first  relief  will  be  given. 

This  institution  is  the  only  nonsectarian,  private  charitable  institu- 
tion east  of  North  and  South  Capitol  streets.  It  has  been  in  existence 
since  tin4  14th  day  of  April,  1888,  and  has  in  its  board  of  directors 
and  among  its  lady  managers  members  who  were  among  its  original 
incorporators.  These  old  members,  along  with  the  others  who  com- 
pose its  present  board  of  directors  and  board  of  lady  managers,  have 
worked  constantly  and  consistently  for  1  he  benefit  and  relief  of  the 
sick  poor  and  unfortunate  who  have  been  brought  to  its  doors,  il  is 
unnecessary  to  say,  thai  which  is  well  known,  without  pay  or  hope  of 
reward,  other  than  the  good  opinion  of  those  whom  they  help,  and  of 
the  public  who  so  kindly  and  generously  contribute  to  the  support  of 
the  institution. 

The  report  of  the  dispensary  shows  that  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1900,  1,299  new  patients  were  accepted  as  worthy  of  medical 
attention  by  the  dispensary,  and  that  the  physicians  in  attendance  of 
clinics  gave  relief  on  4,572  separate  visits  of  both  the  old  and  new 
patients,  the  average  daily  attendance  being  L5.  In  each  andeveryone 
of  the  above  cases  the  care  taken  by  the  house  physician  and  his  assist- 
ants, under  the  supervision  of  the  physicians  having  charge  of  the 
several  clinics,  has  been  as  thorough  a's  if  the  patients  were  belter  oil" 
and  able  to  pay  the  regular  and  usual  rate  for  medical  attention. 

The  rasudUy  department— A  casual  glance  at  the  report  made  by 
the  casualty  department  shows  that  it  lias  grown  beyond  the  expecta- 
tion of  the  board  of  directors.  Seven  hundred  and  forty-five  cases 
were  given  first  relief  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900;  697  opera- 
tions were  performed.  All'  this  work  has  been  done  by  devoted  men 
and  women  at  a  very  small  cost,  as  will  be  proven  by  a  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  treasurer's  report. 
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The  room  in  which  this  work  is  done,  the  appliances  therein,  and 
the  instruments  provided  are  not  adequate  nor  such  as  the  amount 
of  work  performed  demands.  This  department  should  have  two  Large 
rooms — one  in  which  operations  are  performed  and  the  other  for  the 
reception  of  patients,  and  above  this  a  large  ward  for  the  reception 
and  caretaking  of  such  patients  as  can  not  leave  the  building  after 
first  relief  is  given. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  patients  where  injuries  were  so  great 
that  it  would  have  cost  possibly  the  life  of  the  patient  to  have  removed 
him  or  her  from  the  building  after  first  relief  had  been  given.  These 
patients  were  taken  care  of  for  the  day,  sometimes  for  a  week,  and 
not  infrequently  for  as  much  as  a  month,  in  the  wards  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  main  building.  There  they  received  medical  and  surgical 
attention,  and  were  fed  and  nursed.  All  of  the  additional  expense 
came  out  of  the  small  sums  available  from  public  and  private  sources. 

This  institution  has  been  greatly  helped  by  its  board  of  lady  man- 
agers; in  fact  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  kept  the  Eastern 
Dispensary  and  Casualty  Hospital  open,  other  than  for  t  he  financial 
help  which  has  come  to  it  through  the  efforts  of  these  devoted  ladies. 
The  institution  has  also  received  the  help  of  the  ladies'  guild.  This 
is  a  new  feature  and  bids  fair  to  furnish  the  hospital  with  the  greater 
part  of  the  smaller  articles  necessary  about  such  an  institution. 
Their  promises  for  the  coming  season  to  hold  meetings  and  entertain- 
ments will  greatly  help  it  financially. 

We  look  forward  to  the  reorganization  of  the  lady  managers  on  a 
basis  which  will  take,  in  many  of  the  influential  and  charitably  dis- 
posed, and  appeal  to  all  persons  who  have  a  kindly  feeling  toward  the 
eastern  dispensary  and  the  work  it  is  trying  to  do  to  help  the  lady 
managers  in  every  way  they  can.  No  contribution,  whether  it  be  in 
money  or  in  such  goods  as  the  dispensary  can  use,  will  be  refused, 
but  will  be  gladly  accepted,  and  the  receipt  of  same  will  be  promptly 
acknowledged. 

The  lay  members  of  the  board  of  directors  testify  to  the  unselfish 
devot  ion  of  the  medical  members  in  sacrificing  their  t  ime — and  thereby 
pecuniarily — helping  to  hold  the  hands  of  the  institution  up,  and 
enabling  it  to  do  the  work  which  has  been  outlined  in  the  earlier 
part  of  this  report,  and  which  is  shown  in  detail  herein. 

While  the  house  physician  and  his  assistants  and  the  matron  receive 
compensation,  they  do  not  receive  a  tithe  of  what  they  really  earn. 
The  service  given  us  by  these  devoted  gentlemen  and  ladies  deserve 
the  highest  commendation,  and  if  our  treasury  was  in  a  condition  to 
justify  a  larger  compensation  it  ought  to  be  given. 

Our  finances  have  not  been  in  a  satisfactory  condition  during  the 
past  year.  The  board  of  directors  have  found  it  impossible  to  collect 
enough  money  to  pay  the  institution's  running  expenses,  and  find 
it  in  debt  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  This  debt  they  hope  to 
pay  from  revenues  which  will  come  to  the  board  of  directors  through 
their  friends,  and  the  friends  of  the  lady  managers  and  ladies'  guild 
from  entertainments  which  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  at  tin; 
institution  and  at  residences,  and  from  outside  donations.  We  hope 
by  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year  we  will  not  only  pa}7  the  expenses 
of  the  institution  for  this  fiscal  year,  but  wipe  out  the  debt  of  last  year. 

A  larger  and  better  building,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  ought  to  be 
owned  and  occupied  by  this  institution.  The  amount  of  work  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year  demands  it;  in  the  interest  of  health,  and 
for  the  proper  taking  care  of  the  injured  who  come  to  our  doors,  it  is 
necessary.    To  this  end  we  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  85,000  be 
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made  for  a  building  to  be  erected  for  the  use  of  the  Eastern  Dispensary 
and  Casualty  Hospital,  within  the  boundaries  hereinbefore  described, 
upon  laud  Which  shall  be  paid  for  by  private  donation.  The  number 
of  eases  in  our  dispensary,  as  well  as  the  work  done  in  the  casualty 
department  in  the  past  year,  and  the  increased  amount  of  work  being 
done  this  year,  moves  ns  to  appeal  for  a  sum  of  money  which  will 
enable  this  working  and  charitable  force  to  do  the  work  brought  to  its 
attention  in  a  creditable  manner.  To  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  (and 
strenuous  efforts  will  be  made  to  continue  the  present  economic  con- 
dition) that  the  sum  of  the  following  amounts  be  provided: 

Salaries:  House  physician,  matron,  and  janitor     8900.00 

Board:  House  physician,  three  assistants,  janitor,  and  patients. _ ..    900. 00 

Rent    400.00 

For  medical  and  surgical  supplies,  and  electric  supplies  and  instruments  1.  200. 00

Of  this  amount  we  ask  an  appropriation  at  the  hands  of  Congress 
of  §3,000. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  our  treasurer,  who  has 
taken  good  care  of  the  funds.  His  reports  have  been  accepted  by  the 
auditing  officer  of  the  Treasury,  and  passed. 

We  ask  finally  thai  a  careful  scrutiny  may  he  made  of  the  finances 
as  well  as  the  physical  condition  of  the  institution.  Come  to  217 
Delaware  avenue  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night  and  note  the  care 
taken,  and  of  the  outlook  given  by  the  house  physician  and  matron, 
for  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  compelled  to  take  at  the 
hands  of  charity  the  help  we  extend  them. 

We  extend  a  hearty  invitation  to  all  who  may  desire  to  come  n>  this 
institution  as  investigators,  to  see  the  work  that  is  being  done,  trust- 
ing that  it  may  so  impress  them  that  they  will  not  only  hell*  us 
materially,  but  by  good  words.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  DISPENSARY. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  8,  1900. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report 
of  the  Woman's  Dispensary  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  LiMK). 

This  institution  has  been  in  existence  seventeen  years,  and  by  rea- 
son of  its  being  in  a  section  of  the  city  where  there  are  many  poor 
people  and  where  there  are  no  other  dispensaries  or  hospitals,  it 
becomes  one  of  the  most  deserving  of  charities. 

It  is  attended  by  an  able  corps  of  physicians,  whose  services  are 
purely  gratuitous,  and  who  cheerfully  render  medical  and  surgical 
aid  to  all  deserving  poor  applicants.  The  only  salary  paid  is  $10  per 
month  to  the  apothecary. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  small  average  cost  of  each  treatment, 
which,  including  all  expenses,  is  only  29  cents. 

We  desire  to  extend  our  thanks  for  the  annual  allotment  ot  $500, 
and  respectfully  urge  a  continuance  of  that  amount.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WASHINGTON  HOME  FOR  INCURABLES. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  23,  1900. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  your  request  for  a  report  giving  a 
comprehensive  view  of  the  work  of  'the  Home  for  Incurables,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statement: 

The  Home  for  Incurables  was  incorporated  March  6,  1889. 

The  object  of  this  charity,  which  is  entirely  unsectarian,  as  given 
in  article  1  of  our  by-laws,  is — 

to  provide  a  comfortable  and  permanent  home  for  persons  who  have  been  resident 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  three  years,  who  are  afflicted  with  incurable  dis- 
ease, and  for  whom  no  provision  exists  elsewhere,  except  the  almshouse,  and  for 
such  children  as  may  be  admitted  to  the  Lolie  VVolcott  ward. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  48  patients  have  been  treated, 
4  discharged,  and  4  have  died.    There  are  39  now  in  the  home. 

On  June  30  there  was  but  one  patient  in  the  cancer  ward,  but  when- 
ever cases  of  that  kind  come  to  us  we  are  ready  to  receive  them. 
There  are  accommodations  for  two  in  the  male  and  three  in  the  female 
ward. 

These  patients  require  day  and  night  nursing,  good  food,  and  a 
warm  house.  Some  have  to  be  fed  and  some  are  quite  helpless.  To 
care  for  them  we  have  a  resident  physician  who  acts  under  the  advice 
of  our  medical  staff.  On  that  staff  are  four  physicians,  who  divide 
the  year  among  them,  giving  weekly  visits,  and  examining  the  cases 
that  apply  through  the  committee  on  admission. 

Our  matron  is  a  trained  nurse,  having  under  her  six  nurses,  who 
are  engaged  under  contract  for  six  months  if  satisfactory  after  trial. 

The  housekeeper  has  charge  of  the  servants,  the  buying  of  supplies 
for  the  table,  and  the  care  of  the  rooms.  There  has  to  be  one  man  con- 
stantly employed  to  help  in  the  care  of  the  men,  and  in  winter  another 
is  required  that  can  attend  to  the  steam  heating. 

The  pal  tents,  physician,  matron,  housekeeper,  nurses,  and  servants 
make  a  family  of  from  5G  to  60  persons  to  feed  daily. 

Our  yearly  expenses  range  from  $12,000  to  $13,000,  and  it  seems 
impossible  to  lessen  them.  The  money  lias  to  be  raised  by  the  man- 
agers, and  we  hope  that  Congress  will  make  the  work  easier  for  us  by 
the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

We  are  nursing  the  poor  of  the  District,  and  if  the  funds  necessary 
were  provided  our  task  would  be  a  pleasure.  The  anxiety  that  the 
lack  of  money  gives  the  board  of  managers  makes  this  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Charities  of  the  District  a  very  urgent  one.  This  $5,000  is 
a  real  need,  for  each  year  the  number  of  paying  patients  seems  to 
decrease  while  the  necessities  are  just  as  great. 

In  the  Home  for  Incurables  there  is  no  entrance  payment,  as  at 
many  similar  institutions.  If  the  requirements  of  illness  and  resi- 
dence in  the  District  are  fulfilled,  the  applicant  next  on  the  waiting 
list  is  admitted. 

We  would  gladly  add  to  the  accommodation  for  men.  There  is  a 
long  wraiting  list. 

There  is  a  sewer  proposed,  for  which  I  would  ask  the  support  of  the 
Board  of  Charities.  It  will  benefit  both  the  District  of  Columbia 
Industrial  School  and  the  Home  for  Incurables,  as  the  surveyors 
placed  it  through  the  valley  back  of  both  institutions. 
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I  inclose  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  covering  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1900.  In  that  we  are  indebted  to  Congress  tor  $2,000,  for 
which  the  officers  and  managers  are  very  thankful.  hey  earnestly 
appeal  for  continued  assistance  toward  the  support  of  these  unfortu- 
nate but  most  needy  persons,  and  urge  the  favorable  consideration 
by  Congress  of  their  request  for  85,000  for  the  coming  year.

The  board  held  fifteen  regular  and  three  special  meetings,  and  the 
executive  committee  of  the  board  held  eight  meetings  during  the  year. 

Two  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of  the  board  as  printed  in  the  last 
annual  report  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  following  additional  by-law  (designated  Ia)  was  adopted  October 
28,  1898: 

In  the  event  that  the  term  of  membership  of  any  person  who  is  a  member  of  the 
board  expire  while  such  member  is  an  officer  of  the  board,  and  such  person  be 
reap;  minted  to  membership  before  another  person  shall  have  been  elected  to  the 
office  whi  h  he  he'd,  said  reappointed  person  shall  resume  his  tormer  office  as 
though  his  membership  had  been  continuous. 

On  January  29,  1900,  the  following  substitute  for  former  Article  II 

of  the  by-laws  was  adopted : 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  each 
month,  except  when  said  Saturday  shall  fall  on  a  legal  or  special  holiday,  in  which 
case  said  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Friday  preceding  said  Saturday. 
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To  correspond  with  this  amendment,  Article  I  of  the  by-laws  was 
amended  by  substituting  the  words  "  first  Saturday  in  November"  for 
the  words  :'last  Saturday  in  October,"  to  indicate  the  date  at  which 
officers  shall  be  elected. 

On  May  5, 11)00,  the  president  was  authorized  to  designate  one  mem- 
ber and  one  agent  to  attend  as  delegates  of  the  board  the  meeting  of 
the  National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections  to  be  held  at 
Topeka,  Kans.,  beginning  May  18,  1900.  Mr.  James  li.  T.  Tupper 
and  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Parkman  were  so  designated.  They  were  instructed 
to  promote  an  invitation  to  the  conference  to  meet  in  the  city  of 
Washington  in  1901.    This  invitation  was  accepted  by  the  conference. 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE. 

The  NationaU  'onferenee  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  which  the  undersigned 
were  privileged  to  attend  as  delegates  from  the  Board  of  Children's  (Guardians, 
met  at  Topeka,  Kans..  May  18-24,  1900.  The  attendance  was  much  smal'er  than 
that  of  recent  conferences,  but  nearly  every  branch  of  charitable  and  philanthropic 
endeavor  was  represented  by  experts,  and  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  made  up  in 
large  measure  for  the  lack  of  numbers. 

In  order  to  secure  a  full  discussion  of  all  the  subjects  before  the  conference, 
various  sections  were  formed  and  simultaneous  meetings  held.    General  sessions, 
which  were  usually  attended  by  most  of  the  delegates,  were  held  onee  or  twice 
daily,  the  sessions  being  devoted  in  turn  to  the  subjects  represented  by  the  differ- 
ent sections.    The  section  on  care  of  destitute  and  neglected  children  engaged  our 
attention  for  the  most  part.   The  chairman  of  this  section  was  Galen  A .  Merrill .  who 
is  now  and  has  b»  en  for  many  years  superintendent  of  the  Minnesota  State  Public 
School.    His  report  for  the  year  was  read  at  one  of  the  general  me^tin^s  and 
strongly  indorsed  the  principle  of  public  guardianship  and  the  placing-out  system, 
and  gave  a  review  of  the  work  in  Minnesota.    This  State  abandoned  the  subsidy 
system  in  1^8<i  and  established  the  State  Public  School,  to  which  all  the  State's 
dependent  children  are  committed  by  the  county  probate  courts  to  be  cared  for, 
trained,  and  educated,  preliminary  to  placement  in  free  family  homes  under  the 
active  supervision  of  the  State  until  the  a^e  of  18  years  is  reached.    So  much  has 
been  written  in  official  reports  of  the  great  money  saving  effected  by  this  plan 
that  we  will  not  repeat  the  figures  here.    The  reduction  in  the  State's  finances  is 
not  the  real  test  of  the  public  value  of  child  saving  work.    The  all-important 
question  is,  Are  the  children  being  permanently  benefited  :  what  of  their  future 
lives  when  the  State  withdraws  its  protecting  arm  and  they  are  made  entirely 
dependent  upon  their  own  exertions?   The  answer  is  found  in  the  most  striking 
statement  of  the  chairman's  report.    He  stated  that  careful  inquiry  into  the  lives 
of  nearly  :5()(J  former  wards  of  the  Minnesota  school  showed  that  84  per  cent  of  them 
were  conducting  themselves  in  a  way  to  reflect  credit  upon  themselves,  their  foster 
parents  or  employers,  and  the  communities  in  which  they  live. 

The  familiar  discussions  in  themeetinns  of  the  child-saving  sections  broughtout 
many  points  of  great  value  and  interest.  The  consensus  of  opinion  of  representa- 
tive workers  from  various  parts  of  the  country  was  that  the  ideal  system  was  one 
under  which— 

1.  The  state  assumes  the  guardianship  of  all  children  who  are  dependent  upon 
the  public  for  support,  or  whose  health  and  morality  is  jeopardized  by  the  ill- 
treatment  or  the  evd  mode  of  life  of  parents  or  guardians. 

2.  The  education  of  such  children  at  the  expense  of  the  state  in  an  institution 
controlled  and  managed  by  officers  of  the  state:  such  institution  to  be  conducted 
on  the  cottage  plan.  or.  as  it  is  familiarly  known,  the  '"Michigan  plan,"  because  of 
its  inception  in  that  State. 

3.  A  radical  separation  between  delinquent  or  criminal  children  and  those  wTh<> 
are  simply  friendless  and  dependent. 

4.  Placement  of  the  children,  when  fitted,  in  carefullv  selected  family  homes. 

5.  Careful  supervision  of  all  placed-out  children,  with  authority  to  recall  them 
if  necessary.

The  primary  appropriation  for  care  of  children  was  $31,000  A 
deficiency  appropriation  of  $9,200  was  granted  subsequently,  making 
a  total  of  $40,200,  all  of  which  was  expended,  and  the  sum  of  $35.76 
remained  due  to  the  industrial  home  school,  for  the  payment  of  which 
no  appropriation  was  available.

The  board  began  the  year  with  552  wards,  not  including  feeble- 
minded children  under  its  care.  It  closed  the  year  having  634  such 
wards.  The  aggregate  number  of  days  that  children  of  this  class 
were  in  charge  of  the  board  was  214,960,  or  an  average  of  588  children 
to  every  day  in  the  year.  The  board,  moreover,  has  given  7,298  days' 
temporary  care  to  children  not  its  wards,  under  authority  conferred 
upon  it  for  that  purpose  by  the  law  directly  and  the  courts. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  board  and  care,  clothing,  and  medical  attend- 
ance of  these  children,  and  of  administration  and  supervision,  was 
$36,927.64. 1 

Deducting  $35.48  expended  for  office  furniture  and  not  apportioning 
any  administrative  expenditures  among  the  feeble-minded  children, 
the  administrative  expenditures,  on  a  basis  of  222,258  days'  care  of

1  This  rate  is  based  upon  the  number  of  children  in  institutions  as  well  as  in 
private  homes,  and  thus  differs  from  the  rate  given  in  the  table  referring  to  the 
cost  of  administration  per  capita,  based  on  the  number  subject  to  supervision. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  tables  given  above  that 
the  increase  in  administrative  expenditures  beyond  those  for  the  year 
preceding  was  #306.49,  the  increase  for  salaries  being  8206.05,  and  that 
for  travel  and  transportation  $308.15,  while  the  sundry  office  expenses 
were  $162. 1 9  less,  and  the  stationery  and  printing  cost  $46. 12  less.  An 
additional  clerk  was  employed  temporarily  to  begin  to  bring  up  some 
of  the  arrears  of  work  which  have  accumulated  because  of  lack  of 
sufficient  office  force,  and  certain  wards  of  the  board  were  employed 
at  different  times  as  messengers  and  office  boys,  using  the  money  thus 
earned  to  pay  in  part  for  their  own  maintenance,  and  so  far  diminish 
the  outlay  of  the  board  on  maintenance  account. 

The  increase  in  expenditures  for  maintenance  of  children  was 
$1,984.09,  of  which  $5,079.09  was  for  board  of  children  in  institutions 
and  $15.31  for  medical  care,  while  the  expense  of  maintenance  of 
feeble-minded  children  was  $(55.32  less,  that  of  board  of  children  in 
private  homes  was  $2,728.35  less,  and  that  of  clothing  was  $316.04 
less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

Contrary  to  the  expectation  expressed  in  the  report  for  last  year, 
the  expense  of  maintaining  feeble-minded  children  remained  nearly 
unchanged.  Fewer  applications  than  usual  to  have  such  children 
taken  in  charge  were  made,  and  some  of  the  children  in  charge  became 
self-supporting  and  were  taken  off  the  list. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  the  payments  to  the  Hart  Farm  School 
showed  a  large  increase,  viz,  *l>,:$76.71.  This  was  occasioned  partly 
by  the  placing  of  an  additional  number  of  children  in  this  school  and 
partly  by  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  payment  for  all  the  children  there. 
The  question  of  rates  of  payment  for  these  children  occupied  a  large 
part  of  the  attention  of  the  board  during  the  year,  both  at  regular 
and  at  special  meetings.  It  was  also  the  subject  of  consultation  with 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  was  carried  before 
committees  of  the  Congress  and  into  the  national  House  of  Represent- 
atives. 

The  increase  in  payments  for  children  boarded  at  the  Children's 
Temporary  Home  was  $2, 602. 86.  This  increase  was  occasioned  mainly 
by  additions  to  the  number  of  children  maintained  temporarily  at  this 
home,  although  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  rate  of  payment 
was  increased  also. 

The  payments  to  the  Industrial  Home  School  were  $1,296.18  larger 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  Two  institutions  which  were  not  on  the 
list  in  the  preceding  year  received  payments,  viz,  St.  Rose's  Indus- 
trial School,  $123.50,  and  the  National  Junior  Republic,  $99.15. 

The  Newsboys'  and  Children's  Aid  Society  disappeared  from  the  list, 
occasioning  a  relative  decrease  of  $1,301.77  in  payments,  and  pay- 
ments to  the  National  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Destitute  Colored 
Women  and  Children  were  $68.28  less,  and  those  to  the  House  of  the 
Good  Shepherd  for  Colored  Girls,  in  Baltimore,  were  $49.26  less  than 
in  the  preceding  year.  It  is  expected  that  the  Reform  School  for 
Girls,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  will  become  able  to  receive  white 
girls  and  a  larger  number  of  colored  girls  before  the  end  of  the  ensu- 
ing year,  but  as  that  expectation  is  uncertain  and  special  legislation 
is  required  to  authorize  payments  for  children  placed  in  the  House  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  such  legislation  as  heretofore  granted  is  solicited 
anew. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  permanent  and  88  temporary  wards 
were  received  from  the  courts,  and  4  feeble-minded  children  were 
taken  in  charge. 
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The  net  increase  in  number  of  wards  not  of  the  feeble-minded 
J  class  in  charge  of  the  board  was  82,  and  the  increase  in  average 

*  number  was  86.    The  increase  in  aggregate  number  of  days  that 

these  children  were  in  charge  was  31,411.    The  board  gave  1,327  more 
a  days'  care  to  children  in  temporary  charge. 

The  cost  of  administration  was  84  cents  less  per  capita  per  annum. 
Feeble-minded  children  were  maintained  247  less  days  at  a  decreased 
cost  of  $1.71  per  capita  per  annum. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  two  agents  and  two  permanent  clerks 
were  employed,  the  main  work  of  one  agent  being  the  investigation  of 
homes  and  the  placing  and  supervising  of  children  in  homes,  and  that 
a  of  the  other  the  investigation  of  applications  for  placing  children  in 

E  charge  of  the  board,  attendance  at  court  and  giving  testimony  therein, 

I  and  the  direction  of  the  office.    One  of  the  clerks  has  also  been 

a  engaged  much  of  the  time  in  the  outside  work,  the  pressure  of  which 

has  made  it  impracticable  to  have  a  responsible  executive  officer 
remain  in  the  office  at  all  times  or  be  accessible  to  it,  as  one  should.

The  number  of  children  placed  in  free  homes  during  the  year  was 
L56,  and  the  net  gain  to  the  free  list,  after  deducting  returns  and 
t  ransfers,  was  82. 

The  number  of  wards  in  tree  homes,  both  inside  and  outside  the 
Districl  of  Columbia,  June  30,  1 899,  was  311.    The  number  June  30, 
1900,  was  382.    The  number  in  tree  and  boarding  homes  outside  of  the 
District,  June  30, 1900,  was  201,  a  net  increase  of  20  over  the  preceding 
1  year.   Of  these  195  were  in  free  homes  and  6  in  boarding  homes.  The 

average  number  of  wards  in  t  ree  homes  and  boarding  homes  outside 
of  institutions,  and  therefore  under  the  particular  supervision  of  the 
,  visiting  agent,  during  the  year  was  436.19. 

The  reasons  which  were  stated  in  the  last  annual  report  why  an  addi- 
tional force  for  administration  of  the  work  of  the  board  is  needed  are 
strengthened  by  the  growth  of  this  work.    During  the  past  year,  as 
stated  above,  126  children  were  added  to  the  roll  of  wards,  while  only 
(  44  passed  from  the  control  of  the  board  by  reason  of  coming  of  age, 

marriage,  or  other  causes.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  wards  in 
t  ree  homes  was  69.  While  this  increase  is  gratifying  both  on  the  ground 
oi  economy  in  the  maintenance  of  the  children  and  on  the  ground  of 
the  benefit  which  the  children  receive  from  growing  up  in  homes  under 
natural  conditions  as  compared  with  the  expense  and  the  cramping 
cited  o!  the  maintenance  of  these  children  in  institutions,  this  same 
increase  adds  to  the  work  required  of  the  agents  who  have  to  select 
ami  supervise  homes.  Until  that  period  arrives  at  which  the  number 
oi  children  who  pass  from  the  control  of  the  board  within  the  year

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account  would  be  sufficient  for  the  payment  of  a  salary  of  $1,500  to  an 
agent.  At  the  same  time  the  estimate  is  made  that  but  one  additional 
agent  would  be  needed  for  each  additional  150  children  to  be  placed 
and  supervised.  While  the  field  for  placing  wards  of  the  board  in 
homes  near  the  District  of  Columbia  is  not  wholly  exhausted,  the  best 
part  of  it  has  been  occupied  already,  and  the  difficulties  of  placement 
and  supervision  have  increased  both  as  regards  the  time  required  of 
the  agents  and  the  expense  of  travel .  The  present  need  that  the  visiting 
agent  should  return  at  frequent  intervals  to  attend  to  office  duties, 
because  of  the  lack  of  office  force,  compels  an  otherwise  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  money  for  travel  as  well  as  a  waste  of  the  agent's  time. 
The  law  limiting  the  board  to  the  employment  of  two  agents  should 
be  amended  or  sufficient  appropriation  should  be  made  to  enable  the 
board  to  employ  a  superintendent,  so  that  both  of  the  agents  may  be 
sent  into  the  field  whenever  occasion  calls.  Last  year  an  appropri- 
ation of  $7,500  was  asked  for  administrative  expenses,  and  one  of 
$7,000  was  made  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1001.  It  may  be 
predicted  with  confidence  that,  as  has  been  done  before,  a  showing 
will  be  made  of  increased  administrative  efficiency  more  than  compen- 
sating for  the  increased  expenditure  to  be  made  from  this  appropriation. 

Although  the  act  establishing  the  board  provides  that  the  members 
"shall  serve  without  compensation,"  the  members  are  of  the  opinion 
that  compensation  should  be  given  to  the  secretary  for  his  labors  in 
that  office,  which  are  exacting  and  have  increased  with  the  work  of 
the  board.  The  board  requests,  therefore,  that  a  provision  be  inserted 
in  the  appropriation  bill  Avhereby  authority  may  be  given  to  it  to  pay 
its  secretary  for  his  services  at  the  rate  of  $300  per  annum.

As  compared  with  the  corresponding  numbers  at  the  close  of  the 
preceding  fiscal  year  there  were  5  more  boys  at  the  Hart  Farm  School, 
2  more  children  at  the  Children's  Temporary  Home,  10  more  children 
in  the  Industrial  Home  School,  1  boy  at  the  National  Junior  Republic, 
established  during  the  year,  5  more  feeble-minded  children  at  the 
Virginian  Home  and  Training  School,  10  less  infants  and  other  chil- 
dren of  tender  years  in  boarding  homes,  8  less  incorrigible  girls  in  the 
House  of  the  Good  Shepherd  for  Colored  Girls,  in  Baltimore,  5  less 
children  in  the  National  Colored  Home,  and  9  less  feeble-minded 
children  at  the  Pennsylvania  Training  School,  being  5  less  children 
not  feeble-minded  and  4  less  feeble-minded  children,  a  total  decrease 
of  9. 

The  following  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1901-2  are  made  with 
renewal  of  the  request  that  the  distinction  between  administrative 
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and  maintenance  appropriations  be  discontinued,  and  that  the  board 
be  authorized  to  exercise  its  discretion  in  the  apportionment  of  the 
expenditures  amongst  the  several  subjects,  except  so  far  as  it  may 
seem  desirable  for  the  Congress  to  indicate  the  limits  within  which 
the  work  of  caring  for  feeble-minded  children  shall  be  restricted.  At 
the  same  time  the  several  items  of  estimated  expenditures  are  stated, 
in  order  that  it  may  appear  how  the  estimates  are  formed:

REPORT  OF  AGENTS. 


Your  agents  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  results  of  the  past  year 's  work  so 
far  as  such  can  be  recorded  in  facts  and  figures.  Such  success  as  has  been 
attained  is  due  to  two  causes,  (1)  the  intelligent  devotion  of  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  your  board  and  (2)  the  close  personal  work  of  your  official  staff.  Dr. 
Phillips  Brooks  says.  "He  who  helps  a  child  helps  humanity  with  a  distinctness 
which  no  other  help  given  to  human  creatures  can  possibly  give."  The  spirit  of 
this  sentiment,  in  benevolence  and  kindness,  has  been  the  active,  animating  prin- 
ciple prompting  the  self-sacrificing  faithfulness  to  the  interests  of  needy  children 
on  the  part  of  the  individual  members  of  your  board.  We  are  sure  it  has  been 
the  highest  aim  and  purpose  of  your  agents  to  deal  kindlv  and  considerately  with 
the  helpless  children  who  have  come  to  their  notice.  Great  mental  endowments, 
genius,  brilliancy,  m  work  of  this,  or  indeed  any  character,  fail  to  accomplish 
adequate  results,  if  unaccompanied  by  a  comprehensive  kindness-a  burning  love 
tor  the  suffering  and  helpless.  All  children  must  have  real  svmpathy.  real  friend- 
ship. Ibis  principle  of  benevolent  kindness  must  heat  the  foundation  of  all 
successful  work  m  behalf  of  dependent  children.  When  to  this  is  added  thought, 
progressive  and  unbiased,  the  equipment  is  complete  for  good  results.  Correct 
principles  intelligently  applied  must  lead  to  correct  acts.  The  results  of  the  past 
year  s  work  strengthen  our  convictions  that  the  principles  and  theories  along  the 
lines  of  which  this  board  acts  are  in  the  main  sound  and  applicable  to  local  con-

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A  prominent  writer — an  acknowledged  expert  on  the  child-caring  problem — in 
a  recent  magazine  article,  referring  to  the  present  tendencies  in  the  care  of  desti- 
tute, neglected,  and  delinquent  children,  comes  to  this  conclusion:  "As  to  the 
division  of  the  field  between  public  agencies  and  private  charities,  littl^  change  is 
noticeable,  except  an  increasing  tendency  to  regard  the  public  authorities  as  the 
appropriate  agencies  to  assume  the  care  of  children  who  are  to  be  permanently 
separated  from  their  families  and  private  charities  as  more  particularly  fitted  to 
deal  with  those  cases  involving  temporary  assistance  or  the  care  of  children  for 
whom  some  payment  is  made  by  a  surviving  relative.'"  The  forty-seventh  (latest) 
annual  report  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  New  York  City,  page  20,  in  speak- 
ing of  the  city's  child-caring  institutions,  says:  "We  agree  heartily,  however, 
with  the  experts  on  this  subject,  that  these  institutions  are  on  too  large  a  scale, 
keeping  their  children  too  long  a  time  and  congregating  together  large  numbers 
where  the  best  care  and  training  can  not  be  obtained.  Homes,  whether  adoptive 
or  on  the  boarding-out  plan,  are,  in  our  opinion,  better."  In  the  same  report, 
reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  Comptroller  Coler  to  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment  as  follows:  "  So  far  as  the  care  of  dependent  children  is  concerned, 
the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  Mr.  Coler  appear  to  be  that  benevolent  and  religious 
bodies  are  better  able  to  care  for  the  needs  of  these  children  than  are  public  offi- 
cials, but  that  this  method  should  be  safeguarded  by  careful  inspection,  that  the 
public  authorities  should  have  control  over  payments,  and  that  no  private  society 
should  receive  from  public  funds  sufficient  to  pay  its  whole  expenses."  These 
quotations  arc  given  merely  to  show  the  trend  of  advanced  modern  thought  in 
other  communities,  in  the  local  field  of  child-caring  work  we  believe  there  is 
work  and  need  for  public  agencies,  for  private,  church,  and  benevolent  societies, 
and  for  institutions.  Each  need  not  thrive  at  the  expense  of  any  other,  but  each 
should  understand  the  system  of  workings  of  every  other.  We  firmly  believe  that 
there  should  be  coordination  of  efforts  and  a  unification  of  the  child-caring  work 
in  this  District,  to  the  end  that  all  worthy  cases  may  be  adequately  provided  for, 
imposition  reduced  to  a  minimum,  the  rights  of  the  taxpayers  safeguarded,  and 
richer  results  obtained  generally. 

Appli cations  were  made  and  investigations  completed  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
in  behalf  of  896  children.  Each  received  careful  consideration.  No  influence  is 
required  to  have  children  committed  to  the  guardianship  of  your  board.  Do  they 
need  such  guardianship,  and  are  they  entitled  to  it.  are  the  only  questions  which 
an  investigation  must  answer  affirmatively  and  positively.  About  30  per  cent  of 
the  children  in  whose  behalf  applications  were  made  were  received  under  either 
temporary  or  permanent  guardianship.  It  has  been  our  constant  aim  to  adjust 
cases  without  the  necessity  of  a  commitment.  By  kindly  advice,  ways  and  means 
out  of  present  temporary  distress  are  often  found.  All  resources  are  exhausted 
before  seeking  what  should  be  the  last  resort,  viz,  to  become  a  ward  of  the  Stiite. 
Governments  ought  not  to  do  for  children  what  private  parties  should.  Paternal- 
ism in  the  care  of  poor  children  should  be  jealousy  guarded.  We  aim  to  study 
causes  of  dependency,  and  so  far  as  possible  apply  remedies  at  the  fountain  head. 

Table  B  shows  that  55  children  were  commit  ted  because  destitute  of  a  suitable 
home.  1 6  because  abandoned  by  parents  or  relatives,  22  because  chi  Idren  of  drunken 
or  unfit  parents,  '■>  because  kept  in  immoral  associations,  and  30  because  in  the  eyes 
of  the  law  incorrigible.  One  hundred  and  twenty  six  children  were  thus  commit- 
ted to  the  care  and  custody  of  the  board  until  they  attain  majority,  and  their  first 
placements  were  as  follows:  In  institutions,  76:  in  boarding  homes.  45;  and  in 
free  homes.  5.  These  figures  show  that  we  make  large  use  of  institutions.  A  few 
sample  cases  follow: 

Two  little  boys  of  10  and  12  years  were  reported  as  cruelly  treated  by  their 
foster  father.  It  was  found  that  they  had  been  brought  to  Washington  from  Chi- 
cago as  orphans  and  that  Mr.  was  accustomed  to  beat  them  unmercifully, 

knock  them  down  with  fist  blows,  send  them  to  school  without  lur  ch,  and  in  many 
other  wavs  treat  them  inhumanly.  The  case  was  investigated  one  afternoon,  the 
children  and  witnesses  ordered  to  court  the  next  morning,  and  the  children  com- 
mitted to  the  board  s  care.  The  cowardly  foster  father  was  notified  to  be  present, 
bat  he  dared  not  show  himself.  In  a  short  time  good  free  homes  were  secured  for 
both  boys. 

A  man  and  wife  were  in  the  police-court  dock  one  morning  charged  with  disor- 
derly conduct.  They  were  known  to  your  agent  to  be  drunkards,  and  they  had 
been  warned  repeatedly  that  they  would  lose  their  children  if  they  continued  in 
their  life  of  debauchery.  They  were  committed  to  the  workhouse  for  fifteen  days, 
and  before  the  sun  went  down  the  little  boy  and  girl,  (5  and  8  years  old.  were 
under  the  protection  of  the  board.  When  the  parents  were  released  they  were 
told  that  thev  c  -uld  have  the'r  children  back  when  They  proved  themselves  worthy 
and  fit  to  have  them.    They  worked  hard  and  faithfully  to  this  end,  rented  and 
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fixed  a  neat  home  secured  remunerative  employment,  abstained  entirely  from 
drink,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  a  complete  reformation  has  been 
worked  in  both  parents.  The  little  boy  has  been  returned  to  their  care  on  trial, 
with  the  understanding  that  if  they  return  to  their  former  habits  he  will  be  again 
taken  from  them.  The  little  girl  will  be  returned  to  them  if  they  continue  in  well- 
doing. 

A  whole  family— mother,  three  sons,  and  a  daughter-in-law— were  charged  in 
court  with  vagrancy.  A  most  revolting  condition  of  affairs  was  shown  to  exist 
in  their  so-called  home,  which  was  a  shanty  on  the  "commons,"  consisting  of  one 
room,  in  which  six  people  ate.  slept,  and  lived.  Avery  bright  little  girl  of  10 
years  was  being  reared  in  this  atmosphere.  Apetition  for  her  commitment  to  the 
board  was  promptly  filed  and  granted,  in  spite  of  the  protests  of  her  mother  and 
brothers. 

Table  C  shows  that  in  cases  involving  652  children  your  agent  declined  to  pro- 
mote commitment,  because  296  were  in  no  proper  sense  dependent,  haviny:parents 
or  relatives  who  should  bear  the  burden  of  their  support,  '4*  were  nonresident,  104 
were  adjusted  satisfactorily  by  private  arrangement.  86  were  referred  to  other 
agencies  better  suited  to  their  individual  needs,  and  K>8  were  withdrawn  after 
methods  were  explained  or  investigations  instituted. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  what  was  thought  of  the  board's  wTork  by  public 
officiais  in  a  position  to  observe  something  of  its  details,  a  communication  was 
sent  to  several  such,  requesting  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  public  utility 
of  an  agency  like  this  board:  (1)  Is  there  need  of  such  a  board,  and  (2)  is  the 
present  board  meeting  the  need?   The  following  replies  were  received: 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  20th  instant,  in  which  you  ask  for 
an  expression  of  my  views  as  to  the  public  utility  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians,  and  with  the  object  of  obtaining  my  views  ask:  (1)  Does 
the  community  need  such  a  society?  To  that  I  reply  most  emphatically,  yes.  1 
can  not  at  this  time  go  extensively  into  the-  reasons  why.  In  my  judgment,  and 
from  my  observations  as  a  judge  of  the  police  court.  I  know  the  great  need  there 
is  of  just  such  an  agency  as  was  created  by  the  board  to  look  aft  er  destitute,  improp- 
er <y  car ed  tor-children,  and  children  from  vicious  homes.  The  board  has  done 
good  work  in  this  direction,  but  has  onlv  begun.

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THE  CHILDREN'S  TEMPORARY  HOME. 

The  temporary  home  for  colored  children  at  2115  Pennsylvania  avenue,  under 
tne  supervision  of  Miss  Susan  B.  Cook,  has  maintained  an  average  of  SO  children 
each  month  during  the  year.  This  is  used  as  a  clearing  house  for  our  colored 
children  under  10  or  11  years. 

The  following  extracts  are  from  a  report  submitted  by  Miss  Cook:  "Although 
the  home  is  only  a  temporary  one.  I  do  not  on  that  account  relax  the  effort  to  get 
permanent  results  from  the  children,  and  begin  with  each  one  with  the  hope  that, 
whether  he  stays  a  few  hours  or  a  whole  year,  he  must  leave  the  better  for'having 
been  here.  They  are  for  the  most  part  inefficient  and  idle  when  the}-  come,  but  as 
a  rule  take  so  readily  to  occupation  that  we  are  led  to  think  their  shortcomings  a 
result  of  lack  of  discipline,  dire<  tion,  and  training  and  therefore  curable.''  "  The 
children  are  trained  to  such  ordinary  domestic  work  as  their  ages  and  strength 
permit.  Bed-making,  sweeping,  dusting,  scrubbing,  cleaning,  and  some  kitchen 
and  laundry  work  are  carefully  taught.  From  the  beginning  they  had  a  day 
school  where  instruction  in  the  rudimentary  English  branches  is  given." 
"Instruction  in  good  behavior,  personal  responsibility,  and  Christian  living  are 
given  to  all,  and  all  go  regularly  to  church.'"  Much  credit  is  due  Miss  Cook  for 
her  intelligent  and  cheerful  cooperation  with  the  office  in  the  interests  of  these 
needy  children. 

FEEBLE-MINDED  CHILDREN. 


Several  visits  have  been  made  to  the  institutions  for  feeble-minded  children 
maintaining  District  of  Columbia  dependents,  viz,  at  Elwyn,  Pa.,  and  Falls 
Church,  Va.  A  quarterly  report  on  each  child's  standing  and  condition  is  sub- 
mitted by  the  officers  of  these  institutions  and  filed  in  our  office.  In  these  ways 
the  office  is  in  close  touch  with  the  authorities  of  these  institutions  and  knows 
each  child's  true  condition.  The  parent  of  one  child  who  has  been  maintained  at 
public  expense  for  several  years  at  Elwyn  was  found  to  be  financially  able,  and 
was  induced  to  assume  the  burden  of  its  future  maintenance.  One  girl  of  21 
years,  who  had  been  at  Elwyn  for  thirteen  years,  was  released  and  is  earning  $5 
per  week,  is  happy  and  respectable.  A  boy  of  20  years,  who  had  been  five  years 
at  Elwvn.  was  apprenticed  at  the  marine  barracks.  He  passed  a  very  high  phys- 
ical examination  and  is  doing  well.  A  boy  of  1 1  years,  who  had  been  several  years 
in  feeble-minded  institutions,  was  thought  to  be  so  nearly  normal  that  he  was 
transferred  to  an  institution  for  normal  children.  Four  children  have  thus  >:een 
withdrawn  from  feeble-minded  institutions  during  the  year  and  4  new  ones  only 
added.

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Sixty-two  and  a  half  per  cent  of  the  children  under  temporary  care  were  returned 
to  relatives  or  friends.  This  showing  does  not  appear  to  hear  out  the  charge,  fre- 
quently heard,  that  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  engaged  in  the  work  of 
breaking  up  families.  In  some  cases  the  welfare  of  children,  as  well  as  the  welfare 
of  societv,  absolutely  demand  the  severance  of  family  and  home  ties;  but  they  are 
comparatively  few.  *  A  deaf  ear  is  never  turned  to  the  pleadings  of  a  worthy  parent 
for  the  return  of  its  child,  taken  under  public  guardianship,  either  temporarily  or 
permanently.  Any  public  agency  dealing  with  dependent  children  which  does 
not  exercise  its  functions  with  heart  as  well  as  head  is.  and  ought  to  be,  distrusted 
by  the  community.  It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  your  agents  to  administer 
this,  as  all  other,  departments  of  your  work  with  sympathy  and  consideration  for 
the  unfortunate  children  and  a  kindly  thoughtf  illness  for  parent  al  feelings.  The 
number  of  days  for  which  board  was  paid  for  children  on  the  temporary  list  for 
the  past  year  was  7,298,  at  a  cost  of  $2,0!)?. ?is.  or  a  per  diem  of  28.7  cents.  This  is 
divided  between  the  institutions  and  boarding  homes  as  follows:

THE  HART  FARM  SCHOOL. 


During  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year  the  affairs  of  the  Hart  Farm  School 
were  in  an  unsettled  condition,  owing  to  differences  over  rates  that  threatened  to 
lead  to  a  transfer  of*  the  work  elsewhere.  These  differences  were,  however,  happily 
adjusted  during  the  spring,  and  the  close  of  the  year  found  the  school  thoroughly 
equipped  for  a  successful  performance  of  the  important  pub  ic  duty  that  brought 
it  into  existence.  The  work  of  the  school  has  received  so  much  favorable  notice 
that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  repeat  in  this  report  that  the  school  was  brought 
into being  by  virtue  of  a  contract  with  P.  of.  W.  H.  H.  Hart,  of  Howard  Uni- 
versity, to  fill  a  long-felt  public  want  and  necessity;  to  provide  a  home  and  place 
of  restraint  and  discipline  for  colored  boys  between  the  ages  of  8  and  IS  years  who 
have  gotten  beyond  the  control  of  parents  and  guard  ans  and  are  just  pausing  on 
the  threshold  of  a  life  of  crime,  and  the  still  more  unfortunate  ones  who  have 
been  deprived  of  homes  and  parental  training  a  ;d  impelled  by  force  of  circum- 
stances to  lead  a  vagabond  and  criminal  existence.  Such  boys  are  bem"  con- 
stantly received  by  commitments  from  the  courts  and  then  sent  to  the  farm  school 
to  be  molded  into  good  and  industrious  citizens.  The  magnitude  of  this  task  will 
be  appreciated  by  those  who  have  closely  observed  the  conduct  of  our  street 
gamins  youthful  crap- shooters  and  alley  urchins,  and  especially  by  those  who 
have  witnessed  the  trials  of  youthful  offenders  in  the  police  court.  It  is  a  great 
task  but  a  glorious  one  and  it  only  needs  a  visit  to  the  Hart  I  arm  School,  down

PLACING  OUT  AND  SUPERVISION. 

The  work  of  finding  suitable  foster  homes  for  the  board's  wards  has  gone  on  as 
steadily  as  possible  during  the  year.  Not  so  many  were  placed  out  as  during  the 
preceding  year,  for  the  reason  that  there  were  fewer  desirable  children  available 
for  homes.  Because  of  the  forced  inactivity  in  the  placing-out  work  prior  to  J  uly 
1,  1898.  we  began  that  year  with  a  large  number  of  exceptionally  nice  children  in 
the  institutions,  for  whom  good  homes  were  readily  secured.  The  path  has  not 
been  so  smooth  this  year.  All  the  white  children,  however,  except  a  few  of  tender 
age,  for  whom  no  adoptive  homes  were  offered,  where  placed  out  as  soon  as  they 
were  fitted  to  enter  family  life.  The  great  problem  has  been  the  proper  placing 
of  the  colored  children,  and  it  is  largely  unsolved. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-six  children  were  placed  in  private  families  on  indenture, 
probation,  and  as  apprentices.  Replacements  were  made  of  47  children,  22  were 
returned  to  institutions,  and  5  absconded,  leaving  a  net  gain  to  the  free  home 
list  of  82.  This  gain  will  appear  to  be  but  71  in  the  table  given  below,  as  11 
children  from  the  free  list  passed  from  the  control  of  the  board  during  the  year. 
Of  this  number  1  was  married.  3  were  given  adoption,  2  attained  majority,  and  5 
were  declared  fully  self-supporting.  It  should  1  e  stated,  as  was  done  in  the  last 
report,  that  the  number  of  placements  and  returns  includes  children  placed  out 
in  prior  years  and  is  swelled  by  the  experiences  of  several  large  tfirls  and  boys, 
many  of  whom  were  provided  with  s  veral  situations  during  the  year.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  children  in  free  family  homes  was 
311,  and  the  number  on  expense  in  institutions  and  bo  .riling  homes  was  204.  With 
the  addition  of  12<>  new  wards  the  number  on  expense  increased  by  only  10  and 
the  number  not  on  expense  by  71.

The  children  at  board  in  the  District  of  Columbia  are  all  infants  or  children  of 
tender  years.  A  heavy  majority  of  the  former  are  colored,  as  but  comparatively 
few  white  infants  pass  under  the  care  of  the  board,  the  proportion  being  about 
10  to  1.  This  is  by  no  means  the  general  ratio  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  two  large  institutions  under  private  management, 
and  receiving  Congressional  appropriations,  that  receive  white  infants,  while  the 
board  offers  the  only  haven  of  refuge  to  the  outcast  colored  baby. 

The  children  boarding  in  the  District  are  visited  constantly  by  one  of  the  lady 
employees,  who  makes  written  reports  to  the  agent  in  charge  of  the  office  of  the 
condition  of  the  children  with  regard  to  health,  clothing,  kind  of  food  used,  and 
also  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  nurse's  home.  So  much  care  is  used  in  the 
choice  of  homes,  and  so  rigid  is  the  supervision,  that  we  are  rarelv  compelled  to 
remove  a  child  because  of  neglect,  unskillful  treatment,  or  for  other  causes.  One 
pleasing  feature  of  this  branch  of  the  work  has  been  the  providing  of  permanent 
homes  for  a  number  of  our  wards  without  the  expenditure  of  any  effort  upon  the 
part  of  the  board  s  employees.  So  great  becomes  the  attachment  of  some  of  the 
nurses  to  their  httlf  charges  that  rather  than  see  them  pass  to  the  control  of 
others  they  have  begged  to  be  allowed  to  adopt  them  themselves.  The  children 
boarding  outside  the  District  are  visited  by  the  placing-out  agent. 

SELECTION  OF  FREE  HOMES. 

This  is  the  first  step  toward  making  the  future  of  the  child  assured,  and  its 
importance  can  not  be  too  deeply  reali/ed.  Success  calls  for  good  iudgment  dis- 
crimination, and  a  practical  knowledge  of  human  nature.  A  mistake  ma  -  be 
r^:f?^re™°yalo«  the  child  of  course,  but  it  is  not  so  easy  to  remove  from 
the  child  the  effect  produced  by  an  uncongenial  home  atmosphere.  The  a-eiu  s 
influence  with  the  child  would  also  be  weakened,  as  it  wouid  be  apt  to  resent  its 
placement  m  a  home  where  it  was  made  unhappy.   The  conscientious  worW  Jill

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Except  where  our  sources  of  information  were  exceptional,  we  have  made  per- 
sonal investigations  by  visiting  the  respectable  neighbors  of  the  applicant,  his 
spiritual  adviser,  etc.,  and  asking  the  most  searching  questions,  following  this 
with  a  visit  to  the  home  and  the  entire  family  of  the  applicant.  This  method  of 
course  requires  the  expenditure  of  considerable  time,  while  the  employment  of  a 
less  responsible  one  might  enable  us  to  place  out  more  children,  and  perhaps  save 
a  few  dollars  for  the  Government;  but  we  are  not  striving  to  make  a  "record," 
except  for  real  childsaving. 

As  a  case  illustrating  the  value  and  beauty  of  the  home-finding  plan,  we  submit 
the  following: 

Several  years  ago  Mr.  abandoned  his  wife  and  two  small  children.  The 

former,  a  very  delicate,  sickly  woman,  placed  her  children  in  an  institution  and 
herself  went  to  work,  paying  a  portion  of  her  meager  wages  to  this  institution. 
On  November  21  last  the  boy.  then  12  years  old.  was  discharged  from  the  institu- 
tion, and  having  no  home  to  go  to.  was  committed  to  this  board  on  December  4. 
On  January  ID,  a  little  more  than  one  month  on  expense,  he  was  established  in  a 
free  family  h  'me,  where  he  is  happy  and  satisfactory.  The  mother  was  so  pleased 
that  she  eagerly  sought  to  have  committed  to  the  board  her  little  girl,  who  had 
spent  five  of  her  seven  years  within  institution  walls.  This  was  done  on  February 
7.  On  February  27,  three  weeks  on  expense,  the  little  girl  was  transferred  to  a 
family  home  in  the  same  neighborhood  with  the  brother.  The  only  future  expense 
to  the  public  for  these  two  children  will  be  for  supervision,  $13.22  per  capita  per 
annum. 

SUPERVISION. 

Under  this  caption  we  will  deal  with  the  children  residing  in  homes  outside  the 
District.  Those  within  the  District  we  are  enabled  to  visit  frequently— in  fact, 
may  be  said  to  be  almost  in  daily  touch  with  them.  The  board  has  invaded  nine 
States  in  its  placing-out  operations.  The  largest  number  of  placements  have 
naturally  been  made  in  Maryland  and  Virginia,  but  there  are  fair  sized  colonies 
in  Delaware  and  Pennsylvania.  The  distribution  table  above  will  show  how  wide 
the  field  is.  It  will  probably  be  thought  that.  Maryland  and  Virginia  being  nearby 
States,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  visit  the  wards  within  their  boundaries.  This  is  by 
no  means  the  case.  Portions  of  these  States  in  which  our  wards  are.situated.  and 
especially  in  the  great  State  of  Virginia,  can  not  be  reached  by  rail  or  steamboat — 
that  is.  long,  tedious  drives  oy  rather  poor,  sometimes  execrably  miserable,  roads 
are  necessary.  Several  tanes  during  the  past  year  the  agent  has  travelled  200 
miles  per  week  by  buggy. 

All  the  children  placed  out  prior  to  July  1, 1800.  were  visited  one  or  more  times, 
a  few  cases  excepted,  where  the  visits  were  omitted  for  special  reasons,  and  visits 
were  also  made  to  many  placed  out  during  the  year.  In  all,  102  visits  were  made. 
The  homes  were  found  to  be  generally  first  class.  The  majority  of  them  are  situ- 
ated in  farming  communities,  and  the  foster  parents  are  thrifty,  hard-working 
people,  who.  as  a  rule,  own  their  own  farms  and  improvements.  There  are  many 
homes  of  the  well-to-do.  however,  those  who  are  safely  beyond  the  reach  of  poverty 
and  hard  times.  In  all  of  the  homes,  with  but  two  or  three  exceptions,  the  visitor 
was  received  as  an  honored  guest.  When  it  was  necessary  to  make  recommenda- 
tions with  regard  to  the  treatment  or  training  of  the  children,  they  were  received 
respectfully  and  promises  to  carry  them  into  effect  readily  given. 

The  results  of  our  placements  of  children  in  free  family  homes  have  been  sum- 
marized and  presented  in  a  little  table  below.  "  Doing  well,  "  as  here  used,  means 
that  there  has  been  no  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  child  regarding  his  home,  no 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  foster  parents  to  fulfill  all  the  requirements  of  the  board, 
and  no  fault  found  by  the  visitor  with  the  condition,  treatment,  or  surroundings

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Good  homes  are  readily  found  for  white  children  without  going  far  from  the 
city  of  Washington,  but  the  same  happy  condition  does  not  exist  with  respect  to 
the  colored  children.  The  white  residents  of  the  ex-slaveholding  States  almost 
invariably  object  to  sending  an  indentured  colored  child  to  school,  and  think  it  very 
hard  that  we  should  insist  upon  a  stric  t  observance  of  that  part  of  the  contract. 
For  the  older  colored  boys  and  girls— these  from  15  to  17  years  of  age— school 
privileges  are  not  expected.  They  must  join  the  wage-earning  class  and  become 
self-supporting  from  the  outset.  But  we  have  a  large  and  growing  army  of  col- 
ored boys  and  girls  9  to  13  years  of  age  for  whom  real  home  life  and  the  most 
helpful  influences  are  needed.  We  have  been  placing  them  whenever  possible  in 
good  homes  of  people  of  their  own  color,  but  hardly  more  than  a  third  can  be  dis- 
posed of  in  this  way.  What  can  be  done  for  the  others?  During  the  past  few 
months  we  had  the  good  fortune  to  place  a  colored  girl  in  western  New  York  and 
another  in  n  >:  theastern  Ohio— the  old  Western  Reserve.  The  persons  taking 
these  children  assured  us  that  other  homes  could  be  found  in  their  communities 
if  a  representative  of  the  board  was  sent  to  make  personal  effort  to  secure  them. 
That  is  the  key  to  the  situation.  The  placing-out  arm  should  be  reenforced,  so  as 
to  enable  us  to  work  the  Northern  field  personally.  We  already  have  as  a  nucleus 
a  few  scattered  children  in  northwestern  Pennsylvania,  western  New  York,  and 
northeastern  Ohio. 

THE  CARE  OF  INFANTS. 

Table  E  shows  in  detail  the  result  of  our  year's  work  with  infants.  We  have 
every  reason  to  he  pleased  with  the  record  made.  The  mortality  percentages  for 
the  seven  fiscal  years  since  the  board's  establishment  are:

is  undertaken. 

"The  accompanying  tables  give  the  diseases  treated,  the  deaths  and  the  cause  of 
death  in  each  case,  also  a  summarj  of  conditions  in  which  children  examined  upon 
their  reception  by  the  board  were  found. 

"The  growing  use  by  the  medical  profession  of  surgical  appliances  for  the  cor- 
rection of  weakness  and  deformity  is  now  making  easily  possible  the  cure  of  many 
cases  which  remain  unaffected  by  the  administration  of  medicaments,  and  it  would 
be  well  for  the  board  to  consider  the  matter  of  providing  a  small  fund  from  which 
snch  appliances  could  be  provided. 

'The  unfavorable  conditions  in  which  many  of  the  infants  coming  under  the 
care  of  the  board  are  found  upon  their  reception  often  raises  grave  doubts  as  to 
the  possibility  of  saving  their  lives,  but  the  devotion  of  the  nurses  in  the  employ 
of  the  board  and  the  excellent  system  adopted  and  carefully  carried  out  in  their 
care,  and  especially  the  provisions  for  immediate  examination  of  all  cases,  and 
prompt  professional  attention  whenever  required,  have  usually  been  efficacious. 

"I  have  no  modifications  to  suggest  of  the  admirable  system  now  in  vogue.  I 
am  confident  that  attentive  consideration  of  its  results  will  secure  for  it  the  full 
approval  of  the  board  and  the  general  public.

REPORT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  INDUSTRIAL  HOME 

SCHOOL. 

Th(>  hoard  of  trustees  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Industrial  Home 
School  begs  leave  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  institution  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900. 

The  rules  governing  the  board  and  the  school  and  other  related 
documents  are  appended  to  this  report. 

MEETINGS. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  are  held  at  the  home  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  and  special  meetings  when  occa- 
sion requires. 

At  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business  the  order  of 
proceeding  is  as  follows:  (1)  Reading  of  the  minutes;  (2)  report  of 
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the  superintendent;  (3)  reports  of  committees;  (4)  unfinished  busi- 
ness; (5)  communications;  (6)  new  business. 

Extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  held  during  the  year  are 
given  below: 

July  to,  1899.— Mr.  Tupper  moved  ami  was  seconded  that  the  present  officers  of 
the  board,  president,  vice-president,  and  secretary,  be  reelected  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Adopted. 

The  superintendent  stated  that  she  had  two  bids  for  building  a  sewer,  one  at 
|230  and  another  for  $130,  and  urged  the  importance  of  having  the  work  com- 
pleted at  once.  .  , 

Mr.  Tapper  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  buildings 
and  grounds  with  power  to  act.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Tupper  moved  that  the  question  of  increase  of  salaries  for  Miss  Roberts  and 
Mr.  Br  anger  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  employees  with  power  to  act. 
Adopted. 

A  n<IHst  8,  1899.— Mrs.  Nourse  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to 
have  the  swimming  pool  cleared  and  cleaned.  Adopted. 

Mrs.  Nourse  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  purchase  a  new 
turning  lathe.  Adopted. 

September  /.'.  1899.— Mr.  Janney  recommended  the  appointment  of  William  H. 
Lacy,  florist,  at  $50  per  month.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  Miss  Roberts's  salary  be  increased  to  $30  per  month  from 
September  1,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  the  building  committee  be  instructed  to  provide  access  to 
the  spring,  to  procure  drinking  water  b  fore  the  water  has  passed  through  the 
dairy  instead  of  after,  as  is  now  the  case.  Adopted. 

Tlie  president  announced  the  committees  for  the  year. 

October  10,  1899. — Mr.  Tnpper  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to 
purchase  six  apple  trees  for  planting.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Nourse  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  purchase  400  car- 
nation plants  to  complete  the  carnation  house.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Nourse  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  have  the  sod  asked 
for  in  the  report  put  down  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $18.  Adopted. 

It  was  moved  that  the  8-inch  pipe  asked  for,  to  relieve  the  hydrant  in  front  of 
the  cottage,  be  allowed.  Adopted. 

It  was  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  have  the  paving  in  front 
of  the  coal  house  finished  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  S10.  Adopted. 

The  superintendent  stated  that  the  mortising  machine  should  be  repaired.  It 
was  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  have  the  necessary  repairs 
made.  Adopted. 

Mrs.  Nourse  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  purchase  anew 
market  wagon  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $1:50.  subject  to  the  approval  of  Mr.  Janney. 
Adopted. 

November  /  1899.  —Mrs.  Blackford  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  author- 
ized to  have  the  gutter  on  the  terrace  on  the  east  side  of  the  cottage  down  to  the 
roadway  completed  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $15.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Nourse  moved  that  the  resolution  adopted  in  September,  189(.),  as  to  having 
the  swimming  pool  filled  in,  be  rescinded,  and  the  superintendent  be  authorized 
to  have  the  pool  cleaned  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $50,  provided  that  the  chain  gang 
can  not  do  the  work  or  the  Commissioners  allow  the  expense  out  of  the  emergency 
fund.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Nourse  moved  that  the  rearrangement  of  the  schools  and  schoolrooms 
recommended  by  the  superintendent  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  einploveea 
with  power  to  act.    Adopted.  * 

It  was  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  have  the  children's  din- 
ing room  the  nursery,  the  cottage,  and  a  part  of  the  west  wing  whitewashed  at 
a  cost  not  to  exceed  si.").  Adopted. 

December  l  .\  1899.—  Mr.  Janney  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to 
purchase  the  sewer  pipe  recommended  in  her  report.  Adopted 

Mr.  Tupper  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  have  the  waste 
pipe  to  the  boys  bath  enlarged,  as  recommended  in  her  report.  Adopted 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  the  secretary  be  authorized  to  write  to  the  health  office 
tlie  receiving:  field  built  last  summer,  giving  an  abstract  of  the  super- 
intendent s  report  ot  the  same.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Tupper  moved  that  the  question  of  employing  a  nurse  permanently  at 

Adopted       reterred  t0  the  committee  on  employees  to  investigate  and  report. 
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Mr.  Nourse  suggested  that  it  was  proper  that  the  board  should  take  some  action 
toward  providing  a  place  of  interment  for  children  (lying  at  the  home.  Mr.  Jan- 
ney  moved  that  Mr.  Nourse  be  appointed  a  committee  to  look  into  the  matter  and 
report.  Adopted. 

The  president  read  a  note  from  Mrs.  Flint,  stating  that  she  had  decided  to  resign 
from  the  board  on  account  of  ill  health.

The  president  appointed  Mrs.  Blount  a  member  of  the  employment  committee. 

Mr.  Nourse  reported  that  he  had  seen  the  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  at 
Tenley,  and  that  he  was  given  to  understand  that  there  would  be  no  trouble  about 
obtaining  sites  in  their  burying  ground  should  they  be  needed  for  any  of  the  children 
dying  at  the  home.

March  /./.—Mr.  Janney  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  have  the 
fence  on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds  repaired.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney.  of  the  committee  on  employees,  reported  that  Mr.  Elgin  had  been 
appointed  engineer,  vice  Mr.  E.  Reese,  resigned.  On  motion  the  report  was 
approved  and  appointment  confirmed. 

April  10,  /.'w/.-Mr.  Janney  moved  that  the  committee  on  employees,  industries, 
etc..  be  authorized  to  expend  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  industrial  plant 
in  tools  and  equipment  for  the  carpenter's  shop.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Tupper,  of  the  committee  on  admissions  and  placement,  made  some  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  children's  clothes  when  they  went  out  from  the  home. 

Mr.  Tupper  moved  that  this  board  join  the  Washington  Board  of  Trade  in  its 
invitation  to  the  National  Congress  of  Charities  and  Corrections  to  meet  here  in 
1001.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Tupper  moved  that  Mr.  Janney  be  appointed  a  delegate  from  this  board  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  National  Congress  of  Charities  and  Corrections  that 
will  be  held  in  Topeka,  Kans..  May  next.  Adopted. 

May  .v.—  Mr.  Wilson  presented  the  following  letter  from  the  Commissioners  of 
th<  District  of  Columbia: 

"  Ordered.  That  Clarence  B.  Rheem  is  hereby  appointed  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  for  the  unexpired  term  (to  end  June  30, 
1900)  of  Thomas  B.  Hood,  deceased.

The  president  appointed  Mr.  Rheem  on  the  committee  on  employees. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  this  hoard  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Chief  Parris  for 
his  present  of  600  feet  of  hose,  and  that  the  secretary  notify  him  of  this  resolution. 
Adopted. 

June  5,  woo.— Mr.  G-nrley  moved  that  the  question  of  repairing  the  swimming 
pool  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  buildings  and  grounds  with  power  to  act. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney,  of  the  committee  on  employees,  made  the  following  report  on  the 
application  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Maguire  to  be  allowed  to  teach  the  Catholic  children  in 

the  school : 

"Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  members  of  the 
Catholic  Church  for  permission  to  take  part  in  the  Sabbath  school  services  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  secretary  be  instructed 
to  reply  to  said  applicant,  and  say,  'that  this  board  appreciates  their  offer  to 
assist  in  the  religious  training  of  the  children  of  the  home,  and  that  they  are  wel- 
come to  come  and  instruct  the  children  of  their  faith  during  the  time  alloted  for 
that  purpose  on  Sunday  afternoons.'" 
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Mr.  Janney,  of  the  committee  on  employees,  reported  with  sincere  regret  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Barlow  as  superintendent. 

Mr.  Gurley  moved  that  the  resignation  be  not  accepted,  but  that  Mrs.  Barlow 
be  given  one  vear's  leave  of  absence.  Adopted. 

It  was  moved  that  Mr.  E.  E.  McCaslin  be  appointed  superintendent  ad  interim. 
Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  Mrs.  McCaslin  be  appointed  to  teach  the  summer  school 
and  to  receive  the  same  pay  as  paid  heretofore  to  summer  teachers.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  Mrs.  Geare  be  appointed  nurse  in  place  of  Mrs.  Cooper, 
resigned.  Adopted. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORTS. 

The  superintendent  makes  report  monthly  to  the  board,  giving  full 
particulars  respecting  transactions  at  the  home,  with  recommenda- 
tions and  requisitions  for  supplies. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  these  reports  from  July  1, 
1899,  to  June  30,  1900: 

July,  1S99. — The  swimming  pool  is  in  a  very  bad  condition.  It  has  received 
all  the  drainage  from  the  kitchen  and  bath  tubs  during  the  summer,  and  I  am 
afraid  it  has  had  something  to  do  with  our  typhoid  fever. 

Greenhouses.—  The  carnation  house  has  been  all  made  over  and  is  now  in  good 
order. 

Carpenter  shop.—  The  carpenter  and  his  classes  have  worked  at  tables,  and 
helped  with  the  benches  in  the  greenhouse  and  aie  now  building  the  violet  house. 

The  children  had  an  enjoyable  trip  to  River  View  on  the  1 6th  of  July.  Captain 
Randall  took  them  all  free  of  charge.  We  sent  the  small  ones  down  to  the  boat 
in  the  wagons.  The  others,  about  80,  went  on  the  Metropolitan  cars  to  the  wharf. 
I  got  free  transportation  to  and  from  the  wharf  for  them.  Nothing  occurred  to 
mar  the  pleasure  of  the  day.  and  the  children  were  all  delighted. 

Al  gust. — The  carnation  house  is  finished.  The  matron,  cottage  matron,  car- 
penter, and  sewing  teacher  have  had  vacations. 

September. — Greenliouses.—We  have  been  very  busy  with  the  building  and 
painting  and  housing  the  plants.  We  had  plenty  of  violets  to  fill  our  house,  and 
they  are  looking  very  well. 

Carpenter  shop. — The  last  month  has  been  a  very  busy  one  with  table  orders. 
But  little  outside  work  has  been  done,  as  the  orders  have  taken  all  the  time.  The 
new  lathe  is  a  great  comfort,  as  we  were  in  constant  fear  of  accident  from  the  old 
one.    The  mortising  machine  will  have  to  be  sent  to  the  machine  shop  for  repairs. 

There  have  been  25  sick  children— 2  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  3  of  malarial  fever. 
1  of  catarrh  of  the  stomach,  10  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  a  number  of  cases  not 
serious. 

October.— The  fruit  trees  cherry  and  apple,  have  also  been  bought  and  verv 
carefully  planted. 

Greenhouse*.— The  greenhouses  are  all  in  order  and  doing  fairly  well. 

Carpenter  si, op.— This  is  our  busiest  time  in  the  carpenter  shop.  ( )ne  hundred 
and  ten  tables  were  made  last  month. 

November.— Most  of  the  fall  plowing  has  been  done.  The  swimming  pool 
has  been  cleaned  out  by  the  chaingang.  and  the  work  was  well  done. 

It  distresses  me  very  much  to  have  to  report  the  death  of  one  of  the  children  to 
you.  Newman  Maury  died  of  diphtheria  and  a  complication  of  troubles.  We 
attended  him  at  first  for  pneumonia,  but  it  turned  to  be  diphtheria.  We  had  a 
specialist,  who  inserted  a  silver  tube,  and  we  did  all  we  could  to  save  the  child, 
but  we  had  transmitted  taint  to  fight  and  could  not  battle  successfullv  with  it. 
Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  disease  from  spreading.  We  had  to 
bury  him  immediately.    I  secured  a  site  in  the  Episcopal  Cemeterv  at  Tenley. 

The  children  had  a  good  Thanksgiving  dinner  of  turkey,  cranberries,  sweet 
potatoes  apples,  and  grapes.  As  we  had  sickness  here,  none  of  the  children  were 
allowed  to  go  home. 

Decembek.-I  recommend  two  iron  beds  and  the  necessary  furnishings  for  the 
engine  house,  to  take  the  place  of  those  that  were  burned 

There  are  several  theories  in  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  fire.  If  we  had  had  a 
fire  plug  and  hose,  we  couhl  have  put  the  fire  out  ourselves.  We  can  not  put  a  plug 
on  our  water  mam.  as  it  is  only  2  inches  in  diameter.  The  hose  had  to  be  con- 
nected on  Thirty-second  street.  1 .200  feet,  being  used. 

•iiTh?£e  uere  SuX  PSes  0f  Pneiimoilia<  and  some  of  these  children  were  dangerously 
ill.    We  have  had  a  nurse  for  nearly  two  months. 
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The  children  had  a  pleasant  Christmas,  but  none  of  them  went  home  or  out 
during  the  holidays.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  sickness  among  our  children  this 
winter,  and  it  seemed  best  to  keep  them  at  home. 

Mr.  Foster  sent  a  box  of  oranges  at  Christmas.  Messrs.  Storm  and  Sherwood. 
Mitchell,  and  Lansburgh  each  sent  a  turkey,  and  Mr.  Stohlman  sent  three  large 
cakes. 

0  reen  houses.— The  greenhouses  are  in  good  condition,  suffering  only  from  having 
been  planted  a  little  late. 

Carpenter  shop. — The  carpenter  has  been  busy  with  repairs  and  has  had  to 
relieve  the  engineer  a  good  deal. 
January,  1900. — The  boiler  house  is  nearly  completed. 

The  iron  beds  have  also  been  received  and  put  up.  ten  for  the  cottage  and  two 
for  the  engineer's  room. 

The  workhouse  gang  is  still  here.  They  have  filled  up  the  gutters  on  the  east 
side  of  the  place  and  thereby  given  us  nearly  an  acre  of  ground. 

The  farmer  has  most  of  the  ground  ready  for  spring  seed. 

Greenhouses,— The  mild  winter  has  made  flowers  very  plentiful,  and  they  are 
consequently  cheaper  than  they  were  heretofore.  The  crop  of  roses  has  been 
smaller  than  usual,  because  it  was  so  late  before  they  were  planted.  The  florist 
is  getting  the  small  plants  ready  for  spring  trade. 

( 'arpenter  shop.— There  have  not  been  many  orders  for  tables  this  month,  and 
all  the  time  has  heen  given  to  necessary  repairs. 

February.— One  of  our  boys.  Lewis  Wagner,  was  a  soldier  in  Cuba.  His  body 
was  brought  here  and  buried  at  Arlington  last  week.  He  was  not  killed  in  battle 
bur.  being  sick,  took  carbolic  acid  by  mistake. 

1  have  recently  had  letters  from  four  of  our  sailors,  James  Claxton.  Bennie  Sny- 
iler.  Charles  Godfrey,  and  George  Lacey.  I  have  also  heard  from  Eddie  Harney. 
H<'  is  a  soldier  in  the  Philippines.  He  went  with  the  consent  of  his  mother  and 
myself. 

March.— The  vegetables  are  being  planted,  as  the  weather  is  favorable. 

The  protracted  illness  of  the  florist  has  been  a  very  serious  injury  to  our  green- 
houses. Our  lilies  are  not  out  and  will  be  a  loss  to  us.  and  we  will  have  but  a 
small  stock  of  plants  for  market. 

The  carpenter  and  his  classes  have  made  37  tables  this  month  and  painted  the 
cottage  and  made  the  necessary  repairs  about  the  place. 

April.— Oar  Easter  lilies  d  d.  not  come  out  in  time  for  Easter,  and  were  conse- 
quently a  loss  to  us— quite  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  the  loss  of  the  chrysan- 
themums last  fall.  Since  last  July  we  have  had  four  different  florists,  and  these 
changes  have  been  a  great  loss  to  the  greenhouses. 

The  greenhouses  are  much  behindhand  this  spring.  We  have  but  few  plants 
for  market.  The  ros1  and  carnation  houses  are  doing  well  and  in  fairly  good  con- 
dition.   The  other  three  houses  have  suffered  from  too  many  florists. 

May.— The  heavy  storm  on  Saturday  washed  away  our  dam  and  ruined  the 
swimming  pool. 

Greenhouses.  — The  marketing  for  the  summer  is  over  now.  It  has  been  an 
unprofitable  year  and  a  very  disappointing  one  to  me. 

There  have  been  no  cases  in  the  hospital  recently  and  the  nurse  has  been  helping 
the  housekeeper  pro  tempore. 

I  beg  leave  to  return  my  earnest,  heartfelt  thanks  to  your  honorable  board, 
individually  and  collectively,  for  your  unfailing  kindness  and  consideration  during 
the  eleven  and  a  half  years  that  1  have  been  with  you.  At  your  feet  I  now  lay  my 
charge  with  the  steadfast  belief  that  it  is  the  great  missionary  work  of  the  world. 

June.— Frank  Milana  has  had  scarlet  fever,  but  is  now  almost  recovered.  Jessie 
Ash  fell  from  one  of  the  large  cherry  trees  in  front  of  the  cottage  aud  broke  her 
arm  near  the  shoulder.  She  is  doing  as  well  as  could  be  expected,  and  the  bone  is 
knitting  nicely.  Walter  Forsvthe  became  dissatisfied  with  his  home  at  Mrs.  Rhea's, 
in  Virginia,  took  paris  green  to  kill  himself,  but  was  unsuccessful.  He  was 
brought  here  the  last  of  the  month  and  is  still  in  the  hospital.  The  doctor  says 
that  he  must  remain  there  some  time  yet.  Louis  Loeffler  broke  the  radius  right 
at  the  neck  while  trying  to  turn  a  backward  somersault. 

The  first  crop  of  pease  and  beans  are  gone  and  the  ground  has  been  prepared  for 
another  crop.  Twelve  hundred  tomato  plants,  1.000  cabbage  plants,  and  some 
late  potatoes  have  been  planted. 

The  large  greenhouse  on  the  hill  needs  repairs  to  the  roof,  siding,  etc.  The 
small  greenhouse  needs  new  siding,  new  posts,  and  many  new  slides.  Instead  of 
making  these  repairs,  the  two  houses  mentioned  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones 
in  the  low  ground  just  east  of  the  rose  house.  These  houses  could  be  built  far 
enough  away  from  the  eastern  end  of  the  rose  house  to  allow  for  the  erection  of  a 
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house  12  by  40  feet  to  serve  as  a  storeroom  for  bulbs  and  plants,  furnish  rooms  for 
the  potting  of  the  plants,  give  an  office  for  the  florist,  and  a  room  in  which  the 
florist  could  take  his  class  to  give  them  instruction  in  the  theory  of  floriculture 
and  thus  give  opportunity  for  the  theoretical  part  of  the  study  to  be  developed 
along  with  the  practical  work. 

It  is  desirable" to  give  the  boys  m  the  shop  a  wider  and  better  knowledge  ot  tools 
and  a  more  extended  practice  in  their  use.  In  order  to  do  this  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  more  tools  and  then  some  place  in  which  to  keep  them.  The  carpenter 
has  made  out  a  list  of  the  tools  needed.  I  think  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for 
the  boys  to  have  these  tools  and  be  taught  how  to  use  them  and  how  to  take  care 
of  them. 

THE  SCHOOLS. 

Two  public-school  teachers,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  E.  MeCaslin,  are 
assigned  to  duty  in  this  institution,  and  their  services  during  the  past 
year  were  highly  satisfactory. 

REPORT  OF  MR.  E.  E.  M'CASLIN,  THE  PRINCIPAL  TEACHER  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

There  were  in  attendance  in  the  school  during  the  year  a  total  of..    193 

Withdrawn  during  the  year      93 

Remaining  at  the  close  of  the  year    -•  100 

The  graded  schools  at  the1  institution  are  a  part  of  the  public  schools  of  the  Dis- 
trict, and  the  course  of  study  is  the  same  as  that  in  the  city  schools,  modified  to 
meet  the  exigency  of  shorte:1  sessions.  The  work  done  by  the  children  outride  the 
schoolroom  broadens  their  experience  and  teaches  them  how  to  use  tools  and  how 
to  do  work  that  will  be  of  value  to  them  in  whatever  rank  or  calling  in  life  they 
may  find  themselves. 

During  the  year  the  children  have  visited  the  Zoological  Park,  the  Congressional 
Library,  the  Capitol,  the  National  Museum,  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 
They  also  attended  the  ceremony  of  the  presentation  of  the  sword  voted  by  Con- 
gress to  Admiral  Dewey.  Thorough  preparation  was  made  for  these  excursion  , 
and  after  each  the  principal  points  of  interest  were  reviewed  and  the  children 
wrote  an  account  of  the  places  visited  and  the  things  seen. 

Special  programmes  were  prepared  for  Christmas,  Easter,  and  the  closing  exer- 
cises of  the  schools  in  June.  Many  friends  of  the  institution  and  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  children  attended  these  exercises. 

The  trustees  and  friends  of  the  home  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  appropria- 
tion for  a  new  and  separate  four-room  school  building  at  the  institution.  This 
will  add  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  grounds  and  make  it  possible  to  do  a 
greater  amount  of  work  in  a  much  more  satisfactory  manner  than  has  ever  been 
possible  under  past  conditions. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  the  first  grade,  an  additional 
teacher  is  greatly  needed,  so  as  to  make  the  school  work  more  individual  and 
personal,  and  therefore  more  satisfactory  and  helpful. 


REPORTS. 


Attention  is  called  to  the  following  reports,  showing  the  work  done 
in  the  different  departments: 

REPORT  OF  MISS  J.  M.  ROBERTS.  THE  BOYS'  MATRON. 

The  number  of  boys  in  dormitories  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  43.  During  the 
month  of  December  last  the  number  in  the  large  boys"  department  reached  55, 
which  is  larger  than  that  at  any  other  time  in  the  historv  of  the  institution.  Four 
were  transferred  from  the  nursery.  Children  are  admitted  at  5  years  of  age  and 
remain  until  14.  Three  boys  of  10  are  here  at  this  date.  The  children  as  a  gen- 
eral thing  come  to  us  in  a  wild,  untrained  condition,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note 
how  they  yield  to  the  influences  thrown  around  them  here.  The  regularity  of 
their  habits  and  the  difference  in  their  way  of  living  is  most  beneficial  to  them 
both  morally  and  physically.  They  rise  at  6  o'clock  a.  m.  and  go  to  bed  at  8  o'clock 
p.  in.  All  retire  at  the  same  hour.  Life  in  an  institution  is  full  of  problems. 
The  true  nature  of  the  work  can  only  be  demonstrated  in  the  after  life  of  the  boys. 
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There  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  during  the  year— typhoid  fever, 
diphtheria,  and  an  epidemic  of  measles.    One  death  occurred  from  diphtheria. 
The  health  of  the  boys  at  present  is  good. 

REPORT  OF  MISS  MINNIE  L.  THOMPSON,  COTTAGE  MATRON. 

The  close  of  the  year  finds  us  with  27  girls  in  this  department,  from  4  to  1G  years 
of  age.  During  the  winter  the  number  reached  35,  which  made  the  dormitories 
more  crowded  than  comfortable.  To  avoid  such  discomfort,  the  reading  room 
was  converted  into  a  dormitory.  A  reading  room  is  a  necessity,  as  the  girls  show 
more  interest  in  books  when  there  is  a  place  set  apart  for  their  perusal.  We  have 
had  a  number  of  interesting  and  instructive  books  added  to  the  collection,  some 
of  which  have  been  read  with  apparent  enjoyment.  The  large  girls  work  in  the 
main  building  assisting  the  cook  and  housekeeper  and  doing  the  work  of  the  din- 
ing room  and  wash  room.  The  smaller  girls  do  most  of  the  housework  of  the 
cottage  and  assist  greatly  in  tiie  mending  and  darning.  The  interior  of  the  build- 
ing has  been  recently  painted,  thereby  adding  much  to  its  appearance. 

REPORT  OF  MISS  M.  A.  TAYLOR,  SEWING  TEACHER. 

Eleven  girls  were  in  the  sewing  class  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Three  of 
these  have  left  the  school  and  2  have  been  put  in  other  departments,  making 
the  class  small  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  They  are  in  class  two  hours  each 
session,  from  i>.30  to  11. 150  a.  m.  and  from  2  to  4  p.  m. 

The  girls  are  taught  plain  sewing  at  first,  then  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine.

REPORT  OF  MRS.  B.  I,.  RISDON,  NURSE. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  in  the  nursery  an  average  of  30  boys,  rang- 
ing in  age  from  4  to  10  years.  The  little  ones  assist  in  the  work  as  much  as  may 
be  expected  from  children  of  such  tender  age.  At  present  the  nursery  accom- 
modations are  very  poor,  but  I  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  they  will  be 
improved,  and  thus  enable  me  to  do  much  better  work  among  the  children. 

REPORT  OF  J.  P.   R.  APPLEBY,  M.  D. ,  PHYSICIAN  TO  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  past  year  has  been  attended  with  more  sickness  among  the  children  of  the 
school  than  any  preceding  vear  during  my  connection  with  the  institution. 

Besides  the  usual  number  of  minor,  unimportant  ailm  -nts,  we  have  had  some 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  quite  a  number  of  diphtheria  and  measles. 

I  regret  to  record  the  first  death  in  many  years,  it  being  that  of  a  boy  who  died 
of  diphtheria. 

Typhoid  fever  prevailed  during  the  summer  and  autumn  months. 

During  the  winter  months  we  had  many  cases  of  diphtheria  and  measles. 

Our  hospital  accommodations  were  several  times  tested  to  their  full  capacity 
and  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  being  prepared  for  such  emergencies.  With  our 
present  facilities  isolation  was  possible  and  the  management  of  the  sick  was  com- 
paratively easy. 

The  prevalence  of  so  much  disease  does  not  indicate  local  causes,  as  the  same 
class  of  diseases  were  very  prevalent  at  the  same  time  over  the  western  section  of 
tne  City. 

Notwithstanding  the  most  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  superintendent  to 
prevent  its  use  as  a  drinking  water,  it  is  probable  typhoid  germs  were  obtained 
through  Potomac  water,  which  has  been  freely  introduced  in  the  new  building,  as 
it  is  well  known  to  be  contaminated  by  refuse  from  pulp  mills,  factories,  towns, 
and  villages  along  its  course. 

I  would  recommend  the  employment  of  an  experienced  nurse  for  the  hospital,  to 
whose  care  all  cases  of  sickness  should  be  immediately  committed,  whether  appar- 
ently light  or  grave,  as  not  infrequently  contagious  disease  is  communicated  to 
one  or  more  before  its  true  nature  is  discovered.

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ADMISSION  AND  PLACEMENT. 

Children  are  admitted  to  the  institution  under  the  rules  of  the 
board  (see  Appendix)  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  that 
lias  this  matter  in  charge. 

The  committee  has  been  assisted  in  making  investigations  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  the  children  for  which  applications  are  made  for 
admission  are  proper  subjects  by  Mr.  Samuel  Wilson,  member  of  the 
Metropolitan  police,  detailed  as  agent  of  the  humane  society. 

Children  are  discharged  whenever  satisfactory  homes  are  found  or 
parents  or  guardians  desire  to  resume  control,  if  they  are  deemed 
suitable  to  have  control. 

When  children  are  placed  out  the  party  receiving  them  sio-ns  an 

well  treated,  supplied  with  suitable 
clothing,  taught  some  useful  occupation,  and  sent  to  school  at  least 
lour  months  m  each  year;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  agree- 
ment the  party  shall  provide  the  child  with  two  good  suits  of  clothing 
and  the  sum  of  $50.  & 

The  party  agrees  also  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  condition 
ot  the  child  to  the  superintendent.

Whereas  he  brought  to  the  position  superior  intelligence,  professional  qualifica- 
tions of  a  high  order  as  a  physician,  a  keen  sense  of  duty  and  most  faithful  com- 
pliance with  its  demands,  and  above  all  a  warm  heart,  ever  guided  by  the  highest 
( Ihristian  principles,  and  full  of  practical  sympathy  for  the  children  of  the  home 
and  for  all  those  upon  whom  was  immediately  devolved  the  grave  responsibility 
for  their  care  and  training;  thei  efore.  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  his  surviving  colleagues,  profoundly  feel  and  most  sincerely 
mourn  his  loss,  and  place  upon  our  records  this  testimonial  of  our  appreciation  of 
his  eminent  ability,  his  pure  and  noble  character,  and  his  long  and  most  valuable 
services  to  this  institution. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to  furnish  a  copy  ot 
these  resolutions  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  GRANTED  TO  MRS.  KATE  B.  BARLOW. 

The  intelligent,  faithful,  and  invaluable  services  of  Mrs.  Kate  B. 
Barlow,  superintendent  of  the  home  for  the  past  twelve  years,  have 
been  interrupted,  as  we  hope  temporarily,  by  her  failing  health  and 
she  has  been  granted  leave  of  absence  for  one  year,  with  the  sincere 
hope  that  resl  may  bring  to  her  full  restoration.  During  all  these 
years  she  has  been  far  more  than  a  most  capable  and  zealous  official. 
She  has  been  a  conscientious,  warm-hearted,  loving  mother  to  the 
thousands  of  dependent  children  under  her  charge,  whose  future  char- 
acter and  lives  have  been  given  a  good  direction  by  her  Christian  sym- 
pathy, example,  and  teachings,  and  in  whose  grateful  hearts  she  has 
ever  had  and  ever  will  have  her  highest  earthly  reward.  The  best 
wishes  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  her  complete  recovery  and  a  con- 
tinuance of  her  usefulness  attend  her  during  her  leave  of  absence. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  year's  work  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  officers  and  teachers 
are  commended  for  their  faithful  and  efficient  services. 

Since  the  District  government  has  taken  charge  of  the  home  its 
efficiency  as  a  child-saving  institution  has  been  notably  increased. 

There  are  two  points  in  which  it  is  lacking:  First,  in  not  having  the 
Legal  guardianship  of  the  children  committed  to  its  care;  and  sec- 
ondly, in  not  being  able  to  maintain  thorough  supervision  of  the 
children  after  they  have  been  placed  out.  As  was  stated  in  last  year  s 
report,  "A  regular  system  of  visitation  of  children  placed  out,  similar 
to  that  now  employed  by  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  is  much 
Hooded  in  this  institution."  Children  that  have  been  placed  in  homes 
should  be  officially  visited  at  proper  intervals. 

We  desire  to  thank  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  and  the 
superintendent  of  charities  for  their  interest  and  assistance  in  our 
work.

This  agreement,  by  and  between  the  District  of  Columbia  Industrial  Home 
School  of  the  first  part,  and  ,  of  ,  of  the  second  part, 

Witnesseth:  That  ,  aged  years,  shall  be  placed  arid  remain  in 

the  custody  and  control  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  until  eighteen  years 
of  age. 

Provided.  That  the  said  child  shall  be  well  treated,  supplied  with  suitable  cloth- 
ng,  taught  some  useful  occupation,  and  sent  to  school  at  least  four  months  in 
each  year;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  agreement  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  provide  the  child  with  two  good  suits  of  clothing  and  the 
sura  of  fifty  dollars. 

Provided  f  urther.  That  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  make  a  quarterly 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  child  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Industrial  Home 

School. 

Provided  further.  That  in  case  this  agreement  is  canceled,  the  party  of  the 
second  part  agrees  to  return  the  child  to  the  Industrial  Home  School  at  his  own 
expense.

This  indenture,  by  and  between  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  acting  under  authority  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2(>, 
18ir2,  entitled  "'An  act  to  provide  for  the  care  of  dependent  children  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  to  create  a  Board  of  Children  s  Guardians, ?' party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  Industrial  Home  School,  party  of  the  second 
part, 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  place  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  Industrial  Home  School  an  indefinite  number  of  children,  both 
boys  and  girls,  the  wards  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to  be  taught  and 
maintained  according  to  the  customs  and  regulations  of  the  said  District  of 
Columbia  Industrial  Home  School. 

That  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  r  -port  in  writing  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  home  the  names  and  ages  of  and  such  other  information  about  all  children 
proposed  to  be  placed  as  aforesaid  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine  whether  such 
children  would  be  acceptable. 

That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the  party  of  the  second  part 
for  the  maintenance  and  teaching  of  the  children  placed  as  aforesaid  at  the  rate  of 
$10.25  per  month. 

That  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  remove  any  child 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  it  elsewhere  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  after  hearing  any  objection  thereto,  such  action  will  be  best 
for  the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  child,  or  whenever  the  conditions  of  this  agree- 
ment shall  not  have  been  faithfully  carried  out  by  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part . 

That  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  visit  its  wards  by  its 
agents,  or  otherwise,  at  all  reasonable  times,  and  to  see  and  converse  with  them 
in  private. 

That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  receive  such  children  as  the 
party  of  the  first  part  wishes  to  place  under  its  care  for  the  purposes  and  at  the 
rates  of  compensation  above  stated,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

hirst.  Such  children  shall  be  free  from  chronic  and  contagious  diseases,  except 
those  which  are  m  such  mild  form  as  will  readily  yield  to  treatment  and  will  not 
endanger  the  health  of  the  other  inmates  of  the  institution  when  ordinary  precau- 
tions are  taken  to  prevent  such  diseases  from  being  communicated  from  one  to 
another. 
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Second.  They  shall  be  of  such  ages  as  are  admissible  under  the  regulations  of 

the  school. 

Third.  They  shall  not  have  been  convicted  of  petit  larceny  or  of  any  offense  pun- 
ishable by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  in  the  case  of  adults. 

Fourth.  Only  when  there  shall  be  room  at  the  institution  in  the  department  to 
which  such  children  would  necessarily  be  assigned ;  but  the  party  or  the  second 
part,  in  the  control  of  admission  to  the  institution,  will  give  preference  to  the 
applications  under  this  indenture  over  all  others. 

That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  reserves  the  right,  for  good  cause  stated, 
to  refuse  to  receive  any  child,  and  to  return  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  any  child 
which  shall  have  been  received  and  shall  prove  to  be  an  improper  inmate,  upon 
giving  ten  days"  written  notice  of  intention  to  return  such  child,  which  notice  shall 
contain  a  full  statement  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  because  of  which  such  action 
is  deemed  to  be  necessary;  children  so  returned  to  be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part  or  such  other  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  within  the  city  of 
Washington. 

That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  that  the  children  received  under 
this  indenture  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  well  as  those  received  from  any 
other  source:  that  they  shall  be  suitably  and  sufficiently  fed,  clothed,  housed,  and 
attended  in  sickness  and  in  health  and  shall  have  all  the  advantages  which  are  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  offered  at  the  institution  during  the  time  for  which  they  remain. 

That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  that  due  care  shall  be  exercised 
at  all  times  to  prevent  children  from  leaving  the  institution  without  permission,  and 
that  in  case  any  do  so  leave  a  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  ascertain  where 
they  may  be  found  and  to  secure  their  return. 

That  this  indenture  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  from  this  date  and  thereafter 
until  objected  to  by  either  party  without  prejudice  to  rights  vested  hereunder.

ORGANIC  ACT  OF  CONGRESS. 

[Approved  June  11, 1896.] 

The  board  of  managers  of  the  Industrial  Home  School,  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  shall  transfer  said  school  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  said  Commissioners  shall  there- 
upon appoint  a  board  of  trustees  of  said  school,  consisting  of  nine  members, 
whose  terms  of  office  shall  be,  for  the  first  appointment,  three  members  for  one 
year,  three  members  for  two  years,  and  three  members  for  three  years,  and  there- 
after all  appointments  shall  be  for  a  term  of  three  years,  except  appointments  to 
fill  <>ut  unexpired  terms.  The  board  of  trustees  so  appointed  by  the  Commissioners 
shall  manage  the  school  under  such  regulations  as  now  exist  or  may  hereal  ter  be 
made  by  said  board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia:  all  designations  for  employment  in  said  school,  made  by  said  board 
of  trustees,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and,  in  the  event  of  disapproval  by  said  Commissioners  of  any  selec- 
tion by  said  board  of  trustees,  the  said  Commissioners  shall  make  the  appointment. 
All  supplies  for  said  school  shall  be  obtained  by  requisition  upon  said  Commission- 
ers, and  all  moneys  received  at  said  school  as  income  thereof  from  sales  of  prod- 
ucts and  from  payments  for  board  and  instruction,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  said  Commissioners  to  be  expended  by  them  for  the  support  of  the  school 
as  herein  provided.

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REGULATIONS   OF   THE   BOARD   OF   TRUSTEES   OF   THE   DISTRICT  OF 
COLUMBIA  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL. 

[Approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  August  27, 1897.] 

1.  Name.— The  name  of  this  institution  hereafter  shall  be  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia Industrial  Home  School. 

2.  Object.— The  object  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  is  to  provide  for  destitute 
white  children  of  both  sexes,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  good  home  in  which 
they  shall  receive  the  moral,  mental,  and  industrial  education  calculated  to  make 
them  upright,  intelligent,  and  useful  citizens  upon  arriving  at  years  of  maturity. 

3.  Officers. — The  officers  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  a  president, 
vice-president,  and  secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  first  meeting  in 
July  of  each  year,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected,  and  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  belonging  to  their  respective  offices 
bv  parliamentary  rules  and  usage. 

4.  Meetings.— The  regular  meetings  o'f  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  board  shall  designate. 
Notices  of  meetings  shall  be  served  on  members  personally,  or  be  mailed  to  them, 
at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  time  of  meeting,  by  the  secretary.  The  president 
shall  call  special  meetings  when  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  or  when  so  requested 
in  writing  by  five  members  of  the  board. 

5.  Order  of  business— At  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  for  the  transaction  of 
ordinary  business,  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows:  (I)  Reading  of  the 
minutes:  (II)  report  of  the  superintendent:  (III)  reports  of  committees:  (IV) 
unfinished  business:  (V)  communications;  (VI)  new  business. 

6.  Committees.— The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  three  members 
each,  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  president,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
board:  (I)  Committee  on  buildings,  grounds,  expenses,  and  legislation;  (II)  com- 
mittee on  employees,  education,  and  industries;  (III)  committee  on  admission, 
placement,  housekeeping,  and  hygiene. 

7.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  buildings,  grounds,  expenses,  and  legislation. —  (I) 
They  shall  have  the  care  of  the  buildings,  attend  to  all  needed  repairs  and  insur- 
ance, see  that  the  grounds  are  properly  inclosed,  protected,  and  provided  with 
roads  and  walks,  and  supervise  the  erection  of  new  buildings  and  requisitions  for 
supplies  for  their  department:  (II)  they  shall  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  the 
general  expenses  of  the  school  and  see  that  all  the  money  appropriated  for  the 
school  is  expended  to  the  best  advantage:  (III)  they  shall  make  up  and  submit  to 
the  board  for  approval  all  estimates  of  amounts  required  for  the  annual  mainte- 
nance of  the  school,  improvements  of  the  grounds,  repairs  of  buildings  and  new 
buildings,  and  attend  to  all  legislation  required  from  Congress;  (IV)  they  shall 
make  a  written  or  verbal  report  of  their  department  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  board. 

8.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  employees,  education,  and  industries.  (I)  They 
shall  consider  all  questions  relating  to  the  number  and  qualifications  of  employees 
required  for  the  school  and  the  salaries  or  compensation  to  be  paid  the  same,  and 
shall  make  report  thereon  to  the  board,  with  such  recommendations  as  they  may 
deem  proper:  (II)  they  shall  nominate  to  the  board  for  confirmation  all  regular 
employees  authorized  by  the  board,  and  provide  for  temporary  help  required  in 
any  emergency:  I  III)  they  shall  supervise  the  schools,  shops,  greenhouses,  gardens, 
cultivation  of  the  grounds,  all  other  industries,  the  sales  of  their  products,  and  all 
requisitions  for  supplies  for  their  department :  (IV)  they  shall  make  a  written  or 
verbal  report  of  their  department  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 

9.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  admission,  placement,  honsekeeimig,  and  hygiene.— 
(1)  They  shall  exercise  control  of  the  admission  of  children  and  placing  them  in 
homes  under  regulations  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees.  They  shall  require 
a  semiannual  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  all  children  placed  in  homes 
until  they  have  become  of  adult  age  or  able  to  look  out  for  their  own  interests. 
I  hey  shall  prescribe  a  form  of  book  to  be  kept  at  the  home  and  to  contain  a  full 
History  of  each  child,  and  shall  see  that  the  superintendent  properly  makes  all 
entries  therein  up  to  date.  They  may  require  such  assistance  from  the  secretary 
in  keeping  this  record  as  they  may  deem  proper:  ( II  |  thev  shall  have  the  general 
oversight  of  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  home,  approve  the  bill  of  fare,  and  super- 
vise the  requisitions  for  supplies  for  their  department:  (III)  they  shall  givespecial 
attention  to  all  the  hygienic  conditions  of  the  home  and  the  health  of  the  chil- 
dren: (IV  )  they  shall  make  a  written  or  verbal  report  of  their  department  at  each 
regular  meeting  ot  the  board. 
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10.  Regulations  relating  to  children  of  the  Home  School— 

I.  Admissions:  Only  destitute  children,  or  those  depending  upon  charity  for  sup- 
port and  care,  shall  be  admitted,  and  no  child  under  5  years  of  age  or  over  12  years 
of  age  shall  be  admitted  without  a  special  order  of  the  board. 

11.  Placement:  Whenever  a  satisfactory  home  can  be  found  for  any  child  of  the 
institution,  the  committee  on  admission,  etc.,  shall  select  a  suitable  child  to  be 
placed  in  such  home. 

III.  Industrial  work:  The  children  in  the  home  of  suitable  age  shall,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  school  work,  engage  regularly  in  some  occupation  suited  to  their 
capacity,  with  the  object  of  acquiring  habits  of  industry,  of  stimulating  mental 
activity  as  an  educational  process,  and  of  learning  various  manual  processes  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  suitable  employment  when  discharged. 

IV.  Religious  instruction:  No  sect  distinction  shall  be  recognized  in  regard  to 
either  teachers  or  scholars,  and  the  same  religious  subjects  or  scripture  shall  be 
taught  to  the  whole  school,  and  be  confined  to  points  of  doctrine  and  practice 
about  which  there  is  no  dispute  among  Christian  sects. 

V.  Classification:  The  scholars  in  both  week-day  and  Sunday  schools  shall  be 
graded  or  classified  according  to  their  ages  and  attainments,  and  not  according  to 
any  supposed  religious  opinions. 

VI.  Discipline:  The  discipline  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  shall  be  such  as 
would  be  exercised  by  an  intelligent,  judicious,  and  kind  parent  in  a  family — vigi- 
lant, kind,  firm.  The  superintendent  and  assistants  under  her  direction  shall 
endeavor  on  all  proper  occasions  to  inculcate  upon  the  minds  of  the  children  truth- 
fulness, self-control,  obedience  to  parents,  to  all  properly  constituted  human 
authority,  and  to  the  laws  of  God.  resi>ect  for  the  aged,  forbearance  toward  the 
weak,  regard  for  the  rights  of  others,  politeness  to  all,  kindness  to  animals,  indus- 
try, temperance,  and  frugality.  The  avoidance  of  corporal  punishment,  as  far  as 
maybe  consistent  with  a  due  regard  to  obedience  on  the  part  of  the  children  and  the 
good  order  of  the  home,  is  enjoined,  and  the  infliction  of  such  punishment  on  parts 
of  the  body  liable  to  be  permanently  injured  thereby,  or  so  as  to  leave  temporary 
marks  of  an  objectionable  character,  or  by  any  person  other  than  the  superintend- 
ent or  an  assistant  specifically  authorized  by  her  to  do  so,  is  positively  forbidden. 

VII.  Leaving  without  consent:  Whenever  a  child  of  the  home  leaves  the  institu- 
tion without  consent,  written  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  immediately  by  the 
superintendent  to  the  person  who  recommended  the  child  for  admission  and  to 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  admission,  etc. 

II.  Physician.— A  physician  shall  be  employed  to  visit  the  home,  who  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  on  the  health  of  the  children  and  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  home  to  the  committee  on  admission,  etc. 

12.  Duties  of  the.  superintendent. — ( I )  The  superintendent  shall  have  direct  con- 
trol of  all  the  employees  of  the  school,  see  that  the  duty  of  each  is  properly  per- 
formed, have  the  power  to  suspend  any  inefficient  or  insubordinate  employee 
temporarily,  and  immediately  shall  report  such  action,  with  the  reasons  therefor, 
to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  employees,  etc. :  ( II )  the  sup  3rintendent  shall 
make  monthly  reports  to  the  board,  giving  for  the  preceding  month  the  whole 
number  of  children  in  the  school  during  the  month,  the  number  admitted,  and 
the  number  discharged,  the  amounts  received  from  sales  of  products  and  from 
payments  for  board,  and  the  total  expenses  of  the  month  as  nearly  as  they  can  be 
ascertained;  (III)  the  superintendent  shall  present  monthly  requisitions  for  sup- 
plies to  the  board  for  approval  at  each  monthly  meeting,  and  all  requisitions 
must  be  presented  to  and  approved  by  the  board  and  so  certified  by  the  secretary 
before  they  are  submitted  to  the  District  Commissioners,  excepting  in  a  pressing 
emergency,  in  which  case  the  committee  charged  with  the  supervision  of  the 
requisition  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  board:  Provided,  That  the  secretary  be 
authorized  to  certify  the  approval  of  the  board  upon  bills  for  petty  expenses  neces- 
sarily incurred  for  the  school  by  the  superintendent  on  her  own  authority,  not  to 
exceed  the  amount  of  $10  in  any  one  month. 

13.  Annual  report.— The  board  of  trustees  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  giving  the 
names  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  board,  of  all  the  employees  of  the  board 
and  their  respective  salaries,  dates  of  admission,  names,  ages,  and  places  of  resi- 
dence when  admitted  of  all  children  admitted,  and  the  names,  ages,  and  disposi- 
tion made  of  all  children  discharged  during  the  year,  a  classified  statement  of  the 
expenses  of  the  school,  the  rules  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  a  general  statement 
of  the  work  of  the  school,  with  such  recommendations  for  the  promotion  of  its 
greater  efficiency  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

14.  Amendment  of  the  regulations  .—These  regulations  may  be  amended  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  board,  pro- 
vided that  the  amendment  has  been  submitted  in  writing  at  a  previous  regular 
meeting.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  estimates  of  expenses  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  Industrial  Home  School,  as  approved  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902:

For  repairs  and  improvements  to  buildings,  fences,  roads,  and  grounds. . .     2, 000 
For  increase  of  the  plant  and  facilities  for  training  in  the  various  industries.     2, 000 
For  the  enlargement  of  the  girls'  cottage  and  dormitories  and  to  make 
the  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  present  building  required  for 
the  purpose  in  view       5, 000 

The  increase  of  $1,000  in  the  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  maintenance 
over  the  amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose  the  present  fiscal  year  is  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  additional  number  of  pupils  that  the  annual  growth  of  the 
population  of  the  District  is  expected  to  bring  to  the  school. 

To  keep  all  the  buildings  in  good  repair,  properly  painted,  etc.,  the  roadways 
in  good  order,  the  grounds  in  suitable  condition  for  cultivation,  and  to  make 
minor  improvements,  with  the  most  rigid  economy  will  require  an  expenditure  of 
at  least  the  amount  estimated  above. 

The  industrial  plant  and  facilities  four  years  ago,  when  the  District  assumed 
the  entire  charge  of  the  institution,  were  very  limited,  and  since  then  gradually 
from  year  to  year  they  are  being  made  more  adequate  to  the  requirements  for 
properly  training  the  dependent  children  of  the  District. 

The  boys  and  girls  are  domiciled  in  separate  buildings,  and  that  provided  at 
present  for  the  girls  is  frequently  entirely  too  limited  in  its  accommodations.  To 
meet  this  pressing  need  a  small  appropriation  is  asked  for  to  be  applied  to  the 
enlargement  of  the  present  building.  The  District  inspector  of  buildings,  whose 
letter  is  herewith  submitted,  estimates  the  cost  of  this  improvement  at  $o,000.

DESTITUTE  COLORED  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN. 

Gentlemen:  In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Charities, 
received  through  the  president,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Hatch,  for  a  report  on 
the  Home  for  Destitute  Colored  Women  aud  Children,  I  submit  the 
following  statement:

Children  are  received  at  the  age  of  3  years  and  may  be  retained,  if 
necessary  or  desirable,  until  14,  though  many  are  indentured  at  12, 
the  apprenticeship  lasting  until  the  boy  or  girl  is  18. 

The  accompanying  copy  of  the  indenture ' paper  Avill  show  the  terms 
of  the  contract. 

The  work  of  the  household  is  thoroughly  systematized;  otherwise  it 
would  be  impossible  to  care  for  a  hundred  children,  all  under  12 
years,  and  for  10  or  more  women  in  all  stages  of  decrepitude,  with 
so  small  a  force.  The  number  of  employees  is  as  follows:  Superin- 
tendent, matron  (housekeeper),  industrial  teacher,  kindergartner, 
seamstress  and  assistant,  janitor  (who  also  tends  to  the  furnaces), 
shoemaker  (chiefly  employed  in  mending),  man  in  charge  of  the  older 
boys  man  to  wait  in  the  children's  dining  room,  cook,  cleaner,  three 
laundresses,  two  nurses  (in  charge  of  dormitories)

™*  committee  on  education  looks  after  the  schools,  the  kinder- 
garten, and  the  industrial  work,  while  the  committee  on  admissions 
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and  dismissions  is  charged  with  the  important  and  responsible  work, 
not  only  of  finding  suitable  homes  for  the  children  when  they  must  go 
out  into  the  world,  but  the  duty  of  following  them  from  year  to  year, 
by  personal  visits  and  by  correspondence,  until  they  have  completed 
their  term.  In  this  connection  the  superintendent,  in  her  latest  report, 
says: 

The  number  of  applications  for  children  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  number  to 
be  sent  out.  This,  however,  enables  us  to  be  very  discriminating  in  our  selection, 
and  the  chairman  of  your  committee  is  fully  vindicated  in  her  judgment  as  to  the 
fitness  of  those  to  whose  care  she  has  committed  the  children.  We  have  a  goodly 
number  of  places  that  promise  to  be  all  that  we  seek.  The  children  send  happy, 
contented  letters,  etc. 

As  the  material  condition  of  the  colored  people  themselves  improves, 
applications  from  them  become  more  frequent— a  state  of  affairs  most 
satisfactory  to  the  committee  in  charge  of  this  branch  of  the  work, 
since  it  enables  them  to  place  the  children  in  real,  homes  where  they 
may  share  the  comforts  and  pleasures  of  the  family  life  as  well  as  its 
labors.  In  many  cases  they  take  the  little  ones  as  early  as  4  or  5 
years — long  before  they  can  render  any  service  in  return  for  the  care 
bestowed.  A  case  in  point  has  occurred  recently.  A  man  went  from 
a  near-by  town  in  Virginia  to  New  England,  where  he  saved  his  money 
and  learned  the  thrifty  habits  of  the  people.  Returning  to  his  native 
town,  he  bought  land  in  its  vicinity  and  is  now  a  prosperous  truck 
farmer.  He  has  taken  a  boy  from  the  home,  to  whom  he  will  teach 
his  trade  of  market  gardening,  he  will  send  him  to  school,  and  treat 
him  in  every  respect  as  his  own  child. 

The  steam-heating  plant  granted  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  has 
been  completed,  and  will  add  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  reflooring  of  a  considerable  part  of 
the  building  is  needed,  the  association  asks  only  for  the  sum  of  $10,000 
usually  appropriated  for  its  maintenance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEWSBOYS'  AND  CHILDREN'S  AID  SOCIETY. 

STATEMENT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Newsboys'  and  Children's 
Aid  Society  contains  the  essential  facts  of  our  work. 

The  Government  grants  us  $1,000  a  year.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  for  the  "plant"  of  the  society,  costing  $30,000,  nothing  was  asked 
from  the  Government;  that  the  society  itself  provides  two  or  three 
times  as  much  for  annual  expenses  as  the  Government  does,  and  that 
we  have  been  caring  for  an  average  of  from  30  to  40  children,  rising 
at  times  to  60,  in  the  Maulsby  Home,  besides  the  provision  made  for 
hundreds  of  newsboys,  we  believe  the  board  will  recognize  that  the 
Government  appropriation  has  not  been  undeserved  or  misapplied. 

We  find  it  impossible  to  carry  on  our  work  as  we  have  been  doing 
without  increased  means.  And  with  such  advantages  as  our  valuable 
property  offers,  including  the  Maulsby  Home  and  the  newsboys' 
building,  it  would  seem  that  there  should  be  an  enlargement  rather 
than  a  contraction  of  the  work.  The  newsboys'  reading  room  and 
gymnasium  might,  with  great  advantage  to  the  boys,  be  kept  open 
through  the  days  as  well  as  in  the  evenings.  This  would  require  an 
additional  helper. 

Then  in  the  home  it  would  be  desirable  to  establish  a  day  nursery, 
where  mothers  who  have  to  go  out  to  work  could  leave  their  children 
to  be  cared  for  through  the  day.  Indeed  there  is  hardly  a  limit  to  the 
work  the  society  could  do  with  the  requisite  means. 

If  the  board  could  see  its  way  clear  to  recommend  the  society  for 
an  appropriation  of  $2,500,  we  believe  the  result  would  fully  justify 
the  action.  We  would  respectfully  ask  for  a  recommendation  of  that 
amount.

We  have  children  of  men  who  have  lost  their  wives  and  can  not  keep  the  home 
together  without  a  woman's  help,  and  yet  do  not  wish  to  give  up  their  children. 

Many  children  come  to  us  hecause  that  source  of  so  much  misery  to  many  a  home, 
intemperance,  has  destroyed  the  feeling  of  parental  love  on  the  part  of  the  father 
and  left  on  the  woman  the  burden  of  it  all. 

So  many  tell  us  their  reason  is  to  keep  the  children  off  the  streets  while  they  are 
away  earning  their  daily  bread,  for  they  learn  more  wickedness  than  can  be 
counteracted  in  months. 

Often  we  have  children  where  one  or  the  other  parent  is  sent  to  the  hospital  and 
the  children  must  be  provided  for  temporarily. 

The  children  are  cared  for  with  the  idea  of  giving  them  as  much  real  home  life, 
and  the  thousandfold  blessing  which  follows  the  training  of  a  child  in  a  well- 
ordered  home,  as  possible. 

They  are  sent  to  the  public  school,  for  it  is  thought  best,  in  case  they  leave  us, 
that  their  education  may  go  on  along  the  same  lines.  Last  year  at  one  time  there 
were  twenty  regular  attendants  at  the  public  schools.  It  is  also  considered  well 
for  them  to  have  the  exercise  of  going  to  and  fro,  as  they  are  limited  to  the  yard 
attach*  d  to  the  home  at  other  hours. 

Evenings  they  are  gathered  together  and  helped  with  their  lessons,  so  they  stand 
as  good  a  chance  as  their  more  fortunate  friends. 

Their  meals  are  frugal  and  well  cooked,  and  there  is  provided  for  them  as  much 
variety  as  the  means  at  command  will  allow. 

The  boys  and  girls  are  kept  entirely  separate,  the  dormitories  of  each  being  on 
different  floors. 

At  meals  and  other  times  when  together  there  is  always  some  one  in  charge. 

After  tea  each  night  they  gather  together,  and  the  superintendent  hears  all  the 
news  of  the  day  and  has  a  regular  visit  with  them  all. 

Then  they  have  a  simple  prayer  service,  a  reading  from  the  Bible,  and  a  short 
prayer  fitted  to  their  needs,  and  the  Lords  prayer,  in  which  they  all  join. 

They  also  gather  about  the  piano  and  sing  very  frequently,  which  they  very 
much  enjoy. 

Sundays  as  many  of  them  as  have  presentable  clothing  go  to  Sunday  school. 

These  things  are  not  compulsory,  but  we  never  find  any  objection  made  either 
by  the  parents  or  children. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  home  receives  those  of  any  denomination, 

There  were  16  cases  ot  measles  during  the  winter  and  2  cases  of  contagious 
diseases,  which  were  promptly  removed  by  the  health-office  department. 

There  was  1  operation  in  the  home,  performed  by  Dr.  Shands,  the  attending 
house  physician,  assisted  by  the  assistant  house  physician,  Dr.  Thomas  Dowling, 
and  two  other  doctors. 

The  case  was  that  of  a  little  boy  of  3  years:  the  trouble,  disease  in  the  bone  cells 
back  of  the  ear.  The  operation  was  successful,  but  about  a  week  later  the  child 
died  of  meningitis.   The  other  death  was  that  of  a  little  boy,  of  membranous  croup. 

One  little  girl  was  ill  a  number  of  weeks  with  fever. 

She  was  removed  by  Dr.  Dowling  to  Sibley  Hospital,  and  after  their  good  care 
for  a  start  was  returned  to  us,  and  is  now  well  and  strong. 

This  year,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  George  Christiancy.  a  director  of  the 
National  Junior  Republic,  the  Knight  Junior  Republic  has  been  organized  in  the 
home. 

The  boys  hold  court  usually  once  a  week,  and  their  penalties  vary  according  to 
their  misdemeanors. 

The  boys  and  girls  all  have  some  part  of  the  work  of  the  house  to  perform,  such 
as  keeping  the  cellar  swept,  the  yard  clean,  the  coal  and  wood  brought  up.  and  so 
on.    The  girls  help  with  their  dormitory  work  and  the  care  of  the  younger  children. 

The  reading  room  and  gymnasium  for  newsboys,  in  connection  with  the  home 
work,  were  open  the  entire  year,  with  the  exception  of  July  and  August,  when 
they  were  closed  by  the  advice  of  the  physicians,  smallpox  being  so  prevalent  in 
the  city  at  that  time. 

All  the  winter  the  ladies  were  active  in  their  efforts  to  provide  entertainment 
for  this  portion  of  the  work. 

Every  month  there  was  a  special  attraction  of  some  kind,  and  often  once  a  week. 

There  were  a  number  of  talks  on  animals  and  their  habits,  and  specimens  were 
exhibited  by  young  men  connected  with  the  Smithsonian  Department. 

We  had  a  bright  lecture  by  Mr.  Barrett,  ex-minister  to  Siam.  and  many  others 
entertained  the  boys.  But  the  never-ending,  never-failing  source  of  attraction  is 
the  gymnasium,  with  its  punching  bag  and  boxing  gloves,  in  addition  to  the  other 
paraphernalia. 
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The  record  of  boys  attending  from  November  of  181)1),  through  June,  1900,  is  as 
follows:  White,  3,301;  colored,  3,527;  total,  6,828. 

This  number  of  boys,  0,828,  were  kept  off  the  streets,  and  who  can  estimate  how 
much  of  crime  and  wickedness  was  thus  avoided. 

Both  Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  these  boys  were  bountifully  remembered, 
and  judging  from  the  demonstration  at  that  time  they  were  well  pleased. 

Our  working  force  consists  of  a  superintendent,  two  in  charge  of  the  children- 
one  over  the  boys  and  one  over  the  girls— and  at  times  a  seamstress. 

Three  colored  servants,  a  cook,  laundress,  and  house  boy  complete  the  list. 

It  has  been  said  we  should  state  our  needs.  Alas!  it  is  the  same  old  need  of 
money.  The  children  must  have  clothing  and  food  and  the  various  things  need- 
ful for  the  carrying  on  of  the  work.  Especially  we  should  be  able  to  secure  such 
help  as  shall  best  influence  the  children.   Example  counts  for  a  great  deal  here. 

The  age  of  children  cared  for  is  from  2  to  12  years.  But  our  boys  who  obtain 
work  outside  can  remain  longer,  as  we  have  working  boys'  dormitories,  where 
comfortable  rooms  can  be  had  for  a  small  sum. 

1  will  only  add  that  our  work  for  the  newsboys  could  be  greatly  enlarged  if  we 
had  the  means.    The  material  is  at  our  hands.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request  I  herewith  submit 
the  following-  annual  report  of  the  St.  Ann's  Infant  Asylum  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1000:

You  will  notice  in  our  quarterly  reports  regularly  rendered  the  list 
of  those  who  left  the  institution,  with  particulars  as  required  in  each 
case.  The  financial  statement  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  year  also  appears  from  my  quarterly  reports. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  rights,  duties,  and  priv- 
ileges of  St.  Ann's  Infant  Asylum,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  by  President  Lincoln  March  3,  18G3,  and  to  the  fact  that  our 
incorporators  have  every  year  since  held  annual  meetings. 

The  work  of  the  institution  is  that  of  caring  for  little  children  under 
7  years  of  age  of  all  denominations.  It  is  no  small  task,  yet  we 
endeavor  to  perforin  it  as  perfectly  as  possible  by  proper  training, 
good  food,  clothing,  etc. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  Congress  for  the  assistance  afforded  us 
each  year  by  appropriating  to  us  a  certain  sum  of  money,  which, 
though  it  assisted  us  greatly,  is  far  below  what  is  really  needed  when 
you  consider  what  it  is  to  feed,  clothe,  and  keep  comfortable  over 
100  little  ones.  We  therefore  earnestly  request  that  our  appropria- 
tion of  $5,400  be  continued  to  assist  us  in  our  work. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  pay  anything  this  year  on  our  past  debt, 
having  received  no  extra  money  from  private  sources,  nor  to  make 
any  really  needed  repairs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GERMAN  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  1,  1900. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  German  Orphan 
Asylum  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900: 

The  number  of  inmates  July  1,  1890,  was  54.  The  largest  number 
there  at  any  one  time  during  the  year  was  56,  and  the  smallest  num- 
ber was  51.  The  average  number  of  inmates  during  the  year  was  53. 
Number  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  52. 

Twelve  children  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  14  children 
were  discharged.  Of  the  14  children  that  were  discharged,  12  were 
returned  to  surviving  parents  or  guardian,  and  2,  boys,  were  placed 
out  to  learn  trades. 

The  children  of  school  age  again  attended  the  public  schools  at  Ana- 
costia,  Good  Hope,  and  the  eighth  grade  and  high  schools  at  Washing- 
ton, and  the  progress  made  during  the  year  was  most  satisfactory. 

As  also  in  former  reports,  we  must  again  state  that  most  of  the 
bread  and  meat  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  inmates  was  derived 
from  voluntary  contributions.  The  vegetables  and  fruits  used  were 
largely  raised  on  the  farm  attached  to  the  asylum.  Some  cattle  and 
a  quantity  of  poultry  were  also  raised  and  consumed  during  the  year. 
The  cash  value  of  none  of  the  above  is  included  in  the  financial 
statement,  which  follows. 

The  asylum  met  with  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  its  faithful  super- 
intendent, Mr.  Henry  Erniold,  which  occurred  in  J une,  after  an  illness 
lasting  only  a  few  days. 

In  conclusion,  I  submit  a  financial  statement  and  a  list  of  officers, 
directors,  and  delegates,  and  finally  respectfully  solicit  your  recom- 
mendation of  an  appropriation  of  $2,500  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
inmates  and  for  necessary  repairs  of  the  German  Orphan  Asylum  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902.

I  would  state  that  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  people  coming  to 
this  place  is  owing  to  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  country,  which 
has  started  up  many  large  manufactories  and  other  public  improve- 
ments, giving  work  to  those  who  wish  and  are  looking  for  employment. 

The  total  number  of  persons  cared  for  during  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1900,  was  1,642;  meals  served,  10,047;  lodgings  furnished,  4,371.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

Gentlemen  :  In  presenting  my  first  annual  report,  permit  me  to 
describe  the  work  of  this  said  institution: 

The  objects  of  this  association,  founded  in  1870,  are  to  afford  relief 
and  aid  to  destitute  women,  work  for  those  seeking  employment, 
homes  for  the  homeless,  sympathy  for  the  friendless,  and  to  bestow 
such  Christian  benevolence  upon  the  needy,  as  our  means  will  allow. 
Undenominational  in  our  faith  and  practice,  we  have  carried  on  the 
work  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

Our  rules  permit  at  the  home,  which  is  a  comfortable  brick  build- 
ing, 1719  Thirteenth  street,  six  life  beneficiaries,  each  to  be  over  65 
years  of  age.  A  recent  amendment  of  the  rules  now  makes  this  life 
benefit  conditional  on  the  payment  of  8250. 

The  majority  of  women  we  help  are  women  out  of  employment  and 
seeking  work,  pension  claimants  who  have  used  all  or  nearly  all  their 
funds,  invalids  discharged  from  hospitals  while  still  too  feeble  to  care 
for  themselves,  and  young  women  who  earn  small  wages  and  can  not 
pay  a  full  amount  for  board. 

By  the  report  of  the  reception  committee  for  the  year  just  ended  it 
will  be  seen  that  these  women  come  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  but 
the  majority  are  from  the  District  of  Columbia,  Virginia,  and  Mary- 
land. Of  all  these,  such  as  can  pay  something  for  what  they  receive 
are  required  to  do  so.  Some  have  a  small  income,  but  much  too  little 
for  their  full  support;  such  are  required  to  pay  in  proportion  to  their 
earnings  or  income  an  amount  varying  from  $6  to  $15  per  month. 
Some  are  without  any  means  of  support  or  any  strength  to  work,  and 
kind  friends,  or  churches,  or  societies  pay  for  them  what  money  can 
thus  be  secured. 

Others  are  wholly  destitute  and  friendless.  If  these  latter  are  able 
to  perform  any  service  in  the  home  they  are  required  to  do  so.  If  not 
able  to  work  they  receive  the  advantages  of  the  home  without  giving 
anything  in  return. 

Of  all  these  various  classes  some  individuals  stay  in  the  home  a  few 
days,  some  a  few  weeks,  some  for  months  and  years.

Employment  has  been  found  for  about  00  women  as  clerks,  house 
servants,  and  seamstresses. 

It  is  a  special  purpose  of  our  association  to  thus  give  aid  in  secur- 
ing employment,  it  being  our  belief  that  such  is  the  truest  charity. 

The  devotional  committee  report  a  weekly  prayer  service  for  the 
inmates  of  the  home,  while  family  prayers  are  conducted  each  morn- 
ing by  the  superintendent. 

To  cheer  the  women  in  the  home,  entertainments  are  given  from 
time  to  time  during  the  year.  An  auxiliary,  composed  mostly  of  young 
women,  has  been  formed,  who  will  have  charge  of  entertainments, 
enlarging  the  library,  and  assisting  in  other  ways  where  help  is  needed. 
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An  effort  will  be  made  in  the  future  to  have  our  churches  more  inter- 
ested in  the  work  of  the  association,  and  it  is  proposed  to  have  three 
women  from  each  church  to  present  the  needs  of  the  association  to  their 
members.  Our  superintendent,  Miss  Bent,  has  held  the  position  for 
twenty-seven  years.  Her  services  have  been  invaluable,  and  much  of 
the  success  of  our  work  is  due  to  her  faithfulness. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  managers  are  held  the  first  Friday 
in  each  month,  except  during  the  summer. 

Permit  us  to  hope  that  the  Board  of  Charities  and  the  honorable 
District  Commissioners  will  recommend  to  Congress  the  continuance 
by  thai  body  of  its  annual  appropriation  of  $4,000  for  this  association, 
thai  our  work  may  not  lose  in  its  amount  or  efficiency.  We  would 
further  ask  and  urge  an  appropriation  of  #25,000  for  the  completion 
of  our  home  building.  The  pressure  upon  us  for  more  room  is  very 
great .  There  are  always  many  more  worthy  applicants  for  the  benefits 
of  the  home  than  we  can  accommodate,  and  if  we  desire  only  to  enlarge 
the  work  in  its  present  character,  that  purpose  would  necessitate  for 
its  fulfillment  a  larger  building,  but  we  have  other  and  wider  plans  of 
work.  There  are  many  young  women  in  this  community  who  can 
no  where  find  instruction  in  the  business  of  housework.  We  need  the 
room  to  establish  schools  in  which  this  instruction  shall  be  given. 
Half  the  homes  in  the  land  resound  with  the  outcry  against  bad  cooks, 
and  poor  domestic  service  in  general.  Employees  of  domestic  labor, 
and  laborers  alike,  suffer  from  existing  conditions  of  inefficiency. 

It  is  our  desire  to  contribute  toward  the  improvement  of  those  condi- 
tions  by  training  a  body  of  girls  and  young  women  in  this  work  as  a 
lnisiness  which  shall  become  thoroughly  known  and  practiced  by  them. 
It  is  to  carry  out  this  purpose  that  we  ask  the  above  appropriation  for 
an  enlargement  of  our  building.  Our  grounds  are  ample  in  space  for 
this  enlargement.  The  money  for  the  building  only  is  lacking.

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REPORT  OF  THE  YOUNG  WOMAN'S  CHRISTIAN  HOME. 

Act  of  Incorporation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  Mary  G.  Wilkinson.  Benjamin  H.  Warder. 
Octavius  Knight,  Thomas  P.  Morgan.  Eliza  N.  Blair.  Emma  E.  Dorsey,  Nathaniel 
Wilson.  Francis  H.  Smith.  A.  J.  Falls.  R.  D.  Mussey,  E.  D.  Powell,  Caroline  M. 
Lawrence.  Francis  E.  Childs,  H.  A.  Hall,  Elphonso  Youngs,  Addison  M.  Smith, 
and  their  associates  and  successors  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  in  law  by  the  name  and  syle  of  the  "  Trustees  of  the  Young 
Woman's  Christian  Home:"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  and  may  take.  hold,  mortgage 
and  dispose  of  at  all  times,  real  and  personal  estate,  and  shall  and  may  do  and 
perform  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  appropriate  for  the  execution  of  the 
purposes,  charities,  and  trusts  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  created,  and 
which  are  set  forth  in  the  second  section  of  this  act:  and  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  adopt  and  make  such  constitution,  by-laws,  and  regulations  as 
may  be  appropriate  and  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  said  incor- 
poration, including  provisions  for  the  election  of  trustees  and  other  officers  and 
agents  of  the  corporation,  the  tilling  of  vacancies  occurring  in  such  offices  and 
agencies,  the  taking,  holding,  and  management  of  the  property  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  sale  and  conveyances  thereof,  when  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  such  cor- 
poration, and  the  transaction  of  all  other  business  appropriate  and  necessary  to 
the  purposes  of  such  incorporation,  with  power  to  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal 
for  such  corporation,  and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  object,  purposes,  and  powers  of  said  corporation  shall  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  limited  to  providing  temporary  home  for  young  women  com- 
ing to  and  being  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  shall,  from  any  cause,  be  in 
want  of  and  willing  to  accept  temporary  home,  care,  and  assistance  in  the  said 
District:  and  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
take.  hold,  use,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  and  personal  property,  endowments,  and 
contributions,  whether  by  devise,  gift,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  appropriate  for 
the  establishment,  maintenance,  and  success  of  the  said  institution:  and  also  to 
acquire,  take.  hold,  use,  occupy,  manage,  and  own,  either  in  fee  simple  or  bv  lease 
or  otherwise,  such  real  estate  in  the  said  District,  not  exceeding  in  its  appraised 
value  the  sum  of  §200.000,  to  be  used,  held,  occupied,  and  enjoyed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  such  home,  and  for  the  residence  and  use  of  the  proper  and  necessary 
officers,  employees,  and  agents  of  such  corporation:  Prodded.  That  the  property, 
whether  real  or  p  -rsonal,  owned  by  the  said  corporation  and  used  exclusively  for 
the  charitable  purposes  of  the  said  organization  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.

Secretary's  Report. 

June  30,  1900. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Home  has  been 
even  more  successful  than  formerly,  and  the  officers  and  board  feel  greatly 
encouraged. 

The  corresponding  secretary  reports  that  a  number  of  new  trustees  have  been 
added  and  there  have  been  five  resignations,  so  there  has  been  a  working  board  of 
thirty  members.  Nine  regu!  ar  meetings  and  two  special  meetings  have  been  held, 
all  of  which  have  been  well  attended.  The  committees  have  done  well  the  work 
assigned  them,  and  the  religious  services  on  Wednesday  evenings  have  been  reg- 
ularly conducted  with  a  good  attendance. 

The  home  has  been  filled  with  guests  during  the  year,  sometimes  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  has  been  under  the  care  and  guidance  of  the  same  matron:  some  of 
the  guests  have  been  entertained  free  of  charge. 

A  number  of  small  but  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  management, 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  use  of  the  present  infirmary  room  by  the 
young  ladies  of  the  auxiliary  for  convalescent  girls,  known  to  them,  but  not 
inmates  of  the  home.  These  girls  are  often  obliged  to  leave  the  hospitals  before 
they  are  strong  enough  to  work,  and  they  are  kept  in  the  home,  and  given  every 
care  and  attention  until  fully  recovered. 
^  The  donations  during  the  year  have  been  generous,  those  at  Thanksgiving  espe- 

cially so,  consisting  of  money,  groceries,  etc. 

A  fund  has  been  started  for  the  use  of  those  in  the  home  requiring  instruction 
in  certain  branches,  in  order  to  gain  a  living:  this  fund  is  small  at  present,  but  we 
trust  its  necessity  will  be  recognized  and  that  it  will  increase  rapidly. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  make  rather  extensive  repairs,  consisting  of  painting, 
papering,  and  plumbing.  These  have  been  completed  during  the  past  summer,  and 
the  house  is  now  in  excellent  condition.

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The  treasurer  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Home  is  again  called  upon  to 
render  an  account  of  her  stewardship. 

The  above  report  of  our  finances  shows  something  of  the  good  work  done  in  the 
past  year;  it  also  shows  a  small  balance  with  which  to  begin  the  work  of  the  new 
year.  But  figures  do  not  convey  an  idea  of  the  shelter,  help,  and  comfort  rendered 
to  the  worthy  and  often  helpless  class  whom  we  labor  to  serve;  nor  is  it  the  treas- 
urer's province  to  enter  into  this  interesting  detail. 

What  we  hoped  for  in  our  last  year  s  report  has  in  a  measure  been  realized.  A 
decision  of  Judge  Barnard,  of  equity  court  No.  2,  awarded  the  property  contested 
to  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Home.  But  the  contestants  noted  an  appeal. 
Thus  the  case  is  delayed,  our  faith  and  patience  sorely  tried,  our  hands  trammeled, 
and  our  hopes  deferred. 

Through  the  generosity  of  our  beloved  president,  a  trust  of  $550  was  paid  and 
released,  and  now  we  are  paying  interest  only  on  the  original  trust  of  So, 000.  This 
we  will  cancel  as  soon  as  we  come  into  possession  of  the  legacy  above  referred  to. 
Then,  free  from  debt,  we  will  be  able  to  extend  our  mantle  of  charity  by  erecting 
an  annex  for  convalescents.  This  seems  much  needed  for  those  discharged  as 
cured  from  hospitals  but  who  are  as  yet  physically  unfit  to  earn  a  living. 

Our  heartiest  thanks  are  due  a  generous  public  for  contributions  of  money  and 
provisions  and  for  the  encouragement  we  have  received  through  their  calls  and 
kindly  expressions  of  sympathy  and  approval.

GENTLEMEN:  In  presenting  our  annual  report  we  record  a  success- 
ful but  uneventful  year.  The  general  plan  of  the  work  has  been 
faithfully  adhered  to,  and  the  different  departments  have  demon- 
strated their  value  in  accomplishing  the  results  we  have  had  in  view. 

In  no  branch  of  our  work  have  we  been  more  successful  than  in 
placing  in  country  homes  mothers  with  young  children.  A  report  of 
each  case  shows  that  the  training  the  mothers  have  received  in  our 
home  before  being  placed  in  situations,  as  well  as  the  training  of  the 
child,' makes  them  acceptable  members  of  the  most  exacting  house- 
holds, and  that  the  mother's  value  as  a  domestic  has  been  but  little 
interfered  with  on  account  of  having  her  child  with  her.  We  have  on 
file  a  number  of  letters  from  those  under  whom  we  have  placed  these 
cases,  and  in  no  instance  has  complaint  been  made  because  of  the 
presence  of  the  child. 

That  they  make  acceptable  servants  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  when 
we  place  one  girl  in  a  country  neighborhood  immediately  applications 
for  others  are  received  from  a  number  of  persons  in  the  same  neigh- 
borhood. In  this  way  we  have  been  enabled  to  settle  a  number  of  our 
girls  in  the  same  locality,  thus  simplyfying  the  visiting  and  oversight 
of  them.  We  have  applications  for  this  kind  of  help  far  more  than 
we  can  supply. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  not  employing  white  help  in  the  Southern 
States  is  that  there  are  so  few  white  servants  that  they  have  no  com- 
panionship among  their  own  classes.  This  objection  is  entirely 
removed  when  we  place  a  girl  with  her  child  in  a  home,  because  her 
child  furnishes  all  the  companionship  required.  It  is  to  her  a  motive 
in  life,  and  in  her  unfortunate  condition  it  is  a  great  incentive  to  right 
living.  We  find  that  we  have  opened  a  large  field  of  help  in  this 
direction. 

Most  satisfactory  results  have  followed  our  system  of  removing  girls 
from  the  District — the  scene  of  their  downfall — and  putting  them  in 
wholesome  surroundings  in  different  localities,  through  the  agency  of 
our  chain  of  54  Florence  Crittenton  homes.  Other  organizations  are 
beginning  to  realize  the  good  which  may  be  accomplished  from  changed 
environment,  and  we  have  been  glad  to  cooperate  with  them.  A  num- 
ber of  cases  have  been  received  through  Mr.  Charles  A.  Massey,  the 
prisoners'  friend,  from  the  police  court,  and  several  through  other 
organizations  of  the  District. 

Nine  notorious  cases  which  belonged  to  the  District,  and  who  pre- 
viously had  spent  much  of  their  time  in  the  workhouse,  have  been 
placed  in  good  homes  in  other  localities,  and  thus  far  have  remained 
faithful.  Possibly  it  is  the  first  time  in  many  years  that  any  of  them 
has  earned  an  honest  dollar. 

The  number  of  applications  during  the  past  year  have  far  exceeded 
our  accommodations.  There  have  been  but  few  weeks  in  which  we 
have  not  had  to  turn  away  those  wrhom  we  felt  we  could  have  helped, 
but  every  available  space  in  the  home  was  filled. 

We  have  long  felt  the  necessity  of  an  opportunity  to  give  to  our  girls 
who  have  proven  themselves  faithful  more  advanced  instructions  while 
they  were  still  under  our  care,  in  order  that  they  might  be  better  fitted 
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to  resume  their  normal  relations  to  society;  but  owing  to  the  plan  of 
the  home,  having  to  adopt  the  dormitory  system,  this  seemed  impos- 
sible. Our  generous  national  president,  Mr.  Charles  N.  Crittenton, 
has  come  to  our  rescue.  During  the  past  year  he  has  built  and  equipped 
an  annex,  consisting  of  25  single  bedrooms,  which  are  to  be  used  as 
our  training  school,  and  to  which  will  be  transferred  the  inmates  of 
our  home  as  they  arrive  at  a  certain  standard  of  faithfulness  and  effi- 
ciency. The  addition  to  the  building,  with  its  equipment,  has  cost 
about  $10,000. 

Our  industrial-science  classes  and  education  classes,  particularly 
the  class  in  stenography,  have  made  satisfactory  progress,  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  scholars  shows  how  faithfully  the  work  has  been  done 
by  their  instructors,  as  well  as  their  appreciation  of  the  efforts  put 
forth  in  their  behalf.  This  phase  of  our  work  has  commended  itself 
to  many  prominent  persons,  who  have  provided  scholarships  for  some 
of  our  advanced  pupils,  the  president  of  a  large  Western  college  having 
assumed  the  expense  of  one  of  our  scholars  at  a  prominent  college  in 
New  England.  A  large  number  of  our  girls  have  been  reconciled  to 
their  families  and  have  returned  home  through  our  ministrations. 
Some  of  these  had  at  first  seemed  ii  reconcilable,  but  patient  endeavor 
will  accomplish  much  in  this  respect. 

Very  interesting  cases  have  come  to  us  during  the  past  year,  one 
quite  well  known  in  the  District,  owing  to  the  prominence  given  the 
case  in  the  newspapers.  A  young  girl  of  14  years,  an  only  child,  was 
ruined  through  the  machinations  of  one  whom  she  had  been  taught  to 
love  and  respect.  The  author  of  her  ruin  was  a  man  as  old  as  her 
father  and  his  legal  adviser.  He  frequently  spent  his  evenings  with 
her  father  playing  checkers,  of  which  they  were  both  very  fond. 
Taking  advantage  of  the  intimacy  given  him,  he  succeeded  in  winning 
the  confidence  of  the  child,  and,  intercepting  her  as  she  went  to  her 
music  lessons,  effected  her  ruin.  When  her  trouble  was  discovered 
the  mother,  almost  wild  with  grief,  obtained  a  warrant  for  his  arrest. 
She  became  prostrated,  and  the  father  was  so  crazed  by  the  circum- 
stances that  it  was  thought  unsafe  for  the  child  to  remain  at  home. 
In  this  dilemma  we  were  appealed  to,  and  we  gladly  opened  our  arms 
to  this  little  one.  When  she  entered  the  home,  a  little  blonde  slip  of 
a  girl  in  short  dresses,  she  barely  looked  12  years,  and  her  innocent 
expression  and  childlike  ways  appealed  powerfulPy  to  all  who  visited 
the  home.  Once  when  making  a  tour  of  the  basement  we  found,  in 
an  unused  room,  a  little  corner  partitioned  off  by  hanging  a  curtain 
across  the  recess.  On  inquiring  of  the  matron  what  it  was  we  were 
told  it  was  Madeline's  doll  house.  Her  seducer  was  prosecuted  by 
her  father  and  mother,  we  of  course  taking  no  part  in  it,  as  "the 
weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  spiritual."  The  man  was 
given  12  years  in  the  penitentiary  with  hard  labor.  The  baby  was 
born  when  the  mother  was  only  a  few  days  over  15  years  old.  She 
remained  with  us  until  the  baby  was  6  months  old.  During  that  time 
a  wonderful  change  had  taken  place  in  the  child-mother.  The  watch- 
ful, patient  care  that  she  had  given  to  her  little  one  in  order  that  the 
feeble  flame  of  life  might  not  flicker  out  had  in  many  respects  made  a 
woman  of  her.  During  the  time  she  was  with  us  her  father  and 
mother  frequently  visited  her,  and  long  and  many  were  the  confer- 
ences that  were  held  with  them  in  regard  to  the  future  of  the  two 
who  had  been  so  shamefully  wronged.  At  last  the  mother  and  baby 
were  taken  home,  the  family  moved  to  a  different  locality,  and  there 
is  every  prospect  before  them  of  a  happy  and  useful  life. 

This  is  only  one  of  the  many  cases  we  might  cite  that  prove  how 
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entirely  blameless  the  heaviest  sufferer  in  these  human  tragedies 

mH\\wv  powerful  factor  in  the  upbuilding  of  character  has  been  the 
strtu i*  socia Telement  that  we  have  been  able  to  introduce  into  our 
wo 2*  M'  nvthnes  during  the  month  our  girls  are  brought  m  contact 
e  sS'a ^  d  educational  evenings  with  a  large  number  of  the  rep- 
esentaTve  women  of  Washington;  women  of  deep  ^lt™  «d  bm^ 
experience,  whose  very  presence  is  an  inspiration  to  the  girls  to  de\  elop 
in  themselvesstrong,  womanly  elements  of  character.  The  debilitating 
effect  of  living  in  an  atmosphere  of  distrust  and  suspicion  is  entirely 
removed  from  their  minds,  and  the  surroundings  have  been  very  con- 
ducive to  the  cultivation  of  a  hopeful  outlook  for  the  future,  because 
they  know  that  they  have  the  moral  support  of  those  women  who  are 
among  the  makers  of  public  sentiment  in  the  community.  They  feel 
that  they  have  another  opportunity  given  to  them  to  make  something 

out  of  their  lives.  ,  , .  , 

One  of  the  most  powerful  agencies  in  the  regeneration  ot  a  man 
who  is  "beginning  over  again"  is  the  hearty  cooperation  which  he 
feels  sure  he  will  receive  in  his  efforts  from  the  church  as  well  as  from 
society.  We  can  not  hope  to  make  the  reformation  of  women  as  suc- 
cessful as  that  of  men  until  public  sentiment  has  so  changed  that  a 
woman  may  feel  that  she  has  a  right  to  expect  the  same  assistance. 
But  while  we  are  waiting  for  that  happy  day  to  dawn  we  can  do  much 
to  hasten  it  in  our  rescue  homes  by  surrounding  them  with  brave,  true 
women  who  have  gone  in  advance  of  public  sentiment  and  taken  this 
logical  stand. 

We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  consid- 
eration with  which  our  work  is  treated  by  the  officials  of  the  District. 
We  have  never  appealed  to  the  Commissioners  or  to  any  other  branch 
of  the  executive  of  the  District  for  assistance  that  they  have  not  always 
been  ready  to  assist  us.  The  police  department,  as  well  as  many  of 
the  police  individually,  have  also  rendered  us  valuable  assistance  in 
bringing  to  our  notice  those  whom  we  have  been  able  to  benefit. 

It  is  our  earnest  desire  to  make  our  institution  in  every  respect  first- 
class,  and  looking  to  that  end  we  shall  always  hold  ourselves  in  readi- 
ness to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Charities  in  every  way  that  they 
may  suggest.

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REPORT  OF  HOME  FOR  FRIENDLESS  COLORED  GIRLS. 

This  home  is  located  at  1067  Erie  street,  Meridian  Hill.  It  is  a 
dilapidated  frame  building,  containing  16  rooms.  Ihe  rooms  on  the 
first  floor  are  the  reception  room,  dining  room,  sewing  room,  kitchen, 
and  laundry,  without  stationary  tubs  or  drying  apparatus.  I  he  store- 
room is  on  the  second  floor,  and  all  the  other  rooms  are  used  as  bed- 
rooms. The  house  is  without  modern  improvements,  not  having  bath- 
rooms or  water-closets,  being  heated  altogether  by  stoves  and  lighted 

by  lamps.  ,    ,  .         -.   ,  , 

The  street  has  been  graded,  which  has  lelt  the  house  elevated  about 
15  feet  above  the  roadway,  and  access  to  it  is  very  inconvenient  and  at 
times  dangerous. 

The  yard  is  of  considerable  size,  and  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months  attention  was  given  to  raising  vegetables,  winch  were  a  very 
great  help,  although  the  space  given  the  children  for  play  was  limited. 

Thisbuilding  is  under  rental,  and  the  institution  depends  for  support 
mainly  on  the  benevolence  of  friends. 

A  lot  just  north  of  Howard  University  was  given  by  Miss  Maria 
Stoddard  to  the  association  some  time  ago,  and  we  are  now  endeavor- 
ing to  raise  sufficient  means  to  erect  a  building.  A  committee  with 
this  end  in  view  had  an  interview  with  the  Congressional  committee 
several  years  ago,  and  the  committee  was  so  well  pleased  with  the 
report  that  plans  and  specifications  for  a  building  at  the  cost  of  $18,000 
were  recommended. 

During  the  year  $450  have  been  received  from  the  emergency  fund. 

There  have  been  48  inmates  during  the  year  and  at  present  there  are 
22.    There  have  been  no  deaths  and  no  contagious  diseases. 

We  respectfully  petition  the  Board  of  Charities  for  1500  per  annum 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  home  and  $10,000  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing a  permanent  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AID  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  BLIND  OF  THE 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  23,  1900. 

GENTLEMEN:  In  accord  with  your  permission,  I  beg  to  submit  some- 
thing pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind  ot 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

Much  of  our  work  has  been  formative,  as  our  development  has  been 
retarded  by  lack  of  means  and  ignorance  of  the  best  way  to  deal  with 
this  new  branch  of  benevolence. 

Our  year  dates  from  the  time  of  our  incorporation,  but  it  would 
seem  wise  to  change  to  conform  with  the  general  adjustment  of 
accounts  to  June  30. 

The  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was 

organized  on  December  8,  1897,  with  the  object  of  establishing  "an 

industrial  home  for  the  blind."    On  April  13,  1899,  the  association 

was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the 

object  somewhat  more  specifically  stated  as — 

To  establish  a  nonsectarian  home  for  the  blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in 
the  said  District. 

To  promote  the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  blind,  and  to  aid  the 
needy,  dependent  blind,  and  help  them  to  become  self-supporting. 

The  incorporation,  previously  only  delayed,  was  made  at  that  time 
to  enable  the  association  to  accept  an  offer  from  one  of  Washington's 
philanthropic  citizens,  to  whom  the  very  first  appeal  for  help  was 
made  in  October,  1897. 

This  gentleman,  Mr.  Stilson  Hutchins,  in  his  letter  accompanying 
his  gift,  says: 

Washington,  D.  C,  November  1, 1899. 

In  pursuance  of  my  promise  to  you  last  April,  I  convey  to  you  herewith  a  deed 
in  fee  simple  of  the  premises  No.  915  E  street  NW..  improved  by  a  four-story 
brick  building  in  good  condition,  a  two-story  brick  addition,  and  a  brick  stable 
or  workshop  in  the  rear,  and  facing  the  alley.  This  property  is  subject  to  an 
incumbrance  for  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  given  by  Carl  Petersen. 

There  is  ample  room  for  twenty  or  thirty  inmates,  and  a  shop  on  E  street  where 
the  product  of  their  labor  can  be  sold.  The  stable  in  the  rear  woula  make  a  suit- 
able workshop,  where  broom  making  and  chair  caning  could  be  carried  on. 

If  you  will  permit  me  to  suggest  a  plan  of  action,  1  should  advise  that  you  begin 
at  once  to  obtain  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  debt  and  furnish  you  a  small 
capital  for  the  workshop.  It  ought  not  to  be  difficult  to  do  this,  and  energetically 
taken  hold  of  I  have  no  doubt  you  can  soon  collect  enough  to  cancel  tha  debt  and 
also  insure  the  payment  of  your  running  expenses. 

To  start  right  is  the  main  thing,  and  this  you  are  now  enabled  to  do.  Your 
location  will  soon  become  known,  and  the  wares  your  inmates  will  be  able  to 
make  will  be  bought  readily  at  your  own  store,  and  all  commissions  and  charges 
saved. 

I  know  of  no  charity  more  worthy:  none  that  appeals  more  strongly  to  the 
humane  and  the  generous  minded.  To  teach  the  blind  to  read  and  write,  to  assist 
them  from  youth  to  manhood  and  womanhood,  and  then  to  practically  turn  them 
out  to  starve  by  abandoning  them  is  the  acme  of  cruelty. 

A  home  for  the  industrious,  self-helping  blind  ought  to  be  one  of  the  boasts  of 
the  capital  city.  From  this  small  beginning  great  results  may  be  predicated. 
Energy,  courage,  and  zeal  will  do  the  rest.  The  public  will  liberally  aid  what- 
ever they  find  to  be  worth  supporting. 

Wishing  you  immediate  and  continued  success,  I  am,  very  truly,  yours.

An  extract  from  the  annual  report  in  April,  1900,  describes  some 
of  the  conditions  then  existing: 

After  gaining  possession  of  this  house  in  November  about  $400  was  spent.  The 
roof  was  renewed  and  painted,  the  furnace  in  the  front  building  was  renovated, 
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and  a  new  furnace  placed  in  the  rear  building.  Paper  was  removed  from  the 
walls  and  they  were  kalsomined.  Needed  plumbing  and  carpenter  work  was 
done.  Some  necessary  furniture  was  purchased,  welcome  donations  arranged, 
and  the  home  was  opened  on  January  15.  At  that  time,  besides  the  office,  dining 
room,  kitchen,  and  matron's  room,  with  just  bare  necessities,  one,  the  rear  room, 
fourth  floor,  was  fitted  up  as  a  dormitory  for  men. 

During  the  three  months  since,  we  feel  we  have  grown,  and  invite  inspection. 
The  Legion  of  Loyal  Women,  whose  motto  recites  that  they  are  ever  ready  to  aid  in 
uplifting  humanity  in  furtherance  of  their  principles  of  patriotism,  friendship,  and 
honor,  began  with  an  inspiring  example  in  taking  the  front  room  on  the  third  floor, 
painted  the  walls  and  the  woodwork,  and  most  beautifully  furnished  the  room. 

The  Twentieth  Century  Club  took  the  adjoining  room  in  the  rear  and  have 
correspondingly  transformed  that,  while  individual  generosity  and  energy  have 
under  way  similar  improvements  for  two  other  rooms  on  the  third  floor. 

The  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  Thirty-first  street,  has  completely  and  com- 
fortably furnished  a  room  for  a  parishioner  of  theirs. 

The  dining  room  has  been  put  in  order,  and  the  fourth  floor  front  room  has 
been  taken  to  be  renovated  and  furnished  by  the  "  Ladies  of  Charity"  of  St.  Pat- 
rick's Church,  leaving  only  the  hall  room  fourth  floor  untouched. 

There  are  now  six  inmates.  Two  have  been  brought  from  unsatisfactory  homes, 
two  men  have  been  taken  from  the  street,  and  one  woman  from  the  almshouse, 
while  the  sixth  inmate  is  transient. 

The  nonsectarianism  of  the  home  is  shown  in  that  three  of  the  inmates  are 
Roman  Catholics  and  three  are  Protestants. 

During  the  year  before  the  house  was  opened  one  blind  colored  woman  was 
entirely  supported  by  the  association  and  outside  aid  given  to  a  number  of  cases. 

Many  other  applications  have  been  presented,  three  of  which  were  favorably 
reported  upon.  In  other  instances  we  have  been  obliged  to  postpone  admission 
until  our  house  was  more  thoroughly  equipped  and  our  finances  warranted  an 
increase  of  expense.  Hoping,  as  we  do.  to  make  the  home  eventually  an  indus- 
trial and  partly  self-supporting  institution,  it  has  been  necessary  to  emphasize 
from  the  first  the  fact  that  it  is  not  an  asylum  or  a  hospital,  yet  the  needy  and 
dependent  blind  will  be  cared  for  to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  after  such  judicious 
investigation  as  each  case  may  demand.  Whatever  discrimination  we  have  been 
forced  to  make  at  the  beginning  of  the  work,  it  is  the  result  of  present  limitations 
of  ways,  means,  and  surroundings.  Each  step  has  been  taken  after  thoughtful 
consideration,  and  with  the  knowledge,  born  of  experience,  that  it  is  easier  to 
make  mistakes  than  to  correct  them.  We  need  the  clearest  vision  ourselves  in 
order  to  wisely  lead  our  blind,  and  we  believe  the  surest  way  to  the  success  we 
desire  is  by  following,  as  far  as  possible,  that  article  in  our  by-laws  which  enjoins 
us  to  '  •  help  the  blind  to  become  self-supporting. " 

Since  the  date  of  the  above  four  other  persons  have  been  admitted 
to  the  home,  one  of  them  colored. 

Maj.  Richard  Sylvester,  chief  of  police,  in  a  letter  addressed  to 
Mrs.  Albert  G.  Brackett,  president  of  the  Aid  Association  for  the 
Blind,  at  the  time  of  opening  the  home,  says: 

Your  association  of  benevolent  men  and  women  is  an  effort  for  their  care,  pro- 
tection, and  indoor  employment,  and  I  am  in  thorough  sympathy  with  the  move- 
ment, and  will  be  pleased  to  act  as  your  treasurer  until  your  institution,  which  is 
to  include  home  and  workshops,  is  inaugurated. 

You  have  had  given  you.  through  the  generosity  of  Stilson  Hutchins,  esq.,  a 
magnificent  building  for  the  purposes  I  have  named,  on  which  I  am  informed  you 
must  defray  a  mortgage  in  reasonable  time. 

In  order  to  provide  for  those  who  must  leave  the  streets,  it  is  first  necessary 
that  your  home  should  be  put  under  way  and  sustained.  It  should  be  your  firs't 
aim  to  secure  support  for  your  building  and  home,  for  without  it  there  would  be 
no  quarters  for  the  proposed  work  in  instruction.  The  employment  of  the  blind 
is  contingent  on  the  success  you  have  in  maintaining  the  building 

I  wish  you  success  with  your  project,  and  trust  that  money  and  donations  for 
your  home  will  be  given  liberally  and  promptly,  so  that  you  may  first  protect 
those  deserving  and  then  advance  to  their  proper  training  that  they  may  become 
self-supporting  in  a  measure  at  least. 

Weighing  well  such  valuable  advice  as  quoted  from  these  gentle- 
men, the  board  of  directors  realized  that  it  had  before  it  a  work  of  no 
less  grave  responsibility  than  great  need,  and  were  obliged  naturally 
to  move  cautiously.  With  the  large  number  of  indigent  blind,  all 
conditions  being  carefully  considered,  the  immediate  duty  was  decided 
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to  be  the  opening  of  the  home  department  and  the  providing  of  shelter 
food,  and  clothing  before  employment. 

The  second  part  of  our  work,  the  industrial,  has  been  well  started 
in  a  part  of  our  home.  Mattress  making,  chair  caning,  and  broom 
making  are  being  done.  The  building  at  the  rear  of  the  lot  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  November  1,  and  all  machinery  removed 
from  the  house. 

Eight  applicants  from  outside  have  come  for  work,  and  several  of 
our  inmates  are  also  busy,  and  happy  in  being  so. 

The  board  of  directors  has  adopted  a  seal  for  the  association  the 
symbol  for  which  was  chosen  emblematic  of  our  purpose  the  figure 
of  "Justice."  Impartially  it  is  hoped  the  benefits  will  be  given  to 
all.  The  house,  015  E  street  NW,  is  subject  to  a  mortgage  of  $12,500 
This  house  is  conservatively  estimated  at  a  value  of  $22,500,  making 
the  amount  of  the  gift  to  the  association  810,000.  The 'mortgage  is 
placed  at  5  per  cent.,  making  the  interest  $625  per  annum  &The 
property  is  insured  for  $8,000.  The  taxes  have  been  remitted  during 
the  use  of  the  property  for  charitable  purposes.  The  approach  of 
winter  finds  us  with  much  need  and  an  empty  treasury. 

We  earnestly  trust  this  report  of  our  efforts  may  'convey  to  you 
some  idea  of  our  intention  and  the  wants  we  see  before  us,  and  that 
you  will  deem  it  wise  to  include  in  j^our  next  report  a  recommendation 
for  funds  that  will  enable  us  to  care  not  only  for  those  now  with  us 
but  for  others  who  are  ready  to  come.  In  conclusion  we  submit  our 
treasurer's  report  to  the  close  of  our  year  and  a  list  of  our  officers 
one  place  being  reserved  on  our  board  of  directors  for  a  blind  member'

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REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BATHING  BEACH. 

Washington,  October  1, 1900. 

*  Gentlemen:  The  committee  on  the  bathing  beach  has  the  honor  to 
make  the  following  report  respecting  the  conduct  of  the  bathing  beach 
during  the  bathing  season  of  11)00: 

The  beach  was  opened  to  bathers  on  the  30th  day  of  May  and  was 
closed  on  the  16th  of  September. 

The  superintendent  of  the  beach  reports  that  the  number  of  bathers 
during  the  season  was  51,575. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  from  November  1,  1899,  to  Septem- 
ber 30,  1000,  both  dates  included,  were  as  follows:

484    REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 


As  the  balance  thus  shown  will  not  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
compensation  of  the  superintendent  and  of  the  watchman,  which  will 
accrue  before  any  further  revenues  will  be  derived  from  the  renting  of 
suits  and  other  charges  at  the  bathing  beach,  the  appropriation  for 
the  fiscal  year  should  contain  a  clause  making  immediately  available 
so  much  of  the  appropriation  as  will  be  necessary  to  meet  such  defi- 
ciency, and  also  to  provide  for  the  expenses  necessary  to  put  the  beach 
in  order  for  the  next  bathing  season,  which  will  commence  about  the 
30th  of  May. 

The  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  a  proviso  be  inserted 
in  the  appropriation  law  which  will  make  $500  of  the  amount  imme- 
diately available,  as  was  done  in  the  appropriation  for  the  bathing 
beach  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  June  30,  1000. 

Although  the  appropriation  for  the  beach  during  the  past  season 
was  not  sufficient  to  enable  the  authorities  to  put  the  beach  in  the 
condition  desired,  enough  was  done,  in  addition  to  the  expenditure 
heretofore  made  on  the  beach,  to  secure  a  very  great  improvement 
with  regard  to  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  bathers. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  and  one-half  cubic  yards  of  sand 
were  deposited  on  the  bottom  and  to  make  more  gradual  slopes  between 
the  northern  and  southern  termini.  A  very  uniform  surface  on  the 
bottom  was  obtained  from  the  shore  line  out  to  a  depth  of  about  6 
feet  at  low  tide.  The  grade  of  the  slopes  between  the  two  termini 
should  be  still  further  lessened.  Sufficient  provision  should  also  be 
made  for  the  removal  of  the  seawTeeds  and  grass  which  have  been 
unusually  luxuriant  during  the  present  season,  and  on  some  portions 
of  the  beach  not  only  caused  great  inconvenience  to  bathers  during 
the  recent  bathing  season,  but  will  be  a  source  of  danger  by  impeding 
their  movements  if  permitted  to  grow  unhindered  next  summer. 

The  bath  houses  and  appurtenances  will,  on  their  present  plan,  with 
liberal  repairs,  suffice  for  the  mere  purpose  of  preventing  exposure 
while  dressing,  but  are  almost  uninhabitable  on  very  hot  days  because 
of  deficient  ventilation.  They  should  be  so  remodeled  as  to  permit 
an  air  current  to  traverse  the  rows  longitudinally  over  the  partitions 
between  the  bathrooms,  which  might  be  done  by  raising  the  pres'ent 
roofs,  or  by  removing  them  and  placing  a  single  roof  over  them  all. 
It  would  add  much  to  the  usefulness  of  the  beach,  and  greatly  enhance 
its  popularity  if  some  such  arrangement  as  that  proposed  could  be 
made  whereby  bathers  might  retain  the  cooling  effect  of  the  bath, 
which  is  now  tost  through  the  necessity  of  dressing  in  bathrooms  in 
which  there  is  no  provision  for  a  circulation  of  air. 

The  statement  of  the  superintendent  as  to  the  number  of  rescues  of 
bathers  by  the  life  guard  during  the  past  season  is  a  further  vindica- 
tion of  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  open  floats  attached  to  the 
shore,  where  they  might  be  readily  reached  by  unskillful  swimmers  or 
persons  unable  to  swim,  are  sources  of  exceptional  danger  During 
the  swimming  season  of  1897,  when  the  basket  floats  were  first  used* 
the  superintendent  reported  that  "the  number  of  bathers  was  a  little 
over  50,000,"  and  that  "about  100  lives  were  saved  by  the  direct  assist- 
ance of  the  life  guards."  It  is  estimated  that  about  the  same  propor- 
t  ion  of  bathers  was  assisted  during  the  bathing  season  of  1898  The 
floating  baskets  were  disused  during  the  bathing  season  of  1899  and 
only  one  float  attached  to  the  shore.  The  reported  number  of  persons 
assisted  during  that  season  was  only  50  among  54,910  bathers  Dur- 
ing the  season  of  1900  the  float  referred  to  was  also  removed  and  no 
floating  attachments  to  the  shore  retained.    The  number  of 'bathers 
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reported  as  assisted  during  the  bathing  season  was  only  39  in  a  total 
of  51,575  day  bathers. 

The  committee  invites  attention  to  the  following  recommendation 
in  its  report  for  1890: 

One  or  more  floating  bath  houses,  substantially  similar  to  those  used  in  many 
other  cities,  should  be  provided  for  use  at  the  beach  and  at  other  places  on  the 
riverfront  convenient  to  the  more  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  District.  :;-  *  * 
In  Boston,  where  baths  of  this  kind  have  been  in  use  for  many  years,  no  casualties 
or  serious  accidents  have  occurred  in  them. 

Similar  structures  are  common  in  New  York  and  other  cities. 

While  the  present  beach,  or  the  one  projected  for  the  inner  basin 
as  a  substitute  for  it,  might  furnish  an  accessible  resort  for  bathers 
from  the  middle  part  of  the  city,  the  locality  is  too  remote  from  some 
portions  of  the  District  for  the  convenient  accommodation  of  all. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  committee  a  floating  bath  house  should  be 
located  at  the  most  accessible  point  for  the  residents  of  Rock  Creek, 
and  one  in  East  Washington.  Such  houses  could  be  provided  for 
about  $2,000  each.  The  floating  bath  houses  in  Boston  and  New  York 
have  separate  tanks  for  learners  and  swimmers,  graduated  in  depth 
for  the  accommodation  of  each  kind,  and  cost  from  80,000  to  -$12,000 
each;  but  a  smaller  and  much  less  elaborate  device  would  answer  the 
needs  of  this  city  for  years  to  come.  Swimmers  known  to  be  expert, 
and  properly  appareled,  might  be  permitted  to  swim  in  the  water  out- 
side and  contiguous  to  the  bath  houses,  and  thus  leave  more  room  in 
the  house  for  nonswimmers  and  the  less  skillful. 

Different  colored  suits  or  portions  of  suits  should  be  used  to  dis- 
tinguish those  known  to  be  expert  and  those  in  need  of  surveillance 
and  restriction. 

The  committee  regrets  that  it  is  not  prepared  to  discuss  the  ques- 
tion of  municipal  facilities  for  indoor  swimming  during  the  cold 
seasons.  As  swimming  is  apparent  ly  more  a  form  of  personal  diver- 
sion than  a  public  sanitary  necessity,  the  committee  would  like  to 
have  more  information  as  to  the  use  of  municipal  swimming  tanks  in 
other  cities  before  venturing  upon  a  recommendation  for  their  adop- 
tion here,  but  unhesitatingly  concurs  with  the  health  officer  that 
municipal  tub  and  shower-bath  accommodations  should  be  provided 
for  the  comfort  and  health  of  many  who  now  are  without  convenient 
access  to  them,  especially  during  the  inclement  seasons. 

The  report  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Douglas,  assistant  engineer  in  the  engineer 
department  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  a  member  of  this  commit- 
tee, relative  to  the  practicability  of  constructing  a  municipal  bathing 
plant  in  the  inner  basin,  which  was  inadvertently  omitted  from  the 
committee's  report  for  1899,  is  appended  as  part  of  this  report. 

There  was  a  falling  off  in  the  attendance  as  compared  with  the  three 
immediately  preceding  seasons. 

This  was  apparently  due  partly  to  the  cold  weather  in  the  early  part 
of  the  season  and  later  to  the  unfortunate  drowning  of  two  of  the 
bathers,  which  led  many  who  Avere  una  ware  of  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  casualties  occurred  to  regard  them  as  chargeable  to  some 
defect  in  the  character  of  the  beach  or  in  its  method  of  management. 

In  the  first  of  these  cases  the  young  man  who  was  drowned  was 

if  O 

swimming  in  a  contest  with  a  large  number  of  others,  and  was  so  sud- 
denly taken  with  some  form  of  illness  that  his  disappearance  under 
the  water  was  not  noticed  by  the  person  who  was  swimming  beside 
him.  From  the  statements  made  by  his  comrades  it  appears  that  he 
had  freely  partaken  of  pies  and  soda  water  shortly  before  entering  the 
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water.  The  unusual  exertion  in  racing  led  to  a  derangement  of  his 
stomach  and  a  consequent  interference  with  his  respiration,  as  was 
strikingly  shown  by  the  obstructed  condition  of  the  nostrils  when  the 
body  was  first  recovered. 

The  drowning  of  the  other  young  man  was  one  of  those  accidents 
which  can  nol  be  explained  other  than  on  the  presumption  of  some 
sudden  attack  of  illness,  as  the  life  guard  on  duty  near  where  he  sank 
saw  no  one  in  distress  in  that  vicinity,  and  his  disappearance  was  only 
noted  by  a  small  boy  who  was  with  him  and  missed  him,  but  who 
through  timidity  did  not  give  an  alarm  for  some  minutes  afterwards. 
The  young  man's  body  was  recovered  in  comparatively  shallow  water 
soon  after  the  life  guard  was  informed  of  his  disappearance,  and  efforts 
to  resuscitate  him  were  made  without  success. 

While  the  number  of  young  bathers  was  lessened  by  these  circum- 
stances, the  unprecedentedly  long  heated  term  impelled  an  unusually 
large  number  of  adults  to  seek  the  refreshing  opportunities  afforded 
by  the  beach,  and  as  the  revenue  from  the  renting  of  suits  was  princi- 
pally derived  from  this  class  of  bathers,  it  was  correspondingly  larger 
than  during  previous  seasons. 

The  record  of  bathers  does  not  contain  an  account  of  all  who  use 
the  beach.  The  watchman  at  the  beach  reports  that  during  the 
warmer  part  of  the  season  from  100  to  150  persons  bathe  there  through 
the  night.  This  would  indicate  that  probably  10,000  should  be  added 
to  the  number  reported  by  the  superintendent. 

The  committee  takes  pleasure  in  commending  the  officials  of  the 
bathing  beach  for  their  fidelity  to  duty  and  for  the  excellent  condition 
in  which  it  was  kept  during  the  bathing  season.  Much  credit  is  also 
due  to  Officer  William  J.  Kenneyof  the  Metropolitan  police  force,  on 
detail  there,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  discharged  his  special 
duties  in  maintaining  order,  and  for  his  voluntary  and  valuable  assist- 
ance in  many  other  emergencies. 

The  thanks  of  the  committee  are  extended  to  the  gentlemen  who 
took  charge  of  the  swimming  events  on  the  loth  ultimo,  whose  report 
is  herewith  transmitted,  with  the  statement  that  the  money  received 
by  them  for  the  purchase  of  prizes  was  properly  expended.  This 
public-spirited  and  gratuitous  service  was  rendered  in  the  most  effi- 
cient and  acceptable  manner  under  embarrassing  circumstances  aris- 
ing from  lack  of  funds  to  make  adequate  preparations,  and  from  the 
stormy  weather  on  the  day  the  contest  occurred. 

Mr.  Tindall  of  this  committee  was  invited  by  the  committee  on 
swimming  contests  to  act  as  timer  of  the  races,  but  was  obliged  to 
give  his  entire  attention  on  that  occasion  to  other  matters  in  connec- 
tion with  the  races,  and  .Mr.  W.  J.  Douglas,  of  the  committee,  acted 
as  timer  in  his  stead.  In  this  connection  it  should  be  stated,  in  justice 
to  contestants  in  previous  annual  races  at  the  bat  hi  \v*  beach  that 
about  one  second  was  allowed  by  t  he  timer  for  a  fair  start,  and  should 
be  added  to  the  elapsed  time  for  each  event  reported  by  the  corn- 
mil  tee  on  the  races. 

This  committee  coincides  with  the  committee  on  races  in  its  recom- 
mendation that  all  future  contests  a1  the  bathing  beach  be  confined 
to  amateurs,  that  no  entrance  fee  to  such  contests  be  required  of 
amateur  swimmers,  and  that  the  District  provide  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  beach  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  prizes  for  events  for  which 
prizes  shall  not  have  been  donated  by  private  parties 

It  is  a  matter  of  surprise  thai  a  much  Larger  number  have  not  taken 
advantage  of  the  excellent  facilities  the  beach  affords  for  summer 
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bathing  and  natatorial  diversion.  With  the  exception  of  a  very  few 
days  when  it  is  turbid,  as  a  consequence  of  violent  summer  storms 
up  the  river,  the  water  is  clear,  and,  as  shown  1)}'  frequent  analytical 
tests,  practically  free  from  objection  on  sanitary  grounds.  This  beach 
affords  the  people  of  Washington  an  unsurpassed  opportunity  for 
acquiring  the  art  of  swimming  in  open  fresh  water,  which  early  in 
the  summer  reaches  a  comfortable  temperature. 

The  committee  commends  to  the  people  of  the  District  this  very 
useful  and  enjoyable  benefaction,  for  the  institution  of  which  they 
are  mainly  indebted  to  the  altruistic  enthusiasm  and  efforts  of  Mr. 
W.  X.  Stevens,  who  was  its  first  superintendent,  and  who  has  sus- 
tained that  relation  to  it  ever  since.

GENTLEMEN:  The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  to  conduct 
the  swimming  and  diving  contests  which  marked  the  (dose  of  the 
District  bathing  beach  season  of  1000,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

The  contests,  11  in  number,  were  held  at  the  beach  Saturday  after- 
noon, September  15,  1900,  and  despite  the  fact  that  the  weather  could 
not  well  have  been  more  unfavorable  for  a  large  attendance  of  spec- 
tators, several  hundred  persons  braved  the  storm  of  rain  to  witness 
the  sport.  The  entries  were  not  as  large  as  the  year  previous,  but  the 
racing  was  spirited  and  the  sport  as  attractive  as  ever  witnessed  at 
the  beach.  The  time  made  in  the  various  events,  on  the  whole,  was 
better  than  ever  before  made  there— evidence  that  the  races  were 
stoutly  contested  from  start  to  finish.  In  several  of  the  races  the 
winners  won  by  but  an  exceedingly  small  margin,  this  being  particu- 
larly true  of  those  for  boys  under  14  and  16  years  of  age,  respectively. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  committee  secured  the  support  of  a 
number  of  citizens  and  'business  firms,  from  whom  donations  for  the 
purchase  of  medals  were  received.  Commissioners  Macfarland  and 
Ross  also  donated  prizes,  the  other  donors  being  the  general  staff  of 
the  District  inilit  ia,  the  Evening  Star  Newspaper  Company,  the  Wash- 
ington Times,  Woodward  &  Lothrop,  Saks  &  Co.,  the  Castelberg 
National  Jewelry  Company,  R.  Harris  &  Co.,  Mr.  James  F.  Oyster, 
Lansburgh  &  Bro.,  and  employees  of  the  District  government.  An 
entrance  fee  was  required  to  be  paid  by  each  contestant  for  every 
event  in  which  he  desired  to  compete,  which  entries  closed  at  noon 
on  the  day  preceding  the  races.  The  entrance  fee  was  25  cents,  and 
the  number  of  entries  reached  40,  just  16  less  than  were  made  the 
year  previous.  In  one  race,  a  consolation  event,  open  only  to  those 
who  had  competed  in  and  failed  to  win  in  one  of  or  more  of  the  other 
contests,  no  entrance  fee  was  required.  With  the  sum  received  from 
entrance  fees,  $10,  the  committee  was  enabled  by  adding  it  to  a  like 
sum  placed  to  its  credit  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  from 
the  bathing  beach  fund  of  receipts,  to  purchase  prizes  for  those  who 
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finished  second,  and,  in  two  instances,  for  those  finishing  third.  The 
following  summary  shows  the  winners  and  prizes: 

First  event—  Swimming  race  for  boys  under  14  years  of  age,  50  yards.  First 
prize,  gold  medal,  donated  by  Commissioner  Henry  B.  F.  MaeFarland,  won  by  Carl 
Ricks;  second  prize,  silver  medal,  donated  by  Messrs.  Lansburgh  &  Bro..  won  by 
Fred  Rupertus.  and  third  prize,  merchandise  to  the  value  of  |1,  won  by  James 
Owen.    Time.  41  seconds. 

Second  event— Swimming  race,  open  to  all,  100  yards.  First  prize,  gold  medal, 
donated  by  Messrs.  Woodward  &  Lothrop.  won  by  William  B.  Hudson;  second 
prize,  gold  scarf  pin.  purchased  by  the  committee,  won  by  Arba  N.  Tindall.  Philip 
Tindall  finished  third  in  this  race,  the  time  of  the  winner  being  77|  seconds. 

Third  event.  —Swimming  race  for  boys  under  16  years  of  age,  75  yards.  First 
prize,  gold  medal,  donated  by  Commissioner  John  W.  Ross,  won  by  Lloyd  Tin- 
dall: second  prize,  gold  scarf  pin.  purchased  by  the  committee,  won  by  John 
Smith,  and  third  prize,  merchandise  of  the  value  of  $1,  won  by  Irving  Tomlin. 
Time.  64f  seconds. 

Fourth  event.— Swimming  race  at  60  yards,  contestants  wearing  outer  clothing 
and  shoes.  First  prize,  gold  medal,  donated  by  Messrs.  Saks  &  Co.,  won  by  Wil- 
liam B.  Hudson,  and  second  prize,  merchandise  of  the  value  of  $2,  won  by  C.J. 
Crawley.  Clarence  A.  Pearson  finished  third  in  this  race,  the  time  of  the  winner 
being  61  seconds. 

Fifth  event. — Tab  race.  40  yards  and  back,  contestants  using  their  hands  as  pad- 
dles. First  prize,  go  d  medal,  donated  by  Messrs.  R.  Harris  &  Co. ,  won  by  Frank  B. 
White,  and  second  prize,  of  value  of  $2,  won  by  Clarence  A.  Pearson.  T.  F. 
Sheckels  finished  third,  the  time  of  the  winner  being  1  minute  and  40  seconds. 

Sixth  event. — Dive  and  swim  under  water.  First  prize,  gold  medal,  donated  by 
the  Castelberg  National  Jewelry  Company,  won  by  E.  W.  Eddis,  and  second  prize, 
of  the  value  of  $2.  won  by  W.  Brennan. 

Seventh  event.— -Swimming  race,  open  to  all.  250  yards.  First  prize,  gold  medal, 
donated  by  employees  of  the  District  government,  won  by  William  B.  Hudson, 
and  second  prize,  a  gold  scarf  pin,  purchased  by  the  committee,  won  by  Philip 
Tindall.    Time  of  winner.  4  minutes. 

Eighth  event. — Plain  and  fancy  diving.  First  prize,  gold  medal,  donated  by 
Mr.  James  F.  Oyster,  won  by  William  B.  Hudson,  and  second  prize,  merchandise 
to  the  value  of  $2,  won  by  Charles  Snell. 

Ninth  event.— Swimming  race,  handicap,  440  yards,  open  to  all.  First  prize, 
gold  medal  donated  by  the  Evening  Star  Newspaper  Company,  won  by  A.  Bis- 
nett^,  and  second  prize,  gold  scarf  pin  purchased  by  committee,  won  by  ArbaN. 
Tindall.   No  time  taken. 

Tenth  event. — Swimming  race.  440  yards,  open  only  to  members  of  the  District 
militia.  First  prize,  gold  medal  donated  by  the  general  staff  of  the  District 
militia,  won  by  Frank  B.  White,  a  member  of  Company  B,  second  battalion,  he 
being  the  only  entry.   No  time  taken. 

Eleventh  event. — Consolation  swimming  race,  open  to  those  only  who  contested 
in  and  failed  to  win  a  preceding  event,  100  yards.  First  p  ize,  gold  medal  donated 
by  th^  Washington  Times,  won  by  H.  M.  Pearson,  and  second  prize,  merchandise 
to  the  value  of  $2,  won  by  Theodore  F.  Sheckels.  Time  of  winner,  1  minute  and 
35  seconds. 

Mr.  Alexander  McKenzie  acted  as  referee,  Messrs.  Farnham  and 
Dudley  as  judges,  Dr.  William  Tindall  as  timer,  and  Mr.  W.  X. 
Stevens  as  starter.  They  rendered  most  satisfactory  service,  as  did 
Harbor  Master  John  R.  Sutton  and  his  crew  of  the  police  boat.  The 
prizes  were  presented  to  the  successful  contestants  Saturday  morning, 
September  22,  1900,  the  presentation  being  made  by  Commissioner 
Ross  in  the  board  room  of  the  Commissioners  in  the  District  building, 
quite  a  large  number  of  District  officials  and  relatives  and  friends  of 
the  contestants  being  present.  In  presenting  the  prizes,  Mr.  Ross 
congratulated  the  winners  upon  their  success,  remarking  that  the 
bathing  beach  is  a  municipal  institution  which  should  receive  the 
hearty  support  of  everyone  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  District 
and  its  people. 

The  committee,  in  submitting  its  report,  desires  to  express  the  appre- 
ciation of  each  member  of  it  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  him  by  his 
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selection  as  such  member,  and  also  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
kindness  of  those  who  so  generously  responded  to  its  appeal  for  dona- 
tion of  prizes,  as  well  as  to  all  others  who  in  any  manner  contributed 
to  the  success  of  the  contests.  The  committee  also  deems  it  proper  to 
make  two  recommendations:  First,  that  in  all  future  contests  at  the 
District  bathing  beach,  the  conditions  of  the  events  shall  be  so  arranged 
that,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  contests  shall  be  opened  only  to 
amateurs,  the  committee  believing  that  the  beach  is  an  institution 
designed  primarily  for  the  encouragement  of  those  seeking  to  acquire 
the  art  of  swimming  rather  than  for  those  who  make  a  living  by  their 
proficiency  in  it.  Second,  that  hereafter  no  entrance  fee  shall  be 
required  of  amateur  swimmers,  and  that  the  District  shall  provide  out 
of  the  revenues  of  the  bathing  beach  sufficient  funds  with  which  to 
purchase  such  prizes  as  may  be  lacking  after  donations  by  private 
parties.

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia.

Dear  Sir:  Pursuant  to  j^our  request,  addressed  to  Commissioner 
Beach,  under  date  of  January  19  last,  that  I  make  an  examination  of 
the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  Mr.  W.  X.  Stevens,  superin- 
tendent of  the  bathing  beach,  for  a  bathing  plant  at  the  inner  basin 
in  Potomac  Park,  I  was  instructed  to  give  the  matter  my  attention  at 
such  times  as  the  demands  of  my  regular  official  duties  would  permit, 
and  now  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  general  idea  of  Mr.  Stevens  meets  with  my  approval.  I  have, 
however,  drawn  a  new  plan  which,  though  quite  different  from  Mr. 
Stevens',  is  really  an  evolution  of  his  idea. 

The  principal  objection  to  the  original  plan  is  the  lack  of  circulation, 
which  is  most  essential  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  beach.  To 
this  point  I  have  given  careful  consideration  and  believe  that  as  a 
result  have  evolved  a  system  which  will  insure  good  results. 

Plate  I  shows  the  proposed  plan.  Plate  II  shows  two  plans  marked, 
respectively,  Plan  II  and  Plan  III.  Plan  II  is  precisely  the  same  as 
Plan  I,  excepting  the  flume,  which  in  this  case  is  extended  to  the 
reservoir  wall,  thus  saving  the  cost  of  constructing  a  masonry  wall  as 
is  shown  on  the  first  plan.  This  second  plan  is  slightly  cheaper  and 
is  the  better. 

The  third  plan  differs  in  the  location  of  the  flume,  which  is  placed 
in  the  present  channel.  Such  a  location  would  necessitate  an  entire 
new  arrangement  from  the  one  shown  on  Plate  I.  The  only  excuse 
for  its  construction  is  its  cheapness. 

The  depth  over  the  whole  area  of  the  projected  beach  is  to  be 
approximately  4.25  feet,  which  is  practically  "deep  water,"  reaching 
to  the  armpits  of  the  average  man  and  to  the  shoulders  of  the  average 
boy.  Furthermore  the  large  diving  pools  are  of  sufficient  depth  and 
area  to  accommodate  such  portion  of  the  swimmers  as  may  prefer  to 
swim  in  very  deep  water. 

In  connection  with  this,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  inner  basin  when  divided  as  shown  on  the  accompanying  plan  will 
be  too  small  for  swimming  contests.    But  as  all  of  the  contestants 
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should  be  able  swimmers,  there  is  no  reason  why  such  sport  should 
not  be  conducted  in  the  outer  basin. 

The  question  whether  the  water  in  the  inner  basin  will  become 
uiid lily  warm  and  offensively  contaminated  by  the  bathers  has  been 
considered.  This  point  is  one  of  serious  import.  The  inner  basin 
w  hile  small  when  compared  with  the  Large  tidal  basin,  will  hold  quite 
a  Large  body  of  water.  It  will  cover  7.4  acres  and  will  contain 
10,000,000  gallons,  from  2,000,000  to  3,000,000  gallons  of  which  maybe 
removed  and  replaced  each  day  if  desirable. 

I  regrel  that  I  have  been  unable  to  gel  the  chemical  analysis  of  the 
water,  but  since  beginning  my  investigation  the  condition  of  the  water 
has  been  such  that  I  have  not  deemed  it  advisable  to  make  the  test. 
Of  course  an  analysis  of  the  water  at  this  time  of  the  year  would  not 
show  the  true  conditions  which  would  obtain  during  the  bathing- 
season,  bnt  it  was  my  intention  to  make  a  comparative  analysis  show- 
ing the  relative  condition  of  the  water  in  the  two  basins.  However, 
to  the  eye  and  to  the  taste  there  is  no  apparent  difference,  and  I  feel 
perfectly  assured  that  the  water  in  the  inner  basin  is  equally  as  fresh 
and  clean  as  that  in  the  outer  basin. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  sewer  canal  which  flows  along  the 
northwest  boundary  line  of  the  basin  would  affect  the  purity  of  the 
water.  The  probability  is  small.  The  distance  of  the  water  being  17~» 
feet  from  the  canal  makes  it  impracticable  for  any  amount  of  seepage 
to  take  place.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  engineer  department  to  do 
away  with  the  sewer  canal  under  the  new  system  of  sewers.  When 
this  will  be  done  is  doubtful,  but  I  think  in  about  five  years. 

I  have  also  considered  whether  the  water  in  the  inner  basin  would 
become  too  warm  and  enervating  for  bathing  purposes.  The  appre- 
hension that  this  would  be  the  case  is  due  to  a  misunderstanding  of 
the  plans. 

I  am  confident  that  by  building  two  large  flumes,  as  indicated  on 
the  drawings,  sufficient  water  may  be  taken  in  each  day  to  keep  the 
water  clean  and  at  a  desirable  temperature. 

The  cost  of  constructing  a  beach  in  the  outer  basin  of  an  equal 
capacity  to  that  of  the  projected  beach  would  not  be  in  excess  of  the 
present  estimate,  but  the  maintenance  would  be  much  higher,  due  to 
the  effect  of  wind  and  tide.  The  large  basin  must  necessarily,  from 
its  position  and  magnitude,  be  an  important  element  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Potomac  Park,  in  consequence  of  which  the  permanent 
location  of  a  large  beach  on  the  present  site  would  be  injurious  from 
an  {esthetic  standpoint. 

The  most  serious  opposition  to  a  beach  in  the  outer  basin,  and  one 
worthy  of  much  consideration,  is  the  increased  danger  to  life,  due 
to  the  diurnal  variation  in  depth  with  the  change  of  tides.  This 
point  is  completely  covered  in  the  report  of  the  advisory  committee 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1801). 

Tho  Capital  Yacht  Club  has  opposed  the  new  plan,  claiming  that 
the  closing  of  the  inner  basin  would  leave  them  without  any  suitable 
winter  anchorage.  While  acknowledging  that  t h is  site  is  particularly 
well  adapted  for  this  purpose,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  of  interest  to  a  very  few  of  our  citizens.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  fifteen  boats  taking  advantage  of  this  harbor. 

Colonel  Allen  informs  me  that  as  soon  as  money  may  be  appropri- 
ated by  Congress,  it  is  the  intention  of  his  department  to  put  tidal 
gates  at  the  only  available  entrance  to  the  large  tidal  basin,  which  is 
also  the  entrance  to  the  inner  basin.    This  project,  which  is  an  essen- 
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tial  feature  to  the  satisfactory  flushing  of  the  Washington  channel 
will  in  course  of  a  few  years  make  both  basins  inaccessible  to  boats 
from  the  river. 

The  aforementioned  report  of  the  advisory  committee  sets  forth  the 
virtues  of  the  proposed  beach,  in  all  of  which  I  concur. 

The  level  of  the  water  should  be  placed  at  an  elevation  of  1.5  feel 
above  mean  low  tide.  At  this  level  and  with  large  gates,  as  shown  in 
the  plan,  about  2,500,000  gallons  of  fresh  water  may  be  taken  in  each 
day.  The  maximum  attendance  per  diem  last  summer  was  1,000. 
Assuming  that  this  number  would  under  the  new  conditions  be  in- 
creased four  times,  the  water  per  diem  per  capita  would  amount  to 
5,000  gallons,  or  G6  cubic  feet,  which  is  ample. 

You  will  note  on  Plate  I  of  this  report  my  plan  for  the  proposed 
beach.  This  plan  necessitates  the  building  of  the  flume  and  channel 
in  a  position  about  400  feet  to  the  west  of  the  present  channel. 
The  size  of  the  flume  I  have  changed,  as  will  be  explained,  and  the 
channel  has  been  narrowed  from  80  to  40  feet. 

The  channel  divides  the  beach  into  two  divisions.  A  small  portion 
of  the  larger  section  will  be  fenced  off  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
ladies. 

The  portion  of  the  beach  to  t  he  west  of  the  channel  is  particularly 
well  adapted  to  afternoon  bathing  on  account  of  the  shade. 

The  east  side  has  little  shade,  but  on  account  of  the  close  proximity 
to  the  resident  section  of  the  city  it  will  unquestionably  be  the  most 
popular. 

The  building  of  platforms,  as  indicated  on  the  drawings,  while 
important,  under  the  general  plan,  may  be  considered  accessory  and 
built  at  some  future  time. 

The  most  important  change  which  I  desire  to  make  in  the  original 
plan  is  the  method  of  letting  out  the  dirty  water  and  of  taking  in 
clean.  Two  gates  are  contemplated,  each  2|  feet  by  20  feet,  one  at 
either  end  of  the  flume.  The  upper  surface  of  the  top  flume  is  to  be 
level  with  the  proposed  level  of  the  water  in  the  inner  basin,  and  the 
bottom  of  the  lower  flume  will  be  1  foot  above  the  bottom  of  the  chan- 
nel, or  at  an  elevation  of  4  feet  below  low  tide.  When  it  is  desired  to 
renew  the  water  the  upper  gate  will  be  opened;  this  should  be  done 
when  the  tide  is  falling  and  after  it  has  reached  a  point  below  half 
tide,  aud  should  remain  open  until  low  tide  is  reached  or  until  sufti- 
cienl  water  has  been  drawn  off. 

When  the  tide  has  risen  above  the  water  in  the  inner  basin  the 
intake  gate  will  be  opened  and  will  remain  open  until  the  desired  level 
is  reached.  The  importance  of  having  an  upper  and  lower  gate  is 
that  the  dirty  (surface  water)  will  be  drawn  off  and  the  clean  deep 
tide  water  will  replace1  it.  Before  opening  the  outflow  gates  any  or 
all  of  the  gates  in  the  channel  may  be  opened.  If  it  is  desired  to  take 
the  water  from  only  one  or  two  sections  of  the  beach,  this  maybe 
accomplished  by  the  proper  adjustment  of  the  gates.  The  inflow  may 
be  governed  in  a  similar  manner. 

This  arrangement  of  the  flume  and  channel  will  insure  thorough 
circulation  of  the  water.  The  efficiency  of  this  plan  may  be  further 
increased  by  the  proper  location  of  the  platforms. 

All  platforms,  wharves,  and  walks  shall  be  so  built  as  to  prevent 
as  little  as  possible  the  free  circulation  of  the  water. 

Every  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  pump  out  all  the  water  which  will 
not  run  out  with  the  tide,  in  order  to  adjust  the  grade  of  the  beach 
and  to  make  any  repairs  or  improvements  which  may  be  necessary. 
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The  tide  will  take  out  5,000,000  gallons,  leaving  5,000,000  gallons  to 
be  pumped.  This  will  take  fifteen  days.  The  pump  will  also  be  nec- 
essary in  order  to  keep  the  bed  dry  during  the  repairs. 

In  consequence  of  this  need,  I  think  it  advisable  to  install  a  pump- 
ing plant  at  the  same  time  as  the  beach  is  improved. 

Before  work  is  begun  the  details  should  be  worked  up  carefully, 
the  specifications  written  to  cover  the  entire  work,  and  the  whole 
scheme  placed  under  a  single  contract. 

The  gates  as  designed  by  Mr.  Stevens  are  too  cumbersome.  Care- 
ful consideration  should  be  given  to  their  design,  as  they  will  be  used 
nearly  every  day  and  sometimes  twice  a  day,  and  must  be  so  made  as 
to  be  regulated  easily  and  quickly. 

In  regard  to  making  a  limited  experiment  with  a  portion  of  the  basin, 
I  regret  to  say  it  is  not  feasible.  Either  the  whole  plan  must  be  com- 
pleted or  the  project  abandoned. 

The  estimate  submitted  includes  400  new  bath  houses,  a  three-story 
office,  a  storeroom,  a  clerk's  room,  and  a  suit  room.  It  does  not,  how- 
ever, include  the  cost  of  a  driveway,  as  shown  on  the  plan. 

The  cost  of  the  entire  plan,  including  all  material  and  labor,  is  as 
follows:

The  excavation  is  not  estimated,  as  its  cost  is  practically  the  same 
as  that  of  fill,  and  all  the  excavation  will  be  used  in  the  fill. 

The  estimated  cost  may  be  reduced  to  #16,500  by  adopting  the  second 
plan. 

If  this  amount  is  in  excess  of  what  you  consider  proper  for  this 
project,  the  cost  may  be  decreased  to  £15,000  by  using  the  third  plan. 

I  would,  however,  suggest  that  the  second 'plan  be  adopted,  and 
that  the  pump  be  dispensed  with  for  the  present  and  that  the  lumber 
be  slightly  curtailed.  By  doing  so  the  second  plan  may  be  built  for 
815,000. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  plans  for  the  new  system  of 
sewers,  which  show  that  the  B  street  sewer  is  designed  to  carry  storm 
water  and  is  to  empty  into  the  inner  basin.  Needless  to  say  that, 
should  this  idea  be  finally  carried  out,  it  would  make  the  basins,  either 
the  larger  or  the  smaller,  totally  unfit  for  bathing  purposes. 

If  the  sewer  were  made  to  empty  into  the  outer  basin,  it  would 
require  an  extra  expenditure  of  £20,000,  and  even  then  the  water  * 
would  nol  be  tit  for  bathing  purposes.  This  proposed  discharge  of 
the  B  street  sewer  into  the  inner  basin  is  not  an  essential  part  of  the 
proposed  system  of  sewers.  In  fact  there  are  a  number  of  ways  in 
which  the  use  of  the  B  street  sewer  may  be  done  away  with. 

I  refer  you  to  the  sewer  department  for  further  information,  and 
desire  to  state  that  the  present  bathing  beach  has  been  given  by  Con- 
gress to  the  District  for  the  specific  purpose  of  establishing  a  public 
bathing  beach. 
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I  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  river  may, 
during  freshets,  rise  to  the  elevation  of  14  feet  above  low  tide.  This 
elevation  was  actually  reached  in  1889. 

In  the  case  of  such  a  freshet  the  water  would  be  12$  feet  above  the 
normal  level  in  the  inner  basin,  and  4  feet  above  the  average  ground 
around  the  basin.  After  the  water  subsides  there  will  be  8£  vertical 
feet  of  water,  or  23,000,000  gallons  to  pass  through  the  flume.  This 
remote  possibility  demands  a  substantial  flume  and  strong  gates. 

The  high  freshets  occur  nearly  always  in  winter.  Such  freshets 
have  no  importance  in  affecting  the  beach,  as  it  will  be  necessary  to 
clean  the  beach  each  spring  whether  or  not  detritus  is  deposited  by 
freshet. 

Summer  freshets  seldom  reach  an  elevation  of  over  7  feet,  and  rarely 
over  9  feet.  Such  freshets  will  not  affect  the  basin  if  the  roadway  be 
kept  up  to  an  elevation  of  10  feet. 

In  making  my  estimate  I  have  calculated  the  grading  of  the  ground 
at  an  elevation  of  10  feet.  Before  beginning  work  on  the  beach  the 
grade  of  Seventeenth  street  south  of  B  street  must  be  established  in 
order  that  the  bathing  houses  may  be  placed  at  the  correct  elevation.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  BATHING  BEACH. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  29,  1900. 

Sirs:  In  accordance  with  your  order  of  July  15,  1900,  I  hereby 
report  the  doings  of  the  bathing  beach  for  this  season.  The  beach  was 
opened  to  the  public  May  30  and  was  kept  open  until  September  16, 
in  all  110  days.  The  entries  registered  number  45,954  males,  white, 
and  400  colored,  and  1,020  ladies,  in  all  51,575.  The  receipts  from 
rental  of  bathing  suits  and  the  refreshment  stand  amount  to  $854.02. 
The  appropriation  was  $2,000.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  beach  an  itemized  account  has  been  kept  by  the  superintendent 
of  all  expenditures,  and  the  sum  falls  a  little  short  of  the  appropria- 
tion. The  only  current  expenses  from  now  to  June  1,  1901,  are  the 
salaries  of  the  superintendent  and  the  watchman,  which  amount  to 
$490,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  above-named  receipts.  This  will  leave 
about  $360  to  prepare  for  next  season's  opening,  unless  the  committee 
on  the  bathing  beach  lias  expended  money  not  reported  to  the  super- 
intendent. The  sum  of  $!>.75  was  received  for  entry  fees  to  the 
swimming  contest  that  closed  the  season,  and  was  turned  over  to  the 
chairman  of  a  special  committee  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  con- 
test. The  life-saving  service  rescued  39  persons  and  could  not  have 
been  more  efficient,  even  though  2  lives  were  lost.  The  unfortunate 
ones  were  William  L.  Gaskins,  who  had  resided  with  his  parents  at 
3424  Rock  Creek  road,  and  John  Fitzgerald,  of  050  Florida  avenue. 

Though  there  were  hundreds  in  the  water  at  each  time,  yet  no  one 
knew  when  either  went  down,  and  there  was  no  call  for  help.  It  took 
about  twenty  minutes'  hard  diving  to  find  the  body  of  Gaskins  after 
lie  was  missed,  but  the  body  of  Fitzgerald  was  recovered  within  six 
minutes  after  the  guards  knew  he  was  missed,  and  yet  the  only  guide 
for  search  in  either  case  was  the  general  location  where  each  was  last 
seen  by  his  acquaintances.  The  beach  was  repaired  early  in  the  sea- 
son by  adding  389.5  cubic  yards  of  sand,  at  a  cost  of  $155.80,  besides 
unloading.  During  the  bathing  season  the  beach  was  in  first-class 
condition,  the  bottom  being  very  even,  with  no  place  where  anyone 
could  wade  to  the  edge  of  the  grade.  The  system  of  handling  the 
entries  is  now  as  good  as  can  be  had  with  the  present  conveniences. 
The  substitution  of  a  reliable  man  in  the  place  of  boys  in  charge  of 
the  dressing  houses  has  greatly  improved  the  service,  the  neatness  and 
good  order  giving  general  satisfaction.  New  locks  should  be  provided 
for  the  ladies'  rooms  to  bring  them  into  keeping  with  the  general  sys- 
tem and  relieve  the  lauridress  from  unlocking  doors.  The  tools  and 
bathing  suits  are  well  preserved,  but  wear  of  the  latter  requires  addi- 
t  ion.  Much  of  the  plank  walking  is  old  and  dangerous  and  should  be 
repaired.  Though  a  great  many  boys  and  some  men  have  been  sent 
out  of  the  water  for  loud  yelling  and  other  misdemeanors,  the  order 
has  been  unusually  good  and  no  arrest  has  been  made.  Police  Officer 
W.  J.  Kenny  has  been  at  the  beach  for  over  a  vear,  and,  though  dis- 
abled for  general  patrol  duty,  he  has  given  'entire  satisfaction  to 
myself  and  to  the  public,  so  far  as  I  know. 
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The  boathouse,  from  which  small  boats  were  rented  to  the  public, 
at  the  south  end  of  the  beach,  has  been  removed  by  order  of  court 
from  the  beach  premises.  It  was  kept  in  a  manner  greatly  to  the 
scandal  of  the  beach,  and  as  its  proprietor  defied  the  constituted 
authorities  to  remove  him,  the  matter  was  taken  to  the  police  court, 
with  the  above  stated  result.  I  am  very  sorry  that  the  place  was  not 
better  kept  because  there  is  a  considerable  demand  to  hire  rowboats, 
and  if  some  reliable  person  should  apply  to  the  Commissioners  for  a 
permit  to  rent  boats  from  that  place  it  would  meet  with  my  approval, 
as  a  public  convenience.  The  greatest  number  of  bathers  entered  at 
the  beach  in  any  one  season  was  58,181,  in  1898.  Last  year  there  was 
a  falling  off  of  3,271,  and  this  year  there  was  the  still  greater  falling 
off  of  6,606  from  the  record  of  1808.  From  what  I  hear  people  say,  it 
seems  that  this  falling  off  in  the  patronage  of  the  beach  may  be 
attributed  to  a  lack  of  confidence  in  the  safety  of  the  beach,  which 
has  been  engendered  in  the  public  mind  from  two  causes. 

First,  for  the  past  three  years  some  of  the  daily  papers  have  reck- 
lessly published  drownings  at  the  bathing  beach  that  did  not  take 
place  there  nor  in  any  connection  therewith.  One  paper  has  made 
two  such  statements  this  season.  Secondly,  1808  was  the  second  year 
of  the  basket  pools  and  they  were  highly  appreciated  as  furnishing 
bathing  room,  though  very  limited  in  size,  where  the  novice  could 
learn  to  swim  without  any  possibilty  of  getting  into  deep  water  unex- 
pectedly, and  their  removal  last  season  was  much  regretted.  Yet, 
now  that  bathers  have  become  accustomed  to  present  conditions,  I 
would  not  recommend  rebuilding  the  baskets  at  this  beach,  but  I  can 
not  too  forcibly  express  my  opinion  as  reflecting  public  desire  that 
the  inner  basin  should  be  immediately  completed  whereby  swimming 
room  will  be  furnished  to  all  comers,  where  the  novice  and  the  stran- 
ger will  be  safe  because  no  one  can  get  into  deep  water  at  any  tide 
without  climbing  over  a  wharf  beyond  which  it  is  known  to  be  deep. 
A  telephone  is  very  much  needed  at  the  beach.  The  very  long  days 
required  during  the  bathing  season  and  the  incidental  demands  dur- 
ing the  rest  of  the  year  consume  more  of  the  superintendent's  time 
than  is  required  for  the  regular  hours  of  a  year's  service  at  the  Dis- 
t  riet  office,  and,  if  the  present  system  is  to  continue,  his  salary  should 
be  materially  increased. 

In  respect  to  current  expenses,  it  seems  proper  that  I  should  remind 
or  inform  the  present  Commissioners  that  in  the  early  struggle  of  the 
beach  for  existence  there  was  no  appropriation  made  for  its  mainte- 
nance for  several  years,  and  that  during  these  years  I  carried  it,  at 
my  own  expense,  with  the  aid  of  public  donations.  All  this  time  I 
was  looking  forward  to  years  when  the  popularity  of  the  beach  should 
be  established,  and  the  income  for  rental  of  bathing  suits,  etc.,  would 
not  only  pay  a  fair  salary,  but  would  reimburse  me  for  the  past  years 
of  struggle  and  privation  without  cost  to  the  District.  The  first  year 
that  the  receipts  covered  expenses  I  had  a  balance  of  $13  left  for  my 
year's  salary.  The  next  year  it  was  $60,  the  next  $150,  and  next  $450. 
The  next  year  the  Commissioners  appointed  a  committee  to  manage 
the  beach.  They  established  a  fixed  salary  of  $600  for  the  superin- 
tendent and  took  the  income  of  the  beach  into  the  District  funds. 
That  year's  receipts  were  $757.    This  year  the  receipts  are  $854. 

Now,  though  there  is  no  written  contract  to  that  effect,  yet  the 
District  in  equity  owes  me  a  fair  salary  for  the  years  that  I  have 
devoted  to  the  beaeh  without  recompense,  or  else  it  should  stick  to 
the  tacit  understanding  that  T  should  have  the  income  of  the  beach 
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on  condition  thai  it  he  kept  free  to  all  who  provide  their  own  bathing 
suits,  and  that  the  District  shall  pay  for  repairs  and  running  expenses, 
but  no  salary  to  me  and  nothing  tor  bathing  suits  or  suit  tickets' 
This  would  relieve  the  beach  management  and  the  District  office  of  a 
great  deal  of  routine  now  demanded  daily  through  the  season  to 
account  for  money  and  tickets,  equivalent  to  one  clerk's  services  at 
least  at  the  District  office,  and  it  would  be  fair  to  the  superintendent 
It  would  still  further  greatly  simplify  the  duties  of  all  concerned 
il  the  superintendent  were  paid  a  lump  sum  weekly,  corresponding 
to  actual  earnings  of  the  eleven  employees  to  run  the  beach,  thus 
dispensing  with  pay  rolls.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  26,  1900. 

Gentlemen:  Iii  presenting  this  my  third  annual  report  (first  report 
covering  a  period  of  seven  months  only)  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1000,  our  expectations  have  been  quite 
fully  realized  and  the  general  conditions  satisfactory.  Our  desire  and 
aim  have  been  to  serve  both  the  buyer  and  seller  in  such  a  way  as  to 
fully  protect  their  interests  without  fear  or  favor. 

The  tampering  with  scales  and  measures  has  certainly  very  mate- 
rially decreased,  as  is  evident  by  our  reports.  We  believe  we  are 
justified  in  saying  that  a  very  large  saving  has  been  accomplished  for 
the  public  by  our  endeavors  to  educate  those  interested  in  the  proper 
use  of  scales  and  measures. 

While  our  receipts  are  somewhat  less  than  in  1800,  they  are  still  a 
large  per  cent  above  the  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  1807  and  fully 
cover  all  expenses  of  the  department.  This  decrease  is  accounted  for 
by  the  loss  of  the  inspection  of  ice-cream  measures.  In  1809  we 
inspected  nearly  5,000  of  these  measures,  which  appear  to  have  received 
little,  if  any,  attention  from  my  predecessors  in  office.  Under  direc- 
tion of  your  honorable  board  measures  of  any  kind  are  inspected  and 
sealed  but  once.

In  a  previous  report  T  suggested  an  annual  inspection  of  measures, 
stating  my  reasons  for  believing  that  a  change  from  the  present 
method  would  be  beneficial.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  public 
would  lie  better  served  and  protected  if  such  an  inspection  were 
adopted.  I  also  recommended,  if  my  suggestions  were  approved,  that 
only  a  small  fee  be  charged.  If  this  annual  inspection  of  measures 
is  adopted  our  attention  will  be  called  to  the  condition  of  all  measures 
annually,  while  now  after  a  measure  has  been  sealed  it  is  apt  to  pass 
from  our  notice  during  the  life  of  such  measure.  We  frequently 
find  that  false  bottoms  have  been  placed  in  measures,  also  new  ones 
put  in,  which  necessitate  the  cutting  away  of  the  measure.  This

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condition  is  not  always  observed  under  t  lie  present  system,  as  we  find 
the  seal  of  the  former  inspection  and  only  a  very  close  examination 
of  the  measure  would  reveal  that  it  had  been  tampered  with  or  a  new 
bottom  put  in,  but  testing  it  again  would  immediately  show  its  true 
capacity. 

The  following  is  the  number  and  kinds  of  measures  inspected  and 
sealed  by  this  department  during  the  fiscal  year  1000:

From  December  1,  1897,  to  June  30,  1898,  we  condemned  and 
destroyed  1,024  liquid  and  dry  measures;  in  1899,  -426,  and  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900,  only  103  measures.  This  decrease  in 
short  measures  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  us  because  the  public  is 
so  largely  benefited,  and  I  think  it  confirms  my  statement  in  a  former 
report  that  the  condition  existing  at  that  time  was  due  largely  to  care- 
lessness or  lack  of  distinction  in  the  use  of  the  dry  and  liquid  meas- 
ures. Should  the  annual  inspection  of  metal  and  wooden  measures 
referred  to,  and  which  is  earnestly  recommended  by  this  department, 
be  adopted,  I  would  suggest  that  a  fee  of  only  3  cents  eacli  per  annum 
be  charged  for  measures  up  to  1  gallon  capacity,  and  for  all  above 
that  capacity  5  cents  each.  The  present  fee  is  10  and  25  cents, 
respectively. 

The  measures  now  used  by  oyster  dealers  are,  in  my  judgment, 
entirely  inadequate  to  properly  protect  all  parties  concerned.  Being 
of  solid  form  and  of  wood,  the  action  of  the  shells  and  accumulation 
of  dirt  soon  cuts  away  the  Avood  at  the  top  and  fills  the  bottom  so  that 
the  measures  are  short  of  the  required  standard.  They  also  become 
filthy.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  measure  of  metal  be 
adopted,  the  measure  to  have  open  meshes  at  the  bottom,  which  would 
do  away  with  the  trouble  above  mentioned.  Would  suggest  that 
measures  similar  to  those  in  use  in  Baltimore  be  adopted. 

The  matter  of  milk  jars  used  as  measures  has  heretofore  been  a  source 
of  controversy  and  was  referred  to  the  district  attorney  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  they  are  lawful  measures.  He  gave  an  affirmative 
decision,  which  T  herewith  quote:

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In  reply  to  the  question  propounded  by  the  sealer  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  butter, 
section  10  of  said  act  provides  that  butter  in  prints  "  shall  not  be  sold  for  a  greater 
weight  than  the  true  weight  thereof,  and  any  violation  of  this  provision  of  the 
statute  subjects  the  offender  to  the  fine  provided  for  in  section  1 1  of  the  act.  My 
opinion  is  that  milk  jars  in  which  milk  is  sold  by  the  half  pint,  pint,  or  quart  and 
ice-cream  freezers  are  measures  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  Congress  above 
referred  to.  I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  sealer  has  no  power  to  confiscate 
butter  found  to  be  short  in  weight. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  made  to  this  office  regarding  short 
measure  in  milk  jars,  and  for  the  purpose  of  fully  informing  myself 
as  to  the  true  situation  I  very  carefully  inspected  the  jars  used  by 
three  of  the  leading  dealers  of  this  city  with  the  following  result: 

Of  30  quart  jars  of  one  dealer  I  found  12  jars  correct,  13  jars  8  drams 
short  each,  1  jar  10  drains  short,  I  jar  16  drams  short,  1  jar  4  drams 
short,  I  jar  4  drams  over,  1  jar  5  drams  over.  Average  shortage  of 
each  quart  jar  4|  drams. 

Of  29  pint  bottles  belonging  to  the  same  dealer  I  found  L6  jars  cor- 
rect, 5  jars  2  drams  short  each,  1  jar  4  drams  short,  6  jars  2  drams 
over  each,  1  jar  4  drams  over.    Average  correct. 

Of  29  half-pint  bottles  belonging  to  the  same  dealer  there  were  18 
jars  correct,  1  jar  4  drams  short,  1  jar  3  drams  short,  2  jars  1  dram 
short  each,  1  jar  4  drams  over,  4  jars  1  dram  over  each,  1  jar  2  drains 
over,  1  jar  4  dram  over.  Average  measure  of  each  half-pint  jar 
correct. 

Of  30  quart  jars  belonging  to  a  second  dealer  I  found  3  jars  correct, 

2  jars  2  drams  short  each,  1  jar  4  drams  short,  5  jars  5  drams  over 
each,  5  jars  2  drams  over  each,  5  jars  6  drains  over  each,  5  jars  4 
drams  over  each,  1  jar  9  drains  over,  2  jars  3  drams  over  each,  1  jar 
1  dram  over.    Average  measure  of  each  quart  jar  3^  drams  over. 

Of  30  pint  jars  belonging  to  same  dealer  there  were  15  jars  correct, 
G  jars  2  drams  short  each,  1  jar  1  dram  short,  1  jar  3  drams  short,  4 
jars  2  drains  over  each,  2  jars  3  drains  over  each,  1  jar  4  drains  over. 
Average  measure  in  each  pint  jar  correct. 

Of  30  half-pint  jars  belonging  to  the  same  dealer  there  were  13  jars 
correct,  2  jars  1  dram  short  each,  10  jars  2  drams  short  each,  1  jar  4 
drams  short,  1  jar  2  drams  over,  3  jars  1  dram  over  each.  Average 
shortage  in  each  jar  0.7  dram. 

Of  30  quart  .jars  belonging  to  a  third  dealer  1  found  4  jars  correct, 
12  jars  1  ounce  over  each,  1  jar  14  ounces  over,  1  jar  2\  ounces  over, 

3  jars  (>  drams  over  each,  1  jar  4  drams  over,  6  jars  10  drams  over 
each,  1  jar  9  drains  over,  1  jar  2  drams  short.  Average  measure 
each  quart  jar  7|  drams  over. 

Of  30  pint  jars  belonging  to  the  same  dealer  1  found  11  jars  correct, 
5  jars  2  drams  short  each,  4  jars  4  drams  short  each,  1  jar  10  drams 
short,  3  jars  2  drams  over  each,  1  jar  7  drams  over,  1  jar  6  drains  over, 
3  jars  8  drams  over  each,  1  jar  3  drams  over.  Average  measure  of 
each  bottle  £  dram  over. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be  an  inspection  and  sealing 
of  the  milk  jars  used  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  protection  of 
the  public.  As  it  is  practically  impossible  to  blow  two  jars  alike  in 
manufacturing  them,  but  so  nearly  correct  that  a  small  tolerance 
would  not  be  an  injustice  to  the  manufacturer,  I  would  therefore 
respectfully  suggest  that  a  tolerance  at  the  rate  of  one-half  ounce  to 
a  quart  be  allowed.  The  question  of  sealing  these  jars,  which  has 
been  a  source  of  some  controversy  on  account  of  the  sanitary  condi- 
t  ions  that  might  arise  from  the  use  of  a  metal  seal,  can  be  accomplished 
and  all  objections  overcome  by  the  use  of  a  jeweler's  diamond  to  cut

a  seal  in  the  glass  jar.  This  is  the  mode  of  sealing  milk  jars  in  Bos- 
ton where  this  branch  of  work  is  very  carefully  looked  after,  and  in 
my  judgment  it  isthebesl  equipped  for  satisfactory  results  in  inspect- 
ing and  sealing  of  any  similar  office  in  the  country.  Should  this 
matter  receive  your  favorable  consideration,  I  would  respectfully  rec- 
ommend a  fee  oi  5  cents  each  for  all  measures  up  to  100  in  number 
and  3  cents  each  for  all  over  100  up  to  one-half  gallon  capacity  I 
am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  public  desires  an  inspection  of  these 
jars  and  respectfully  recommend  the  same,  but  am  compelled  to  state 
that  with  the  present  assistance  allowed  this  department  the  inspec- 
tion of  40,000  to  50,000  jars  now  used  in  measuring  milk  in  the  District 
£<>uld  be  an  impossibility.  1  therefore  recommend  that,  should  such 
inspection  and  sealing  meet  with  your  approval  and  be  ordered  by 
youi  honorable >  board,  an  assistant  scaler  he  added  to  my  office  force 
whoseduties  shal  include  the  inspection  and  sealing  of  this  class  of 
measures,  at  a  salary  of  $900  per  annum.  I  am  informed  that  there 
is  a  Urge  per  cent  ol  breakage  in  these  jars,  and  for  this  reason  a  con- 
stant replenishing  by  the  dealers,  so  that  the  inspection  ofThisclals

In  1899  the  care  of  the  District  scales  and  approaches  thereto  was 
transferred  from  the  building  department  to  this.  These  scales  are 
located  as  follows:  One  at  Georgetown  Market;  one  at  Seventh  and 
P  streets  NW. ;  one  at  Eleventh  and  B  streets  NW.  (Center  Market) ; 
one  at  Anacostia;  one  at  Eleventh  street  and  Virginia  avenue  SE. ; 
one  at  Bright  wood. 

The  scale  at  Georgetown  is  of  5- ton  capacity,  aged  6  years,  and  is 
in  good  order;  leased  in  1899  to  McCormack  &  Lafferty  at  $1 5  per  year. 

The  District  scale  at  Seventh  and  P  streets  NW.  is  of  5  tons  capacity, 
has  been  thoroughly  repaired  in  the  past  year,  and  is  in  good  condi- 
tion; leased  to  McCormack  &  Lafferty  at  -M75  per  year. 

The  scale  at  Eleventh  and  B  streets  NW.  (Center  Market)  is  of  10 
tons  capacity ;  il  was  repaired  three1  times  during  the  fiscal  year  1899  at 
quite  a  large  expense.  This  scale  is  so  located  that  it  is  more  important, 
in  my  judgment,  than  any  of  the  other  District  scales.  It  is  often 
used  to  verify  the  weights  of  other  scales,  and  it  is  necessarily  impor- 
tant that  it  should  be  at  all  times  correct  and  in  good  order.  For  this 
reason  I  would  respectfully  recommend  and  ask  that  authority  be 
granted  us  to  move  the  scale  at  Anacostia  (which  is  of  10  tons  capacity, 
in  excellent  order,  and  leased  to  R.  N.  Talks  at  $25  per  year)  to  this 
location  and  place  the  scale  now  at  Eleventh  and  B  streets  NW.  in 
Anacostia.  This  scale  was  leased  to  McCormack  &  Lafferty  for  the 
fiscal  year  1900  at  $1,000. 

The  scale  near  Virginia  avenue  and  Eleventh  street  SE.  has  been 
ordered  removed  by  your  honorable  board  from  its  present  location 
on  Government  reservation  to  the  corner  of  Virginia  avenue  and 
Eleventh  street  SE.,  which  change  will  soon  be  made.  The  scale  is 
of  5  tons  capacity,  in  good  condition,  and  leased  to  B.  B.  Earnshaw 
at  $25  per  year. 

Bright  wood  District  scale  is  in  good  repair;  is  of  6  tons  capacity; 
leased  to  McCormack  &  Lafferty  at  $80  per  year.

You  will  notice  that  four  of  these  scales  are  sold  to  one  firm.  Is 
this  a  detriment  to  the  public?  The  control  of  four  of  the  six  scales 
located  in  different  parts  of  the  city  and  District  raises  a  question. 
Might  not  business  be  centralized,  if  parties  owning  the  scales  felt  so 
disposed,  thereby  causing  trouble  and  annoyance  to  the  patrons  of 
the  District  scales?  The  law  is  very  plain  and  penalties  severe  in 
reference  to  requirements  of  parties  purchasing  said  scales,  and  should 
be  strictly  obeyed.    I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  bond  required  of 
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each  purchaser  of  the  scales,  the  penalties  for  keeping  patrons  waiting 
for  their  products  to  be  weighed,  etc.,  should  be  carefully  looked  after 
and  enforced.  I  speak  of  this,  as  I  was  not  advised  that  this  was  a 
part  of  my  duties  when  the  scales  were  transferred  to  my  department 

I  would  also  suggesl  that  the  law  governing  the  District  scales  be 
printed  on  cardboard  and  posted  at  each  of  the  scales  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  public  and  patrons.  The  law  in  full  will  be  found  in 
the  (  ompiled  Statutes  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  chapter  69,  page 
ool  pnuted  in  1804  I  am  not  prepared,  at  this  time,  to  recommend 
ha  these  scales  be  kept  in  charge  of  the  District,  but  it  is  a  question 
tnai  should,  in  my  judgment,  receive  careful  consideration  As  I 
understand  it,  Congress  alone  has  the  power  to  change  the  present 
law.  I  will  more  fully  investigate  this  matter  and  make  further  report 
bet  ore  Congress  convenes  again  in  December 

We  have  also  given  attention  to  the  taking  up  of  coal  carts  loaded 
with  coa  testing  the  weight  carefully,  and  comparing  our  finding  with 
the  weight  shown  by  certificate  in  the  hands  of  the  driver.    We  feel 
hat  more  care  is  now  taken  in  loading  these  carts,  but  will  continue 
this  work  from  time  to  time  as  in  the  past

I  hope  that  these  requests  will  meet  your  approval  as  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  each  and  every  one  will  pay  for  t  hemselves  in  a  very  short 
t  ime.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  present  net  income,  after  all  expenses 
are  paid,  is  $1,844.20  per  annum,  and  I  am  confident  that  with  the 
growth  of  this  section  of  the  city  that  I  am  not  asking  for  more  than 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  best  good  and  conduct  of  the  market.

This  market  is  very  small;  it  has  but  22  stands,  which  rent  for  $5 
per  month  each.    Eighteen  of  said  stands  are  rented  and  4  are  vacant  . 

In  December  last  the  market  was  partitioned  off,  and  the  farmers 
taken  olf  the  street  moved  into  it;  and  pay  the  nominal  sum  of  16 
cents  for  the  use  of  a  stand  when  occupying  it.  There  is  no  great 
amount  of  business  done  in  the  market. 

The  reason  why  there  is  such  limited  business  in  the  market  is  be- 
cause there  are  65  provision  stores  and  a  fine  company  market  in  the 
center  of  the  town. 

I  hope,  however,  that  as  the  street  and  the  railroad  have  been  thor- 
oughly completed,  business  in  the  market  will  improve  during  the 
fiscal  year.

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1,000  square  yards,  as  against  32  cents  per  1,000  square  yards  paid 
the  contractor. 

A  provision  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  third  year,  or  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1900,  limited  the  rate  to  be  paid  under  contract 
to  22  cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  by  which  we  were  enabled  to  get  a 
contract  at  21£  cents  per  1,000  square  yards.  This  reduction  in  the 
rate  enabled  us  to  extend  the  service,  "and  the  daily  schedule  was 
\  increased  to  1,230,778  square  yards  which  was  cleaned  dailv  during 
the  past  fiscal  year. 

A  provision  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1901,  further  reduced  the  limit  to  be  paid  under  contract  to  20 
cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  giving  the  Commissioners  authority  to 
do  the  work  themselves  without  contract  in  the  event  of  failure  to  get 
a  contract  at  20  cents  or  less  per  1,000  square  yards. 

No  bids  were  received  for  hand  cleaning,'  and  the  work  is  being 
done  by  day  labor  without  contract  at  a  cost  of  18  cents  per  1,000 
square  yards.  This  reduction  in  the  cost  enabled  us  to  further  enlarge 
the  daily  schedule,  and  we  are  cleaning  at  the  present  time  a  daily 
area  of  1,565,809  square  yards. 

The  number  of  men  employed  to  clean  this  area  is  201,  or  an  aver- 
age area  per  man  of  7,740  square  yards.  Each  man  is  assigned  a  cer- 
tain section  or  block,  which  he  is  required  to  keep  clean  from  7.30  a.  m. 
to  4.30  p.  m. 

The  outfit  provided  each  man  is  a  bag  carrier  and  half  dozen  bags, 
push  broom  with  scraper  attachment,  hand  sprinkler,  short-handle 
shovel,  and  broom. 

-*  After  sweeping  the  entire  surface  in  the  morning  the  area  is  con- 
stantly patrolled  during  the  day  and  the  droppings  gathered  and  placed 
in  bags  for  removal  to  the  dumps. 

Eight  inspectors  are  employed  on  this  class  of  work,  each  being 
assigned  to  a  certain  division.  Their  duties  are  to  patrol  their  divi- 
sions and  see  that  the  work  is  done  properly,  and  make  a  daily  report 
to  the  office. 

The  vital  point  of  difference  between  contract  work  and  that  done 
by  a  municipality  is  that  the  former  is  performed  with  an  eye  to 
accruing  profits,  while  the  latter  is  prosecuted  with  no  other  object 
than  the  accomplishment  of  the  best  results  possible  for  the  money 
available. 

A  principal  advantage  of  municipal  work  over  contract  work  is  that 
the  employees  will  be  under  direct  control  of  the  municipality,  so  that 
when  any  section  of  the  city  shall  require  special  attention  a  sufficient 
force  may  be  at  once  transferred  to  such  section,  with  no  contractor  to 
consult,  no  danger  of  complaint  of  infringing  upon  his  rights,  and  no 
troublesome  contentions  as  to  compensation  for  extra  work. 

Another  point  in  favor  of  municipal  control  is  that  but  one  set  of 
employees  will  be  under  supervision,  with  no  clauses  of  contract  to  be 
interpreted  in  cases  where  the  work  may  be  slighted;  the  work  of 
.supervision  may  be  brought  within  smaller  compass  and  inferior  work 
may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  because,  largely,  of  the  absence  of 
motive  to  do  inferior  work  or  to  wholly  neglect  any  part  of  it. 

Under  municipal  control  there  will  be  no  conflicting  interests.  The 
principal  effort  should  then  be  to  insure  the  best  work  possible  at  the 
least  expense  consistent  writh  justice  to  the  labor  employed.    If  an 
d  c  1900— vol  1  33 
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employee  then  neglects  the  duties  assigned  to  him  the  remedy  may  be 
applied  direct  and  at  once. 

To  my  mind  it  is  a  ridiculous  absurdity  to  contend  that  the  work  of 
street  cleaning  can  be  done  as  well  and  at  less  cost  by  contract  than 
by  dav  labor  without  contract.  If  one  person  can  perform  a  specified 
work  for  a  certain  sum.  what  is  to  prevent  a  city  or  corporation  from 
doing  the  same  thing* 

The  point  is  frequently  raised  that  political  patronage  would  so 
handicap  the  department  and  increase  the  cost  of  municipal  street 
cleaning  as  to  make  it  impracticable;  but  in  the  years  experimental 
work  under  my  direction  I  experienced  no  embarrassments  whatever 
in  that  regard,  nor  do  I  fear  any  should  the  entire  control  of  the  work 
be  put  under  my  direction. 

Even  in  the  conscientious  peformance  by  the  contractor  of  the  work 
required  by  his  contract,  there  are  certain  elements  which  carry  the 
cost  of  such  work  above  the  amount  for  which  it  could  be  done  by  the 
municipality  and  which  also  interfere  with  the  intelligent  organiza- 
tion of  the  street-cleaning  service.  In  the  first  instance  a  party  pro- 
posing to  enter  into  a  contract  for  street  cleaning  must,  in  determining 
the  amount  for  which  the  work  can  be  done,  take  into  consideration 
the  tact  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  him  to  purchase  a  sufficient 
equipment  for  the  work,  a  large  part  of  which  will  become  almost  a 
dead  loss  in  case  ot  failure  to  secure  another  contract  for  the  same  work 
at  the  expiration  ot  the  first.  The  price,  therefore,  must  be  such  as 
to  protect  him  against  such  loss. 

The  municipality,  having  in  view  the  establishment  of  a  permanent 
service,  would  not  have  this  item  to  consider.  Again,  it  is  necessary 
toi  the  contractor  to  employ  a  certain  number  of  foremen  to  see  that 
the  laborers  properly  perform  the  work.    An  i nspection  service  must,

MACHINE  SWEEPING. 


*    
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The  force  employed  by  the  contractor  to  clean  the  daily  area,  730,000 
square  yards,  is  as  follows:  10  sweeping  machines  with  drivers,  3  sprink- 
lers with  drivers,  16  carts  with  drivers,  and  18  broom  and  hoe  men. 

Two  inspectors  are  employed  on  this  class  of  work,  their  duties 
being  to  follow  the  machines  while  at  work  and  see  that  the  streets 
scheduled  are  swept,  note  any  inferior  work  done  by  the  contractor, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  office. 

Also,  one  of  the  important  duties  of  the  superintendent  is  to  drive 
over  the  route  in  the  early  morning  after  it  has  been  swept  to  see  if 
the  work  has  been  done  properly;  upon  his  observations  and  the  report 
of  the  inspectors,  allowance  is  made  for  the  area  cleaned  at  the  con- 
tract rate,  which  was  19  cents  for  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  lowest  bid  for  machine  sweeping  for  the  current  year  was  18 
cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  provided  the  contract  was  entered  into 
for  three  years,  this  being  a  very  low  rate  and  by  the  same  firm  that 
did  the  work  last  year,  which  was  well  done.  The  contract  was  let  for 
three  years  subject  to  annual  appropriations  by  Congress. 

By  letting  the  contract  for  three  years  instead  of  one  year  a  saving 
was  made  of  If  cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  which  amounts  to  quite 
an  item  at  the  end  of  a  year. 

For  the  current  year' we  have  for  this  class  of  work  $35,000.  This 
amount  should  be  so  increased  as  to  enable  us  to  sweep  some  of  the 
streets  of tener  than  twice  per  week,  and  I  submit  herewith  an  estimate 
of  $40,000  for  machine  sweeping. 

IMPROVED  ALLEYS. 

The  work  of  cleaning  the  improved  alleys  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1900,  was  done  under  contract  at  33  cents  per  1,000  square 
yards. 

The  daily  schedules  average  about  120,000  square  yards,  the  alleys 
scheduled  being  cleaned  by  hand  once  per  week  according  to  schedule 
number,  commencing  with  No.  1  on  Monday. 

The  force  employed  to  do  this  work  was  18  laborers,  6  horses  and 
carts  with  drivers,  and  3  one-horse  sprinklers  with  drivers.  The 
service  for  the  past  year  was  very  good,  as  shown  by  the  infrequency 
of  complaints.  The  rate  for  cleaning  alleys  has  gradually  decreased 
from  42.4  cents  per  1,000  square  yards  in  1895  to  32&  cents  for  the 
current  year. 

The  daily  schedules  for  the  current  year  will  average  about  100.000 
square  yards,  or  an  increase  of  40,000  square  yards  over  last  year,  the 
increase  being  due  to  added  territory  and  newly  paved  alleys. 

UNIMPROVED  STREETS. 

The  contract  rate  for  cleaning  unimproved  streets  and  alleys  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900,  was  $66.50  per  day  for  furnishing 
36  laborers,  12  horses  and  carts  with  drivers,  and  all  tools  necessary 
to  do  the  work,  with  provision  to  furnish  extra  laborers  and  horses 
and  carts  with  drivers  at  $1.35  and  $1.75,  respectively,  when  ordered 
by  the  Commissioners. 

An  equal  division  of  said  force  into  four  gangs  gives  nine  laborers 
and  three  horses  and  carts  with  drivers  to  each  gang,  three  of  which

are  employed  on  unimproved  streets  at  a  cost  of  $49.88  per  day.  and 
one  on  unimproved  alley  work  at  $16.62  per  day. 

The  three  gangs  are  assigned  to  different  sections  of  the  city  each 
in  charge  of  an  inspector,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  roadway  is 
kept  clean,  the  drainage  of  the  gutters  clear  and  free  from  weeds  and 
grass,  and  also  to  attend  to  complaints  caused  by  the  failure  of  the 
property  holders  to  comply  with  the  law  requiring  them  to  remove 
dirt  washed  from  their  property  upon  the  sidewalks,  streets,  and 
alleys. 

By  consulting  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  this  comparatively  small 
force  has  kept  a  large  area  clean  during  the  year  and  thereby  rendered 
valuable  service,  as  many  of  the  unimproved  streets  are  located  in  the 
most  densely  populated  sections  of  the  city.  The  regular  force  was 
not  sufficiently  large  to  do  the  work  at  all  times,  as  will  be  observed 
in  the  foregoing  table  by  the  additional  force  employed  during  the 
year,  the  cost  of  which  amounted  to  $4,138.02. 

UNIMPROVED  ALLEYS. 

To  keep  unimproved  alleys  clean  is  a  difficult  task,  and  one  that 
requires  special  pains,  tor  the  reason  that  a  great  many  of  them  are  so 
narrow  that  a  horse  and  cart  cannot  be  gotten  into  them,  the  laborers 
havingto  scrape  the  tilth  to  the  entrance  or  carry  it  out  in  small  recep- 
tacles.   It  is  into  this  class  of  alleys  that  most  all  of  the  filth  and  rul>-

PUBLIC  DUMPS.

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avoiding  to  a  largo  extent  the  great  public  nuisance  of  depositing  such 
refuse  upon  the  vacant  lots  in  the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  city. 

The  duty  of  the  man  in  charge  of  each  of  the  dumps  is  to  see  that 
the  dumps  are  kept  on  a  proper  grade  and  in  a  sanitary  condition,  and 
to  prevent  objectionable  material  from  being  dumped  thereon.  The 
sixteen  dump  men  employed  by  the  department  are  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  foreman,  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit  daily  each  dump  and  see 
that  they  are  properly  kept,  and  to  make  a  report  to  the  office  of  the 
condition  of  the  dump,  the  time  of  the  dump  man,  and  the  number  of 
loads  of  refuse  deposited  daily. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  a  number  of  complaints  of 
tires  maintained  upon  these  dumps.  These  tires  were  not  caused  by 
any  neglect  or  fault  of  the  men  in  charge  of  the  dumps,  but  in  nearly 
every  instance  by  mischievous  boys,  who  start  them  after  the  dump 
men  have  left  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.  With  the  aid  of  the  police  depart- 
ment we  have  been  able  of  late  to  prevent  these  tires,  thereby  remov- 
ing this  cause  of  complaint. 

A  great  many  persons  hauling  refuse  ha\'e  a  mistaken  idea  as  to  the 
kind  of  material  allowable  on  these  dumps.  They  seem  to  think  that 
because  they  are  called  "  public  dumps  "  the  public  has  the  right  to 
dump  garbage  and  refuse  of  all  kinds  upon  them;  but  the  fact  is  they 
have  no  right  to  dump  anything  whatever  unless  given  permission  to 
do  so  by  the  man  in  charge  of  the  dump  after  he  has  examined  the 
load,  and  he  has  emphatic  instructions  not  to  permit  the  dumping  of 
objectionable  material  thereon. 

Now  that  arrangements  have  been  perfected  for  the  systematic  col- 
lection and  separation  of  ashes  and  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  the 
burning  of  all  combustible  waste  at  the  crematory,  it  is  believed  that 
there  will  be  no  further  cause  for  complaint  on  our  public  dumps. 

SNOW  AND  ICE  WORK. 

The  cost  of  snow  and  ice  work  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1900,  was  small  as  compared  with  that  of  the  fiscal  year  1899.  As 
shown  by  the  table  this  work  cost  $3,770.10,  as  against  $30,229.81  for 
the  fiscal  year  1899. 

The  appropriation  bill  for  the  fiscal  year  provided  $1,000  for  snow 
and  ice  work,  and  we  had  on  hand  an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,770.19, 
making  $2,770.19  for  this  work.  This  amount  was  expended  during 
the  month  of  February,  and  in  March  we  had  to  call  upon  Congress 

for  an  extra  appropriation  of  $1,000. 

This  work  being  an  unknown  quantity  we  can  not  estimate  for  the 

exact  amount  necessary.  It  is  merely  a  g'uess  as  to  the  amount  needed, 
and  as  the  $1,000  appropriated  heretofore  has  proved  to  be  insufficient 
1  would  guess  $5,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1902. 

That  $1,000  has  never  been  sufficient  to  do  the  work  has  been  shown 
by  repeated  calls  upon  Congress  for  extra  appropriations,  as  well  as 
serious  complaints  on  account  of  delay  in  doing  the  work,  which  delay 
was  caused  by  not  having  sufficient  funds  to  prosecute  the  work  as  it 
should  be. 

In  order  to  meet  emergencies  of  this  kind  promptly  and  be  able  to 
prosecute  the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  we  should  have  at  least 
$5,000  available  at  all  times  during  the  winter  months. 
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SPRINKLING  UNIMPROVED  STREETS. 


The  sprinkling  of  our  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  has  been 
long  greatly  neglected,  not  that  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  but 
because  of  the  limited  funds  allotted  for  that  purpose.  During  the 
past  year  a  number  of  the  heavily  traveled  unimproved  streets" and 
avenues  were  sprinkled  once  or  twice  per  day,  and  the  residents  thereon 
and  the  people  traveling  over  them  have  been  quick  to  express  their 
appreciation  of  the  service.  Not  only  are  the  people  living  on  these 
streets  and  those  who  traveled  over  them  benefited  by  such  sprinkling 
but  everybody  who  resides  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  them 
receives  a  share  of  it,  for  the  reason  that  when  the  streets  are  not 
sprinkled  dust  is  carried  into  and  blown  upon  the  improved  streets  by 
heavy  winds  to  such  an  extent  that  people  living  several  squares  away 
arc  annoyed  by  it.  If  all  the  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  in  the 
city  could  be  sprinkled  during  dry  weather  I  believe  that  more  people 
would  be  benefited  thereby  than  are  bv  any  other  character  of  work 
done  under  the  department,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our  appropriation  will 
be  so  increased  as  to  enable  us  to  do  this  work  in  a  proper  manner  in 
the  next  fiscal  year. 

As  is  shown  in  the  table  we  expended  during  the  fiscal  year  $1,457.50 
tor  this  purpose  For  the  current  year  $3,000  is  available,  and  we  are 
sprinkling  double  the  area  that  we  did  last  year.  To  do  the  work 
properly  we  should  have  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.

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SNOW  AND  ICE  WORK. 

For  snow  and  ice  work  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  is  recommended, 
being  an  increase  of  $4,000. 

Jn  order  that  the  work  may  be  taken  up  promptly  and  be  prosecuted 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  in  case  of  emergencies,  we  should  have  avail- 
able at  least  $5,000.  It  is  said  that  snow  and  ice  work  comes  while 
Congress  is  in  session,  and  that  if  the  $1,000  appropriation  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  do  the  work  they  will  supply  the  deficiency.  While  this  is 
true,  and  also  that  Congress  has  responded  promptly  to  our  calls  for 
an  emergency  appropriation,  yet  much  time  is  lost  and  the  work  has 
been  suspended  on  account  of  lack  of  funds.  Besides,  storms  do  not 
wait  on  Congress.  They  may  come  on  Sundays,  holida}Ts,  or  at  other 
times  when  Congress  is  not  in  session,  and  one  or  two  days'  time  would 
elapse  before  an  appropriation  could  be  made;  therefore  a  fund  should 
be  available  at  all  times  during  the  winter  months. 

SALARIES. 

The  total  appropriation  recommended  for  salaries  in  the  street-clean- 
ing service  for  the  fiscal  year  1902  is  $25,600,  or  an  increase  of  $900 
over  that  of  the  current  year. 

Of  this  amount  $300  increase  is  asked  for  one  clerk  who  since  the 
transfer  of  the  work  of  collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse  to  this 
department  has  acted  in  the  capacity  of  chief  clerk.  At  the  present 
time  he  only  receives  $900,  which  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  duties  per- 
formed by  him,  and  $300  increase  would  be  only  a  recognition  of  serv- 
ices properly  rendered. 

The  balance  of  the  increase  asked  for  ($600)  is  for  $200  each  in  the 
pay  of  three  inspectors,  who  at  the  present  time  receive  $900  each. 
This  slight  increase  in  the  salaries  of  these  three  men  should  be  allowed, 
for  the  reason  that  their  duties  and  responsibilities  are  the  same  as 
other  inspectors  who  receive  $1,100  each.  This  would  not  only  be 
justice  to  all  concerned,  but  would  be  conducive  to  better  discipline  and 
efficiency  in  the  service. 

CITY  REFUSE. 

For  the  collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse  an  appropriation  of 
$106,579  is  recommended,  this  being  the  total  amount  of  contracts 
entered  into  July  1  for  the  various  classes  of  work  as  follows:  Col- 
lection and  disposal  of  garbage,  $51,600;  collection  and  disposal  of  ashes, 
$29,979;  collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil,  $17,000;  and  for  col- 
lection and  disposal  of  miscellaneous  refuse,  $8,000. 

SALARIES. 

In  connection  with  the  salaries  recommended  for  inspectors  and 
clerks  on  this  class  of  work  I  would  respectfully  state  that  the  differ- 
ence between  the  present  per  diem  rating  and  the  salaries  recom 
mended  is  very  slight,  being  only  $5  each  per  annum. 

This  recommendation  if  agreed  to  would  place  employees  on  this 
service  on  an  equal  footing  with  other  employees  of  the  street-cleaning 
department. 
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INCIDENTAL  EX PEXSES. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty -one  dollars  is  estimated  for  incidental 
expenses,  which  amount  is  to  provide  for  the  necessary  printing,  sta- 
tionery, supplies,  etc. 

The  total  appropriation  recommended  for  collection  and  disposal  of 
city  refuse,  including  salaries  and  incidental  expenses,  is  $115,800.  or 
$800  more  than  the  amount  for  the  current  year. 

GENERAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

I  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for 
collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse  was  not  sufficient  to  enable  the 
Commissioners  to  get  a  contract  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  miscel- 
laneous refuse  from  other  than  private  residences. 

The  lowest  bid  received  for  collecting  ashes  from  private  residences 
only  was  $29,979,  and  for  collecting  miscellaneous  refuse  from  private 
residences,  $8,000. 

The  lowest  bid  received  which  included  the  collection  from  hotels, 
apartment  houses,  business  establishments,  and  public  buildings,  was 
$58,000,  which  amount  exceeded  the  appropriation. 

This  service  should  be  extended  to  include  public  buildings,  busi- 
ness establishments,  etc.,  and  1  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
appropriation  be  so  increased  as  to  enable  us  to  do  the  work. 

In  closing  this  my  third  annual  report  I  take  much  pleasure  in 
acknowledging  the  valuable  assistance  which  I  have  received  during 
the  year  from  all  the  employees  of  the  department.

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SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  HAND  CLEANING  BY  CITY. 

.MANNER  OF  CLEANING. 

Section  1.  The  streets  will  he  cleaned  daily,  when  weather  permits,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  Each  of  the  paved  streets  will  he  first  sprinkled  by  a  hand  watering  can, 
or  any  other  plan  that  mav  he  approved  by  the  Commissioners,  sufficientlv  to  lay 
the  dust. 

The  sweeper  or  patrolman,  either  working  separately  on  a  block  or  patrol  system 
or  in  gangs,  as  may  he  ordered  by  the  Commissioners,  shall,  if  on  the  patrol  or  Mock 
system,  he  furnished  with  a  hag-carrier  and  half  dozen  hags,  watering  can,  broom 
and  scraper,  short-handle  shovel  and  broom;  also  stpieegee  for  use  in  wet  or  slippery 
weather. 

Sec.  2.  The  sweeper  or  patrolman  will  thoroughly  clean  such  area  as  may  l>e 
assigned  to  him,  going  over  the  entire  surface  in  the  morning,  after  which  the  area 
shall  be  patrolled  and  all  droppings  or  other  street  refuse  gathered  and  placed  in 
bags,  which  shall  be  removed  at  once. 

Sec.  3.  If  at  any  time  the  patrol  system  on  any  or  all  streets  shall  be  ordered 
changed  to  the  gang  system  of  cleaning,  the  sweeper  or  broom  men  shall,  after 
sprinkling  the  street,  as  aforesaid,  sweep  entire  surface  from  center  of  street  to  the 
curb,  piling  the  sweepings  within  2  feet  of  the  curb,  which  sweepings  shall  be  removed 
in  covered  carts  within  one  hour  from  time  of  piling.  Care  must  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  flying  of  dust  in  so  doing,  either  by  sprinkling  the  pile  or  in  some  other  manner 
that  will  accomplish  this  result. 

Sec.  4.  The  laborers  must  see  that  no  sweepings  are  thrown  into  the  sewer  traps 
or  drops,  and  will  remove  from  the  mouths  or  throats  thereof  any  material  lying 
therein.  Should  any  sweepings  be  thrown  upon  the  sidewalks  they  must  be  promptly 
removed  by  the  sweeper. 

Sec.  5.  The  Commissioners  may  designate  such  hours  for  commencing  and  closing 
work  as,  in  their  judgment,  they  may  deem  advisable  or  circumstances  mav  seem  to 
require,  hours  of  labor,  however,  in  no  case  to  exceed  eight  hours,  except  in  cases 
of  emergency,  as  provided  by  the  act  approved  August  1,  1892,  being  "An  act  relating 
to  the  limitation  of  the  hours  of  daily  service  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed 
upon  the  public  works  of  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia." 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  work  of  sweeping  or  removing  sweepings  be  necessarily  delayed 
or  suspended  the  time  lost  may  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  hours  fixed,  but  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  the  sole  judges  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  delay  or  suspen- 
sion, and  their  decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  7.  While  work  is  in  progress  loud  talking  on  the  part  of  the  employees  and 
unnecessary  noises  of  all  kinds  are  prohibited. 

Sec.  8.  The  work  of  cleaning  shall  be  thorough,  and  shall  include  the  removal 
of  mud,  dirt,  etc.,  from  depressions  or  holes  in  the  carriageway  surface,  caused  by 
defective  pavement  or  otherwise,  and  the  character  and  the  thoroughness  of  the  work 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning. 

Sec.  9.  The  wagons  or  carts  for  the  removal  of  the  street  cleanings  shall  be  strong 
and  tight  in  all  parts,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from  dropping  on  the  streets,  and 
shall  be  provided  with  a  canvas  cover  to  prevent  contents  from  being  blown  or  scat- 
tered, and  shall  he  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning 
at  all  times.

CONTRACT  SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  MACHINE  SWEEPING — MANNER  OF 

CLEANING. 

Section  1.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  in  the  following  manner:  Each  paved  street 
will  be  hrst  sprinkled  by  a  watering  cart  from  curb  to  curb,  in  order  to  lav  the  dust 
I  lie  sprinklers  will  be  immediately  followed  by  the  sweeping  machines,  which  wil'l 
sweep  from  the  center  of  the  streets  to  the  gutters  on  each  side.  The  sweepings  will 
at  once  be  collected  into  heaps  at  the  curb  line  and  then  removed  by  the  cart*  The 
contractor  will  furnish  each  cart  driver  with  a  broom  or  brush  for  sweeping  ui>  after 
each  pile  of  dirt  removed.  6  1 

Sec  2.  Sufficient  water  must  be  used  in  sprinkling  to  prevent  the  raising  of  dust 
in  sweeping,  but  care  must  be  taken  not  to  wet  the  carriage  wavs  so  that  the  «\veep- 
ers  can  not  remove  the  dirt.  The  contractor  must  see  that  no  sweepings  arc  thrown 
into  the  sewer  traps  or  drops,  and  will  remove  from  the  mouths  or  throats  thereof 
any  material  lying  therein.  Should  any  sweepings  be  thrown  upon  the  sidewalks 
they  must  be  promptly  removed  by  the  contractor. 

Sec.  3.  The  daily  sweeping  must  be  done  between  the  hours  of  10  p.  m.  and  7  a  m 
irom  April  1  to  November  15,  and  12  m.  and  9  p.  m.  from  November  16 to  March  3l' 
one  hour  allowed  for  feeding  and  watering.    All  sweepings  must  be  removed  from 
the  streets  within  one  hour  from  the  time  the  sweeping  machines  have  finished 

issioners  may  direct  such  variation  from  the 
hours  of  commencing- and  closing  work  as  in  their  judgment  they  may  deem  advisa- 
ble or  circumstances  may  seem  to  require;  hours  of  labor,  ho vvever,  in  no  case  to 
exceed  eight  hours  in  nine  consecutive  hours,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  as  pro- 
vided by  the  act  approved  August  1,  1892,  being  "An  act  relating  to  the  limitation  of 
the  hours  ot  daily  service  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed  upon  the  public 
works  ot  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia."  * 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  work  of  sweeping  or  removing  sweepings  be  necessarily  delayed 
or  suspended,  the  time  lost  may  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  hours  fixed  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  but  the  Commissioners  shall  be  the  sole  judges  as  to  the  necessity  of 
such  delay  or  suspension,  and  their  decision  thereon  shall  he  final.  "  * 

Sec.  5.  While  work  is  in  progress  loud  talking  on  the  part  of  the  employees  and 
unnecessary  noises  of  all  kinds  are  prohibited.  Such  disturbances  will  be  suppressed 
by  the  police,  but  the  contractor  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
specification. 

Sec.  6.  The  sweepings  shall  l>e  the  property  of  the  contractor.  The  contractor 
must  provide  a  place  of  deposit  for  the  sweepings  or  scrapings;  but  thev  shall  not  be 
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E laced  on  a  public  street,  avenue,  place,  or  alley,  and  nothing  in  this  contract  shall 
e  held  to  give  the  contractor  the  right  to  violate  any  law  of  Congress  or  health  ordi- 
nances of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  said  Commissioners  will  not  at  any  time 
undertake  to  provide  dumps  for  the  contractor,  and  in  case  there  are  none  available 
the  contractor  must  remove  the  sweepings,  etc.,  from  the  city  at  his  own  expense. 

Sec.  7.  The  sweepings  must  include  everything  in  the  nature  of  dirt,  refuse,  ashes, 
old  building  material,  droppings  from  excavations,  dirt,  etc.,  from  wagons,  leaves 
and  sand,  or  other  material  used  in  repair  of  pavements,  which  may  be  found  upon 
the  carriage  ways.  Ashes  ( without  permit) ,  refuse,  old  building  material,  droppings 
of  excavations,  dirt,  etc.,  from  wagons,  leaves,  grass  from  lawns,  etc.,  are  only  placed 
on  the  carriage  ways  in  violation  of  the  city  ordinances,  and  parties  placing  them 
there  are  liable  to  punishment  for  so  doing,  and  the  District  authorities  will  use 
every  reasonable  endeavor  to  prevent  such  deposits,  but  the  contractor  must  accept 
the  risk  of  removing  all  such  ashes,  refuse,  etc.,  as  may  be  found  on  the  streets. 

Sec.  8.  The  work  of  cleaning  shall  be  thorough,  and  shall  include  the  removal  of 
mud,  dirt,  etc.,  from  depressions  or  holes  in  the  carriage-way  surface  caused  by  defect- 
ive pavement  or  otherwise,  and  the  character  and  thoroughness  oi  the  work  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning  and 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec  9.  The  wagons  or  carts  used  by  the  contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  street 
cleanings  shall  be  strong  and  tight  in  all  parts,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from 
dropping  on  the  streets,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of 
street  cleaning  at  all  times.  All  wagons  or  carts  used  for  this  purpose  shall  have  on 
each  side  the  name  of  contractor  or  contractors  conspicuously  painted  or  shown;  also 
the  number  of  the  wagon  or  cart. 

Sec.  10.  The  filling  of  all  machine  brooms  used  in  sweeping  must  measure  not  less 
than  8  inches  in  length  outward  from  surface  of  spindle  before  being  put  on  the  work. 
All  machine  brooms  while  in  use  must  be  set  in  proper  notch  to  sweep  street  surface 
and  there  left  until  necessary  to  change  on  account  of  wear.  That  when  any  sched- 
uled street  or  part  of  street  has  not  been  swept  on  route  being  cleaned,  or  any  streets 
or  parts  of  street  have  been  badly  cleaned  by  the  machines,  gutters  left  in  bad  con- 
dition, or  dirt  not  taken  up,  a  deduction  shall  be  made  (according  to  estimated  area 
so  neglected)  at  the  contract  rate.  When  the  work  on  any  particular  route  is  gen- 
erally bad  the  Commissioners  may  direct  such  deduction  from  amount  due  on  said 
ro'--e  as  they  shall  deem  a  reasonable  penalty  for  such  inferior  work. 

ec.  11.  No  payment  will  be  made  for  any  work  wherein  strict  compliance  with 
tt  e  foregoing  provisions  is  not  observed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MEDICAL  SUPERVISORS. 

Washington,  October  3,  1900. 
Gentlemen:  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  the  board  of  medi- 
cal supervisors  submits  the  following  report  of  the  work  done  by  it 
during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1900: 

PHYSICIANS'  LICENSES. 

Ninety-five  applications  have  been  received  for  licenses  to  practice 
medicine  in  this  District.  In  eight  instances  the  applications  were 
based  on  registration  at  the  health  office  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
law  now  in  force  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  in  one  on  a 
State  license.  In  the  remaining  cases ,  86,  the  applicants  sought  the 
right  to  practice  in  this  District  through  examinations  to  determine 
their  qualifications.  Licenses  to  applicants  of  the  class  first  men- 
tioned (officially  designated  as  Class  A)  are  issued  on  the  mere  estab- 
lishment of  the  fact  of  registration  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  current 
law.  The  number  of  applicants  represents  the  number  of  licenses 
issued.  In  order  to  secure  a  license  by  virtue  of  a  certificate  issued 
by  a  State  medical  examining  board  (this  class  of  applicants  being 
designated  as  Class  B)  it  is  necessary  that  the  State  which  has  issued 
such  license  recognize  the  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors,  to  the  extent  of  issuing  to  the  holders  thereof  licenses  to 
practice  medicine  in  such  State,  without  fee  and  without  examination. 
In  the  single  instance  which  came  before  the  board  during  the  past 
year,  and  in  fact  in  all  instances  previously  submitted  to  it,  the  State 
law  did  not  provide  for  the  necessary  recognition  of  the  licenses  of 
this  board.    This  application  was  therefore  rejected. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  preceding  paragraph  that  by  far  the  largest 
number  of  applicants  for  licenses  to  practice  medicine  are  those  who 
neither  were  registered  prior  to  the  existence  of  the  present  statute 
nor  hold  State  licenses,  all  of  whom  must  submit  satisfactory  evidence 
as  to  age,  moral  character,  and  previous  medical  education,  and  demon- 
strate their  qualifications  by  means  of  a  written  and  oral  examina- 
tion. At  the  beginning  of  the  year  31  applicants  of  this  class  (Class  C), 
whose  applications  had  been  filed  in  the  latter  part  of  June,  1899,  were 
awaiting  examination.  During  the  year  55  applications  have  been 
received,  of  which,  however,  36  were  filed  in  the  latter  part  of  June, 
1900,  and  therefore  necessarily  held  over  for  examination  in  July. 
The  total  number  of  applicants  entitled  to  examination  during  the 
year  was  50.  For  the  examination  of  such  applicants  examinations 
were  held  in  July,  October,  and  January.  No  applications  were  pend- 
ing at  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  April  examination,  and  therefore 
no  such  examination  was  held.  Of  the  applicants  just  mentioned,  37 
passed  the  required  examinations,  11  were  unsuccessful,  1  did  not 
appear  at  the  appointed  time,  and  1  formally  withdrew  his  applica- 
tion. Of  the  candidates  examined,  therefore,  22.92  per  cent  failed. 
This  percentage  of  failure  was  greater  than  during  1898-99,  when  it 
was  but  15.5,  and  about  equal  to  that  of  1897-98,  when  it  was  22.2. 
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MIDWIVES'  LICENSES. 

Nine  applications  have  been  received  for  licenses  to  practice  mid- 
wifery, based  on  registration  at  the  health  office  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  act  now  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine.  All  such  applica- 
tions were  favorably  acted  on,  their  issue  depending,  as  in  the  issue 
of  corresponding  licenses  to  practice  medicine,  merely  on  the  deter- 
mination of  the  question  whether  the  applicant  was  or  was  not  regis- 
tered. Three  such  licenses,  not  included  among  those  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  sentence,  were  issued  to  replace  others  which  had 
become  invalid  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  licentiates  to  record 
them  within  the  time  allowed  by  law.  Women  desiring  to  become 
midwives,  and  willing  to  submit  to  examination  as  now  required  by 
law  in  order  to  demonstrate  their  qualifications  for  such  work,  appear 
to  be  scarce.  But.  4  applications  have  been  received  for  licenses 
involving  examination  of  the  applicants.  Of  such  applicants  3 
received  licenses. 

A  synopsis  of  the  facts  set  forth  above  appears  in  the  accompanying  ' 
table. 

EXPENSES. 

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  board  is 
appended.  From  such  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  seventeen  officers,  acting  as  members  of  the  boards  of 
medical  examiners  or  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  in  three 
instances  of  both,  for  twelve  months'  work  was  $230.45.  Of  this 
amount  the  two  lay  members  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors 
received,  by  order  of  the  Commissioners,  $25  each.  The  distribution 
of  the  balance  in  accordance  with  law  resulted  in  the  payment  to  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  of  $178.68,  practically  equivalent  to  $35.74 
per  member;  to  the  board  of  homeopathic  medical  examiners,  of  $7.77, 
representing  the  payment  to  each  member  of  approximately  $1.55. 
The  board  of  eclectic  medical  examiners  received  nothing. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  work  devolving  upon  the  several 
members  of  the  boards  of  medical  examiners  and  of  this  board,  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors  believes  that  some  arrangement  should 
be  made  whereby  a  reasonable  compensation  can  be  paid  for  their 
services.  It  respectfully  renews  the  recommendation  made  last  year 
that  an  appropriation  of  $1,600  be  asked  for  this  purpose.  The  law 
requires  four  examinations  to  be  held  every  year,  and  every  examina- 
tion may  involve  two  meetings  of  each  of  the  four  boards — that  is, 
eight  meetings.  At  each  such  meeting  five  members  should  be  present. 
Five  members  are  therefore  required  to  attend  each  of  32  meetings, 
so  that  the  amount  asked,  $1,000,  would  be  just  sufficient  to  provide 
for  the  compensation  of  each  member  of  each  board  of  examiners  and 
of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  meeting. 

In  conclusion,  this  board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
kindness  of  the  law  school  of  the  University  of  Georgetown,  which  has 
granted,  without  compensation,  the  use  of  a  room  in  which  to  hold 
examinations.

Gentlemen:  During  the  past  year  the  work  of  modifying  the 
accepted  design  of  the  new  public  library  building  so  that  the  struc- 
ture might  be  built  for  the  money  available  for  that  purpose  without 
substantial  alteration  of  its  lines,  and  without  sacrifice  of  either 
working  usefulness  or  artistic  attractiveness,  has  occupied  much  time 
and  required  much  anxious  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  architects, 
superintendent  of  construction,  and  the  library  commission. 

The  original  design  submitted  by  the  architects,  Ackerman  &  Ross, 
in  competition  in  July,  1899,  and  adopted  by  the  commission,  proposed 
a  building  consisting  of  a  rectangular  central  pavilion  with  equal 
wings  east  and  west,  respectively,  all  having  a  basement  and  two 
stories.  To  save  cost  and  to  concentrate  the  interior  arrangement  of 
spaces  the  dimensions  of  the  original  plan  were  at  the  very  beginning 
reduced  somewhat  by  the  library  commission,  both  in  the  length  of 
the  central  pavilion  and  in  the  width  of  the  wings,  and  other  modifi- 
cations tending  to  economy  of  construction  were  suggested  to  the 
architects. 

The  working  drawings  prepared  by  the  architects  after  this  first  revi- 
sion of  the  plans  were  on  a  scale  of  detail,  materials  and  workmanship, 
so  elaborate  and  expensive  as  to  far  exceed  in  cost  the  funds  avail- 
able. This  design  contemplated  a  rich  treatment  in  raised  surfaces, 
molding,  and  ornamental  work  on  the  exterior  stone  walls;  copper 
and  very  heavy  green  slate  on  the  roofs ;  bronze  window  sashes,  entrance 
doors,  pilaster  caps  and  other  ornaments;  rich,  iron  balustrades  and 
grilles,  mosaic  floors,  very  richly  ornamented  stucco  cornices,  panels, 
ceilings,  and  vaultings;  colored  marble  finish  for  the  interior  of  the 
general-delivery  room,  limestone  walls  for  the  bicycle  room  in  the 
basement,  fine  oak  wainscoting  and  paneling  throughout  the  first  and 
second  stories,  ornamental  ceiling  lights,  etc. 

The  design  also  required  the  best  white  marble  exterior  above  the 
basement  andMilford  pink  granite  in  the  basement  walls  and  all  out- 
side curbing,  main  entrance  exedra,  platforms  and  steps,  and  the 
curved  walls  of  the  rear  driveways. 

Proposals  for  the  construction  of  the  building  secured  in  May,  1900, 
upon  the  modified  drawings  considerably  exceeded  the  amount  avail- 
able and  were  necessarily  rejected,  while  the  plans  and  specifications 
were  subjected  to  further  revision. 

Finally  the  desired  end  has  been  attained.  The  foundation  work 
is  completed,  having  been  provided  for  under  separate  contract.  On 
August  1, 1900,  proposals  for  the  general  construction  were  invited  by 
public  advertisement  upon  the  finally  amended  drawings  and  specifi- 
cations, and  a  contract  was  made  with  Richardson  &  Burgess,  of  this 
city,  for  the  erection  of  the  building  complete  and  equipped  with  all 
apparatus,  excepting  book  stack,  elevator,  lighting  fixtures,  and  fur- 
niture, for  the  sum  of  $277,000,  which,  with  the  cost  of  the  omitted 
items,  foundation  work,  commissions  to  architects  and  superintendent 
of  construction,  and  miscellaneous  expenses,  will  exhaust  the  $350,000 
donated  for  public  library  purposes  by  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie. 

THE  NEW  LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

The  building  to  be  provided  under  the  contract  and  now  in  course 
of  construction  is  to  consist  of  a  rectangular  central  pavilion  111  feet 
5  inches  long  (north  and  south)  and  90  feet  10  inches  broad,  with 
equal  wings  east  and  west,  respective!}',  each  03  feet  G  inches  long 
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(north  and  south)  and  54  feet  10  inches  broad.  The  structure  will 
thus  have  a  maximum  width  on  the  basement  line  of  219  feet  10  inches 
at  its  front  (east  and  west)  and  a  maximum  depth  of  111  feet  5  inches 
in  its  central  pavilion  on  the  north  and  south  line. 

The  building  is  to  stand  in  the  center  of  Mount  Vernon  square,  cast 
and  west,  but  is  to  approach  at  its  rear  close  to  the  north  line  of  the 
square,  thus  placing  considerable  park  space  south  of  the  structure 
and  enhancing  its  architectural  effect  as  its  long  south  front  and  main 
entrance  are  approached. 

The  accompanying  cut  shows  the  situation  of  the  library  in  the 
square  and  the  percentage  of  ground  surface  occupied  by  the  building 

The  area  of  Mount  Vernon  square  is  130,219  square  feet  (500  feet 
2  inches  by  255  feet  9  inches).  The  area  to  be  occupied  by  the  library 
is  1/, 307  square  feet.  Thus  nearly  seven-eighths  of  Mount  Vernon 
square  are  untouched  by  the  new  building  and  the  park  space  avail- 
able for  public  use  includes  the  ground  upon  which  the  best  trees  are 
growing.  The  park  surrounding  the  library  building  will  furnish  it 
a  setting  of  green  and  will  increase  both  its  comfort  and  its  attract- 
iveness. On  the  other  hand,  the  location  of  the  library  upon  a  small 
fraction  of  the  square  will  insure  greater  care  and  attention  and 
expenditure  of  money  in  developing  the  remainder  of  the  park  for  the 
purposes  of  public  use  and  recreation.  It  will  not  be  permitted  to 
remain  neglected  and  unkempt. 

Cuts  accompanying  this  report  show  the  convenient  arrangement  of 
the  rooms  of  the  library  and  suggest  the  exceeding  attractiveness  of 
its  exterior  appearance. 

The  basement  is  but  partly  below  the  ground  level  and  is  admirably 
lighted,  well  ventilated,  and  in  every  way  serviceable  for  any  library 
use.  In  the  central  pavilion  the  basement  is  occupied  by  the  entrance 
hall  and  bicycle  room,  the  lavatories,  packing  room,  receiving  rooms 
lunch  room,  bindery,  and  the  boiler  room  extending  down  to  the  sub- 
basement.  The  east  wing  is  devoted  to  storerooms  and  rooms  for  the 
janitor  and  house  cleaners  and  scrubwomen.  In  the  west  wing  the 
basement  is  one  entire  room  not  yet  assigned.  This  may  ultimately 
become  the  children's  reading  room  when  the  demand  for  juvenile 
accommodations  outgrows  the  space  provided  on  the  first  floor  for  this 
purpose  or  when  the  children's  room  on  the  first  floor  is  needed  to 
enlarge  the  open-shelf  accommodations. 

In  the  first  or  principal  story  the  central  pavilion  contains  the 
entrance  and  general  delivery  hall,  in  which  also  are  the  staircases  to 
the  second  floor.  Here  also  are  the  so-called  reception  room,  which  is 
Tl 1  f.  an  annex  of  the  open-shelf  room,  public  catalogue  room,  and 
the  librarian  s  office.  Behind  the  long  delivery  counter  for  the  service 
<>t  books  to  readers  is  a  wide  passage  to  the  book  stack  that  occupies 
the  whole  north  end  of  this  pavilion,  extending  up  through  both  the 
first  and  second  stories.  On  one  side  of  this  passage  is  located  the 
accessions  room  and  on  the  other  the  catalogue  room 

I  he  east  wing  is  used  as  the  general  public  reading  room,  and  the 
west  wing  is  divided  equally  by  partition  between  the  children's  read- 
ing room  and  the  main  open-shelf  room.  The  latter  and  the  two 
reading  rooms  will  be  provided  with  Mall  shelving  all  around  within 
easy  reach  of  readers.  There  is  considerable  flexibility  in  the  area 
available  for  the  open-shelf  and  children's  rooms,  which  are  among 
the  notable  features  of  the  new  building.  Ample  provision  i tmZe 
for  future  expansion  in  these  t  wo  directions 
In  the  second  story  the  central  pavilion  contains  a  memorial  or  exhi- 
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bition  hall,  several  private  study  rooms,  and  the  trustees'  room.  The 
east  wing  in  this  story  contains  the  public  reading  room  for  period- 
icals and  newspapers,  and  the  west  wing  may  also  be  used  as  a  reading 
room,  but  is  designed  as  a  lecture  or  class  room. 

There  are  altogether  3G  rooms  and  halls,  of  which  17  are  in  the  base- 
ment, 10  in  the  first  story,  and  8  in  the  second  story,  beside  the  main 
book  room,  or  book  stack,  occupying  the  north  end  of  the  central 
pavilion  and,  as  stated,  extending  from  the  first-story  floor  to  the  roof. 

The  areas,  in  square  feet,  of  the  various  rooms,  exclusive  of  passages, 
stairways, etc.,  as  calculated  by  Mr.  Bernard  R.  Green,  superintendent 
of  construction,  are  as  follows:

MODIFICATIONS  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  PLANS. 

In  making  the  revisions  of  the  plans  which  have  been  noted  no 
change  has  been  permitted  in  the  arrangement  and  proportionate 
areas  of  spaces  in  the  building  or  in  its  general  architectural  design. 
The  exterior  stonework  is  somewhat  plainer  than  originally  proposed, 
but  of  a  good  quality  of  white  marble,  and  the  Milford  pink  granite 
for  the  basement  is  retained.  The  roof  will  be  covered  with  black 
slate  with  the  sheet-metal  work  thereon  of  galvanized  iron,  and  the 
gutters,  flashings,  and  flat  portions  are  to  be  copper. 

All  bronze  work  and  all  mosaic  floors,  except  borders  in  the  general 
delivery  room  and  exhibition  hall,  have  been  omitted.  White  marble 
is  retained  for  the  stairways,  but  all  other  interior  marble  finish  is 
omitted.  The  original  elaborate  stucco  enrichments  of  ceilings, 
vaults,  and  cornices  are  generally  omitted,  but  fine  moldings  and  good 
forms  are  retained.  The  door  and  wainscot  trims  of  the  general 
delivery  room  will  be  in  cement  instead  of  marble.  All  oak  wainscot- 
ing in  the  second  story,  except  the  trustees'  room,  is  omitted.  Metal 
sashes  and  bronze  doors  are  altered  to  oak.  All  oak  and  parquetry 
flooring  is  changed  to  plain,  hard,  Southern  pine,    No  change  has 
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been  made  in  the  original  design  of  the  heating  and  ventilating  appa- 
ratus and  electric  lighting.  Polished  plate  glass  is  retained  for  all 
windows.  It  is  expected  that  the  funds  will  permit  a  pleasing  color 
t  reatment  for  the  interior  walls. 

The  building  will  be  entirely  fireproof  throughout,  solidly  and 
si  rongly  constructed,  and  in  every  way  a  truly  monumental  and  per- 
manent structure,  appropriate  for  its  purposes  as  a  public  library 
building  in  a  public  square.  The  building  will  be  well  furnished  and 
ready  for  use,  except  as  to  books  and  materials  for  the  library  proper. 
The  book  stack  will  be  made  entirely  of  steel  and  iron  and  with  glass 
or  marble  decks.  It  will  be  five  stories  of  7  feet  each  in  height,  and 
have  a  capacity  of  about  204,500  volumes. 

Although  the  several  revisions  of  plans  have  caused  some  six  months' 
1  ime  to  be  lost  in  the  commencement  of  construction  on  the  ground, 
the  excavation,  foundations,  basement  walls,  outside  drainage,  and 
the  main  grading  of  the  ground  about  the  building  have  already  been 
accomplished,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  completed 
within  the  time  originally  fixed  by  law,  namely,  March  3,  1002. 

The  report  of  the  librarian  of  the  Public  Library,  which  is  transmit- 
ted herewith,  makes  a  gratifying  showing  of  the  growth  and  increas- 
ing usefulness  of  the  library  in  its  present  crowded  rented  quarters 
on  New  York  avenue.  It  shows  an  increase  during  the  year  in  the 
number  of  library  books  of  2,205,  an  enlarged  circulation  of  books 
per  day  among  readers,  and  an  increase  of  3,747  in  the  number  of 
registered  borrowers.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  demonstration 
made  by  the  librarian  of  the  absolute  need  of  a  considerably  increased 
library  force  and  a  notable  enlargement  of  the  supply  of  books. 

The  law  provides  that  the  new  Public  Library  building  shall  be  fin- 
ished by  March  4,  1002,  and  the  contract  which  has  been  made  tor  its  * 
construction  provides  that  it  shall  be  completed  by  the  1st  of  March 
of  that  year. 

WANTED:  BOOKS  FOR  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  1901-1902,  to  be  made  by  the 
approaching  session  of  C  ongress,  will  probably  cover  the  date  of 
occupying  the  new  building,  and  perhaps  four  or  five  months  of  such 
occupancy.  Within  the  same  fiscal  year  will  certainly  be  included 
the  preliminary  period  of  securing  the  books  with  which  to  fill  the 
shelves  of  the  new  building.  The  library  is  enjoying  a  healtliv 
growth  in  its  present  cramped  quarters,  but  everything  in  the  new 
building  will  be  on  so  much  larger  a  scale  that  special  attention  must 
be  given  to  the  labor  of  securing  a  very  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  books.  The  present  library  contains  less  than  10,000  volumes. 
Wlnle  they  overflow  the  shelves  of  the  building  now  in  use,  they  will 
be  lost  in  the  structure  on  Mount  Vernon  square.  The  wall  shelves 
and  book  stack  on  the  first  floor  alone  of  the  new  library  will  accom- 
modate 71,670  volumes,  as  follows:  First  tier  book  stack,\52, 000;  pub- 

~R^7adrn.lg  r00m'  7'770;  oMWwm's  room,  5,500;  open  shelf  room, 
5,500  The  permanent  wall  shelving  and  book  stack  will  accommodate 
2S.>,L,0  volumes,  leaving  portable  cases  or  book  presses  out  of  the 
calculation.  The  special  labor  of  all  friends  of  the  library  will  be 
to  so  increase  the  number  of  volumes  on  its  list  that  the  shelves  of 
the  new  building,  at  least  so  far  as  the  first  floor  is  concerned,  may 
be  filled  when  the  library  enters  upon  its  new  quarters. 
The  acceptance  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  of  a  library  building  carries 
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with  it  the  pledge  of  a  suitable  maintenance  of  the  library  by  Con- 
gress, upon  which  the  donation  was  conditioned.  Congress,  acting  as 
the  District's  legislature,  will  undoubtedly  fulfill  the  pledge  of  suitable 
maintenance,  and  in  meeting  this  obligation  a  liberal  appropriat  ion  in 
the  District  bill  for  the  purchase  of  books  is  the  first  and  most  impor- 
tant item. 

The  estimates  submitted  by  the  trustees  urge  an  appropriation  of 
$20,000  for  this  purpose,  and  this  amount,  while  large  compared  with 
the  current  appropriation  for  books,  is  very  small  when  the  book 
accommodations  of  the  new  building  are  considered  and  when  com- 
parisons are  made  with  the  appropriations  for  books  in  the  first  years 
of  other  public  libraries.  Up  to  this  time  the  District  taxpayers, 
national  and  local,  have  contributed  for  books  from  the  District's  tax 
money  only  $1,000,  for  the  reason  that  the  library  as  it  at  present 
exists  has  neither  the  room  space  to  shelve  nor  the  library  force  to 
catalogue  any  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes.  But 
these  reasons  for  a  small  appropriation  disappear  with  entrance  into 
the  new  building,  and  our  Congressional  legislators  will  undoubtedly 
make  the  book  appropriation  for  1901-2  adequate  in  amount. 

The  accumulation  of  books  for  the  new  building  during  the  year 
1901-2  should  be  accompanied  by  their  cataloguing  and  systematic 
arrangement,  and  to  this  end  a  considerable  increase  in  the  library 
force  of  cataloguers  and  assistants  will  be  essential.  This  enlarged 
force  will  be  necessaiy  even  if  removal  to  the  new  building  shall 
not  occur  until  after  June  30,  1902.  But  since  the  building  is  to  be 
completed  March  1,  1902,  it  is  probable  that  the  new  building  may 
be  utilized  several  months  at  least  before  the  (dose  of  the  fiscal  year 
1901-2,  and  the  need  will  immediately  arise  of  the  provision  of  the 
much  larger  force  required  to  handle  the  new  library  of  books  and  to 
care  for  the  spacious  building.  The  estimated  pay  roll  of  1901-2 
contemplates  the  use  of  18  employees  at  a  total  cost  of  812,500. 

In  stocking  new  library  buildings  with  collections  of  books  and  in 
providing  ample  cataloguing  and  circulating  library  forces  American 
municipalities  have  not  been  illiberal. 

The  libraries  of  Salem,  Mass. ,  and  Ne  wark,  N.  J. ,  began  with  approxi- 
mately the  same  number  of  books  as  the  Washington  Public  Library, 
and  their  growth  for  the  first  two  years  was  approximately  the  same 
as  that  of  the  local  collection.

In  the  first  two  years  of  its  life  Salem's  library  secured  19,091  books, 
with  appropriations  amounting  to  $18,998;  Newark's  library  secured 
22,848  volumes,  with  appropriations  aggregating  $29, 558. 94 ;  Washing- 
ton's library  secured  19,000  volumes  at  a  cost  of  no  appropriation 
P  whatsoever,  all  coming  from  private  donations  and  subscriptions. 
Washington  now  asks  $20,000  appropriation  for  books,  that  amount 
being  less  than  Newark's  appropriation  for  the  period  already  passed 
by  Washington's  library  without  any  appropriation  from  the  municipal 
funds.

The  appropriation  for  the  library  foree  of  Newark  in  1800,  when 
the  books  numbered  22,848,  was  $14,2:30.50.  Even  at  the  past  rate  of 
increase  Washington's  library  will,  by  the  time  the  new  building  is 
occupied,  largely  exceed  in  number  of  volumes  the  Newark  collection 
of  1800.  Hut  as  a  result  of  special  efforts  for  book  appropriations 
and  donations  that  will  be  made  the  Washington  collection  should  be 
three  tunes  as  great.  The  proposed  Washington  pay  roll  amounts, 
however,  only  to  $12,560. 

The  average  appropriations  for  library  maintenance  after  the  first 
heavy  purchases  of  books  have  been  made  are  suggested  by  the  fol- 
lowing list  of  the  public  libraries  of  the  United  States  containing 
between  50,000  and  100,000  volumes  in  1893,  with  a  statement  of  their 
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annual  income.  It  is  taken  from  Fletcher's  Public  Libraries  in 
America :

THE  CAMPAIGN  FOR  LIBRARY  BOOKS. 

The  public  spirit  and  beneficent  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  Wash- 
ington, which  have  furnished  the  19,000  volumes  constituting  the 
present  public  library,  will  not  fail  because  the  public  revenues  con- 
tribute in  proper  proportion  to  the  greater  work  of  filling  the  shelves 
of  the  new  building.  Tt  is  indicated  that  when  the  alcoves  in  the 
new  library  are  ready  to  receive  their  treasure  special  and  valuable 
collections  of  books  belonging  to  Washingtonians  will  be  donated  and 
made  accessible  to  the  public.  They  will  be  safe  in  a  fireproof  build- 
ing, vigilantly  cared  for,  held  together  so  that  they  retain  identity  as 
the  collections  of  their  donors,  and  they  are  made  to  contribute  in 
the  highest  degree  to  the  welfare  of  the  community.  Through  the 
energetic  labors  of  the  donations  committee  of  the  library  trustees, 
large  accessions  to  the  number  of  books  and  to  the  subscription  fund 
for  the  purchase  of  books  are  confidently  anticipated. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  legislation  may  be  secured  from  Congress 
which  will  turnover  to  the  Library  the  miscellaneous  books  not  neces- 
sary for  reference  and  official  use  in  the  departmental  libraries. 
These  number  between  20,000  and  30,000.  Thoir  withdrawal  from 
the  300,000  volumes  of  the  departmental  libraries  would  not  injure 
the  latter  as  technical  reference  collections  for  official  use,  but  would 
cause  the  Washington  Public  Library  to  become  a  general  depart- 
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mental  library  for  the  enjoyment  and  free  circulating  use  of  all  the 
employees  in  all  the  departments.  These  books,  accessible  in  the 
main  only  to  the  clerks  in  three  of  the  departments,  and  accessible  to 
them  only  so  far  as  the  fraction  contained  in  their  own  library  is 
concerned  would,  if  collected  in  the  AVashington  Public  Library,  be 
open  to  all  the  clerks,  and  a  great  body  of  Government  employees 
would  enjoy  privileges  of  which  they  are  now  entirely  deprived.  The 
establishment  of  such  a  general  departmental  library,  open  also  to  the 
public,  would  save  the  Government  the  expensive  duplication  of  books 
in  numerous  small  collections  and  would  also  economize  in  the  room- 
space  devoted  to  departmental  library  purposes. 

There  is  also  a  possibility  of  securing  the  use  for  circulating  pur- 
poses of  some  of  the  duplicates,  copyrighted  or  uncopyrighted,  in  the 
Library  of  Congress.  The  creation  of  a  circulat  ing  department  of  the 
latter  library  has  been  forcibly  urged  in  Congress,  but  has  met  with 
determined  opposition.  A  compromise  between  these  conflicting  views 
of  the  true  functions  of  the  Library  of  Congress  should  result  in  the 
popular  circulating  use  of  many  of  these  books  through  their  loan 
to  the  Washington  Public  Library. 

The  relations  of  nation  and  capital  make  the  Washington  Public 
Library  as  much  a  Government  institution  in  principle  as  the  Library 
of  Congress.  By  continuing  to  develop  the  latter  exclusively  along 
its  natural  lines  as  a  great  reference  library  for  scholars  and  students, 
and  by  rendering  available  for  public  use  its  circulating  books  through 
the  medium  of  the  Washington  Public  Library,  as  the  national  local 
lendinglibrary,  the  nation  will  waste  no  f  ractioi/of  its  library  resources, 
and  instead  of  permitting  thousands  of  miscellaneous  volumes,  copy- 
righted or  uncopyrighted,  to  decay  unused  on  the  shelves,  they  will 
all  be  rendered  most  fully  available,  both  for  reference  and  circulat- 
ing purposes,  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  Republic.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

Gentlemen:  Herewith  is  submitted  a  report  of  the  work  of  the 
library  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  with  brief  statements  as  to 
the  present  condition,  and  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  to 
the  work  for  the  coining  year.  This  is  the  first  report  for  a  complete 
year  since  the  organization  of  the  library,  and  it  will  be  seen  from 
tables  and  statements  herewith,  that  the  estimates  made  in  the  last 
report  have  been  fully  realized  during  the  present  year.  The  arrange- 
ments for  the  new  library  building  having  been  begun  before  the 
present  fiscal  year,  the  expectations  of  the  public  have  been  thereby 
greatly  increased,  and  the  desire  for  larger  facilities  in  the  matter  of 
books  and  periodicals  has  been  much  more  marked  than  usual.  With 
a  small  library,  limited  appropriations,  and  insufficient  force,  it  has 
been  of  course  impossible  to  supply  the  public  as  fully  as  it  would 
naturally  expect,  and  this  difficulty  can  be  remedied  only  when  the 
new  building  is  completed  and  sufficient  appropriations  are  given  to 
meet  the  ordinary  demands  of  so  large  a  reading  public  as  exists  in 
Washington. 

CIRCULATION  OF  BOOKS. 

The  library  shows  its  necessity  and  value  and  its  use  to  the  public 
by  the  circulation  of  its  books.  On  the  1st  of  July,  1890,  the  number 
of  volumes  in  the  library  was  1G,675,  and  on  the  30th  of  June,  1900, 
it  had  increased  to  18,940.  Most  of  the  books  having  come  by  dona- 
tions and  a  large  portion  from  a  former  library,  they  were  necessarily 
much  worn  and  many  of  them  unserviceable  for  lack  of  binding  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  issue  of  books  for  home  reading  has  been  quite  uniform  during 
the  whole  year.  The  monthly  circulation  varied  from  8,630  in  June, 
1900,  to  11,529  in  November,  1899.  The  following  table  (A)  gives  the 
circulation  by  months  and  the  number  of  the  different  classes  of  books 
taken  out :

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In  the  foregoing  table  no  account  is  taken  of  periodicals  or  books 
used  in  the  reference  room,  except  for  portions  of  four  months.  If 
this  had  been  included  for  the  entire  year  it  would  materially  add  to 
the  amount  of  the  circulation.  The  total  issue  of  books  for  the  year 
is  122,024,  or  an  average  of  10,210  volumes  a  month.  As  the  number 
of  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  10,075, 
and  on  June  30,  1900,  18,940,  the  average  number  of  books  during  the 
year  wa  >  about  17,800,  hence  the  circulation  has  been  on  an  average 
of  seven  times  the  whole  library  during  the  year.  This  amount  may 
be  considered  a  fair  proportion  when  it  is  remembered  that  a  large 
part  of  the  library  is  made  up  of  books  that  are  not  new  and  for  which 
little  demand  is  made.  The  average  number  of  registered  borrowers 
during  the  year  was  about  8,585,  and  the  average  number  of  books 
issued  to  each  registered  borrower  was  14£;  that  is,  taking  into  account 
all  that  were  registered,  each  borrower  had  a  book  203  days  out  of  the 
305  days  that  the  library  was  open  during  the  year. 

The  largest  circulation  on  any  one  da}7  was  November  27,  1899,  089 
volumes,  and  the  smallest,  March  15, 1900,  140  volumes.  The  average 
daily  circulation  for  the  different  months,  as  shown  by  the  table,  has 
varied  from  332  to  409f ,  the  largest  circulation  in  September,  1899,  and 
the  smallest  circulation  in  June,  1900.  The  average  circulation  per 
day  was  a  little  over  402  volumes,  a  slight  increase  over  last  year. 

The  percentage  of  fiction  and  juvenile  works  circulated  is  about  the 
same  as  last  year,  not  larger  in  amount  than  in  most  public  libraries: 
the  other  classes  in  their  order  being  literature,  history  and  travel, 
biography,  philosophy  and  religion,  social  science,  natural  science, 
recreation,  and  fine  arts. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  some  portions  of  the  library  can  be 
measured  by  the  present  condition  of  the  book  stacks,  especially 
those  devoted  to  fiction  and  juvenile  works.  When  the  library  was 
opened  every  shelf  in  that  section  was  filled  to  overflowing.  Notwith- 
standing the  large  number  of  additions  during  the  year,  the  circula- 
tion of  these  books  was  so  great  that  portions  of  two  sections  were 
vacated  entirely,  and  at  one  time  of  over  0,000  volumes  in  these 
classes,  it  was  found  by  actual  count  there  were  but  a  little  over  one- 
tenth  of  the  number  on  the  shelves. 

As  a  natural  result  of  this  lack  of  books  to  supply  the  daily  demands 
of  the  readers,  it  has  been  found  that  many  of  the  readers'  cards  have 
been  unused  for  portions  of  the  time,  and  it  is  probable  that  even  with 
the  registration  already  made,  with  a  proper  supply  of  books,  the  cir- 
culation would  have  been  two  or  three  times  greater,  although  from 
10  to  30  copies  of  the  more  popular  works  have  been  placed  on  the 
shelves. 

DUPLICATE  COLLECTION. 

The  constant  demand  for  new  books,  especially  of  popular  fiction, 
suggested  the  propriety  of  having  a  small  duplicate  collection  from 
which  books  might  be  issued  to  readers  at  10  cents  per  week  and  could 
be  had  at  once  without  waiting  a  long  time  for  the  return  of  the  copies 
on  the  regular  shelves.  This  plan  was  begun  in  April,  1899.  The 
duplicate  list  lias  increased  steadily  during  the  year,  317  volumes  hav- 
ing been  added  and  274  paid  for  and  transferred  to  the  general  shelves. 
Of  some  books  20  to  30  copies  were  purchased,  and  by  this  means 
many  more  readers  were  supplied  with  the  new  works,  and  very  soon 
all  the  readers  had  the  benefit  of  the  increased  facilities  of  the  library, 
for  as  soon  as  a  book  had  paid  for  itself  it  was  taken  from  the  collec- 
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tion  and  placed  on  the  regular  shelves.  The  demand  for  books  has 
been  so  great  that  it  is  certain  that  a  larger  increase  of  this  collection 
would  be  an  advantage  owing  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  to  pur- 
chase books  at  present. 

READING  AND  REFERENCE  ROOM. 

The  limited  space  in  the  present  building  and  the  lack  of  sufficient 
assistants  have  made  it  necessary  to  place  in  one  room  the  general 
reference  books  and  the  periodicals,  and  this  crowded  room  is  the 
only  one  conveniently  available  for  readers  in  consulting  books 
taken  from  the  shelves.  The  attendance  has  been  large  at  all  times, 
but  no  account  has  been  taken  of  the  number  of  readers.  The  peri- 
odical list  is  a  fairly  good  one,  supplied  by  purchase  from  the  book 
fund,  by  donations  of  periodicals  from  various  sources,  and  by  the 
collection  of  technical  and  scientific  periodicals  from  the  interest  on 
the  Henry  Pastor  memorial  fund,  given  by  James  T.  Du  Bois,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  trustees.  Lists  of  periodicals  in  the  library  fur- 
nished by  gift,  by  purchase,  and  by  the  memorial  fund  will  be  found 
in  tables  D,  E,  and  F  in  the  appendix.  The  collection  of  reference 
books  has  been  largely  increased  and  quite  a  number  of  sets  of  bound 
periodicals  added  during  the  year.  It  will  be  impossible  to  furnish 
the  reading  public  with  the  necessary  conveniences  for  reading  and 
study  without  largely  increased  funds  for  the  books  and  periodicals 
needed  for  this  purpose.  The  demand  of  teachers  and  students  in 
the  schools  alone  will  require  much  more  in  the  future. 

Better  provisions  should  be  made  for  the  proper  use  of  the  valuable 
periodicals  of  the  Henry  Pastor  Memorial  fund,  especially  for  having 
more  space  allotted  to  them  in  the  reading  room,  or  a  separate  room. 
There  is  also  required  an  attendant  to  take  proper  charge  of  the  col- 
lection to  make  it  as  useful  as  it  ought  to  be  to  the  many  desiring  to 
study  without  cost  these  special  subjects,  as  there  is  no  other  place 
in  the  city  where  this  can  be  done.  It  is  believed  that  with  proper 
care  this  part  of  the  library  will  become  one  of  great  importance  to 
the  inventors,  students,  and  workingmen  in  the  various  industrial 
pursuits— more  especially  to  the  latter,  as  the  collection  is  open  at  night. 

SCHOOLS  AND  THE  CHILDREN. 

Although  it  has  been  impossible  to  have  a  regular  children's  depart- 
ment, owing  to  reasons  already  stated,  yet  during  the  year  there  has 
been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  readers  among  the  children, 
and  largely  from  those  attending  the  public  schools.  I  would  espe- 
cially emphasize  what  was  stated  in  last  year's  report  as  to  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  having,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  separate  room  for  the 
children,  and  particularly  for  the  younger  ones  who  would  be  greatly 
benefited  by  having  a  place  to  meet  and  an  assistant  properly  trained 
to  aid  them  in  their  reading  and  studies.  In  a  limited  way  this  has 
been  done  by  having  the  children's  books  placed  apart  on  separate 
shelves,  but  the  demand  has  been  probably  ten  times  greater  than  the 
supply,  and  at  present  but  a  small  fraction  of  the  number  of  children  in 
the  schools  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  library,  and  the 
great  majority  can  not  do  so  at  all  until  the  arrangements  of  the  new 
building  make  this  possible.  It  has  been  noticed  with  great  satisfaction 
that  the  intelligent  use  of  the  library  by  the  children  has  been  a  marked 
feature  of  the  year,  showing  an  education  in  the  selection  and  han- 
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tiling  of  books;  while  one  desirable  result  has  been  the  good  care  taken 
by  very  many  readers  of  the  books  issued  to  them  and  their  manifest 
desire  to  aid  the  library  in  teaching  these  lessons  to  others.  All  1  hese 
matters  are  of  consequence,  because  in  the  growth  of  interest  in  the 
Library  and  in  the  increased  use  of  the  books,  the  children  will  regard 
the  library  a  very  important,  if  not  the  most  important,  feature  in  the 
coming  years,  and  their  training  in  the  proper  use  of  books  at  the 
present  time  will  have  a  large  influence  upon  their  future  education. 

REGISTRATION. 

The  registration  of  borrowers  during  the  year  was  3,747,  making 
the  entire  number  at  present  10,459.  The  number  of  students'  extra 
cards  given  out  has  increased  steadily,  and  as  these  cards  can  be  used 
only  for  class  books,  and  not  for  fiction,  this  indicates  the  increased 
use  of  the  more  instructive  works. 


LIBRARV  FORCE. 

The  appropriations  for  the  past  year  gave  salaries  for  persons  as 
follows:

Provisions  have  been  made  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  for 
one  assistant  and  one  cataloguer,  at  &G00  each,  and  a  janitor,  at  $480, 
thus  increasing  the  entire  salaried  force  to  seven.  During  the  first 
year  of  the  library's  existence  considerable  aid  was  rendered  in  the 
work  of  cataloguing  and  issuing  of  books  by  volunteer  assistants  from 
the  library  school,  but  during  the  past  year  scarcelv  any  such  extra 
help  has  been  given.  The  force  absolutely  needed  in  the  issue  room  has 
had  to  be  provided  for  in  other  ways,  but  for  the  reading  room  and  care 
of  the  periodicals  no  adequate  farce  has  been  available;  yet,  notwith- 
standing all  the  difficulties,  the  work  has  been  fairly  well  done  by  the 
faithful  service  of  those  in  charge.  There  have  not  been  sufficient 
attendants  to  wait  upon  the  readers  properly  in  the  crowded  hours  of 
the  day,  and  doubtless  some  complaints  have  arisen  from  this  cause, 
as  it  is  expected  in  a  public  library  the  force  will  be  sufficient  in 
number  to  meet  all  ordinary  demands. 

There  are  especially  needed  more  attendants  in  the  delivery  room 
and  in  the  reading  room.  There  is  also  a  great  need  of  a  largely 
increased  force  to  be  provided  for  the  year  ending  1902,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  hoped  that  for  a  considerable  portion  of  that  year  the 
library  will  be  in  the  new  building,  which  is  required  to  be  completed 
by  March  1,  1902.  If  the  work  of  const  ruction  can  be  done  in  the 
time  required  by  law,  the  building  will  be  ready  for  use  at  least  four 

year,  and  it  is  possible  this 
time  may  be  increased  to  six  months.  The  preparation,  moving, 
extra  labor  to  be  done  in  the  new  building,  and  additional  service 
required  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public,  will  necessitate  a  much 
larger  force  than  at  present  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  year.  In 
the  delivery  room  the  long  hours— from  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  10 
o'clock  at  night— require  practically  a  double  force,  which  must  be 
provided  for,  as  this  work  is  very  exacting,  and  three  or  four  hours 
at  a  time  is  all  that  should  be  required  without  change.  Heretofore 
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no  provision  has  been  made  for  attendants  in  the  alcoves  to  assist  in 
selecting  books,  nor  for  messengers  to  get  books  for  readers  when 
called  for.  This  need  should  be  supplied  as  soon  as  possible,  as  the 
one  thing  most  demanded  by  readers  is  prompt  service  in  the  dis- 
charging and  issuing  of  books.  At  present,  owing  to  a  lack  of  force, 
it  has  been  impossible  to  properly  examine  the  books  returned,  before 
they  were  discharged  and  placed  on  the  shelves.  Owing  to  this 
hurried  service,  it  is  possible  that  a  book  that  has  been  injured  may 
be  given  to  another  reader  before  the  damage  has  been  discovered, 
which  not  only  causes  ill  feeling,,  but  is  a  positive  injury,  by  showing 
that  the  library  does  not  take  sufficient  care  to  notice  the  condition 
of  the  books,  and  excuses  carelessness  and  injury  on  the  part  of 
borrowers. 

The  cataloguing  and  arranging  of  several  thousand  books  that  will 
be  absolutely  necessary  to  properly  open  the  new  building  will  require 
quite  a  force  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  so  that  the  estimate  for 
expenses  should  be  practically  for  the  needs  of  the  new  building  for 
the  entire  year,  which  upon  this  basis  should  not  be  less  than  the 
following:

GENERAL  EXPENSES. 

The  reasons  just  given  for  the  increase  in  the  force  apply  still  more 
strongly  to  the  other  expenses. 

The  item  for  the  purchase  of  new  books  to  make  the  contents  of  the 
library  to  any  reasonable  extent  adequate  to  the  necessities  of  a  large 
city,  and  to  secure  proper  provisions  to  meet,  on  our  part,  by  a  liberal 
supply  of  books  on  the  shelves,  the  generous  donation  by  Mr.  Carnegie 
of  t  he  library  building,  will  require  for  a  few  years  large  appropriations. 

Until  something  like  100,000  volumes  are  procured,  distributed 
among  the  various  classes,  and  made  accessible  by  catalogues  and  other 
necessary  arrangements  for  readers,  the  library  can  not  give  to  the 
public  what  will  naturally  be  expected,  or  what  is  now  supplied  in  other 
cities  not  so  large  as  Washington.  The  item  for  binding  will  be  steadily 
increased  by  the  constant  wear  of  the  books  in  circulation  and  the  need 
of  rebinding  most  of  the  present  collection.  The  amounts  needed  for 
the  coming  year  will  not  be  less  than  the  following:

The  largest  item  in  the  table  is  for  fines,  amounting  to  1783.72  for 
the  year,  or  an  average  of  $65.31  per  month,  this  being  collected  at  2 
cents  a  day  for  overdue  books.  This  shows  a  payment  for  39,186  days, 
indicating  a  large  use  of  the  books  in  a  small  library. 

This  collection  is  made  solely  for  the  prompt  return  of  books  and  is 
not  a  source  of  revenue,  as  the  cost  of  service  probably  exceeds  the 
return,  and  especially  when  books  have  to  be  sent  for  by  messenger. 

The  other  items  are  small,  except  that  for  the  duplicate  collection, 
$327.95,  which  should  not  be  taken  into  account,  as  the  amount  is  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books  to  sustain  the  collection. 

The  total  amount  of  this  table,  $1,174.52,  indicates  the  fidelitv  and 
care  of  those  in  charge  of  the  delivery  desk. 

SPECIAL  GIFTS  TO  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  past  year  has  not  equaled  the  former  in  the  matter  of  large 
gifts  of  money  or  books,  but  there  has  been  a  continual  increase  to  the 
library  by  small  donations  of  books  from  a  large  number  of  persons. 
The  only  moneys  received  were  $100  from  Mr.  B.  II.  Warner  and  $100 
trom  Mr.  James  T.  Du  Bois,  interest  on  the  Henry  Pastor  memorial 
fund. 

The  number  of  donors  of  books  during  the  year  was  227,  and  the 
gifts  were,  bound  books,  2,688;  pamphlets,  315;  periodicals,  291; 
among  these  the  following:  Hon.  John  W.  Hoyt,  2(57  miscellaneous 
books  and  651  reports,  etc.,  some  very  valuable  works,  from  his  private 
library;  Hon.  James  T.  Du  Bois,  a  set  of  Brockhaus'  Conversations 
Lexicon,  17  volumes;  the  Star  of  Hope  Lodge,  I.  O.  G.  T.,  of  their 
library,  113  volumes;  Mr.  Gist  Blair,  137  volumes;  Hon.  George  B. 
McClellan,  M.  C,  Encyclopedia  Britannica  and  Edinburgh  Encyclope- 
dia; Miss  Minnie  H.  Pilling,  a  finely  bound  set  of  publications  of 
United  States  Bureau  of  Ethnology,  special  papers,  etc.,  amounting  to 
151  volumes;  the  Evening  Star  Newspaper  Company,  106  miscella- 
neous books;  Mrs.  F.  P.  Gross,  79  books;  Messrs.  Dodge  &  Son,  a 
bound  set  of  the  Scientific  American  and  Supplement  from  the  begin- 
ning; Mrs.  C.  N.  Miller,  a  collection  of  119  volumes;  a  complete  set 
of  the  58  annual  reports  of  the  Providence  (R.  I.)  Athenjeum;  Miss 
Tisdel,  a  bound  set  of  Harpers'  Monthly  from  the  commencement. 
The  entire  list  of  donors,  with  the  number  of  books  given,  will  be  found 
in  Table  G  in  the  report, 
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The  list  of  periodicals  given  during  the  year  in  Table  F  amounts 
to  40,  an  increase  of  13,  a  few  of  them  being  duplicates,  popular  mag- 
azines, and  other  valuable  publications  from  libraries. 

CATALOGUING. 

During  the  year  several  thousand  of  the  old  library  cards  have  been 
*  revised,  corrected,  made  more  uniform,  and  arranged  according  to 

/  the  latest  Cutter  classification.  The  urgent  need  of  a  sufficient  force 
at  the  delivery  desk  has  made  it  necessary  to  take  from  the  catalog- 
uing force  from  time  to  time  when  needed,  as  the  issue  of  books  lias 
to  be  carried  on,  whatever  else  may  be  delayed.  The  collection  of 
works  on  bibliography  has  been  very  limited,  not  sufficient  for  doing 
the  work  properly,  and  it  has  been  necessary  at  times  to  borrow 
books  from  other  libraries  for  this  purpose.  During  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  quite  an  addition  was  made  to  this  class,  including  cyclo- 
pedias, dictionaries,  general  biographies,  and  other  works  of  reference1, 
and  especially  such  catalogues  as  that  of  the  Peabody  Institute  of 
Baltimore,  Boston  Athenaeum,  and  several  others.  Our  list  of  bibli- 
ographical works  is  still  limited  and  it  is  hoped  liberal  allowance  will 
be  made  for  this  necessary  part  of  the  working  tools  of  the  library  at 
the  earliest  possible  date.  The  2,2(55  new  books  catalogued  show  but 
a  part  of  the  labor  done,  as  the  preparing  of  book  cards  for  not  only 
the  new  books,  but  the  constant  renewal  of  the  cards  in  the  more  pop- 
ular books,  and  the  preparation  of  binding  lists,  new  cards,  and  labels 
for  the  rebound  books,  has  added  largely  to  the  work  of  our  limited 
cataloguing  force.  During  the  year  some  35,000  catalogue  cards  have 
been  copied  on  the  typewriter,  thus  furnishing  a  good  duplicate  set  for 
the  use  of  the  cataloguers  without  interfering  with  the  work  of  the 
readers  in  the  deli  very  room,  and  making  it  possible  in  the  future  to  have 
at  least  one  entire  set  of  the  card  catalogue  ready  for  use  by  the  public. 
The  convenience  of  having  the  cards  in  easily-read  type  instead  of 
writing,  may  lead  to  the  use  of  the  typewriter  in  the  future  for  all 
cataloguing,  as  the  most  economical  method  of  doing  the  work.

The  proportion  of  the  various  classes  is  fairly  good,  but  there  must 
be  taken  into  consideration  the  fact  that  much  the  great  er  part  of  the 
library  is  composed  of  old  books,  and  this  fact  alone  emphasizes  the 
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necessity  of  largely  increased  purchases,  especially  in  the  line  of  gen- 
eral works,  biography,  history  and  travel,  the  sciences,  the  arts,  and 
language  and  literature.  The  teachers  and  students  in  the  public 
schools  and  other  institutions  of  learning  have  during  the  past  year 
made  requests  for  books  in  their  various  courses  of  study  which  the 
limited  resources  of  the  library  were  unable  to  properly  supply.  It  is 
greatly  to  be  desired  that  this  condition  shall  be  remedied  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  shows  the  need  of  sufficient  appropriations,  as  men- 
tioned elsewhere  in  this  report. 

ADDITIONS  TO  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  additions  to  the  library  during  the  year,  as  far  as  classified, 
are:  classed  books,  1,200,  divided  as  follows:  general  works,  120; 
philosophy  and  religion,  112;  biography,  210;  history  and  travel,  290; 
social  science,  153;  natural  science,  112;  useful  arts,  38;  athletics 
and  recreation,  lit;  fine  arts,  46;  language  and  literature,  142.  The 
fiction  list  amounts  to  1 , 1 85,  which  includes  also  the  duplicate  collection 
and  juvenile  works. 

Quite  a  number  of  books  lately  received  have  not  yet  been  cata- 
logued, including  the  Library  of  Old  English  authors,  44  volumes;  the 
quarto  edition  of  Knight's  History  of  England,  0  volumes;  Picker- 
ing's Shakespeare,  11  volumes;  Hudson's  Shakespeare,  12  volumes, 
and  a  fairly  complete  set  of  the  British  Almanac.

BINDING. 

Heretofore  there  ha*  been  no  appropriation  for  binding,  and  the  con- 
dition ot  many  ot  the  books  became  so  bad  that  it  was  found  necessary 
to  withdraw  them  from  the  shelves,  but  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  a  small  portion  of  the  contingent  fund  has  been  used  for  repair- 
ing and  binding  1  051  books  at  a  cost  of  $429. 75.  The  very  hard  usage 
to  which  most  of  the  books  are  subject  made  it  necessary  to  use  as 
strong  a  style  of  binding  as  could  be  had  at  a  moderate  price  and  that 
selected  was  American  Russia  leather  backs  with  cloth  sides,  good 
strong  sewing  being  insisted  upon  as  an  absolute  necessity.  On  account 
of  the  constant  use  of  the  books  for  quite  a  time  before  the  rebinding 
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began,  a  considerable  number  were  laid  aside  to  be  replaced  by  new 
books,  and,  owing  to  lack  of  money  for  binding  and  repairing,  some 
2,479  books  have  been  taken  from  the  shelves  as  worn  out.  In  future 
this  proportion  will  not  be  so  large  if  sufficient  funds  are  given  for 
promptly  sending  to  the  binder  as  the  necessity  occurs. 

GENERAL  NOTES. 

By  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees  the  librarian  attended  t  he 
opening  ceremonies  of  the  new  building  of  the  Public  Library  at 
Providence,  R.  I.,  March  15,  1900.  After  the  exercises,  the  day  was 
spent  in  examining  carefully  the  details  of  the  construction  of  the 
building  with  the  architect,  and  the  arrangement  of  the  library  as 
planned  by  the  librarian,  Mr.  W.  E.  Foster.  The  general  plan  of  the 
building  is  similar  to  the  proposed  Washington  library — a  long  front 
with  narrow  wings  on  each  side,  the  middle  of  the  structure  extend- 
ing back,  for  delivery  and  stack  rooms;  the  reading,  periodical,  and 
children's  rooms  being  also  similarly  located,  and  the  general  arrange- 
ment being  one  of  the  best  yet  planned.  On  the  return  the  Public 
Library  at  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  the  Astor  and  Mercantile  Library  in 
New  York,  and  the  Free  Public  Library  in  Philadelphia  were  visited, 
the  latter  to  observe  the  open-shelf  system. 

On  June  0,  1900,  the  librarian  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Library  Association  at  Montreal,  Canada,  visiting  en  route 
the  State  library  and  library  school  at  Albany,  N.  Y. 

In  closing  this  report  it  is  but  proper  to  acknowledge  the  uniform 
courtesy  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  generous  assistance  given 
by  them  to  the  library  in  every  way.  The  president  has  given  much 
time  and  thought  to  the  details  of  the  work  in  the  library,  and  in  con- 
nection with  the  new  building  has  rendered  valuable  service  in  secur- 
ing plans  best  adapted  for  the  library.  The  vice-president,  during 
the  absence  of  the  president  for  some  months,  rendered  great  assist- 
ance, and  the  members  of  all  the  committees  have  aided  largely  in 
making  the  library  more  valuable  to  the  public;  especially  has  addi- 
tional work  fallen  upon  the  chairmen  of  the  book  and  finance  com- 
mittees.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Executive  Office. 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Washington*  December  26,  1900. 

Gentlemen:  The  record  system  in  operation  in  the  executive  office 
appears  to  meet  all  the  practical  requirements  of  the  business  of  the 
office,  and  to  be  sufficiently  adapted  to  the  character  of  the  work  per- 
formed to  justify  its  retention  until  it  shall  be  thought  advisable  to 
rearrange  the  whole  method  of  keeping  the  correspondence  records  of 
the  District  government. 

A  number  of  propositions  on  the  subject  have  been  considered.  The 
most  alluring  of  these  plans  is  to  have  one  record  office  for  the  entire 
municipal  correspondence  system,  with  a  single  numerical  series  of  the 
letters  received  and  another  of  the  letters  sent.  At  present  Dearly  every 
office  or  department  has  a  separate  series  of  its  own.  While  a* single- 
series  system  might  be  productive  of  delay  and  embarrassment  in  an 
organization  having  branches  or  subordinates  doing  business  in  parts 
of  the  country  or  parts  of  the  District  remote  from  the  central  office, 
the  fact  that  it  is  practicable  to  have  all  of  the  offices  of  the  District 
government  in  the  same  city,  and  nearly  all  in  the  same  building, 
seems  to  render  the  project  feasible. 

As  an  alternative  to  such  a  record  system,  the  correspondence  records 
of  all  of  the  several  offices  under  each  Commissioner  could  have  a  series 
distinct  from  those  of  the  offices  under  the  other  Commissioners,  as  is 
now  the  case  in  the  Engineer  Department.  At  present  the  record  of 
the  one  entry  c  lerk  in  the  secretary's  office,  with  the  work  of  the  clerk 
who  keeps  the  account  of  papers  in  transit  between  the  Commissioners, 
and  the  system  provided  by  the  order  of  July  1,  1897,  suffice  to  obvi- 
ate embarrassment  in  the  premises,  but  must  be  reg-arded  as  a  tentative 
provision. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  a  card  index  of  the  minutes  and  orders  of 
the  Commissioners  from  July  3,  1874,  and  a  card  index  of  the  opinions 
ot  the  several  attorneys  of  the  District  of  Columbia  should  be  pre- 
pared as  early  as  practicable,  and  thereafter  kept  up  to  date;  also  that 
a  like  index  ot  the  letters  received  from  the  same  date  until  the  date 
ot  the  adoption  ot  the  present  card  system  for  those  records  should  be 
made. 

Large  portions  of  the  indexes  of  those  records  which  are  now  in 
use,  as  well  as  the  records  themselves,  are  in  many  respects  not  only 
unsatisfactory  and  defective,  but  discreditable  to  the  office.  Some  of 
the  persons  who  were  engaged  at  different  times  in  the  preparation 
ot  those  indexes  were  materially  unfitted  to  adequatelv  perform  the 
work  intrusted  to  them.  The  results  of  their  employment  were  such 
as  to  lend  emphatic  indorsement  to  the  Commissioners'  recommenda- 
tions tor  civil-service  requirements  in  the  matter  of  appointments  of 
District  officials,  which  would  preclude  a  repetition  of  such  a  state  of 
affairs;  but  I  am  glad  to  state  that  this  criticism  is  not  applicable  to 
any  ot  the  clerks  at  present  employed  in  the  District  service.  Not 
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only  was  the  character  of  the  work  done  under  those  circumstances 
defective,  but  in  consequence  of  the  insufficient  clerical  force  in  the 
executive  office  for  years  many  forms  of  records  indispensable  to  a 
proper  standard  of  official  business  were  altogether  precluded. 

The  accumulation  of  laws,  reports,  and  documents  of  various  kinds, 
and  the  necessity  for  frequent  reference  thereto,  as  well  as  to  the  old 
records  of  former  municipalities  in  the  District,  has  reached  the  stage 
when  the  creation  of  the  office  of  librarian  is  advisable.  The  librarian 
might,  in  addition  to  ordinary  duties  of  arranging  and  caring  for  the 
books,  be  subject  to  the  duty  of  organizing  and  preparing  statistical 
information  and  other  miscellaneous  work.  The  compensation  should 
be  sufficient  to  obtain  an  incumbent  having  capabilities  commensurate 
with  the  character  of  the  service  he  would  be  expected  to  perform. 

With  the  $300  provided  in  the  deficiency  appropriation  of  June  t>, 
1900,  "For  completing  an  index  of  the  laws  affecting  the  municipal 
government  of  the  District  of  Columbia,"  very  encouraging  progress 
was  made  upon  a  system  of  card  indexes  to  the  municipal  laws,  ordi- 
nances, and  regulations  in  force  in  the  District,  and  to  other  facts  of 
current  and  historical  importance  to  which  a  means  of  ready  reference 
is  desirable. 

An  item  for  $300  more  for  the  same  purpose  was  included  in  the 
Commissioners'  annual  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  to  end  June  30, 
1902,  and,  it  is  believed,  will  complete  the  work  to  date:  after  which 
it  can  be  kept  up  by  the  regular  office  force. 

During  the  year  systems  of  card  indexes  to  appointments  made  by 
the  Commissioners,  and  to  the  correspondence  between  the  Commis- 
sioners and  Congress,  were  devised  and  established,  and  are  very  sat- 
isfactory media  of  reference. 

The  return  to  this  office  of  one  of  the  clerks  who  had  been  detailed 
to  another  branch  of  the  District  government  has  enabled  the  office 
force  to  more  nearly  cope  with  the  exacting  demands  upon  it. 

This  report  can  not  justly  be  closed  without  commendatory  allusion 
to  the  competent  assistance  rendered  the  Commissioners  by  the  force 
in  the  executive  office: 

To  Mr.  Clifford  Howard,  for  his  capable,  prompt,  and  tactful  dis- 
position of  the  routine  correspondence  of  the  office,  and  as  acting 
secretary  of  the  board  during  the  absence  of  the  secretary;  to  Mr. 
Daniel  Curry,  for  services  rendered  in  the  preparation  and  revision 
of  municipal  regulations  pending  their  consideration  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, in  supervising  the  promulgation  of  the  various  kinds  of  adver- 
tisements which  the  District  authorities  are  required  to  publish,  and  in 
the  performance  of  many  other  duties;  to  Mr.  William  F.  Meyers, 
who  is  specially  charged' with  indexing  the  correspondence  between 
the  Commissioners  and  Congress,  supervising  the  publication  of  the 
Commissioners'  annual  reports,  compiling  an  edition  of  the  laws  and 
reports  of  each  session,  and  keeping  files  of  Congressional  laws  and 
bills  and  other  records;  to  Miss  Emilie  Buhler,  who,  as  a  clerk 
and  typewriter,  has  creditably  met  all  the  exacting  demands  made  by 
the  nature  of  her  duties,  which  require  much  discrimination  and  skill: 
to  Miss  Lydia  Marshall,  who  has  kept  the  record  of  letters  received 
since  the  card-index  system  was  first  applied  to  that  branch  of  the 
office  correspondence,  and  has  since  performed  that  duty  with  a  highly 
commendable  degree  of  skill  and  judgment;  to  Mr.  Louis  C.  Wilson, 
for  his  services  in  reporting  the  hearings  before  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners and  in  connection  with  the  intricate  duties  which  devolve 
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upon  him  in  many  ways  as  the  general  utility  clerk  of  the  office-  to 
Mr.  F.  G.  Mattingly,  for  careful  and  accurate  work  as  a  typewriter 
and  stenographer,  and  to  Mr.  George  Lawrence  and  Mr.  Ross  Fish 
who.  in  addition  to  their  regular  work  as  messengers,  have  frequently 
and  acceptedly  rendered  important  services  of  a  quasi  clerical  nature 
Jo  all  the  office  force  I  wish  also  to  make  grateful  acknowledgments 
for  suggestions  and  advice  which  have  tended  to  improve  the  methods 
of  conducting  the  business  of  the  office  and  its  standing-  with  all  who 
have  had  occasion  to  deal  with  it.
